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Always room 


for surprises in city election

At 5 p.m. yesterday Tuesday all 
chances to enter this year's political race 
came to an end, but 11th hour entries and 
exits did provide a few surprises. 

No one on the School Committee Is 
running unopposed . 

The Ward 1 School Committee in¬ 
cumbent dropped out of the race. 

The much-rumored candidacy in Ward 
4 of Richard McGrath materialized. 

Voters can look forward to preliminary 
elections Oct. 4 for mayor, ward aider- 
man in Wards 1 and 3, alderman-at-large 
in Wards 6 and 8, and School Committee 
in Wards 2 and 3. 

Mayor’s race 

Six of the nine people with nomination 


papers for mayor have tiled and will be in 
the race. 

Incumbent Theodore D. Mann is being 
challenged by three aldermen, one state 
representative and one citizen. 

Opponents are Aid. Richard 
Bullwinkle, ward alderman in Ward 3 and 
a Board veteran; Aid. Eliot Cohen, 
alderman-at-large from Ward 8 and 
chairman of the Land Use Committee; 
Aid. James Miller, completing his first 
term on the Board; State Rep. Peter F. 
Harrington, a former alderman, com¬ 
pleting his second term as at the 
legislature; and David Berkeley. 

These candidates will appear at a 
mayoral forum sponsored by the Newton 
Conservators next week. 

Ward races 

The only ward alderman in Newton 


running unopposed in this election is Aid. 
Susan Schur of Ward 5. 

In the Ward 1 race, four of the six 
people with nomination papers filed for 
the seat being vacated by Aid. Andrew 
Magni. 

They are: Joseph L. Bradley, 15 Maple 
Ave.; Patricia Ciccone, 56 Lothrop St.; 
Guido Cetrone, 41 West St.; and Joseph 
DePasquale, 24 Jones Ct. 

The two top vote-getters of the four in 
the preliminary will be the nominees in 
the general election in November. 

In Ward 2, incumbent Aid. Thomas 
Concannon is being challenged by Elaine 
Gentile of 16 Broadway. 

Five of seven potential candidates filed 
for the ward alderman’s post In Ward 3, 
left vacant by Bullwinkle’s candidacy for 
mayor. 


They are: Anthony Salvucci, 23 Eddy 
St.; Ronald J. Brown, 144 Cherry St.; 
Paul Daley, 94 Prospect St.; Richard 
Chiampa, 242 Adams Ave.; and Nancy 
Donahue, 40 Russell Rd. 

Salvucci ran unsuccessfully for 
alderman-at-large in the last election and 
Daley ran against Bullwinkle un¬ 
successfully twice in the past two city 
elections. 

Again, the top two vote-getters in the 
preliminary will appear on the November 
ballot. 

In Ward 4 Aid. Carol Ann Shea will be 
challenged by Louis Pellegrine Jr. 
Pellegrine took nomination papers out 
two years ago, but failed to get the 
required number of signatures. 

Schur’s opponent, Peter J. Rowland, 
dropped out the race. Two years ago her 


opponent also dropped out of the race. 

Aid. Ernest Dietz in Ward 6 will be 
opposed by Richard Weintraub of 43 
Duxbury Rd. 

In Ward 7 Aid. David Cohen will run 
against Samuel Fishlyn, 10 Madoc St. 

In Ward 8 Aid. Robert Stiller will be 
challenged by Robert Katz of 35 Marvin 
Ln. 

Alderman-at-large 

The aldermen-at-large in Wards 1 and 2 
will run unopposed in the November 
election. 

They are Aid. Robert Gaynor, Board 
President Joseph McDonnell, City. 
Planning Chairman Terry Morris and 
Aid. Edward Richmond. 

In Ward 3 incumbents Matthew Jef¬ 
ferson and Robert Tennant will be 


challenged by Dominik Mauro of 25 Oak 
St. 

In Ward 4 incumbents John Stewart 
and Donald Budge will be challenged by 
Frederick Dalicandro, 299 Aubumdale 
Ave.; and Richard J. McGrath, former 
alderman and former state represen¬ 
tative. 

McGrath reportedly took out 
nomination papers Tuesday morning, the 
deadline day for filing, and returned 
them with 150 signatures Tuesday af¬ 
ternoon. 

His candidacy had been rumored for 
several weeks, and several people said 
nomination papers were being quietly 
circulated by McGrath, although this was 
denied last week by the candidate’s wife, 
Joan.

Aid. Miller also 
in mayor's race 


Aid James Miller, completing his first 
term as alderman-at-large from Ward 5, 
is a candidate in the mayor's race. 

Miller said the decision to enter the 
race was "difficult, because it meant 
giving up the 'Upper Falls’ seat on the 
Board of Aldermen." 

"However," he went on to say, “I came 
to realize and understand deeply the 
reasons why so many friends from Upper 
Falls and elsewhere in Newton had been 
asking me to consider seriously running 
for mayor." 

In an interview Monday, Aid. Miller 
discussed in general terms some of his 
concerns about the running of city 
government. 

Miller feels the city needs a mayor 
-who has executive skills and who un¬ 
derstands that the basis underlying 
constitutional government is people." 

He feels departmental reorganization 
is needed in the city to provide for a more 
manageable operation. He is also con¬ 
cerned with starting now to meet 
situations he thinks will exist in Newton 
in the future. 

Miller mixes people, environmental 


planning, and realistic management in 
his plans for the city. 

He discussed management in terms of 
public works and also discussed the need 
for a Parks Department and growing 
awareness of the reclamation of the 
Charles River, and a final solution to 
revaluation in Newton. 

Miller was critical of what he called 
Mayor Mann's "drive to give an outside 
small contractor a multi-million dollar 
plum for trash collection," a reference to 
Mann’s move last year to take trash 
collection out of the hands of the city and 
give it to a private contractor. 

"Ted Mann had failed to see the 1976 
perspective of the recession on the City of 
Newton in which jobs and tax dollars 
could be saved at the same time." 

Miller was an opponent of the switch to 
a private contractor, which he charged 
would liave put the city in a position of 
taking away jobs during a recession, 
when jobs were of critical importance, 
particularly to the unskilled; and of 
having the Newton taxpayers pay for 
equipment for trash collection ultimately

Metco could be cut 16 students

Superintendent of Schools Aaron Fink 
has notified the School Committee that he 
would recommend reducing the Newton 
Metco program to 334 students if the state 
legislature does not restore $900,000 in an 
upcoming supplemental budget. 

Superintendent Fink met with 
Governor Michael Dukakis two weeks 
ago along with other superintendents and 
school committee members to lobby for 
the money that would come from the $27 
million state budget surplus. 

The governor agreed to make the ad¬ 
ditional request that would restore the 
Metco budget to $6.8 million, the amount 
he and the Metco office originally sought 
in the budget. 


Press Secretary Alan Raymond said 
Tuesday that the General Court which 
orignally cut the budget will probably 
receive the additional appropriation 
request in three weeks. 

The governor is requesting the 
legislature to approve a $17 million 
supplemental budget next week for state 
salary increases. 

A second request in three weeks will 
include $900,000 for Metco, $1.5 million for 
the school breakfast program, about $4 
million for payment on the MBTA debt, 
and other items. 

Superintendent Fink’s letter to the 
School Committee, copies of which were 
sent to the press, accuses the legislature 
of having "set up the conditions for the 
gradual phasing out of the Metco 


program, since there is no more money 
available for the program in FY 78 than 
there was two years ago.” 

If the $900,000 is not reinstated by the 
legislature, Fink said he would recom¬ 
mend to the School Committee not 
replacing the 11 graduated Metco seniors 
nor the five other students who are not 
returning, dropping the Metco enrollment 
from 350 to 334. 

Fink had originally asked the Com¬ 
mittee to approve a Metco budget for 400 
students in September, but the Com¬ 
mittee turned it down by a 5-4 vote. 

The reduction of the program by 16 
students would cut the total cost by 
$32,927, bringing it down to $681,282. 

Karl Fuller, coordinator of Metco for 
the Bureau of Equal Educational 


Opportunity, said he was hopeful that the 
$900,000 will be appropriated, which “will 
be adequate” to fund the 350 Newton 
students and the statewide program at 
last year’s level. 

If the House and the Senate fail to 
appropriate additional funds, the Metco 
communities will be asked to take a 
percentage less in reimbursement and 
continue in the program, Fuller said. 

Superintendent Fink was critical of the 
legislature allowing Metco, Inc., the 
central Metco office apart from the 
Bureau of Equal Educational Oppor¬ 
tunity, a budget of 12.5 percent of the total 
Metco budget apart from transportation. 

The appropriation of that flat per¬ 
centage without justification Fink sees as 
a threat to the future of Metco. 


Grand design for Centre Square 
unveiled for planning committee 


The grand design for Newton Centre 
Square was unveiled Monday night at a 
meeting of the City Planning Committee. 

Complete with slides, drawings, charts, 
and survey booklets, members of the 
Newton Urban Design Team explained to 
the committee its plans for revamping 
the square and the rationale behind them. 

The project, which would take an 
estimated five years to actually com¬ 


plete, includes changes in traffic signals, 
improving major intersections, land¬ 
scaping, redoing pedestrian crossings, 
new signs, and some changes to the 
facades of buildings. 

While the aldermen had little initial 
comment on the proposal, businessmen in 
the square seem to enthusiastically 
support it. 

The same presentation had been made 


for the members of the Newton Centre 
Business Association at a previous 
meeting. 

Members of the Planning Department 
began conducting surveys last year on 
how businessmen, area residents and 
shoppers perceive the shopping area. 

They conducted additional studies of 
parking in the square and traffic

Norumbega Park about to become a reality

Scene of controversies between 
developers and conservationists for over 
a decade, the remainder of Auburndale’s 
old Norumbega Amusement Park is 
about to become a Newton city park. 

The land was purchased by the City of 
Newton under its open space acquisition 
program, thanks to pressure from area 
abutters, the Conservation Commission, 
local community and civic groups, and 
some elected officials. 

Now those groups and individuals, as 
well as the general public, will have an 
opportunity for input into plans for the 
park. 

The Newton Conservation Commission 
will host a full discussion of proposed 
plans and rules for Norumbega Park at 
its next regular meeting on Sept. 28 at 8 
p.m. at City Hall. 

Plans will probably follow the basic 


outline of an “activity plan" drawn up by 
William Giezentanner and Pradip 
Kharidia for the Newton Conservators in 
1975, although area residents who fought 
hard to save all of the remaining 15 acres 
for the public will probably ask for a less 
intense use of the parkland now that 
several acres of it have been lost to a 
townhouse complex. 

Michael Iodice just received final 
approval from the Board of Aldermen to 
build 20 townhouses at the Woodbine 
Street edge of the park. 

Giezentanner and Kharidia proposed 
using eight acres of wooded land for 
picnicking, walking, canoe landings, the 
Charles River Pathway, skiing, sledding, 
sand play, ice skating, future swimming, 
fishing and an open air theatre. 

The open fields, which comprised the 
other seven acres, were proposed for a 
variety of uses that would change with 
the seasons.

A preliminary cost estimate of $84,025 
for “development" of the Conservators' 
plans was submitted by the two planners. 

Now that some of the fields are to be 
developed for housing and the proposed 
auto parking area lost, two abutters are 
suggesting that a car parking lot go at the 
southwest corner of the park next to the 
Marriot Hotel and Commonwealth 
Avenue, where the land is already paved 
from the old amusement park. 

Norumbega Amusement Park once 
stood on most of the land now occupied by 
the Marriot, its parking lot, and the 15 
acres of vacant land near the intersection 
of Route 30 and Route 128. 

"From the seventh of June 1897 to the 
fall of 1963 there existed a private 
amusement park on the Charles River at 
Commonwealth Avenue in Newton," says 
a summary of the land’s history written 
by the Newton Conservators. 

"It included a deer park, an am- 
pitheatre for 1200 people, a merry-go- 
round, an electrical fountain, a daily 
band concert, 150 canoes and launches, 
rustic paths, and the memorable Totem 
Pole Ballroom," the history continues. 

"Two hundred trees and 500 shrubs and 
vines had been added to the natural 


grove," the report says. 

“As time went by, pollution detracted 
from the appeal of the River, travel to 
more distant resorts became easy, and 
Norumbega Park became aged and was 
finally closed after 66 seasons,” the 
history adds. 

With 400 feet of river frontage, the 
Norumbega Park site is prime land, 
overlooking what the Conservators call 
"the most important expanse of open 
water on the Charles upstream of the 
basin,” known as the Lakes District of the 
Charles. 

It is the only upstream area suitable for 
sailing and is a prime boating location. 

Its scenic value is almost legendary. 

“You need not go to the Rhine nor to the 
Bay of Naples for scenery; you have it in 
perfection on the Charles River,” Oliver 
Wendell Holmes once said of the Lakes 
District. 

The smaller, city-owned Norumbega 
Park will be used by the public for a 
variety of recreational activities, from 
active sports to passive picnicking and 
walking. 

The public is welcome to participate in 
the open planning session at the end of 
September. 


Meeting on Lower Falls 
housing to be tonight 


A meeting on the New Falls Associates’ 
plan for housing in Lower Falls will be 
held tonight (Aug. 4) at 8 p.m. in the old 
Washington Street office of the 
Redevelopment Authority. 

At the meeting, members of LOPAC 
will hear results of a meeting held 
Monday with the Department of Housing 
and Urban Development (HUD) on the 
project 

According to Lew Garfield, one of the 
developers, the developers will attempt 
to come up with a proposal on how they 
will market the units of the development 
earmarked to be rented at market value. 

The neighborhood has backed a plan for 
one-third low-income, one-third moderate 
income, and one-third market value in 
renting the 60 units. 

The developer, however, received 
funding from HUD that allows him to rent 


all units as subsidized units. HUD 
requires that the subsidies be available 
when it funds projects for its own 
protection in the event units don't rent at 
market value. 

According to Aid. Eliot Cohen, chair¬ 
man of the aldermanic Land Use Com¬ 
mittee, who attended the meeting, the 
developer indicated 19 units would be 
made available for rental at market 
value' but not for an indefinite period of 
time. 

This matter is expected to be discussed 
at the meeting tonight 

Joel Leighton, chairman of LOPAC, 
said he expects the developer to give the 
committee a written proposal on the 
market-level units and a plan for how 
they will be marketed. 

"I’d like to see something in writing," 
lighten said. "There’ve be an awful lot 
of things ‘said.’’’

The City of Newton was 
notified t'.iis week that an area 
of Newton Centre and the north 
side of the city are eligible to 
receive a total of $1.2 million in 
federal public works money. 

The money, which had been 
sought under two other 
proposals, will be used 
primarily for paving of streets 
in the two areas, and possibly 
for improvements in Newton 

Hearing set 
on Stearns 

Nonantum residents might 
hear good news long before 
their public hearing on reuse of 
the Stearns School site in 
September. 

Newton this week learned 
that is is eligible for more than 
$ 1.2 million in federal public 
works funds, and one of the 
proposals being considered for 
funding is development of the 
Stearns site as a recreational 
area. 

Mayor Theodore Mann said 
Tuesday that creation of a 
recreational area at the 
Stearns site on Watertown 
Street, vacated by the school 
administration, is being 
considered. Required would be 
razing of the building, and 
landscaping and development 
of the area. 

Asked if he had definitely 
ruled out housing on the at the 
Stearns location, the mayor 
said "the neighborhood has 
ruled it out as a site for 
housing." 

"If the neighborhood would 
allow for some elderly housing, 
I would opt for that and 
combine it with a recreational 
use," he said. 

The hearing' before the 
aldermanic Legislation & 
Rules Committee, is scheduled 
to be held Thursday, Sept. 15. 

The hearing was scheduled 
at the request of Nonantum 
citizens, who submitted a 
petition asking for it. 


Centre Square and at the 
Stearns School site. 

The Planning and 
Engineering departments have 
about 25 days to submit final 
plans for use of $1,215,000 
before the government sends 
the Economic Development 
Administration Public Works 
Act funds to the city. 

Mayor Theodore Mann would 
like to see improvements made 
at the Stearns School 
recreational site, including 
possibly the razing of the 
empty school. 

In Newton Centre plans are 
for implementation of the 
urban design study that would 
improve the square for 
business, businesses, 
pedestrians, and automobiles. 

The area north of 
Washington Street from 
Newton Corner to Waltham 
Street in West Newton 
qualified for funding, as did an 
area of Newton Centre from 
the square southwest to Rte. 9, 
southeast to Dedham Street, 
and along the north side of 


Dedham Street to West Rox- 
bury according to City Planner 

Charles Thomas. 

The Economic Development 
Administration used state 
unemployment figures in 
determining that these two 
areas have an 8.5 percent or 
above unemployment rate. 

Bill Liponis, supervisor of 
research at the Division of 
Employment Security, said the 
areas outlined are census 
tracts from the July, 1970, 
federal census. 

The current unemployment 
rate in the Greater Boston area 
was broken down into the 
estimated unemployment rates 
in the census tracts, resulting 
in the 8.5 percent figures being 
based on the location of per¬ 
sons unemployed in 1970. 

Newton had twice applied for 
a share of the $6 billion federal 
money, but was turned down 
because it did not meet the 
need requirements. 

Local and federal officials 
had lobbied for a more fair 
distribution of the public works 
money with the above results.

DeNucci a supporter 
of cancer-related laws 


State Rep. A. Joseph 
DeNucci (D-Newton) sup¬ 
ported two House bills 
providing for the detection and 
prevention of cancer in women. 
The Department of Education 
and the Department of Public 
Health will cooperate to 
educate women in high school 
on the importance and methods 
of detecting certain cancers, he 
said in reference to the new 
laws. 

One requires hospitals and 
certain in-patient clinics to 
administer ‘‘pap-tests” to 
females 18 years and older. 

The Cancer Education and 
Pap-test bills were both 
reported out favorably by the 
Committee on Health Care, on 
which DeNucci serves. They 
are now known as Chapters 359 
and 408 of the General Laws.

DeNucci is particularly 
concerned with cancer 
prevention because Newton 
has an abnormally high rate of 
breast cancer, he said. 

According to a study, bet¬ 
ween the years 1969-1973, 
Newton had an incidence of 
breast cancer exceeding the 
state average by 20 percent. 

DeNucci said, ‘‘This 
legislation presents a program 
that is rational and preven¬ 
tative. I feel this is the key to 
quality health care and I intend 
to support other preventative 
programs initiated in the 
Commonwealth. Breast 
cancer, most probably can be 
attributed to more than a 
genetic pre-disposition. One’s 
environment and social habits 
may also contribute to one’s 
cancer potential.” 

According to DeNucci, “A 
conscientious effort on behalf 
of the citizens of the Com¬ 
monwealth to recognize the 
aspects of their life style which 
are carcinogenic is a 
significant step towards cancer 
prevention.”

First dose of federal funds 
adds new special ed programs 


The Newton School 
Department expects to receive 
$104,000 in federal funding for 
additional special education 
programs in the fall, and that 
amount of money is projected 
to double yearly for five years, 
according to a School 
Department official. 

John Cullinane, director of 
Pupil Personnel Services and 
Special Education, outlined the 
six programs new or expanded 
programs that this year's PL 
94-142 funds will be used for. 

If Congress approves an- 
nualappropriations equal to the 
formula called for in the 
federal act, the funding to each 
state will double each year 
until 1982, Cullinane said, more 
The federal act was modeled 
after Chapter 766 and will 
provide similar programs in 
many states and expand 
programs in Massachusetts 
and other states that have 
established such programs.

used for a half-time physical 
education teacher and quarter¬ 
time art teacher to work with 
special education students. 
Cullinane said this project 
would probably use existing 
personnel and take place for 
two- to three-month periods at 
several schools. 

The second of the six projects 
will involve occupational ex¬ 
ploration for retarded high 
school students. The $22,772 for 
this project will better prepare 
students at Newton North for 
finding jobs when they 
graduate. 

Funds for teacher training 
will amount to $17,900 and will 
provide for 300 substitutes for 
regular classroom teachers 
and 120 days of training on 
weekends or in the summer. 

A caseworker program will 
receive $16'090 to hire one 
person at Newton South High 
School to work with students 
with irregular attendance, and 
learning, emotional, and 
behavioral problems. 

The caseworker will meet 
with students wherever they 
congregate at the school and 
confer with teachers and make 
home visits. 

School Committee members 
Honora Kaplan and Robert 
Cohen had previously 
suggested a program to train 
regular students to work with 
special education students. 

The first year of a such a 
program has been designed by 


Cullinane to teach high school 
students in a two-credit course 
about various handicaps and 
take field trips to institutions. 
During the second semester of 
the course interested students 
could continue in a supervised 
training period with han¬ 
dicapped people. 

Then in the second year the 
students would assist Newton 
handicapped students in a 
work-study situation. For the 
first year the program is slated 
to receive $4,305. 

The youth development 
program for pregnant girls and 
young mothers will be ex¬ 
panded with $7,480 in federal 
funds. 

The extra money will make a 
half-time position full-time to 
provide training in academic 
skills, home management, and 
child care with the aim of 
having women earn a high 
school diploma. 

Students from Newton North 
and Newton South meet at an 
off-school site and husbands 
are invited to some sessions. 

Five percent of the 
allocations for the above 
programs will be used for 
evaluation, and a portion is 
included for clerical help, 
schnol-to-school travel, and 
supervision. 

An extra $19,500 is being held 
in reserve to accomodate 
salary increases, inflation, and 
new needs discovered later in 
the year. 


State Rep. David J. 
Mofenson (D-Newton), House 
chairman of the Committee on 
Human Services and Elderly 
Affairs, testified last week in 
opposition to a bill which would 
prohibit Massachusetts from 
spending state or federal funds 
for abortion purposes. Unlike 
other state anti-abortion bills, 
the Flynn-Doyle bill would 
make no exceptions for rape, 
incest, or the mother's mental 
health. 

Mofenson said that what the 
bill was in effect saying was 
"those of you who live in 
poverty, are, under a banner of 
‘right to life’ to be forced to 
compound your miserable 
condition by either bearing 
unwanted children, or risking 
your lives with illegal abor¬ 
tions.” 

Speaking as chairman of the 
Committee on Human Ser¬ 
vices,” he said, “I am 
regularly faced with problems 
generated by unwanted 
pregnancies brought to term; 
family breakdowns, foster 
children moved from home to 
home, inadequate welfare 
benefits, unwanted children 
waiting in vain to be taken into 
homes that want them, bat¬ 
tered children, scarred and 
crippled for life by physical 
beatings and abuse and 
psychological torture.” 

Mofenson criticized those 
who call out for ‘right to life’ 
but are unwilling to pay for 


state subsidies to care for 
neglected and abused childrea 

"There are some who sup¬ 
port this bill who believe that 
the full array of social services 
should be made available to 
provide for unwanted childrea 
even if it means an increase in 
state taxes. And they are 
willing to vote for such 
programs,” he said. 

‘‘Unfortunately, there are 
some who believe that state 
funding for social services 
programs is already too high 
and are unwilling to vote for 
full funding for child and 
family care for those in need," 
he continued. “Surely, it is 
questionable that those who 
oppose adequate funding levels 
are going to support proposals 
next year and in coming years 
to provide for additional funds 
to care for those who are 
brought into the world because 
of state coercion. And if we are 
not prepared to take the 
responsibility and fund 
programs to care for unwanted 
children, talk of “right to life” 
is indeed hollow and decep¬ 
tive.” 

The legislation is expected to 
pass the House and Senate and 
be vetoed by the governor. The 
open question is: are there 
enough votes in either the 
House or Senate to override the 
veto, or will the bill become 
law without the governor’s 
signature?

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Sticker parking 
Proposal changed 


Senior citizens may still get 
tree sticker parking in Newton, 
out they will have to observe 
pe time limits on the meters 
“'ey park at. 

An ordinance for free senior 
citizen parking, sent back to 
the Legislation & Rules 
Committee by the Board of 
Aldermen last week, was 
discussed by the committee at 
its meeting Monday night. 

I he ordinance was passed by 
the Board of Aldermen July 5 
and reconsidered by Aid. 
Joseph McDonnell after he 
realized the sticker-marked 
car could be parked in a 
municipal lot all day for free by 
someone other than a senior 
citizen, most notably a com¬ 
muter. 

Members of the L & R 
Committee voted Monday 
night to change the language of 
the proposed ordinance to 
specify that time limits on 


meters must be obeyed. 

If passed by the full Board, 
the ordinance would then read: 
"Metered parking in municipal 
lots shall be free to senior 
citizens who procure a sticker 
from the Department of 
Human Services and display 
same on their motor vehicles, 
provided, however, that the 
time limit restriction at that 
particular metered location 
shall be obeyed.” 

The ordinance also specifies 
that the sticker parking will be 
available to anyone 65 or older. 

The vote to insert the new 
language was 6-0. The matter 
will go to the Board of Aider- 
men Aug. 15. 

McDonnell said at the 
meeting he was mainly con¬ 
cerned with tying up “choice" 
parking spaces all day and said 
he felt the ordinance could be 
enforced by having police 
chalk tires.

State reps meet with 
MBTA over route 95 


A meeting of Newton 
legislators with officials from 
the MBTA has been scheduled 
for Wednesday, Aug. 10, in 
response to recent 
dissatisfaction with the 
proposed alterations of MBTA 
bus route 59 services and 
assessments. 

Announcing the meeting, 
State Representative Peter F. 
Harrington iD-Newton) cited 
the public protest as prompting 
him to seek the meeting. It will 
be at 9:30 a.m. in the MBTA 
office at 50 High St., Boston, 
near South Station. 

Harrington said, "The 
proposed alteration of route 59 
eliminates essential service to 
Newton residents in the 
Dedham and Brookline Street 
area. Many people living in 
that area are dependent upon 
MBTA service. The area’s 
senior citizens now find 
themselves without adequate 
transportation.” 

The Newton representative 


noted that many of the area’s 
residents have stressed their 
concern over the infrequent 
service and poor notification of 
scheduling. Harrington is 
hopeful, however, tha* MBTA 
officials will reconsider their 
position and restore all 
previous services. 

Assessments will also be 
discussed. Harrington em¬ 
phasized the need for an in¬ 
dependent audit of MBTA 
assessments. The 
assessments, the amount owed 
by the city to the MBTA for 
services rendered, are 
customarily determined by a 
complex formula which allows 
for many variables. The 
Newton representative pointed 
out that these variables must 
be independently audited. 

"An audit,” Harrington 
concluded, "will assure each 
city or town that they are 
assessed through the most 
equitable and accurate ac¬ 
counting procedures possible."

Builder Cholfin vows to do 
'exactly as the law prescribes'

Izzy Cholfin, in response to 
neighbors who are complaining 
about his house being built on 
Charlemont Street, Newton 
Highlands, that he “will do 
exactly as the law prescribes.” 

Neighbors are upset by the 
house, which has been in actual 
construction for about a year 
with previous work on the site 
dating back to the fall of 1974. 
They have complained for¬ 
mally to the mayor and the 
Building Department. 

In an interview last weekend, 
Cholfin responded specifically 
to some of the points brought 
up by the neighbors. 

He has agreed to replace the 
heavy timbers that were to 
make the roof and will use 
conventional lumber, although 
he said if he wished to press the 
point, he could have an 
engineer test the old timbers 
and get permission for their 
use. 

One neighbor said Cholfin’s 
roof, for which he bought huge 
used timbers, would not meet 
the building code. 

Cholfin, who all his life has 
made a hobby of building a 
house here and there, said in 
reference to complaints about 
his building plans, that he has 
always done his own plans and 
pointed outout that the plans 
were accepted by the Building 
Department 

The house, which now 
presents a cinderblock exterior 
to the neighborhood, will be 
sheathed in redwood, with 
landscaping along the street 
side of the lot, Cholfin said. 

He is working on plans for 
the roof and is thinking about 
putting a sundeck over part of 
the one-story building. 

Cholfin thinks it unfair of the 
neighborhood to complain so 
bitterly about the building’s 
construction time, since "the 
winter was so bad you couldn't 
work." 


Cholfin, whose building 
methods may be a little 
unorthodox, explained that he 
chose the roof timbers for their 
insulation properties, far more 
than can be obtained with 
regular insulation. The con¬ 
crete-block walls are durable 
and stronger than conventional 
construction, and the foun¬ 
dation "will hold a 10 -story 
building’" Cholfin said. 

Cholfin bought the 
CharlemontStreet lot in 1974. It 
is a small lot, 6200 square feet, 
and so he is building a small 
house, which is all he and his 
wife will need. 

He did not buy a larger lot 


elsewhere in Newton, he said, 
because he thought a small 
house in a neighborhood of 
$75,000 houses would not set 
right 

Cholfin, an individualist, 
says he will have the house 
completed at least on the 
outside within two months 
after electric service is in¬ 
stalled. He does much of the 
work himself. 

Water connection has been 
made and there is a phone box. 

He is puzzled that one of the 
complaints from neighbors has 
been about noise. “Do they 
expect me to build something 
without a bulldozer? You can’t 
dig it out with a shovel.” 


McLaughlin elected to

The proposed new fire-police 
central dispatch center goes 
back to the Board of Aldermen 
for a vote Aug. 15 although the 
Finance Committee failed by a 
4-4 vote to approve it last week. 

Mayor Theodore Mann 
brought his fire and police 
chiefs back to the committee 
last Thursday to try to per¬ 
suade it again to approve a 
$665,000 bond authorization for 
the new facility. 

The Finance and Public 
Health and Safety committees 
had already approved the 
appropriation, PHPS by a vote 
of six in favor and one ab¬ 
stention; Finance by four in 
favor, three abstaining, but 
questions for from Aid. John 
Stewart threw the matter back 
to the Finance Committee from 
the floor of the Board last 
week. 

Stewart was not satisfied 
that the new dispatch center is 
needed and wants an outside, 
impartial opinion on that 
question. A motion requesting 
such a study failed last 
Thursday on a 4-4 vote. 

Another motion to fund only 
the radio equipment, whose 
cost will increase after SepL 
15, also failed 4-4. 

When the Finance Com¬ 
mittee's report of denial comes 
to the Board Aug. 15, there will 
already be lined up at least 
nine votes in favor from the 
two committees that have dealt 
with the CDC. They are Aid. 
Thomas Concannon, Carol Ann 
Shea' Susan Schur, Ernest 
Dietz , Robert Stiller, Mark 
White, Sidney Small, Joan 
Saklad and Wendell Bauck- 
man. 

Aid. Edward Richmond, who 
voted in favor of the CDC on 
June 23, last week changed his 
vote. He voted for a feasibility 
study, abstained from voting 
on buying the $157,000 of 
equipment, and voted no on 
approving the $865,000 CDC. 

Approval of the bond 
authorization requires a two- 
thrids majority. 

The new CDC would be built 
in Fire Department 
headquarters, but would be 
staffed by police officers and 
firefighters, as well as some 
civilian personnel 

It would serve police, fire. 


the "911" phones, and the 
ambulance service. 

In addition to providing a 
centralized dispatch, the new 
center will cause the in¬ 
stallation of new alarm boxes 
serving both police and fire, 
and will put the Fire Depart¬ 
ment radios on a different, 
higher frequency, which would 
improve its communications at 
fires, more 

Both Police Chief William 
Quinn and Fire Chief Harvey 
Preble feel that the new center, 
which will cost nearly $1 
million, will improve efficiency 
and response times of their 
departments. 

The balance of the $1 million 
has already been received 8 
and spent by the Police 
Department 

Confusion over the term 
"feasibility study” led to 
varying interpretations. Some 
aldermen clearly believed that 
a feasibility study would tell 
them whether Newton needs a 
CDC; others thought the study 
would tell whether the CDC 
would be a good idea regar¬ 
dless of actual need; none 
disputed the actual 
“feasibility" of the project, 
which has already been 
designed both physically and 
electronically. 

Stewart, and now some other 
aldermen, would prefer the 
upgrading of police and fire 
communications separately. 

Quinn commented that he 
had considered building a new 
communications room at 
police headquarters some time 
ago, but nothing came of that 
idea’ which would have cost 
$ 100,00 

Mayor Mann took Stewart to 
task for causing a further delay 
in Board action on the CDC 
with his questions and 
statement given to Board 
members last week. 

In that statement Stewart 
said he had checked with 8 
several other communities 
about whether they had or 
were considering instituting a 
CDC, and with one exception 
the answer was no. 

Chief Quinn came to this 
most recent meeting armed 
with letters from chiefs of the 
police departments in the 
communities, most of whom 
favored the idea of a CDC. The 
chiefs’ letters said they per¬ 
sonally had not been contacted 


by Stewart. 

Stewart explained that he 
had given his wife a list of 
communities and two questions 
to ask, and asked her to make 
the phone calls. She did not talk 
to the chiefs. 

Stewart and Richard 
Bullwinkle were the most in¬ 
sistent on the feasibility 
study. . Their feelings were 
that the desirability of the new 
center is only the opinion of the 
current city administration 
and should be further sub¬ 
stantiated. 

The mayor and his staff have 
said that in addition to the 


improved efficiency a CDC 
would provide a $ 1.2 million, 
saving in wages for personnel. 
They and the chiefs estimate 
that eight fewer people than 
now will be required to run the 
center. 

Citizen, taxpayer, and 
mayoral candidate David 
Berkeley spoke briefly to the 
committee. He Is opposed to 
the CDC. 

The final vote on the $G65'000 
bond authorization showed 
Small, White, Saklad and 
Bauckman in favor and 
Stewart Bullwinkle, Andrew 
Magni and Richmond opposed

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Editorial 
Postal rates 

Those proposed changes in postal rates 
apparently were suggested to gain support 
from everyday American citizens. Instead 
they should nise doubts about the level of 
intelligence in the department. 

The idea is that private mail will continue 
to go at the 13-cent rate while business mail 
must pay 16 cents unless sorted in advance 
when a 14-cent rate may be accepted. And 
how does the Postal Service tell the private 
from the public? The envelopes must be of 
regulation size to fit the machines. Zip codes 
must be on the addresses of both the sender 
and addressee. And one of the latter must be 
hand written rather than typed! 

It may surprise members of the Postal 
Service to find out that a lot of people type 
private letters now. A lot also use stickers 
bearing name and address for return ad¬ 
dresses. The latter are not only convenient; 
they avoid the problem of often illegible 
handwriting. Mail with addresses typed is 
also much easier and less time consuming 
for postal workers to sort. Since the new 
plans won't solve the department's financial 
problems anyway, the increased problems 
of trying to separate private from business 
mail will probably only balance off the 3- 
cents addition for some mail. That ordinary 
citizen will once again pick up the tab. 

A far better way to cut expenses would 
appear to be ending the junk mail low rate 
which, after all, is really only a public 
subsidy of advertising products in which the 
recipient may not be remotely interested 
anyway. It also adds to the trash that must 
be cleaned out of post office 

No more 'heads' 

One thing that has griped some women's 
libbers has been the term “head of 
household” assigned by most business and 
government officials to the husband, or even 
just the man of the house, whatever his 
marital status. The Census Bureau has 
finally decided that it is anachronistic and it 
won't be used on the 1980 census forms. 

But the reasons are not necessarily all 
that encouraging. 

In one per cent of the households in the 
nation, male and female partners are not 
married. A considerable number of homes 
are headed by single parents, the 
overwhelming majority of them female. On 
the brighter side, at least as far as women 
and equality of the sexes are concerned, 
both husband and wife contribute to the 
family coffers and often the woman brings 
home a bigger salary then the man. This 
generation has come a long way from the 
days — not so many years ago — when 
woman was simply thought of as man's 
property and there was no real attempt to 
find a consensus of opinion on family policy 
matters. The Census Bureau, in fact, was at 
least a couple of decades behind the times. 

There remain arguments about whether 
the modern family is better than earlier 
concepts, whether the family itself is dying 
out as an institution, whether desperate 
attempts by fearful or conservative women 
to overturn equal rights legislation will 
reverse the trends. 

But officially, as far as the United States 
government is concerned, “head of 
household” status just won't be used 
anymore.

Who will succeed the 
senate president?

Senate President Kevin B. 
Harrington may step down from that 
powerful and prestigious post next 
year, a departure which will be an 
enormous loss to this Commonwealth. 

It’s been no secret, of course, that 
Harrington for some time has been 
eager to exchange the hurly burly of 
elective political life for a new, fresher 
challenge— especially In the 
educational field, an area in which he 
has demonstrated his competence, 
concern and broad-gauged capabili¬ 
ties. 

Inescapably, any talk of a 
Harrington departure becomes ent¬ 
wined with his availability for the 
presidency of the University of 
Massachusetts, slated to become 
vacant with the resignaUon next 
January of Robert Wood. 

Harrington told a Globe interviewer 
recently that he would be interested in 
the UMass presidency if the trustees 
were interested in him, but that 
he would not apply unless confident of 
the outcome. 

The towering Senate president would 
prove an ideal choice for UMass 
president — he's highly intelligent, an 
able administrator, totally familiar 
with the state’s higher education 
structure, and a person able to 
negotiate shrewdly and competently 
with the governor and legislators on 
future UMass needs. 

As a friend of UMass President 
Wood, as a man who earned the 
respect of Governor Michael S. 
Dukakis, and as co-author of the famed 
Willis-Harrington report on public 
education in the 1960s, Harrington 
enjoys a happy blend of important 


contacts and intimate know ledge of the 
state’s higher education needs and 
priorities. 

While Harrington has his critics, his 
performance as a lawmaker has been 
tremendous. His integrity and honesty 
are unquestioned. And, importantly, 
he understands and utilizes the uses of 
power in a forceful but evenhanded 
fashion.

Harrington was about to be named 
president of the University of Lowell in 
1975 but, under a variety of pressures, 
he opted to remain in the Senate 
because he felt he was needed more 
there. The fact he put public respon¬ 
sibility above personal desires came 
as no surprise to those who know 
Harrington, scion of a fine Salem 
political family. 

Along with his size (6 feet 9), 
Harrington carries giant-sized ability. 
He is respected inside and outside 
state government, and justifiably 
exudes great personal and 
professional pride in the job he has 
done both as Senate President and for 
higher education. If named UMass 
president, it will be a worthy union — a 
“marriage made in heaven,” albeit a 
strange heaven called Beacon Hill. 


Harrington’s imminent departure — 
for that is what, indeed, it is barring 
unforseen events — comes at a point in 
time when his beloved Senate will be 
confronted with more changes than 
probably at any time in prior 
legislative history. 

If justice and common sense prevail, 
he will be succeeded by Senator 
William Bulger, majority leader from 
South Boston. This is no certainty 
because much will depend upon the 
point in time at which Harrington 
decides to step down. If it is in 1978, 
prior to redistricting, Bulger’s 
prospects improve greatly. 

Bulger, of course, is more con¬ 
servative than Harrington — a stance 
more in line with the preponderance of 
Massachusetts residents today. This 
makes him “a problem” to some of his 
liberal colleagues in the Senate, and to 
certain columnists of the Boston Globe 
who already have started a slow but 
escalating campaign to hurt his 
chances of succession. 

Billy Bulger is anatnama to the 
Globe because of his outspoken attacks 
against that newspaper on the busing 
issue. But this is a gutsy, capable, 
brainy little fighter with his own 
backlog of experience in the legislative 
pits — one who will do a bang-up job of 
handling the complexities of the 
Senate presidency if elected. 

If Harrington decides to leave 
Beacon Hill, as is likely, his departure 
will leave a great void. Lawmakers of 
his stamp aren't found every day. But 
in Billy Bulger, a guy who turned down 
a judgeship offer some months back, 
the Senate is fortunate to have another 
leader of great potential in the on-deck 
circle. 


Carter

WASHINGTON — The warning from President Carter to 
his cabinet was perfectly clear: After I have made a 
decision, don’t pressure me to reverse it. 

Mr. Carter’s ire was aroused by the mini-rebellion on 
July 15 against his abortion policies by his own high-level 
(but sub-cabinet) female appointees, headed by Midge 
Costanza, a top White House aide. 

Abruptly interrupting the discussion on a distantly 
related subject during his July 18 cabinet meeting, Jimmy 
Carter suddenly expressed amazement that his own ap¬ 
pointees had used his Executive Office Building for their 
meeting to pressure him on the abortion issue. 

Further, he said, if the 40-plus complainants had listened 
to his campaign statements, they would not be surprised at 
his proposals to deny federal funding of abortions. 

One of those who heard Mr. Carter on July 18 got the 
strong impression he was telling cabinet members that if 
ever they felt impelled to battle against major Carter 
policies they should first resign. 

The President’s blue eyes were chilly when he described 
his resentment, an emotion that seemed odd considering 
the background. Ms. Costanza discreetly sent her boss a 
memorandum well before the meeting in the EOB, ex¬ 
plaining the revolt. The very next morning, suppressing his 
true feelings, Mr. Carter told Miss Costanza he had read her 
memo and had dictated some new thoughts for her—but 
made no objection to the meeting. 

Given Mr. Carter's insistence that his is "an open ad¬ 
ministration," his resentment has puzzled the protesters. 
As Pat Derian, the State Department’s human rights 
coordinator, who attended the July 15 session, told us: “No 
one had any interest in embarrassing the President." 
Likewise, Miss Costanza said to us: "Our meeting was a 
normal, simple procedure in an open administration to get 
a message to a man we work for and respect." 

Mr. Carter did not see it that way, but Miss Costanza can

O’Neill’s demand that an O’Neill crony from Boston be 
named to the Federal Election Commission (FEC) rather 
than far better qualified candidates. 

That gives O'Neill two out of six members on the FEC, 
whose duties include overseeing campaign contributions to 
congressional candidates. Although the Supreme Court 
declared unconstitutional a provision in the election law 
that gave Congress power to name two commission 
members, that decision has not stopped the increasingly 
powerful speaker. 

O'Neill talked President Ford into appointing his pal, 
former Rep. Robert Tieman of Rhode Island, to the com¬ 
mission and then started working on Mr. Carter to fill 
another FEC vacancy with Boston lawyer John McGarry. A 
close political associate of O'Neill, McGarry has been a 
partrtime employe of the House Administration Committee 
(commuting from Boston for spot assignments dealing with 
election campaign disputes). 

McGarry seems clearly less qualified than the top can¬ 
didate for the job: Susan King, an FEC staffer with long 
experience in campaign finance. But Rep. John Brademas 
of Indiana, House majority whip and an O’Neill lieutenant, 
went to the White House to shoot down Miss King as an over- 
zealous reformer. 

Her supporters then turned to Dr. Herbert Alexander of 
Princeton, N.J., long the nation’s top campaign finance 
expert Such influential backers of Miss King as Senate 
majority whip Alan Cranston switched to Alexander. 

But O’Neill insisted on McGarry who was duly brought in 
for a chat with the President and received his approval. 
Cranston quietly bowed to the inevitable. 

Presidential aides would rather not talk about whether 
the President has named the best qualified person. Clearly, 
Tip O’Neill’s Oval Office influence has expanded 
dramatically since his difficulties six months ago in getting 
decent inaugural tickets. 


Gas rationing now... it would be a disaster

WASHINGTON — Appearing the other day on ABC's 
“Good Morning America" show with Arlie Schardt, the 
head of the Environmental Defense Fund, I debated the 
question of whether or not President Carter should be given 
the power to ration gasoline. My position was that Mr. 
Carter should not be given this authority, for the best 
reason in the world: he might use it 

The first problem with gas rationing is that it would 
create a costly, bureaucratic nightmare, involving the 
Federal Government even further in many new aspects of 
our lives. Big Brother would decide; if a new business 
should get fuel; if expanding businesses deserve more fuel; 
and if specific individuals would qualify for more gas 
coupons because of hardships. 

A 1975 analysis by the Federal Energy Administration 
characterized rationing as "complex, expensive, and at 
best a short term solution.” The FEA said that rationing 
would take four to six months to implement, would require 
the hiring of an additional 15-20,000 full-time bureaucrats at 
a cost of $2 billion, and would use 40,000 post offices to 
distribute coupons. Three thousand state and local gas 
rationing boards would have to be set up just to handle 
requested exceptions. 

"Because coupons are transferable," the FEA declared, 
"they must be picked up by each driver in person quarterly 
at post offices. Long lines and delays are inevitable.” In 
addition, because gas stations would have only limited 
quantities of gas to sell, they are unlikely to maintain more 
than the most limited service hours. Evening and weekend 
closings would be an almost certainty 


Considering the way gas rationing worked during World 
War II, it is not surprising that Energy Czar James 
Schlesinger has said that such a system is a possibility "we 
are not eager to execute." 

Item: Article in Newsweek magazine, March 27, 1944, 
headlined "Theft by Counterfeit, Public Pays for Fake 
Coupon Racket in Lowered Totals of Available Gas.” This 
report says: 

“As a good, sound, and generally bloodless racket, the 
business of dealing in counterfeit or stolen gas rationing 
coupons has bootlegging beat a hundred ways. The risks are 
fewer, the work is clean and not unpleasant, and the 
operating costs are not nearly so prohibitive. Moreover, the 
profits are unbelievably high: $1 billion a month, by Price 
Administrator Chester Bowles' estimates." 

Alluding to an office of Price Administration "map of 
shame", which showed dark areas on the whole ot the 
Eastern Seaboard, the Pacific Coast states, the eastern 
shore of Mississippi, and the Gulf Coast, Newsweek 
reported: 

"OPA agents believe this area is under the control of a 
nationwide ring of racketeers made up of exbootleggers, 
ex-white slavers, clever counterfeiters, thieves, and 
other underworld regulars.” 


Counterfeit or stolen gas coupons, according to the OPA, 
were used daily to buy 2,500,000 gallons of gas. The New 
York region was said to have about 25-30 percent phony gas 
coupons in circulation; Baltimore, 45 percent; Newark, NJ, 
40 percent, Youngstown, Ohio, 45 percent; Richmond, VA 
and Raleigh, NC, 50 percent; Chicago, 35 percent; and 


California “is flooded with them." 

Item: An article in Collier’s magazine, "Border to Border 
on Bootleg Gas,” Oct. 2,1943. This is a first person piece 
by a reporter who drove 2,000 miles from Texas to Canada 
without giving up a sugle gas rationing coupon. The 
reporter filled up on bootleg gas within 10 blocks of the 
starting point of his journey. 

Item: Article in the New York Times magazine by OPA 
Administrator, Chester Bowles, titled "The Deadly Menace 
of Black Gasoline," July 30, 1944, Mr. Bowles says: “The 
psoline black market began to look serious about a year 
ago. At that time the big problem was the theft of ration 
coupons from local board offices by ordinary burglars. . . 

But as the gasoline situation became tighter across the 
country, the counterfieters went to work. Gangsters who 
nau been concentrating on counterfeiting money, safe¬ 
cracking, bootlegging, and even murder, turned to the more 
lucrative and easier-to-handle gasoline coupon racket." 

Reminding his readers that we were then engaged in "the 
greatest military offensive in history, an offensive in which 
the lives of our boys depend on millions of gallons of gas to 
power thousands of planes, tanks and ships," Bowles 
declared: "Gasoline rationing is a vital and inevitable 
necessity in that kind of war." 

But that was then, and that was when the U. S. had a little 
over 20,000,000 autos on the road. Now, we have over W0 
million cars and only the ."moral equivalent of war," 
which millions of Americans don't believe we are 
really in. 

Gas rationing now would be an unmitigated disaster. The 
President should forget about it and the Congress should not 
t*mpt fate by giving him this power.

Tenant selection forThe Hamlet 
approved by Housing Services 


Final selection procedures 
for the initial 20 low-income 
tenants of The Hamlet, a 
Newton Community 
Development Foundation 
townhouse complex in Newton 
Centre, have been approved by 
the Newton Housing Services 
Commission. 

At a special meeting held 
July 28 at the HSC office the 
commission voted 
unanimously to approve an 
agreement with NCDF 
detailing the method by which 
low-income tenants will be 
chosen to fill 20 of the 50 NCDF 
units. 

The other 30 units will be 
filled by moderate-income 
tenants or rented at market 
rates. 

Units are two, three and four 
bedrooms. 

Only applications received at 
The Hamlet site on Aug. 7 and 
Aug. 8 between. 10 a.m. and 6 
p.m. will be considered for 
initial occupancy. 

Applications received at any 
other time will be placed on a 
waiting list 

All applications must be 
accompanied by income and 
asset verification. 

At 6 p.m. on Aug. 8 custody of 
all applications will pass to the 


Newton Department of 
Housing Services, which 
functions as an arm of the HSC. 

On Aug. 9 the applications 
will be sorted initially into low 
and moderate income groups. 

At a time and place open to 
the public, and still to be 
determined by the NDHS, all 
low-income applications will 
receive a temporary number. 

Numbers will then be 
selected on a random basis, 
and the number which 
corresponds to the number on 
the envelope will place that 
application on the list, in the 
order drawn. 

All applications will be 
considered in the order drawn 
at random, except that ap¬ 
plicants displaced by public 
action (e.g., urban renewal) or 
natural disaster (e.g., fire) will 
be separated after the random 
drawing and given first 
priority. 

The drawing will be con¬ 
ducted by the NDHS, with 
observers as desired from 
NCDF, the Massachusetts 
Housing Finance Agency, the 
state Department of Com¬ 
munity Affairs, or the public. 

NCDF will review the first 30 
drawn applications and 
complete landlord references, 


credit references and personal 
interviews with the applicants. 

MHFA representatives will 
establish rejection criteria 
with NCDF, and the MHFA 
rejection procedure will be 
followed. 

If an applicant is rejected by 
NCDF, then NCDF will notify 
the applicant and the NDHS, in 
writing, setting forth the 
reason for rejections and 
giving notice Of the applicant's 
right to a conference with an 
MHFA representative. 

Applicants neither selected 
nor rejected will maintain their 
relative order and will go on a 
permanent waiting list for The 
Hamlet

Cohen says mayor trying to 
Mower tax rate by bonding 


Mayoral candidate Eliot 
Cohen this week charged the 
mayor with ‘‘attempting to 
hold down the tax rate in an 
election year by borrowing 
money." 

Cohen, an alderman, said: 
“Teddy Mann is going on an 
unprecedented borrowing 
binge which will mortgage the 
future of Newton.” 

Cohen labeled the borrowing 
"outright mismanagement for 
which Newton taxpayers will 
pay during the next decade.” 

The administration has 
requested bonding for public 
works equipment 

Cohen noted that most 
"responsible" city govern¬ 
ments borrow money for 
capital outlays, such as 
schools, police stations, 
firehouses, etc. 

"Teddy Mann wants to 
borrow money to pay for 
lawnmowers, chain saws and 
snowblowers," Cohen said. 
"The next thing we know 
Teddy will want to borrow 
money to pay for the el8eo 
tricity in City Nall” 

Newton has been reducing its 
bonded indebtedness over the 


past -7 years at a rate of 
about iJ.5 million annually, 
Cohen said. Newton could be 
debt. ■ e by 1987. 

“Now we have the ad¬ 
ministration telling us it has no 
replacement or preventive 
maintenance program in the 
Department of Public Works,” 
Cohen said. "The lack of such 
programs has necessitated the 
commissioner's request for $8 
million over the next seven 
years.” 

“The mayor has to replace 
$1.2 million to $3 million worth 
of equipment this year. Since it 
is an election year, Teddy 
doesn’t want this to show up on 
the tax rate, so he’s borrowing 
to pay his daily bills,” Cohen 
charged. 

A sum of $1 million means 
about an additional $3 per 
thousand on the tax rate. 

Cohen also charged that the 
mayor has asked for $750,000 in 
street betterments to “secure 
the votes on those streets,” and 
also wants to bond this ex¬ 
penditure’ another $2 on the tax 
rate. 

"I hope the people of Newton 
remember that the tax rate 
went down $5 the last time Ted 


Mann ran for reelection. Every 
year since that reduction, our 
tax ate has gone up and up. 
Needless borrowing incurs 
needless interest, which the 
taxpayers have to pay for in 
non-election years," Cohen 
said. 

Taxpayers are currently 
paying off school bonding for 
Newton North High SchooL A 
bonding of $2 million took place 
several years ago to cover 
teacher's salaries during the 
18-month fiscal transition 
budget that put the cities and 
towns on the same fiscal year 
as the state. 

Normally when bonding 
takes place a program for debt 
retirement is established over 
a period of years and tax¬ 
payers pay for the debt 
retirement as a portion of their 
taxes each year. As in any 
loan, the taxpayers repay 
prinicipal and interest 

Bonding is used for large 
expenditures, such as schools, 
because it would be unrealisitic 
to ask taxpayers to absorb a 
cost of $10 to $15 million on one 
tax rate, an increase of $30 to 
$45 per thousand alone in one 
year.

Employees of the stores appear to be 
the ones parking in prime spaces and 
feeding the meters during the day. Union 
Street, the Cypress Street lot and the 
triangular lot are used for this purpose. 

Newton Centre, it turns out, is not the 
spot commuters come to "park and 
ride.” 

The planners have recommended 
several changes to alter this situation, 
including providing more all-day parking 
in the underutilized Pelham and Pleasant 
Street lots, and changing three-hour 
curbside and lot meters to one or one and 
a half hour meters, making meter feeding 
more difficult, and increased en¬ 
forcement of parking regulations. 

Planners feel that these changes would 
not only make it easier for shoppers to 
park conveniently, it would also help 
eliminate double-parking, a great traffic 
bottleneck.

to be owned by the private contractor and 
not the city which paid for it. 

Miller feels that public input is crucial 
in situations affecting the city, and was 
also critical of administration moves to 
cut a fire pumper in Nonantum 
“with no prior opportunity from the 
Nonantum community and the recom¬ 
mendation to create a central public 
works facility at Elliot Street with "both 
the Upper Falls and Newton Highlands 
communities opposed." 

"While Mann championed public input 
into School Committee affairs, he seemed 
to ignore that public input in affairs 
handled by the office of the mayor,” 
Miller said. 

"Ted Mann's public image is excellent 
and hides his weakness in executive skills 
over operations, financial affairs and 
large scale planning.” Miller said. "He 
relies so heavily on his department heads 
that he has no effective way of placing 
demands and evaluating their per¬ 
formances." 

Miller is working on his plan for 
restructure of the city government, which 
he said he will unveil later in the cam¬ 
paign. 

In general, he said he thinks that 
"administrative supervision of depart¬ 
ments is so broad, it is not possible to do 
an adequate job." 

Miller said he feels a mayor can 
supervise "fairly adequately" seven to 
nine major functions and to try to do 
more he must "spread himself too thin.” 

"Department heads are tied into every 
single facet of their departments,” he 
said, indicating this is not the proper 
management. 


The Public Works Department, ac¬ 
cording to Miller, is the most unwieldy of 
all, and needs reorganization. 

In general accord with the Planning 
Department, Miller does feel the Housing 
Services Commission should be 
separated from it. 

Miller is in favor of acquisition of the 
Novitiate as a public park, and also sees 
the need for the creation of a Parks 
Department. 

The Parks Department is tied in with 
his concern with the Charles River. 

Miller notes that reclamation of the 
Charles River has been underway for 
several years now, and predicts it could 
be clean enough for swimming in a total 
of 20 years. 

"If that should come about, the entire 
western border of Newton would be on a 
clean river, and you'd have several 
miles of public recreation possibilities.” 

Miller also sees a need for a further 
delay in revaluation until proper values 
for all properties in the city can be 
determined. He favors the system 
proposed by a consultant in which a 
model is established with elements ad¬ 
ding up to the assigned values. 

A mathematical model, once criteria 
are set, all properties could be revalued 
almost instantaneously by computer and 
properties could be easily updated by 
simply reprogramming the computer. 

Miller is a native of Hawaii and is of 
Hawaiian, Japanese, Chinese and Irish 
descent. He is a graduate of public 
schools in Hawaii and received his 
bachelor of education degree from its 
University. He also holds master's and 
doctoral degrees from Harvard 
University. Currently, Miller is a 


manager of special projects at Cam¬ 
bridge Thermionic Corp. 

Since 1957, Miller has taught 
mathematics and science in the Newton 
schools at Meadowbrook, Newton North, 
Newton Junior College, Murray Road, 
and Bigelow Junior High. He was also an 
assistant principal at Meadowbrook. 

Miller served as assistant professor of 
education and lecturer in mathematics at 
the University of Hawaii. In 1962, he was 
teacher training coordinator with the 
Peace Corps Training Project there. 

Miller, in the business sector, has 
served as project director, liaison group, 
in the development of a multi-media 
course in physics at the U.S. Naval 
Academy, Annapolis. He was also 
program manager with the education 
division of American Science and 
Engineering in Cambridge. 

Miller and his wife, Jane, are past co- 
presidents of the Emerson School PTA. 
He also served as treasurer of the 
Meadowbrook PTA and second vice 
president of the Newton PTA Council. 
Miller is a past cubmaster of Pack 226 
and a member of the board and cor¬ 
poration of the Newton Community 
Service Center. 

He is a member of Phi Delta Kappa, 
Beta Tau chapter; the Institute of 
Electrical and Electronic Engineers;

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MAPC study will lead 
to saving life near river 


The Metropolitan Area 
Planning Council (MAPC) has 
been awarded a $6,000 contract 
by the Army Corps of 
Engineers to provide technical 
assistance to their Natural 
Valley Storage project in the 
Upper Charles River Waterbed 
which includes Newton. 

Under the four-month con¬ 
tract, the MAPC will organize 
and operate a committee which 
will develop policy guidelines 
for management of the 
project’s 8500 acres of fragile 
wetlands designated to be 
protected from future 
development. 

The MAPC was chosen to 
organize the committee 
because of its strong ties with 
the communities involved in 
the project and its com¬ 
mitment toward protection of 
environmentally sensitive 
areas. 

The 16 communities, all 
within the MAPC planning 
district, include, Bellingham, 
Dedham, Dover, Franklin, 
Holliston, Medway, Millis, 
Natick, Needham, Newton, 
Norfolk, Sherbom, Walpole, 
Waltham, and Wrentham. 

Each community will be 
represented on the committee 
along with pertinent federal, 
state, and regional agencies 
and private interests such as 
the Charles River Watershed 
Association, Massachusetts 
Audubon Society and the 
Trustees of Reservations. The 
committee's work will result in 
a written report containing 
recommendations for 


management of the property. 

The Natural Valley Storage 
program, under the direction 
of the U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers, is designed to 
protect property and life in the 
Upper Charles River Water¬ 
shed which would be 
threatened by flooding if 
further development is 
allowed. 

With 100 percent federal 
funding, the Army Corps is 
acquiring the land from 
private owners at fair market 
value. 

The MAPC is the regional 
planning agency for 101 cities 
and towns in the Boston 
metropolitan area.

Department of Public Utilites 
of the ability of Massachusetts 
utilities to avoid a similar 
disaster. 

“The New York blackout has 
clearly renewed fears that the 
flow of power to Massachusetts 
could be disrupted without 
warning,” she stated. "The 
massive 1965 Northeast 
blackout was followed by a 
wave of investigations, in¬ 
stallations of supposed 
‘failsafe’ mechanisms, and 
countless reassurances that 
such a situation would never 
recur. These reassurances, at 
least in the New York area, 
have proved to be un¬ 
warranted." 

Pines has requested in¬ 
formation on the steps the DPU 
has taken to insure that 
adequate safeguards now 
exist, or will be ordered into 
place. 

In a preliminary discussion 
with the DPU, Pines was told 
that the New England region’s 
power system is set up in ‘grid 
form’ which is designed to 
compensate for disruptions in 
other parts of the system. It is 
a protective system which was 
created after the 1965 blackout. 
The DPU believes that the 
Upstate New York grid which 
is linked to the New England 
utilities performed well in 
containing the New York 
failure to the Metropolitan New 
York area. 

“I found the DPU’s 
assurances somewhat com¬ 


forting, but serious doubts 
remain," the Newton legislator 
said. “There is no way for 
instance, to predict what would 
have happened if the power 
outage emanated from the 
Niagra Falls region, as it did in 
1965, or from a key station in 
Massachusetts. In theory, the 
system should work, but the 
same was true in New York 
City. 

"The DPU’s confidence is no 
doubt based upon a reasonable 
body of evidence. However, 
there are simply too many 
questions raised by the New 
York crisis to allow present 
assurances to go unchallenged. 
The Importance of a reliable 
power system to the economic 
and social health of the 
Commonwealth necessitates a 
thorough and continuing in¬ 
vestigation of the 
States’Futilities’ ability to 
prevent largescale power 
failures,” she stated. 

It is Pines’ belief that it may 
be appropriate to obtain an 
objective evaluation of the 
electrical power system’s 
safeguards, either through the 
formation of a legislative 
commission, the utilization of 
an outside consultant, or 
possibly some combination of 
the two. 

Pines said that more detailed 
information has been 
requested from the DPU and 
that further action will await 
an examination of the in¬ 
formation.

Housing rehab eligibility expanded 


State Rep. Ix>is G. Pines (D- 
Newton) last week submitted 
testimony to the U.S. House of 
Representatives’ Employment 
Opportunities Subcommittee 
on behalf of H.R. 28, the federal 
proposal which would create 
and fund multi-service centers 
providing counseling and 
training for displaced 
homemakers. 

Her bill, House 6043 
(redrafted from the original 
Senate 71) has been relegated 
to a “study" committee by the 
Joint Legislative Committee on 
Commerce and Labor. In her 
testimony to the Employment 
Opportunities Subcommittee, 
Pines explained that 
congressional action is critical 
to the prospects of an on-going 
program in the Com¬ 
monwealth. Although a one- 
year pilot program has been 
established in the city of 
Gardner, Pines believes that a 
legislative mandate by the 
state, in support of a continuing 
program, is essential. She also 
stated that the mandate is not 
likely to emerge unless the 
federal government commits 
itself to fund state projects. 

"The significance of H.R. 
28,” Pines said, "is that it will 
provide a sound base on which 
the individual states can move. 
It will serve as the catalyst for 
urgently needed legislation in 
Massachusetts and 
elsewhere." 

The displaced homemaker, 
she explained, is typically a 
middle aged women who has 
devoted her entire adult life to 
the well-being of her family 
and who suddenly finds herself 


without support or resources 
due to the death of her 
husband, divorce or other 
factors. 

"Society has determined that 
her years of service have no 
intrinsic economic value and 
so, she is ineligible for most 
forms of assistance, such as 
unemployment compensation 
and social security. She also is 
judged to be lacking in 
marketable job skills." 

The multi-service centers 
envisioned by the Congress and 
Pines will provide the 
mechanism for achieving self- 
sufficiency and independence 
by offering counseling and 
training in the areas of 


education, employment, fiscal 
management, legal assistance 
and health. 

She concluded her comments 
to the Subcommittee by stating 
that, "H.R. 28 represents an 
important adjustment of 
society's attitude towards, and 
perception of the role of the 
homemaker, I strongly urge 
the Subcommittee to favorably 
consider this critical 
proposal."

Depending upon an ap¬ 
plicant’s financial condition 
and the types of repairs 
proposed, a homeowner may 
receive one of three types of 
assistance: A direct grant of up 
to $5000 to correct conditions 
dangerous to health and safety 
(the grant is available only to 
very-low-income homeown¬ 
ers); an interest-reduction 
payment to reduce the interest 
on a loan from a local bank to 3 
percent; or a direct loan from 
the Newton Housing 
Rehabilitation Fund at 3 
percent to those who are 
unable to qualify for a bank 
loan. 

At present, work has been 
completed or is under way on 
over 45 homes, with more than 
$120,000 committed to Newton 
residents, the mayor said. In 
addition, it is anticipated 
second-round applications 
currently being processed will 
obtain a commitment equal to 
or greater than $120,000. HUD 
recently approved another 
$200,000, bringing to $570,000 
the program funds available to 
Newton Housing Rehabilitation 
Fund for the three-year period 
ending June 30, 1978. 

Some applicants for housing 
rehabilation assistance who do 
not qualify because of income 
limits may now receive loans 
at 3 percent, provided all 
federal regulations and 
requirements are met. 

Such loans may be made 
through the HUD “312" 
program. For further in¬ 
formation contact the Housing 
Rehabilitation Fund office.

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Backman opposes Worcester 
unit to serve 'violent' women 


State Sen. Jack Backman ( l. 
Newton-Brookline) has 
reiterated his opposition to a 
proposal by the Department of 
Mental Health to establish a 
ward for "violent" women at 
Worcester State Hospital. 

Backman enunciated his 
stand in a letter to Secretary of 
Human Services Jerald 
Stevens. 

The Worcester program was 
conceived in response to 
pressure from the courts, the 
Department of Correction and 
the state hospitals when they 
determined that there were 
some women who were so 
destructive either to them¬ 
selves or ethers that no 
existing facility could safely 
treat them. After plans to 
transfer "violent women" to 
Bridgewater State Hospital, an 
Institution for criminally, 
insane men, were abandoned, 
plans were developed by the 
Department of Mental Health 
and the Department of 
Correction to establish a 
specially designed unit at 
Worcester State Hospital. The 
unit would provide intensive 
treatment for eight to 10 
women for approximately one 
year when they would be 
returned either to the original 
hospital or correction facility 
from which they came, or to 
their local communities. 

Currently, clients for this 
new unit have not been 


definitely identified for 
transfer to Worcester. In ad¬ 
dition, actual structure of the 
program, kinds of treatment 
and ultimate goals of the 
program have not been 
outlined for ihe public. 

In his letter to Sec. Stevens, 
Backman stated that the 
program was ' an example of 
poor planning" and noted that 
funds have already been ap¬ 
propriated for a program 
which essentially does not exist 
— except in name. 

Backman pointed out that 
the Department of Mental 
Health is implementing a 
costly solution for a small 
number of women who are only- 
examples of a broader 
problem. 

Backman told Stevens, "The 
fact is that the Department of 
Mental Health is providing 
only minimal care to the 
majority of its patient 
population. It does not make 
sense to me to invest *500,000 
into a program which will 
service so few people, when 
hospitals like Danvers and 
others are still so grossly 
understaffed." 

Backman. who chairs the 
Committee on Human Ser¬ 
vices, told Stevens that 
research has shown the inef¬ 
fectiveness of psychiatric 
treatment in this field. He also 
noted Ihe Department of 


Mental Health's apparent 
ignorance of research with 
respect to violence when he 
stated that no research "has 
been conducted in order to 
determine if alternative 
programs which deal with this 
problem have been attempted. 
DMH is appropriating money 
for a program which will in all 
likelihood fail,” said Backman. 

While noting that treatment 
for severly disturbed persons is 
needed, Backman concluded 
that the Worcester program is 
not the answer. "The solution, 
it seems to me,” said 
Backman, "is to upgrade the 
general quality of services in 
our mental health system." 

Backman also pointed out to 
Sec. Stevens that the 
organization which will ad¬ 
minister the program has 
admitted having no experience 
in treating emotionally 
disturbed women. 

"The only reason Worcester 
Court Resources was selected 
to administer the program was 
that they had a reputation as 
an honest fiscal agent and 
conduit of state funds," 
Backman said, adding, "their 
selection is an illegal 
delegation of authority. 

"The selection of a state 
vendor that has no experience 
in this field not only hurts 
clients, but shortchanges the 
stale," Rackman concluded. 


Drinan favors greater business 
involvement with solar energy 


Speaking as a lead witness 
before a House Small Business 
subcommittee last week, 
Congressman Robert F. 
Drinan (D-Newton) said that 
passage of his legislation 
providing low-interest loans to 
small businesses for solar 
energy and conservation in¬ 
vestment will have a 
"significant impact on the 
national energy problem." 

Drinan told members of the 
Subcommittee on Energy, 
Environment, Safety and 
Research that his legislation 
"will go a long way toward 
alleviating the unique burdens 
which small businesses face as 
participants in the com¬ 
mercialization of solar 
technology." 

The Massachusetts 


lawmaker noted that small 
businesses account for ap¬ 
proximately 19 percent of our 
national energy use, and cited 
statistics from the National 
Federation of Independent 
Business (NFIB) which show 
that smaller companies pay 
almost four times as much of 
their revenues for energy costs 
as large ones. 

Drinan explained that the 
low-interest loans he advocates 
are preferable to a system of 
tax credits. “Tax credits only 
provide benefits at the end of 
each taxable year, and offer 
little consolation to those firms 
without access to energy- 
conserving capital in the first 
place," he said. 

Drinan also testified on 
legislation he has cosponsored 


to provide venture capital for 
small businesses entering the 
solar energy field and to 
require that a larger share of 
energy research contracts be 
awarded to small business 
concerns. 

Criticizing previous policies 
which he said tilted the energy 
balance against small 
business, Drinan emphasized 
that the rapid development of 
solar energy over the next 
several years presents us with 
a "unique opportunity" to 
block domination of the solar 
market by a few large com¬ 
panies. 

"We must not allow sc4ar 
energy to follow the dreadful 
pattern of the oil and natural 
gas industries where a handful 
control prices and supply," 
Drinan warned.

' Say cheese" ts a photographer's 
prescription for a smile, but about tw ice 
as many people today are saying 
"cheese" when they go shopping because 
cheese is so delicious and nutritious that 
it has become one of the most popular 
foods. 

No one knows who made the first 
cheese, but ancient records indicate 
cheese was used a> a food at least 4.<)00 
years ago. It is believed cheese 
originated in Asia, was introduced to 
England by the Romans and in the Middle 
Ages, was made and improved by the 
monks in the monasteries ot Europe. 

As the art of cheesemaking spread, 
each eggntry made modifications which 
accvmms for ihe many different kinds ot 
cheese. Some cheeses are named for the 
country or place of their origin. There is 
Cheddar cheese which came from 
Cheddar, England; Monterey Jack irom 
California; Gouda and Edam from 
Holland; Romano, i’armesan and 
Gorgonzola, Italy; Swiss from Swit¬ 
zerland: Lindburger. Belgium; Muen- 
ster, Germany and Camembert cheese 
from France. 

Most cheese is made from cow's nulk, 
but some comes from the milk of goats 
and ewes. Everyone is familiar with the 
nursery rhyme of "Little Miss Muifet sat 
on a tuffet eating her curds and whey," 
but few realize she was eating cheese. 
The curd is the solid portion and the whey 
the liquid that separates irom the curd in 
the cheese making process. 

Cheese goes well in combination with 
many other foods. Cheddar and Swiss 
cheese with pieces of fruit served in a 
pineapple half makes a light and tasty 
lunch. 

Following are some recipes including 
citeese which will please the palate.

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Young man runs 
hard to capture 
success

MEMPHIS, Tenn. (UPI) - 
Andrew Gold, born and raised 
in Hollywood and nurtured on 
the Beatles and Beethoven, is 
running hard to prove he’s [ 
"nobody’s fool." 

Gold is the son of Academy 
Award-winner Ernest Gold, 
composer of "Exodus," and I 
Marni Nixon, the soprano voice 
for Natalie Wood in “West Side 
Story" and Audrey Hepburn in 
"My Fair Lady." 

Now with his first hit, I 
"Lonely Boy,” topping the pop 
charts, the 25-year-old singer, 
who recently left Linda Ron- ] 
stadt’s band after four years, 
believes he has a chance to 
make it on his own. 

"I had to prove I could do It,” 
the red-bearded, bushyhalred I 
guitarist, composer, arranger 
and piano player said before he ' 
and his band warmed up a I 
crowd of 15,000 screaming fans 
awaiting a concert by the | 
Eagles. 

Gold, who believes his simple 
lyrics and soft melodies will I 
produce other hits, credits his 
talent to an ear for imitation, 
years in teen-age rock n’ roll 
bands and his musical parents. 

"I don’t know how talent 
works," he said. “I don’t know 
how it’s inherited, but I know I 
got something from them. All 
my life, music has been around 
me. I’ve always wanted to be a | 
musician." 

The blue-jeaned singer said [ 
he can't read or write music so 
he tapes his melodies on a 
cassette and then jots down a 
few guitar chords. 

“I have a real good ear for | 
picking up sounds," he said. 
“I'm not a prolific writer, but I 
can write little tunes very 
quickly. 

“I don’t like songs that try to I 
tell people things. My lyrics 
don’t have any hidden mean¬ 
ings because I don’t know 
enough now to tell anyone ] 
anything.” 

Gold does not believe his first 
big hit, which has sold 400,000 
copies and made it on the top 10 
pop charts, is his last. 

“I don’t think ‘Lonely Boy' 
was a fluke,” Gold said. 
“Inside I have a feeling in a 
couple of years I won’t have 
disappeared I want my music 
to improve. I want to make 
- more money. I want to make 
music that pleases me and 
music that’s commercially 
successfully.” 

“Lonely Boy" tells the story 
of a young man born in 1951, 
who is loved by his parents and 
shown, “how to fight to be 
nobody’s fool.” Gold said it was 
autobiographical. 

“I'm going to win in this 
crazy, depressing, amazing, 
competitive, unhappy but 
beautiful business,” he said as 
he waited nervously In a 
barren dressing room. 

“I still get nervous, you 
know. I get butterflies, but then 
when I'm out there and the 
music swims out to the 
audience and back, I’m ex- 
cited." 

Gold then jumped off the 
bench he was sitting on and, in 
his best Groucho Marx imita¬ 
tion, said, “I want to thank all 
the little people I stepped on 
going up and I hope I won’t 
have to step on them on the 
way down.”

Edith's Diary, by Patricia 
Highsmlth. (Simon and Schus¬ 
ter, $8.95) This is a sharp 
departure for Miss Highsmlth, 
who is best known for deftly 
plotted mysteries like "Stran¬ 
gers on a Train." Here, she 
takes the reader into the tor¬ 
tured mind of a wretched, 
middled-aged housewife who 
escapes in her diary to a 
fanciful existance. In this 
moving, harrowing novel, the 
woman has been deserted by 
her husband and left with a life 
beyond bearing. When she is 
not carrying bedpans to a 
terminally ill uncle, she is 
trying to cope with the 
delinquency of her drunken, 
shiftless 28-year-old son. This 
is strong stuff indeed and 
totally engrossing to the end. 

The Aristocrats, by Gwen 
Davis. (Playboy, $8.95) A 
lovely young blonde who 
makes her living caring for 
plants in wealthy Beverly Hills 
homes is brutally murdered In 
her greenhouse. Gwen Davis 
has a penchant for the bizarre 
and exercises it fully in her 
latest novel. The detective 
investigating the slaying 
chases clues to a California 
park where a movie company 
is shooting a film. Toss in a 
metaphysical society that is 
having its annual conference 
and there are enough odd 
happenings to satisfy anyone. 
This is a slick, kinky en¬ 
tertainment. 

The Etruscan Smile, by 
Johnston. (Dodd, Mead, 
$7.95) An attractive young 
woman travels to the Tuscan 
region of Northern Italy to 
trace her sister and becomes 
enmeshed in a puzzling set of 
events. No one can tell her 
anything about her sister and 
no one wants her around. 
Uncomfortable but persistent, 
she feels her life is in danger 
but gradually the truth 
emerges. The story is too set to 
formula and the Etruscan 
background often is intrusive, 
but Mrs. Johnston is slick, 
smooth and professional. 

Madness, Magic and Medici¬ 
ne, by Elinor Horowitz. 
(Lippincott,$6.95) If the reader 
has the stomach for it, he will 
find compelling material in 
this book, subtitled, "The 
» treatment and mistreatment of 
the mentally ill." Over the 
centuries, the cures for mental 
illness reflected the absolute 
misunderstanding of its 
nature. The book runs the 
gamut of treatments, from 
witchcraft to psychotherapy, 
presenting a chilling picture of 
ignorance and superstition. 


Cleared for the Approach, by 
F. Lee Bailey. 

(Prentice-Hall, $9.95) 

F. Lee Bailey practices law, 
flies planes anc writes books. 
In a combination of talents, the 
flamboyant attorney has now 
written a book on aviation, or 
to be more exact, a defense of 
aviation. 

"Cleared For The 
Approach," in collaboration 
with John Greenya, sets out to 
destroy the myth that flying is 
dangerous. 

With the skill that has won 
him many court battles, Bailey 
lays before the reader all the 
possible things that can go 
wrong in an airplane. Then he 
sets out to prove’that "Mur¬ 
phy's Law" (anything that can 
go wrong, will go wrong) is a 
fallacy. 

He outlines airline 
procedure, private pilot 
testing, air traffic control, and 
military flying. Using 
examples of past crashes, he 
details what went wrong and 
how it could have been 
avoided. 

As in any case put before a 
jury, there are those charged. 
However, Bailey’s book is 
subtitled "In Defense of 
Flying," and defend aviation 
he does. 

Unlike a Jury trial, however, 
there is no prosecution. And for 
this reviewer, who often flies, 
the verdict is in. Aviation in 
itself is "not guilty." Maybe 
some careless manufacturer, 
or a careless person is guilty of 
creating a dangerous situation. 
But flying with properly 
trained pilot (and all airline 
pilots are superbly trained) in 
a certified aircraft is the safest 
way to travel. 

Bailey wins another case.

The Path Between the Seas, 
by David McCullough. 

(Simon and Schuster, $14.95) 

This history of the building of 
the Panama Canal is a model. 
It has the accuracy and depth 
required of professors. It has 
the grip and thrill of a best¬ 
selling novel. 

The book should be required 
reading for all Americans 
interested at all in the current 
U.S.-Panamanian negotiations 
on the future of the canal. It 
etches the historic justice and 
damnation of both sides. 


Jackpot! by Robert Metz. 
(Simon and Schuster, $8.95) 
The investment system that is 
a sure moneymaker has not 
been invented yet or 
professionals would be too busy 
practicing it to wTlte books 
about surefire investing. The 
author, a financial columnist 
for The New York Times, at¬ 
tempts to give the potential 
investor an edge by explaining 
the various Investment 
theories and methods. He 
contends that "the right 
combination of caution, study 
and perspicacity can lead to 
substantial financial success." 
Whether he’s right or not, he 
explains the complex world of 
finance in simple, clear terms. 

Thunder of the Captains, by 
David Detzer. (Crowell, $10) 
Detzer has written a popular 
history of America's entrance 
into the Korean war in 1950, 
narrating some colorful stories 
of those up front. But his 
historical judgments — for 


example, it might have been 
better to let North Korea have 
South Korea — are not sup¬ 
ported by any evidence in the 
book. Detzer, who received a 
fellowship from the Harry S. 
Truman Library, has written a 
revisionist and not overly 
favorable version of Truman’s 
part in the Korean war. 

Inside American Ballet 
Thea-tre, by Clive Barnes. 
(Helen Obolensky-Hawthom, 
$15) This is primarily a book of 
fabulous black and white 
photographs tracing the 38- 
year history of America’s most 
versatile ballet company. 
Barnes, dance critic of the New 
York Times, has provided a 
sprightly text that documents 
the ups and downs of ABT 
under the long-time guidance 
of co-directors Lucia Chase 
and Oliver Smith. He also 
provides interviews with the 
chief choreographers, in¬ 
cluding a very revealing one 
with Agnes de Mille, and 
biographies of the current 
principal dancers. 

The Plot To Destroy Israel, 


by Alvin Rosenfeld. (Put¬ 
nam’s, $8.95) Alvin Rosenfeld 
believes the Arab governments 
want nothing less than the 
destruction of Israel. He 
argues that the four Arab- 
Israell wars were steps toward 
achieving that goal. The 
veteran newsman writes thRt 
diplomacy and war, economic 
boycotts and blacklisting, 
terrorism and propaganda, all 
have been part of an Arab 
scheme to dismantle the 
Jewish state. Rosenfeld ex¬ 
presses concern about another 
round of fighting, which he . 
says might trigger a nuclear 
war. 

The Dublin Pawn, by John 
Keckhat. (Norton, $8.95) The 
chess champion of the world, a 
man obsessed with the game, is 
kidnaped by Irish terrorists in 
the midst of a challenging 
match in Dublin. Confronted 
for the first time with the tough 
realities of life, he reacts with 
robustness and decisiveness. 
Chess might be a slow-moving 
game, but this plot is not. The 
characters, particularly the 
chess player, are exceptionally 
well drawn and the Irish 
background is a delight. 


Consider state taxes 
on vacation trip 


Just as some states offer 
more in the way of scenic 
pleasures, the same is true as 
far as state sales, cigarette and 
gasoline taxes are concerned. 

As millions journey forth 
throughout the country on their 
summer vacations, here are a 
few words of caution concern¬ 
ing these state levies: 

One state that travelers may 
wish to avoid when filling up 
the gas tank or buying 
cigarettes and souvenirs is 
Connecticut, says Commerce 
Clearing House. The highest 
gasoline, sales and cigarette 
tax rates in the nation are 
levied there. 

Delaware and Washington 
have tied Connecticut for the 
lead in highest gasoline taxes 
imposed in the nation, CCH 
said, with 11 cents per gallon 
taxes. Massachusetts and 
Florida have tied Connecticut 
for the lead in highest cigarette 


levies imposed, with taxes of 21 
cents per lack. The Connecticut 
sales tax rate is seven per cent. 

Since July 1, 1976, the sales 
tax has been boosted in 
Maryland, Missouri and Ne¬ 
braska, while North Dakota 
lowered its rate from four to 
three per cent. Washington 
recently extended its 4.6 per 
cent sales tax rate through 
June 30, 1979. 

Rhode Island extended its six 
per cent rate indefinitely, and 
Tennessee enacted a one-year 
continuation of its 4.5 per cent 
sales tax. 

Alaska, Delaware, Montana, 
New Hampshire and Oregon 
may be good places to pick up 
souvenirs since these states do 
not impose a state sales tax. 

Since July 1 of last year, 
cigarette taxes have been 
hiked in Florida, Indiana and 
South Carolina. Taxwise, 


North Carolina remains the 
most economical place to buy 
cigarettes, the tax there being 
just two cents per pack. 

Delaware, Montana, North 
Dakota, South Carolina and 
Washington have Increased 
gasoline taxes since July 1, 
1976, and Hawaii has extended 
its 8.5 cents per gallon tax. 
Texas continues to have the 
lowest gasoline rate, with a tax 
of five cents per gallon. As of 
Aug. 1, 1977, the gasoline tax in 
Nebraska will be 9.5 cents per 
gallon. 

CCH had another cautionary 
note: taxpayers should be 
aware they will also face local 
sales, cigarette and gasoline 
levies in many areas, as well as 
admissions, pari-mutuel and 
alcoholic beverage taxes im¬ 
posed in many states. 

What’s more, these taxes are 
in addition to federal cigarette 
and gasoline taxes.

PARIS (UPI) — France's 
national lottery and it’s version 
of off-track betting are having 
to look to their laurels. 

"Loto" — a latln variant of 
Anglo-Saxon bingo — now 
charms millions of francs 
weekly out of citizens’ pockets. 

Loto’s success is all grist to 
the mill of the Loterie 
Nationale, the state-owned 
gambling organization which 
operates both the lottery and 
betting on the sport of kings. 

Shortly after celebrating its 
first anniversary, Loto Is 
luring one Frenchman In every 
seven to his friendly 
neighborhood bistro. 

The bettor simply puts a 
cross on six of 49 numbers on a 
printed card and feeds It, at 
two francs a try — about 40 
cents, into a punching 
machine. 

The six winning numbers are 
ceremonially drawn at a movie 
theater in a different city every

week by a croupier who spins 
numbered bails In a roulette 
wheel. Then work begins for a 
*10 million computer near 
Paris’s Charles de Gaulle 
airport, which Inspects 500,000 
cards flown in from all over the 
country. 

The Loto’s "brain center" is 
as closely guarded as Fort 
Knox or the Bank of England. 
The 168 members of the staff 
wear identification badges and 
are hand-picked for trustwor¬ 
thiness. 

All cards are photocopied at 
the rate of 13 per second before 
being entrusted to the com¬ 
puter which reads off the 
winners and their share of 
prize money, totalling 55 per 
cent of the take. The state 
keeps 23.4 per cent and the 
remaining 21.6 per cent covers 
expenses in operating the Loto, 
including commission for the 
bistro proprietors. 

The photocopies are kept in a 


vault in case they need to be 
compared with the originals in 
the possession of the bettors. 
The computer's scanner occa¬ 
sionally fails to record winning 
numbers on cards stained with 
red wine from a bistro bar, or 
by greasy finger marks. So 
genuine complaints are fairly 
frequent. 

The Loterie Nationale has 
prosecuted 12 people who have 
entered winning numbers on 
their Loto cards after publica¬ 
tion of the weekly results. All 12 
offenders are in Jail and the 
latest to be sentenced is ser¬ 
ving eight months. 

The temptation to cheat 
stems from the high value of 
the prizes. The top is worth 
*300,000. Maurice Caradet, 
secretary general of the 
Loterie Nationale, admits he 
too is hooked on Loto. 

"I stake eight francs a 
week,” he said. "So far I’ve 
only won a few small prizes. 


But i’m still hoping. 

"My technique is really a 
secret," Caradet said. "All I 
can tell you is that it is a highly 
elaborate combination of my 
birthday, my social security 
number and my motor car 
registration.” 

Since the beginning of 1977, 
Loto’s organizers have pub¬ 
lished newspaper advertise¬ 
ments with the portraits of 
almost all the lucky 25 who 
have won over *200,000 and of 
over 100 people who have 
collected more than * 20 , 000 . 

Like Loto, the long estab¬ 
lished national lottery and 
Sunday off-track betting ritual, 
the tierce, are conducted 
across cafe counters. Demand 
for tickets sometimes becomes 
so Intense that the casual cus¬ 
tomer, who drops in only for a 
drink, is forgotten. 

Until a f£w years ago lottery 
kiosks, usually draped with 
colorful advertising posters, 


sprouted on almost every 
street comer in French cities. 
The stall holder was usually a 
onelegged ex-serviceman — or 
a serviceman's widow. 

Nowadays most lottery tick¬ 
ets are sold in cafes and the 
weekly take has dwindled to *2 
million, about one-quarter of 
receipts from Loto. 


"Customers have no choice 
with lottery tickets,” said 
Madame Laure Clavier, 82, 
runs a lottery booth in Paris’ 
Madeleine flower market. 
"They have to take the num¬ 
bers which are available. No 
wonder they prefer Loto. It 
allows them to make their own 
decisions". 


Free permits aid persons over 62 


PUEBLO, Colo. (UPI) - If 
you are over 62 and planning a 
visit to federally ran national 
parks, monuments or recrea¬ 
tion areas this summer, you 
can get a free permit for any 
that charge an admittance fee. 

Or, for *10, persons over 62 
can get a permit good for a 
calendar year admitting both 
you and anyone in your car to 
the same type of areas. 

The permits are Golden 
Eagle and Golden Age Pass¬ 
ports. To find out how to obtain 


them, send a postcard with 
your request and your name, 
address and zip code to Con¬ 
sumer Information Center, 
Dept. 672E, Pueblo, Colo. 81009. 

The passports must be ap¬ 
plied for In person, with ap¬ 
propriate identification, in a 
variety of places, including 
most federal recreation areas 
where you will use them. The 
passports can save money, 
because individual entrance 
fees range from 50 cents a 
person to *3 a car.

Granny-winner 
album is upstaged 


When the London recording 
of "Porgy and Bess" won the 
Grammy for the best opera of 
the year last spring, it ap¬ 
peared this version of the 
Gershwin classic would go 
unchallenged. 

Not so. A new recording of 
"Porgy and Bess" (RCA 
ARL3-2109) is even better than 
the Grammy winner. Clamma 
Dale, currently the "in" so¬ 
prano, is marvelous as Bess, 
the role that launched Leon¬ 
tyne Price on her spectacular 
career. 

This is the staging of 
"Porgy" by the Houston Grand 
Opera and it was produced for 
records by Thomas Z. Shepard. 
John DeMain's conducting 
seems a trifle below the 
London performance by Lorin 
Maazel and the Cleveland 
Orchestra. 

Donnie Ray Albert is con¬ 
vincing as Porgy and teams 
well with Clamma Dale. Larry 
Marshall is a standout as 
Sportin' Life and carries off the 
"I Got Plenty of Nothin'" bit 
with a vigor that demands a 
bravo. Andrew Smith is 
dutifully mean as Crown and 
Carol Brice gives good support 
as Maria. 

If you already have the 
London recording, don’t groan. 
It is great If not, the RCA 
production seems to be a better 
investment in entertainment 

When is an opera not an 
opera? 

Opera was not exactly 
Rachmaninoff’s forte. So, 
"Francesca da Rimini" (Co¬ 
lumbia Melodiya M2 34577), 
does not follow the general 
operatic scheme. Yet this 
recording with soloists, orches¬ 
tra and chorus of the Bolshoi 
Theater is well worth listening 
to because of the flow of 
beautiful music. 

The plot of the story begins 
after the shade of Virgil takes 
Dante through the First Circle 


of Hell. Dante asks the souls of 
Francesca da Rimini and 
Paolo, her ill-starred lover, to 
recall their tragic experience, 
which they do,. 

The names of the Russian 
singers may be unfamiliar, but 
their voices are noble. 
Makvala Kasrashvili is 
Francesca, Vladimir Atlantov, 
whose album of operatic arias 
recently was released in this 
country, is Paolo. Yevgenii 
Nesterenko is the evil Lan- 
ciotto, Mikhail Maslov is the 
Shade of Virgil and Alexander 
Laptev is Dante. 

The definition of opera also 
must be stretched when it is 
applied to Mozart's "The 
Impresario" (Angel S-37405). 

While Mozart was a prolific 
composer of instrumentals, it 
was known that he had a 
special feeling for opera. 
That’s why his "Don Giovanni” 
is considered one of the 
greatest of all works of art. 

Mozart was quite flattered 
when he was commissioned to 
do a short opera buffo for a 
German theater where Italian 
operas were getting most of the 
attention. 

Peter Ustinov, who is said to 
be a foremost admirer of 
Mozart, didn’t like the original 
German text of the opera, 
better known in those days as 
“Der Schauspieldirektor,” so 
he wrote his own dialogue. 

Only Ustinov fans can ap¬ 
preciate the length of his 
discourses. Fortunately they 
are in English and serve as a 
verbal bridge between the 
arias and duets. 

The two arias bring out the 
best in sopranos and Mady 
Mesple and Edda Moser more 
than meet the challenge. 
Nicolai Gedda joins the two 
sopranos in a rousing trio, “Ich 
bin die erste Saengerin." 

Eberhard Schoener con¬ 
ducted the Bavarian State 
Orchestra in this one-LP of¬ 
fering. 


Biblical references

Here, from the Oxford Revised 
Standard Version of the Bible, 
are the primary biblical pas¬ 
sages that refer to homosex¬ 
uality:

But he urged them 
strongly; so they turned aside 
to him and entered his house; 
and he made them a feast, and 
baked unleavened bread, and 
they ate. But before they lay 
down, the men of the city, the 
men of Sodom, both young and 
old, all the people to the last 
man, surrounded the house; 
and they called to Lot, “Where 1 
are the men who came to you 
tonight? Bring them out to us, 
that we may know them.” Lot 
went out of the door to the men, 
shut the door after him, and 
said, "I beg you, my brothers, 
do not act so wickedly. Behold, 
I have two daughters who have 
not known man; let me bring 
them out to you, and do to them 
as you please; only do nothing 
to these men, for they have 
come under the shelter of my 
roof." But they said, "Stand 
back!" And they said, "This 
fellow came to sojourn, and he 
would play the judge. Now we 
will deal worse with you than 
with them." Then they pressed 
hard against the man Lot, and 
drew near to break the door. 
But the men put forth their 
hands and brought Lot into the 
house to them, and shut the 
door. And they struck with 
blindness the men who were at 
the door of the house, both 
small and great, so that they 
wearied themselves groping 
for the door." 

Leviticus 18: 22 
You shall not lie with a male 
as with a woman; it is an 
abomination. 


Leviticus 20:13 
If a man lies with a male as 
with a woman, both of them 
have committed an abomina¬ 
tion; they shall be put to death,.

Do not be 
deceived; neither the immoral, 
nor idolaters, nor adulterers, 
nor homosexuals, nor thieves, 
nor the greedy, nor drunkards, 
nor revilers, nor robbers will 
inherit the kingdom of God.

The period of Aug. 6 to 9 has 
been officially proclaimed as 
an observance of the Hirshima 
and Nagasaki bombings by 
Mayor Theodore Mann. 

The time has also been 
chosen for the beginning of a 
campaign to stop the arms 
race, ban nuclear power, 
eliminate nuclear weapons and 
fund human needs. 

Mann has proclaimed the 
period in Newton to be “days of 
concern and recognition and 
contemplation of the danger to 
human survival and the 
potential for destruction, death 
and human suffering resulting 
from nuclear weapons.” 

The proclamation en¬ 
courages everyone to express 
their views to the Congress and 
encourage the President to 
pursue efforts to "secure in¬ 
ternational agreement for the 
control of nuclear weapons and 
to put a stop to the arms race.”

— “Honeybunch,” my husband 
said in his softest, most con¬ 
vincing voice one day last 
December, "wouldn't it be fun 
to buy a sailboat?" 

Thus, while biting winds 
whipped the snow into drifts, 
we began our careers as novice 
boaters. 

It just so happened that a 
friend was selling his 20-foot 
sailboat ("Fast little boat — 
sleeps four if you're good 
trends") to buy a bigger 
model. I had no sailing ex¬ 
perience and my husband had 
practically none. 

But it was damn the tor¬ 
pedoes, full-speed ahead. We 
would become boat owners 
anyway. 

"Honeybunch" was a silly 
pet name that Lee had never 
called me before.' But then, 
buying a boat we didn't know 
how to sail was just about as 
silly, so she was instantly 
christined Honeybunch I. 

When you buy a boat, you go 
boating. Right? 

Wrong! You scrub and paint. 
After a winter of storage in a 
farm implements barn, she 
was a mess — dirt from bow to 
stern, leaves in the cabin. A 
family of squirrels had set up 
winter housekeeping on board 
and munched huge hunks out of 
the teakwood rails. 

It took an entire weekend, 
laying on our backs under the 
boat in newly thawed mud. 
sanding and painting Honey- 
bunch’s blue bottom with anti¬ 
fouling paint. 

In mid-May, we were ready 
to drop her in. We hitched her 
up to the car and took off, over 
100 miles of curving country 
roads to the place where we 
would dock for the summer. 

Honeybunch's original owner 
came by to help launch and rig 
her. 

“Saaay," he said, critically 
eyeing the boat hitch. "You 
guys know you didn't have the 
hitch locked? You could have 
lost the boat anyplace along the 
way." 

It was only a foreshadowing 
of things to come. The first 
weekend was a disaster. 

We backed out of our slip 
with the help of a Little sixhorse 
motor. But the turning radius 
of a 20-foot boat is significantly 
larger than that of a compact 
car and we didn't back out far 
enough. 

We plowed into the transom 
of the neighboring boat — a 25- 
foot cabin cruiser — at what 
one witness later called "full 
ramming speed.” 

Luckily, although we were 
stiff and sore from the jolt the 
next day. there was no damage 
to either boat. We did, 
however, seriously consider 
renaming Honeybunch the 
“Titanic." 

Sailing, once we got out, was 
even less successful. We just 
kept going around in little 
circles, much to the 
amusement of two old 
fishermen watching from a 
patched-together rowboat. 

"Good grief,” the man who 
had witnessed the departing 
crash hollered as we motored 
back into the marina. “Here 
they come. Everybody, over 
here. These guys need all the 
help they can get." 

We sheepishly called it a day. 
It occurred to us that the 
piece of equipment 
Honeybunch most needed was 
an ice chest. The 32-quart ones 
looked good, the 48's looked 
better. But wow! How about 
that 76-quart cooler? 

That would hold enough 
lunch meat and beer for a 
whole weekend. Indeed, it 
does. But it also occupies about 
two-thirds of the cabin space. 

And it doesn't like just any 
berth. The coffin, as we 
irreverently call it, demands 
the most comfortable one. 

On its first trip out. it rode on 
a small berth But during a 
particularly nice tack, the 
coffin revolted, throwing itself 
to the floor of the cabin and 
dumping two days of melted 
ice on the bottom of the boat. 
After bailing out nearly three 
inches of cold water, we 
promised the coffin that it 
could henceforth ride wherever 


it wanted. 

Food preparation on board a 
little boat requires the coordi¬ 
nation of a juggler. 
Honeybunch has no galley, so 
lunch is coldcuts and potato 
salad. 

Just like washing a car will 
guarantee ram, so making 


sandwiches will guarantee un¬ 
predictable wind gusts. 

I thought at one point I had it 
down pretty good. Bread ... 
mustard ... then the meat... 
and finally, a quick plop of 
potato salad. 

In between these maneuvers, 
you must quickly switch from 


one side of the boat to the other, 
as the boat heels over and the 
captain comes about and 
changes direction. 

My timing in moving myself 
and the plates back and forth 
was off just once. The result 
was a plate of potato salad 
squashed flat, with the distinc¬ 


tive mold of my posterior left 
behind. 

It's well into the sailing 
season now. We've learned how 
to get out of the slip, hoist the 
sail and sail up and down White 
Lake with only an occasional 
crisis. We've even ventured out 
on the "big lake” — Lake 


Michigan - a couple of times. 

Our $40 boat shoes don’t look 
so glaringly new anymore and 
our irregular suntans are the 
mark of seasoned boaters. We 
take pride in being "ragmen" 
— sailors — and try to be 
tolerant of “stink-potters" — 
power boaters.

Molded apparel is coming 


By WILLIAM COTTER ELL 
ATLANTA fUPI) - Textile 
researchers are very close to 
developing a financially feasi¬ 
ble means of creating synthetic 
fabrics that can be molded into 
simple clothes without spin¬ 
ning and stitching. 

Dr. W.D. Freeston, head of 
Georgia Tech's textile 


engineering department, said 
it may soon be possible for 
mills to make finished clothing 
out of raw fiber, skipping the 
weaving stage, by pinpoint 
application of minute fibers 
onto a mannequin like spray 
painting. 

In an interview, Freeston 
said the work is still a few 


months away from developing 
a flat fabric. He said it will be a 
few years later still before the 
spraying process can be adapt¬ 
ed to a contoured mold for 
ready-to-wear apparel. 

“This is the way a lot of 
forward-looking companies in 
the textile industry are going, 
though,” he said. ‘‘In a way, 


we're doing it in self-defense. 
I'd be very much surprised if 
the Japanese aren’t doing 
something in this field, because 
their government's spending 
an awful lot of money on textile 
research." 

Freeston doubts housewives 
will ever be able to make 
clothes with a spray can. He 


said, however, that textile 
plants may soon be able to 
crank out underwear, 
draperies and utility clothes 
through a highly sophisticated 
spraying process. 

Past attempts at sprayed 
synthetics came out like rub¬ 
bery, congealed paint, with 
tiny pores in them, he said.

Freeston said those fabrics 
lacked the strength sought in 
his three-year study. It is 
financed by the National 
Science Foundation. 

“In the end, you aren't going 
to be able lo tell the difference 
between the fiber-to-garment 
process and the woven fab¬ 
rics," he said. “Initially, at 
least, it’s probably not going to 
wear as long, so you'll be able 
to tell the difference that way." 

He said the spray fabrics are 
going to "achieve the same 
geometry" as woven cloth that 
the previous attempts have 
missed by far. 

Freeston said the fabrics 
"will never be high fashion" 
materials and that, therefore, 
"the military is very intere¬ 
sted" in Georgia Tech's work. 
He said the process could make 
it unnecessary for the Army to 
store vast quantities of uni¬ 
forms because spray-molding 
would reduce the "start-up 
time" when a sudden need 
arises. 

Freeston said that, in addi¬ 
tion to the textile engineering 
school, the Georgia Tech 
aeronautical engineering and 
chemical engineering depart¬ 
ments are working on the new 
fabric methods. 

He said the textile industry is 
interested in the process as a 
means of holding down labor 
costs, and the International 
Ladies Garment Workers 
Union has shown an interest 
because "although it may 
mean fewer jobs, they'll be 
higher paying jobs.” 

Freeston said the new proc¬ 
ess would create many new 
jobs in the textile industry, to 
offset manpower losses. 

“I think we should em¬ 
phasize that we will always 
have woven fabrics, because 
their properties are in- 
dispensible," he said.

— wear soft, skid-proof shoes 
and encourage guests to do the 
same. 

— let somebody know where 
you are going before you leave. 

— observe all “rules of the 
road." 

— operate at safe speeds and 
slow down when turning. 

— know and be guided by 
channel markers and buoys, 
lights. 

— keep clear of large 
vessels. 

— keep sharp lookout for 
other craft, swimmers, fisher¬ 
men, divers, water skiers, 
markers, obstructions, debris. 

— use proper hand signals 
when towing skiers.

This week the league is 
engaged in the most exciting 
phase of the season, the 
playoffs, which will-decide the 
final championships'in each of 
the two divisions. 

Jean Cole of Auburndale 
started playing softball in 
Newton when she was fight 
years old. She pitched for the 
local neighborhood boys’ 
baseball team, then for school 
teams, and later with the me a 
Motherhood brought her -a 
Little League baseball player 
of her own, and in 1968 she 
became president of the Little 
League Women's Auxiliary, a 
group of baseball fans as en¬ 
thusiastic as any you're likely 
to meet. 

Among these Little League 
mothers were old friends from 
the softball team at Newton 
North, as well as some women 
who had been spectators for 
years, wanting to play 
themselves but never feeling 
good enough to start. It wasn't 
long before Jean, Laura Ross, 
and over forty other women 
decided to get their own games 
going. There were enough 
women to form three teams, 
who played softball after Little 
League games and on Sunday 
afternoons at Burr School or 
Lyons Field, or anyplace else 
where they could find a spot for 
themselves. 

"We were lucky to have Fran 
Towle come to work for the 
Newton Recreation Depart¬ 
ment," said Jean. "She has 
helped women’s softball come 
a long way since those early 
days.” > 

“I started playing softball in 
neighborhood pick-up games, 
too," explained Miss Towle, 
who is now a District Super¬ 
visor for the Recreation 
Department Her home state of 
Iowa is a leader in the women’s 
sports movement. “After 
majoring in Recreation Ad¬ 
ministration at the University 
of Iowa, I came to the Newton 
Recreation Department in 1969 
in a national internship 
program, and was given the 
responsibility of developing a 
women's sports program." 

She has been with the 
Recreation Department ever 
since, encouraging, 
organizing, and brining 
Newton to its present position 
of leadership in women’s 
sports. 

"Fran deserves a lot of 
credit," agreed Jean Cole and 
this year's president Ann 
Brady. They both feel she has 


done a lot more for Newton 
than anyone realizes. 

The women in the softball 
league have a broad range of 
skills. Athletes like Cathy 
Sweeney of Newtonville and 
Marilyn Campbell of West 
Newton are versatile players 
who can hit and field the ball 
with great success. 

The league also has mem¬ 
bers who were entirely new to 
softball this year. Chris 
Cioccia, coach of the Royales, 
described one new member as 
‘never having played softball 
before.' This newcomer was 
afraid of the ball. She couldn’t 
throw. She couldn’t catch. She 
couldn’t hit. All she had was a 
great desire to leara In one 
short season she improved 
tremendously and became a 
very enthusiastic player. 

Joyce Young of Auburndale 
is a pitcher for the Troubador 
Jesters. This team is fighting 
in the playoffs to retain their 
first place standing in the A 
Division. Joyce has won every 
game she pitched this season. 
Her windmill and slingshot 
pitching style is fast as well as 
accurate. Her daughter Liz 
plays third base on the same 
team. 

Joyce enjoys playing soft- 
ball. She meets new people and 
she loves the game. “When I 
first came to Newton seven 


years ago, I didn’t know 
anyone,” she commended. 
"Through the League I’ve mets 
lots of people from all over 
Newton, of many different ages 
and interests. And I’ve had a 
lot of fun playing softball.” 

The Recreation Department 
provides a portion of the funds 
for league expenses, such as 
for fields, umpires, balls, and 
organization. Each team must 
pay an entry fee and for other 
expenses such as uniforms, 
equipment, trophies, and a 
banquet at the end of the 
.season. Most teams obtain the 
'help of local businesses to 
sponsor them. 

John McHugh of Auburndale 
Gulf and George Setian of the 
Troubadour Restaurant have 
backed teams for years. “I 
think it’s good for the whole 
city to have teams like this,” 
said Mr. Setian. "It keeps 
people active and happy. 
We’ve got a terrific recreation 
department in Newton, and it’s 
great that so many people can 
take advantage of it” 

The Newton Twi-Light 
League also supports women’s 
volleyball and basketball 
leagues. This year interest is 
running high for the formation 
of a flag football league in the 
fall. 

For all these activities, 


thanks go to Russ Halloran, 
Commissioner of the 
Recreation Department, to the 
sponsors, and to many in¬ 
dividuals too numerous to 
name. “There are many un¬ 
sung hereoes and heroines 
involved with our League," 
commented Fran Towle. 

It’s music to a women’s 
sport’s enthusiast’s ear to 
listen to the infield chatter of a 
twilight game — “Come on, 
Nance, ‘at a girl, you’re a 
hitter!" 

In a time when women’s 
sports are on the move 
nationally, we can be proud 
that Newton has one of the best 
programs around.

DEDHAM — Town officials 
are currently trying to find out 
under what authority Lutheran 
Services Association of New 
England Inc. is operating its 
foster-care home on Robin 
Wood Road. 

Robin Wood Road residents 
wonder why Lutheran Service 
Association has not complied 
with terms of a court- 
mandated zoning Board of 
Appeals decision in 1975 which 
allowed the association to set 
up a group-care home subject 
to several conditions on the 
home’s operation, according to 
spokesman Elizabeth Dilorio. 

For the past several weeks, 
town Zoning Enforcement 
Officer Michael Francis, in 
consultation with Town 
Counsel Paul Maggioni, has 
been trying to determine 
whether or not the Robin Wood 
Road home violates any local 
zoning regulations. 

Meanwhile, the school 
department wants to know 
whether it must provide core 
evaluations under the state's 
special education law for some 
of the youngsters now living at 
the home, as requested by 
Lutheran Service Association 
officials in May, and pay for 
potentially expensive special 
education for the children if the 
evaluations determine they 
need it, according to School 
Superintendent Harry McKay. 

Mrs. Dilorio said Robin 
Wood Road residents question 
whether the present operation 
of the home violates the 
stipulations in the 1975 Board of 
Appeals decision that none of 
the youngsters at the Lutheran 
Service home be holder than 
ten, that no more than two 
children be enrolled in special 
education programs at the 
Dedham schools, and that 
Lutheran Service renovate the 
house to make it safe for the 
children. 

The stipulations were in¬ 
cluded in a Board of Appeals 
decision which approved 
Lutheran Service Association's 
request to operate a group-care 
home for no more than eight 
children. The board's decision 
came after a superior court 
decision which overturned an 
intial board decision, in 1974, 
which turned down Lutheran 
Service’s request. 

According to Rev. William 
Erat. director of children’s 
services for Lutheran Service 
* Association, the Robin Wood 
Road home is now the 
residence for five boys, 
originally from Braintree and 
Brockton and whose average 
' age is 14, who for a variety of 
reasons cannot live with their 
natural parents, and an adult 
counselor or "house father.'' 
Two other Lutheran counselors 
come to the house from time to 
time to help out. Rev. Erat 
added. 

Lutheran Service has 
operated the home as a foster- 
care facility since ap¬ 
proximately the middle of 
May, according to Rev. Erat. 
Before then, the house was the 
residence for a Lutheran 

Banner 
okayed over 
street 

NEEDHAM — Banners over 
the street may be honky-tonk, 
but they are okay on town hail. 

That’s'what selectmen said 
Monday night as they agreed to 
let the Needham Youth 
Summer Theatre hang a 
banner from town hall 
balconies announcing the 
group’s Aug. 11, 12 and 13 
performance of the operetta

The NYST had requested 
permission to hang the banner 
over the street. Represen¬ 
tatives of the theatre group 
asked selectmen to recognize

Horowitz said if the board let 
the NYST hang a banner over 
the street, even if only for this 
the 10th anniversary of the 
summer production, othei 
groups would call it 
drerimination.

street but, as more requests 
came in, decided to ban the 
over-lhe-street announcem¬ 
ents. Selectman Horowitz at 
the time said he thought such 
banners made the town look 
"honky tonk." Safety and 
insurance problems had also 
been brought up. 

Selectmen Monday night 
toyed with the idea of taking no 
action on the theatre group’s 
request and, when the banner 
appeared over the street, 
saying they knew nothing 
about it.

Service Association minister, 
his wife, their two children and 
two other foster children. 

Rev. Erat noted there is a 
difference, recognized by state 
law, between a "foster-care” 
home such as Lutheran Service 
contends it is now operating, 
and a "group-care” home such 
as it applied to the Board of 
Appeals for but did not follow 
through on. 

A foster home provides "a 
smaller group living en¬ 
vironment with a sense of 
family," where at least one 
approved counselor or foster 


parent lives with the children 
on a permanent basis. 
Regulations set by the state 
Office for Children limit the 
number of children allowed in 
a foster home to six. 

A group-care home is a more 
institutionalized facility where 
counselors, therapists, 
teachers and other specialists 
generally are brought in to help 
the children living there, ac¬ 
cording to Rev. Erat. 

Licensing requirements, set 
by the Office for Children, for a 
group<are home are more 
stringent than those for a foster 
home. Rev. Erat added, while 


he noted that the state 
Department of Public Welfare 
provides less money in 
reimbursements to parents or 
agencies operating foster 
homes than for those running 
group-care homes. 

Lutheran Service 
Association had applied to 
Dedham's building inspector 
for a special use permit to 
operate a group-care home last 

year, based on the 1975 Board 
of Appeals's favorable 
decision, but subsequently 
withdrew the request. 

Rev. Erat said Lutheran 


Service determined it was 
"completely unfeasible" to 
operate a group-care home for 
children no older than ten, 
because the amount of reim¬ 
bursement the state would 
provide for each child at that 
age level would not be able to 
meet the costs of maintaining a 
staff of specialists and bringing 
the house up to the Board of 
Appeals's specifications. 

But Lutheran Service 
Association is still considering 
moving to a group-care home 
at Robin Wood Road, at which 
time it will return to the 
building inspector for a permit 


and will comply with the zoning 
board’s restrictions, Rev. Erat 
said. 

A groupcare home would 
benefit the town as far as 
school expenses go, because 
under such a set-up the town 
would be reimbursed for 
special education expenses for 
youngsters living there by the 
state welfare department, Rev. 
Erat said. 

"We would like to stay in 
Dedham,” Erat said. "It has 
resources for kids and a good 
school system." He added that 
Lutheran Service has set up a 
local office at St. Luke’s 


Evangelical l-utheran Church 
on East Street to highlight its 
local involvement. 

The Robin Wood Road foster 
home is part of Lutheran 
Service’s “Greentree” 
program which includes two 
homes in Brockton, one for 
boys and the other for girls, 
Rev. Erat said. The Dedham 
home is for boys. Lutheran 
Service also operates a group- 
care home — Auburn House — 
in Newton. 

Town Counsel Maggioni said 
Zoning Enforcement Officer 
Francis is still gathering in¬ 
formation on the Dedham 


home before making a 
determination on the zoning 
issue and the school-expenses 
issue. The town plans to seek 
answers from Lutheran Ser¬ 
vice Association's attorney to 
further questions before 
making that determination, 
Maggioni said. 

Foster and group-care 
homes are not described In the 
town's zoning by-law, 
Maggioni noted, and the town 
therefore must determine 
under what authority — 
presumably state authority — 
Lutheran Service is operating 
the home, he added.

Mordecai Shore 


Funeral services were held 
Sunday f July 31) for Mordecai 
Shore, an attorney and Hebrew 
scholar. 

Mr. Shore, 72, of 149 
Algonquin Rd., Chestnut Hill, 
died suddenly at Newton- 
Wcllesley Hospital Saturday 
f July 30). 

A native of Lithuania, he 
came to this country as a child 
and was a graduate of Harvard 
College, Class of 1928 and 
Harvard Law School. 

Mr. Shore taught at Beth El 
Hebrew School in Dorchester 
and was principal of Cam¬ 
bridge Hebrew School while 
attending law school. 

Mr. Shore was the president 


of Boston-Brighton-Newton 
Zionist Organization and vice 
president of the National 
Zionist Association of America.

Julius Stone 


Julius Stone, founder and 
president of Kiddie Kamp, died 
Friday (July 29) in 
Massachusetts General 
Hospital. 

Mr. Stone, 75, of 171 Highland 
Ave., Newtonville, founded 
Kiddie Kamp, now known as 
Horizons for Youth, in 1938 to 
provide impoverished boys and 
girls with outdoor experiences. 

Mr. Stone was a graduate of 
Boston University Law School 
and passed the bar at the age of 
21. He founded and was first 
president of the East Boston 
and Winthrop Bar Association. 

Mr. Stone was active in 


many civic, fraternal and 
benevolent associations. He 
was past master of Temple 
Lodge A.F. k A.M., a member 
of the Grand Lodge of Israel, 
former grand chancellor of the 
Knights of Pythias and also 
former supreme tribute of the 
Supreme Lodge, more 
Mr. Stone is survived by 
three sons, Hubert L. of 
Winthrop, Alan A. of Cam¬ 
bridge and Elliott H. of 
Newton; a brother, Jacob, of 
Brookline; and two sisters, 
Betty Brilliant of Brookline 
and Ethel Kagan of New 
Orleans. 


State Rep. Lois G. Pines (D- 
Newton), author of proposed 
legislation eliminating man¬ 
datory retirement for state 
workers, has hailed recent 
action against age 
discrimination on the state and 
federal levels. 

Pines cited advances in the 
State of Maine and in Congress 
and expressed optimism that 
her bill's prospects for passage 
will be enhanced. 

"The Maine Legislature has 
passed the nation’s first ban on 
the mandatory retirement of 
state employees. The Senate 
and House succeeded in 
overriding Governor Longley’s 
veto, the House by an im¬ 
pressive 112-33 margin," Pines 
stated. In addition, the new law 
has ordered the Maine State 
Planning Office to study the 
impact of a similar prohibition 
on private industry, with a vote 
to extend the ban anticipated 
by 1980. 

Pines believes that Maine's 
action will stimulate efforts in 
other states. Her bill, House 
6034 (a redraft of the original 
H-3680) would create standards 
under which qualified state 
employees who wish to con¬ 
tinue to work beyond the 
mandatory retirement age 
could do so. Medical cer¬ 
tification and a statement of 
need from the employee’s 
direct supervisor would be 
required every two years. The 
bill is presently languishing in 
the Joint Legislative Rules 
Committee, undergoing 
"study." Pines is hopeful that 
Maine’s action will provide 
added impetus to her efforts to 
move the bill through Com¬ 
mittee. 

Federal legislation seeking a 
broad prohibition against 


forced retirement recently 
registered an encouraging 
initial success. The bill, whicn 
would eliminate age barriers in 
private industry, labor unions 
and the federal government 
received the unamious en¬ 
dorsement of the House 
Committee on Education and 
Labor and now goes to the floor 
of the Lower Chamber where 
action is expected this Fall. 

Pines said she was very 
pleased by the decisive (33-0) 
margin of the Committee's 
approval. Earlier this year, the 
Newton lawmaker was invited 
to testify on the issue before the 
House Select Committee on 
Aging, chaired by 76-year-old 
Congressman Claude Pepper. 
At that time she characterized 
forced retirement as a "tragic 
waste of human and economic 
resources. 

"There has never been a 
medical, scientific or 
sociological basis for assigning 
65 or 70 as the age when a 
worker’s productivity ceases," 
Pines said. “In fact, all in¬ 
dicators point to the opposite 
conclusion.” 

According to a 1975 Harris 
Poll, the public over¬ 
whelmingly opposes man¬ 
datory retirement, she ex¬ 
plained. Further, the 
American Medical Association 
has determined that the sud¬ 
den, involuntary cessation of 
employment "leads to physical 
and emotional deterioration 
and premature death.” In 
general, she believes, forced 
retirement places an added 
burden on the already troubled 
Social Security system and 
contributes directly to the 
plight of the 3.3 million older 
Americans on fixed incomes 


who are living below the 
poverty level. 

“The economic argument for 
the legislation is persuasive. 
The loss of production caused 
by the exclusion of the older 
workers is an estimated $10 
billion annually. Study after 
study has shown that the older 
worker is experienced, 
dependable, knowledgeable 
and characterized by sound, 
mature judgement. 
Proponents of this type of 
legislation are fighting to give 
the older worker the freedom 
to choose continued em¬ 
ployment or retirement,” 
Pines stated. 

"Our work is essential to our 
sense of personal value. It is an 
unconscionable waste to turn 
away older workers who still 
have much to contribute.” 


BIG PAINT JOB 
SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
It takes 10,000 gallons of paint 
to cover San Francisco’s 
Golden Gate Bridge, named by 
the Rand McNally “Traveler's 
Almanac” as one of the 101 
Wonders of the Modern World.

Another island of interest, La 
Maddalena, may be reached 
from the ancient village of 
Palau, located midway bet¬ 
ween Santa Teresa and Porto 
Cervo. From La Maddalena, 
the island of Caprera is easily 
reached by causeway, and S. 
Stefa no, by boat. Club Meds 
are on both of the smaller 
islands. 

Caprera, however, is best 
know as the place where 
Garibaldi, in 1854, built a small 
wooden house where he lived 
for 26 years. The house still 
stands and is open to the public 
from 9 a.m. to 12 noon, daily 
except Monday. 

Napoleon Bonaparte and Ad¬ 


miral Nelson are among the 
famous personages to visit 1* 
Maddalena. Napoleon led an 
armed force against the island 
in 1793 but was driven off. 
Nelson, in La Maddalena 
waters for 14 months during 
1803-04, donated two silver 
candlesticks to the local church 
upon his departure, where they 
remain today. 

Back on Sardinia, 
"nuraghi," ancient structures 
built thousands of years ago by 
the inhabitants for reasons un¬ 
known today, are among the 
interesting sights. There are 
7,000 scattered throughout the 
countryside. 

Frequent folk festivals are 
held on the island. The most 
notable is Cavalcata Sarda, 
which takes place in May at 
Sassari. Originally held on 
Ascension Day as an act of 


homage to visiting royalty, the 
festival now celebrates Sar¬ 
dinia’s traditions and cultural 
heritage. 

Participants come from the 
farthest corners of the island, 
wearing the distinctive cos¬ 
tumes of their home region. 
Many of the costumes are 
hundreds of years old, with 
silver and gold buttons, beauti¬ 
ful embroidery in silk and 
linen, frills of lace, flowered 
scarves and headpieces. 

Castelsardo, not far from 
Sassari, is a handicraft center: 
carpets, wall tapestries, 
ceramics and terracotta and 
basketwork. Other handicrafts 
found on Sardinia include 
homemade embroideries, 
silverware and goldware, 
carved woodwork, wrought 
iron, cork and leatherware.

The Newton Country Players 
will launch a drive for new 
members this week in an effort 
to augment their numbers 
before the opening of their 22nd 
season of community theater 
activjty. 

This season, the Players will 
offer their three annual at¬ 
tractions. plus a full-scale 
production by the Players' 
Juniors, to be presented during 
the Christmas vacation period. 

The trio of adult productions 
are the award-winning 
Broadway musical "Cabaret,” 
winner of both the Critics 
Circle Award and Tony Award 
as 1%7's "Best Musical," ir 
one of the most famous 
comedies of all times, "Arsenic 
and Old I,ace," in February; 
and the chilling murdei 
mystery "Monique," upor 
which the movie classic 
"Diabolique" was based, ir 
April. All productions will be 
stage-J at the Pomroy 
Playhouse, 84 Eldredge St.

In addition to the annual

residents of the Newton 
community to join the group, 
stressing that the Players' 
current enrollment includes 
members from all 11 villages of 
Newton, singles as well as 
couples, student members as 
well as adults of all ages. 

"The Players need artists, 
costume designers, car¬ 
penters. prop gatherers, house 
managers, musicians, actors 
and more. All share in the 
common goal of putting on the 
best production possible," he 
explained. 

Each member is entitled, at 
no extra cost, to one ticket for 
each of the three adult 
productions, a subscription to 
the newsletter, and to advance 
notice of all auditions and 
productions. 

There are lour categories of 
membership; 

A show member is primarily 
a spectator, not a participant, 
and without voting privileges. 
Although not required to share 
in the work of the group, his 
contribution is welcome in ail 
activities. 

A student member, between 
the ages of 12 and 22, and 
regularly enrolled as a full¬ 
time student of an accredited 
educational institution, is 
required to participate in the 
group's activities, but does not 
hold voting privileges. Based 
on the merit of his work and 
interest, he can be advanced to 
active membership. 

An active member is ex¬ 
pected to participate in 
productions on a volunteer 
basis, either onstage or 


backstage, and in the main¬ 
tenance of the group, but does 
not hold voting privileges. 
Based on the merit of his work 
and interest, he can be elected 
to the board. 

A board member, so voted by 
the Board of Directors, is 
eligible to vote and to hold 
elective office and share in the 
continuing responsibility for 
the artistic, financial and 
economic well— being of the 
organization. 

Dues are $5 for student 
members, $7.50 for each single 
active membership, and $9 for 
each single show membership.

During the past nine years, 
the Players have involved 
themselves with aspiring 
playwrights and the production 
of new, untried scripts. Bet¬ 
ween 1970-72, they developed 


their own theater workshop in 
association with Newton Junior 
College. They affiliated 
themselves also with the 
Newton Art Association in an 
effort to bring both cultures to 
the community, and were a 
vital factor in the formation of 
the Newton Cultural Affairs 
Commission, the success of 
Newton's annual Springfest 
and the acquisition of the new 
Newton Arts Center.

It s as close to heavenly nectar as any¬

At its finest, it is thick, smooth, shim¬ 
mering, and rolls off the spoon

It has been suggested that it encourages 
the growth of vitamins in the body. It is 
said to be a fine antidote for a hangover 
and a cure for insomnia. 

In the Middle East, mothers claim it 
helps their daughters develop a buxom 
figure. 

Beauty experts find it a grand facial 
and luxurious conditioner for the hair. 

Whatever you wish to believe — myth 
or magic — yogurt seems to be terrific! 

There are about 50 brands of yogurt 
available on the market. We are lucky to 
have the oldest yogurt manufacturer in 
America — Columbo — right here in 
Methuen. 

One of the most rewarding, magical 
facts about yogurt occurs when you 
compare its calorie content with mayon¬ 
naise (lolo calories per cup) and sour 
cream (548 calories per cup). Plain 
whole-milk yogurt contains a mere 150 
calories per cup. 

And, a myth that is badly in need of 
being dispelled is that so-called low-fat, 
skim-milk yogurts are less in calories 
than whole-milk yogurt. They are not! 

True yogurt afficienados enjoy yo¬ 
gurt for the benefit of its active culture, 
but beware, as some yogurts have been 
pasteurized after production to leng¬ 
then shelf life.

3 tbsp. sugar 

2 tbsp. tarragon vinegar 

2 scant tbsp. English dried mustard 
6 tbsp. crumbled fried bacon 

1 32-oz. container plain whole-milk 
yogurt 

Combine all ingredients in a large 
bowl and chill. Serves 6-8 generously. 

CURRIED MACARONI SALADE 

8 cups cooked elbow macaroni 

1 medium size onion, finely chopped 

3 tsp. curry powder 
'/« tsp. chili powder 
1 tsp. sugar 

1 tsp. seasoned salt 


Vi tsp. garlic powder 

2 10-oz. pkgs. frozen mixed vegetables, 

cooked but still crisp 

1 8-oz. can drained sliced mushrooms 

1 32-oz. container plain whole-milk 

yogurt 

Dash paprika 

Mix together ingredients 2-10 in large 
bowl. Fold in the macaroni, and sprinkle 
the top with paprika. Chill well before 
serving. 5erves 8. 

HAWAIIAN SUMMER SALADE 

1 ripe pineapple 

4 chicken breasts, cooked, boned and 
cubed 

1 cup water chestnuts, sliced 
Vi cup sliced celery 

2 tsp. chopped candied ginger 
-'A cup plain whole-milk yogurt 
1 tbsp. chopped chutney 
Dash lemon juice 

Dash salt 
Dash nutmeg 

Cut the pineapple vertically and 
scoop out the meat, discarding the core. 
Dice the pineapple meat, and reserve the 
shells to use as "boats" for serving. 
Toss all ingredients together in a bowl, 
mound in to the pineapple shells, and 
served chilled and garnished with sea¬ 
sonal fruits.

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A t the North Shore Music Theatre in Bev¬ 
erly during July we had on the circuit a 
watered down version of the "Folies Ber¬ 
ger e" , which featured Tony Martin and 
Cyd Charisse. This was a rather disappointing re¬ 
vue evening. The "Folies" opened the first part of 
the evening and were spectacular for one reason and 
one only — the rather lush costumes on gorgeous 
show girls. The Martin-Charisse show, with three 
back-up dancers that formed the second portion of 
this evening's entertainment, was filled with mo¬ 
ments of long-lasting boredom. It dragged on and 
on, revealing less and less talent on behalf of the 
"stars." 

The South Shore Music Circus in Cohasset in July 
featured the talents of Bobby Vinton with Willie 
Tyler and Lester . . . this was a wonderful evening of 
multi-talents. The show opener was the very adept 
ventriloquist, Willie Tyler and companion, Lester. 
His performance could only be called exceptional 
and intriguing. Tyler is one of the few artists of this 
type act where absolutely no "mouthing" could be 
discerned. As they performed, the stage revolved so 
that they were exposed to all sides of the circular 
theater. The look of the entire act was that of two in¬ 
dividual people doing their thing. Both (I think of 
them as two) were amazing and amusing with the 
dialogue and songs. This was first-rate entertain¬ 
ment at it's best. Bobby Vinton is gifted with show 
business charisma. However, he is an artist that can 
back up reputation with performance. 

The charisma of Bob¬ 
by Vinton is the electricity that he brings to his per¬ 
formance. As a form of "type" entertainment, it was 
superb .... The Boston Repertory Theatre swung 
into mid-July with an entertainment entitled "Night¬ 
club Cantata" by Elizabeth Swados and a company 
of 8. This is a rather unusual and interesting ap¬ 
proach but smacks of shades of "Jacques Brel." It is 
not a form of theater for everyone. The production is 
made up of short stories, poetic works and some 
original Swados. There are areas that fascinate but it 
is an up-down production with some dated mater¬ 
ial. It's appeal is limited; however, it does have some 
originality in stage matter . . . the Harvard Summer 
Repertory Theatre at Loeb went into its second pro¬ 
duction of the season, Arthur Miller's power packed, 
"The Price." This was superb theater done by a fine 
company of four persons who created effective im¬ 
pact. To date one of the summer's finest offerings 
for theater-in-town .... The two Chateau de Villes 
(in Framingham and Saugus) offered nostalgia trips 
in two forms .... a return to the "big-band" era 
with Helen O'Connell and Bob Eberly in a week's 
stint at Framingham.

Fraud charged in taking 
of redevelopment land

Martin Roach, whose land In Lower 
Falls was taken by the Newton 
Redevelopment Authority eight years 
ago, has filed suit against the NRA, its 
successor agency the Newton Community 
Development Authority, the current 
developers and owners of his former 
land, and nine Lower Falls property 
owners for "intentional fraud." 

An Aug. 1 complaint, filed in Middlesex 
Superior Court by Roach’s lawyer, John 
Mulhem, alleges that the NRA's takings 
in May,1969 and December,1970 "were 
predicated upon the intentional fraud of 
the NRA,” that these alleged "acts of 
fraud" were unknown to Martin Roach at 
the time of the takings, and that the acts 
were "intentionally concealed by the 
NRA” until discovered by Mr. Roach 
about May 20,1977. 

In 1969, Roach owned a contiguous 
parcel of land, approximately 380,000 
square feet in size, which fronted on 
Washington Street and abutted Route 128. 


That land was "vacant, cleared land,” 
Mulhem's complaint says. 

It was seized by the NRA in two takings 
- one in May, 1969 and the other in 
December, 1970 - and it is the separation 
of the takings, according to Roach, that 
actually allowed one parcel of land to 
qualify for designation as "blighted” 
under the law. 

The crux of Roach’s case is that it was 
the NRA itself that took the action which 
split his parcel of land, thereby making it 
"blighted" in the definition of the law. 

Roach says the NRA's takings were 
"unconstitutional and unlawful", and, 
hence, “invalid and null and void.” 

His court complaint alleges that, "as a 
consequence of NRA’s fraudulent acts ... 
the petitioner (Roach) has sustained 
great damage.” 

He is asking Middlesex Superior Court 
to declare the NRA's takings "invalid and 
null and void." 

In addition, he seeks return of his land 
and “other general relief and costs as to 
the court seems just.” 


He has asked for a trial by jury. 

Under state laws (Chapter 121), the 
NRA was allowed to take only land found 
to be "‘decadent’”, "‘substandard’” or a 
’’ '"blighted open area”', Roach’s 
complaint says. 

He contends that NRA never found his 
land to be either decadent or sub¬ 
standard, and that NRA’s proclamation 
of "open blighted area" on July 9, 1968 
was "predicated upon a deliberate and 
intentional falsification of fact" and was 
done to qualify his land for taking under 
the statutes. 

On May 14, 1969, NRA took only a 
portion of the Roach land, “in such a way 
as to separate from the instant taking the 
front portion” - about 26,600 square feet 
with a 150-foot frontage along Washington 
Street, the complaint says. 

This portion included Waverley Place, 
a private way. 

The NRA's action of May,1969 made it 
“subsequently appear that the taken

Several hundred apply at 
open house for The Hamlet 


Several hundred prospective tenants 
filed applications for the Newton Com¬ 
munity Development Foundation's 

20 low-income and 10 moderate-income 
units at "The Hamlet” early this week. 

Only 30 lucky families will make it into 
the two-, three-, and four-bedroom 
townhouse complex built by the private, 
non-profit housing corporation, however. 

NCDF held an open house on Sunday 
and Monday from 10 a.m. to 6 p.m. for 
prospective tenants to tour model 
apartments and submit their applications 
for the units. 

Applications were accepted only at the 
site during those hours. 

Competition for the low-income and 
moderate-income units was brisk, as 
evidenced by the turnout and the number 
of applicants, more 

Some disappointed visitors found that 
they did not qualify, because they did not 
meet income and asset limits set for the 
project. 

Others fear they will not get in because 
so many people did qualify. 

"NCDF did a terrific job of running it. 
It was very orderly," commented 
Stephen Buchbinder, chairman of the 
Newton Housing Services Commission 
which is helping to select the 20 low- 
income tenants. 

Funding for the 50-unit project came 
from the Massachusetts Housing Finance 
Agency. 


The other 20 units will be rented at 
market rates. 

As per agreement with MHFA and the 
state Department of Community Affairs, 
NCDF publicized its open house and 
application dates widely. 

Ads appeared in many Boston area 
papers, as well as local papers. 

Those who are finally found qualified 
and are chosen, by what is essentially a 
lottery, should be receiving notification 
by the end of August. 

Buchbinder said Monday that he hopes 


people with children will be able to move 
into “The Hamlet" before the Sept. 8 
opening of the Newton schools. 

The NCDF complex Is located at the 
dead end of HamJet Street, off Langley 
Road, in Newton Centre. 

It is within walking distance of the 
Newton Centre business district and the 
MBTA station for easy access to shopping 
and public transportation. 

In addition, it abuts a conservation 
area which is under the jurisdiction of the

Presidential papers 
always in his hands

Gary Barron of Waban thought he used 
to read a lot in college, but in his seven 
months in the White House he has read 
more than 17,000 pa"es of presidential 
documents. 

Barron, at the age of 22, is director of 
White House Freedom of Information 
Office, which handles all requests for 
classified presidential material 10 years 
old or older. 

Barron’s job involves handling 
requests of students, professors, jour¬ 
nalists, and all citizens who ask for 
classified, secret, or top secret 
documents of presidents who have long 
left the White House. 

If those documents do not contain any 
information that could damage the 
United State's position in national 
defense or foreign relations, then they 
can be released to the requester. 

The 1973 graduate of Newton South 
High School received his B.A. degree 
from American University in Washington 
in May of this year, at which time he had 
already been director of the FOI office for 
five months. 

He is the youngest person on the 
National Security Council, working under 
the assistant to the president for national 
security affairs, Zbigniew Brzezinski. 

At Umes Barron has been involved with 
meetings with the heads of all agencies 


that deal with defense, involving the top 
cabinet officers in the nation. 

“When you go to those meetings and 
have to talk to the Attorney General, it’s 
quite a thing. 

“I was as nervous as hell," he said. 

"It's a credit to my employer that a guy 
22 can work at the same table as a guy 
with 15 years of experience.” 

Barron was originally hired under the 
Ford Administration as a researcher 
in January, 1975. 

He joined the FOI office in March, 1976, 
when the past director left. A lawyer was 
brought in to fill the director’s post 
shortly thereafter. 

According to a memo written "for the 
file” by Michael Hornblow, acting 
secretary of the National Security 
Council, the lawyer was less than ideal 
for the position and it soon became ap¬ 
parent that Barron was running the of¬ 
fice. 

Hornblow, who wrote this letter on his 
last day before his retirement, said 
Barron is "extremely productive and 
efficient — a Stakhanovite." 

Barron returned home last week to visit 
his parents and wanted to tell more 
people about the service he can perform 
for them. 

He has become very familiar with the

Attempt made to spare 
depot in Upper Falls 


The Newton Historic Preservation 
Association, the group that has taken 
under Its wing the Bigelow House and the 
Allen House, has agreed to help the 
residents of Newton Upper Falls save 
their 125-year-old railroad depot. 

Elsie Husher, clerk of the association, 
said this week that her group had 
received an extension from the MBTA 
until Aug. 24 to lease the remains of the 
burned-out building at a cost of 11 a year. 

Ms. Husher said the NHPA is looking 
for a group of six persons from Upper 
Falls who are willing to raise money and 
organize restoration efforts on the 
building before the association makes a 
lease agreement. 

The NHPA will take care of insurance 
for the project, assist the group in getting 
grants, and make it possible for the 
village group to purchase supplies tax- 
free. 

The building had been condemned by 
Building Commissioner Allan Fraser 
prior to two fires on July 4, but MBTA 


Manager ot Operations Eugene 
Skoropowski gave the historic preser¬ 
vation group a final chance to save it. 

Ttie building will have to be razed if 
NHPA does not lease it by Aug. 24. 

According to Husher, architect Bill 
Whitney, chariman of the Upper Falls 
Historic District Commission, feels the 
mam beams in the building are still 
sound 1 enabling preservation. 

Some area residents have been trying 
to negotiate with the MBTA to take over 
the one-and-a-half story wooden building 
for about six months, but no action was 
taken by the MBTA. 

Husher said she would like to restore 
the station, mcluding the eaves which at 
some earlier time were removed, and 
lease it out for some retail or commerical 
use. 

Persons interested in working to 
restore the depot originally built by Otis 
Pettee, an early industrialist in the area,

Joel Leighton, president of LOPAC, 
distributed copies of the developer's plan 
for a marketing program that would be 
used to rent 19 of the 60 units at market 
value over a period of 18 months. 

The four-page marketing plan would 
hold at least 19 units vacant for nine 
months, and at least 12 of the apartments 
would be held vacant for 12 months. The 
first six months of the marketing plan 
take place before the project is ready for 
occupancy. 

I.OPAC members were adamant about 
wanting an absolute guarantee that the 19 
units would be reserved for market 
rental, even though several persons 
present tried to explain why this was 
impossible. 

Aldermanic Land Use Committee 
Chairman Eliot Cohen and City Planner 
Charles Thomas explained that the 
Department of Housing and Urban 
Development (HUD) of the federal 
government is financing the developer. 

HUD and the developer both want to 
meet the community’s wishes by having 
the 19 units rented at market value, but in 
case they are not rented, HUD will 
subsidize the units for low-income or 
elderly housing. 

Chairman Cohen said that even if the 
developer agreed to write in a guarantee 
that the units would be rented, the 
guarantee would be useless in the event 
HUD foreclosed upon New Falls and took 
over the whole project itself. 

The residents have been upset since the 
end of June when they learned of this 
clause in the contract with HUD. 

LOPAC member Fred Love was among 
those at a recent meeting with HUD of¬ 
ficials and agreed New Falls was “above 
board" in their comments about a useless 
guarantee. 

The residents are upset that the 
original bid specification did not 
guarantee an absolute even mix of 
elderly, low-income, and market rental 
units in the 60-unit project. 

Dr. Ernest Blaustein was chosen by 
LOPAC to write a letter to all local and 
state representatives and appropriate 
federal officials to ask them if there is 
anything that can be done to have the 
community’s desires met.

to build 
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Safe alcohol consumption and 
seat belt use taught with grants jjfS 


Newton students will be 
benefiting from two grants 
awarded by The Medical 
Foundation in Boston to 
private groups that will be 
promoting the use of seat belts 
in cars and the safe con¬ 
sumption of alcohol. 

The Washingtonian Center 
for Addictions in Boston has 
already begun training 
teachers and guidance coun¬ 
selors in the Bigelow Junior 
High School feeder pattern 
with the $ 10,000 grant it 
received for an alcoholic abuse 
prevention training program. 

The state chapter of Action 
for Child Transportation Safety 
(ACTS), based in Newton, has 
begun planning with school 
personnel for a safety 
promotion campaign to en¬ 
courage the use of seat belts. 

Pat Bartoshesky of Newton 
Highlands is working with 
coordinator Sally Barnett of 
Newton to administer the 
$2,760 grant. They are looking 
for volunteers to help 
distribute materials and 
collect information. 

Ms. Bartoshesky hopes that 
each student will be able to 
receive a pamphlet through the 
public schools, and additional 
instruction from the teachers. 

The group also plans to talk 
to driver education instructors 
and parents who transport 
children to nursery schools to 


encourage the use of passeger 
restraint devices. 

Alcohol project 

The Washingtonian project 
will teach school professionals 
how to teach other teachers to 
establish in students a 
moderate attitude toward 
drinking. : 

According to Arville 
Stephen, chief of the social 
work department at the 
Washingtonian Center, eight to 
10 teachers in the Bigelow 
feeder pattern have already 
spent eight days in a seminar 
dealing with alcohol use and 
abuse and its psychological 
effects. 

The group reviewed special 
curriculum materials 
available for introducing 
alcohol training to elementary 
and junior high students, and 
also reviewed the current 
curriculum. 

Stephen said that an im¬ 
portant part of the 
Washingtonian plan is to in¬ 
tegrate alcohol education into 
the curriculum of health, 
science, language arts, and 


social studies classes where 
the subject of drinking often 
comes up. 

The program is aimed at 
children in the younger grades, 
Stephen said, "to influence the 
decision making process 
before drinking becomes a part 
of their (the students’) lives." 

The Washingtonian Addic¬ 
tion Center also runs a treat¬ 
ment office in Newton Centre 
at 4 Lyman St., suite one. 

Ms. Stephen is the coor¬ 
dinator of this office which is 
now serving seven patients and 
hopes to expand to provide 
services to companies and 
small businesses who want to 
help an employee with a 
drinking or drug problem. 

The goal of the office is to do 
early intervention into a 
problem with dignity and 
anonymity for the client

recently awarded a total of five 
community health grants 
totaling $39,000.

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Proposal made to 
dredge Ware's Cove 






If the Board of Alder me l 
says "yes," Ware’s Cove will 
be dredged to make boating 
and canoeing easier in that 
location.

drain and dry. Once dry, they 
will be trucked to the Rumford 
landfill. 

Some concern was voiced 
about returning the holding 
area for the dredged material 
to its original state. 

Some trees will have to be 
removed so that trucks will be 
able to turn around. 

It was felt that as much 
restoration of the area as 
possible should be done. 

The matter will go to the full 
Board of Aldermen Monday 
night. Cost of the project for 
the MDC is $86,000.

The ouse of Representatives

s a resolution urging 
Congress to create an Agency 
for Consumer Protection.

'Pockets ofpoverty'turn up 
in so me unexpected places

Part of Newton Centre 
qualifies for federal public 
works money as a "pocket of 
poverty,” according to an 
announcement made last 
week. 

The 1970 national census was 
used as a base for determining 
the current unemployment 
rate in the census tract area, 
and 3.8 percent of the people in 
the two census tracts listed 
themselves as unemployed in 
1970. 

Atcording to Charles 
Thomas, head of the city 
Planning Department, the 
current unemployment rate in 
those two census tracts is 8.9 
percent. 

Four census tracts on the 
north side of Newton from 
Brighton to Waltham Street 
north of Washington Street 
qualify for funds with current 
estimated unemployment rate 
of 9.1 percent. 

In 1970 the Newton Corner 
section had an unemployment 
rate of 2.9 percent, Nonantum 
had a rate of 6.2 percent, north 
Ncwtonville was 3.4 percent, 
and the northeastern section of 
West Newton was 2.7 percent. 

Those figures were taken 
from the the 1970 census tract 
data that is available in the 
Newton Free Library. They 
were computed to figure the 
average unemployment rate 
including all men and women 
in the civilian work force. 

The same data computations 
show that Chestnut Hill had an 
unemployment rate of 4 per¬ 
cent in 1970, but for some 
reason did not qualify for 


federal Public Works Act 
money administered by the 
Economic Development 
Administration. 

There is a total of 18 census 
tracts in the city, with the 
average unemployment rate of 
3.1 percent for females and 2.6 
percent for males in 1970.

Guarantees 

If I asked you to sign a written guarantee 
that I will be alive five years from now, 
what would you do? 

Sign? Say: “Don’t be silly; there's noway 
I can guarantee that”? 

We think this is precisely what the Lower 
Falls community is asking New Falls 
Associates, developers of housing in the 
Lower Falls redevelopment area, to do. 

They want a written guarantee that New 
Falls will rent one-third of its 60 units at 
market value. Although the developer keeps 
insisting that it does plan to put one-third of 
the units on the market at market rents, the 
community still keeps demanding further 
guarantees. 

The developers have HUD money to 
finance the project on the basis of 100 
percent subsidy. The reason HUD insists on 
this is quite clearly understandable. 

While the subsidy does not preclude rent¬ 
ing units at market value, it does mean that 
should the units not rent, they can be rented 
as subsidized units. 

This is HUD's way of protecting its in¬ 
vestment, and is a sound policy. 

The demand for apartments in Newton is 
great. How anyone could seriously think the 
developer will have problems renting his 
units is questionable. 

But the fact remains that there are 
guarantees in this world that simply cannot 
be made, and the Lower Falls community is 
spinning its wheels and wasting time in its 
drive to secure such a guarantee. 

We feel the developer has indicated over 
and over again his intention to market one- 
third of the units at market value for a 
reasonable period of time to rent them. 
Under the HUD terms, why does anyone 
think he is empowered to do anything else? 

Redevelopment has proceeded in this 
area at a snail’s pace for 10 years. Plans 
have come and gone, but the need for 
subsidized housing in this city remains the 
same. 

The city's commitment to low- and 
moderate-income housing at this site is 
longstanding and cannot be changed without 
placing the city in an awkward legal posi¬ 
tion. 

Unfortunately, as is true in any election 
year, the issue is further clouded by 
politicians currying favor with the elec¬ 
torate. 

No amount of fawning and crowd-pleasing 
will change the facts, which we hope are 
clearer to aldermen from outside the area 
who will be voting on this issue than they 
seem to be to some of the candidates for 
mayor. 

We don’t want to see the Lower Falls 
community gulled by politicians. We’d 
rather see someone address the issue by 
making the facts clear to everyone.

When public officials become private lobbyists

BOSTON (UPI) — Reports a former 
state representative was paid $20,000 
during the first half of 1977 to lobby 
against a bill considered by the com¬ 
mittee he once chaired raise long term 
ethical questions lawmakers must an¬ 
swer. 

It was reported last week that former 
Rep. Anthony J. Scalll, D-Boaton, who 
retired from the legislature In 1974, 
received the money from the 
Massachusetts Soft Drink AssodaUon to 
lobby against a bill to bar no-return 
boUles. 

The bill received an adverse report 
from the Commerce and Labor Com¬ 
mittee and was narrowly defeated In the 
Senate. 

Records at the Secretary of State's 
office indicated Scalll received a total of 


$31,500 during the six month period from 
six different clients. Including the 
beverage group. Some of the other clients 
also had bills pending before Commerce 
and Labor. 

Scalll Is only the most recent example 
of the official turned lobbyist 
phenomenon. The most glaring example 
Is former insurance commissioner John 
Ryan, who now Is legal counsel and 
lobbyist for a number of major Insurance 
companies he once regulated. 

Former Attorney General Robert H. 
Quinn, untU recently charged with 
responsibility for protecting consumers, 
now is a lobbyist for companies such as 
Mobil Oil Corp., National Shawmut Bank 
and BayBanks Inc. 

Other former government officials now 
listed as lobbyists include former 
secretary of state John F. X. Davoren, 


former state Reps. George Sacco and 
James Hurrell and former Sen. John 
Barrus. 

There is nothing illegal or even 
unethical about what Scalll, Ryan and the 
others have done, at least under present 
law and ethical standards. But It may be 
time to examine those laws and stand¬ 
ards and perhaps make some changes. 

Serious questions arise when govern¬ 
ment officials—whether state, federal or 
local — step down from public positions 
and immediately show up In the employ 
of business Interests with whom they 
were closely associated in government 

One question is: how did the former 
officials get their new positions in the 
private sector? Did they use their 
positions of public trust to help special 
interests and as a reward have they been 
given lucrative private Jobs? 

A second question relates to the ef¬ 
fectiveness of the former public official 


as private lobbyist. Will he be able to 
exert excessive influence with legislative 
leaders and agency regulators because of 
his dose personal relationships with 
them? 

It is impossible to answer these 
questions for the individuals died, but in 
cases of Scalll and Ryan there dearly 
exists at least the appearance or 
possibility of conflict of Interest. 

Those who defend the government 
offidals turned lobbyists argue it is only 
natural a business or special interest 
group would want to hire individuals with 
intimate knowledge of state government. 

This no doubt Is true. But while the 
hiring of knowledgeable former state 
offidals clearly could be of advantage to 
an employer, it Is hard to see how it would 
in many instances be of advantage to the 
public. The interests of insurance com¬ 
panies and banks very often conflict with 
those of the average citizen. 


For Richardson, decision time is drawing near

Very shortly now, the former Secretary of Everything for 
the Nixon and Ford cabinets, Elliot L. Richardson, will 
dedde whether to run for Governor of Massachusetts next 
year. 

Richardson, of course, now serves as ambassador to the 
Law of the Sea Conference in the Carter Administration, 
and has not been back in Massachusetts to work or live 
since he left in 1969 to become Under Secretary of State. 

There has been great speculation that Richardson will be 
a possible candidate against Democratic Governor Michael 
S. Dukakis In 1978. If such proves the case, most experts 
rate him a formidable challenger — even, possibly, the 
favorite. 

His colleagues in Massachusetts’ Republican party, in¬ 
cluding U. S. Senator Ed Brooke, have exerted pressure on 
Richardson to carry the GOP banner against Dukakis. He 
is, after all, the biggest "name” the GOP has to offer other 
than Brooke — who himself would like to see Richardson’s 
name paired with his on the 1978 ballot 

Richardson has been cautious and lukewarm about 
running for governor in his home state. He likes 
Washington, and prefers to cavort on the big worldwide 
scene. Further, he nurtures the hope that lightning might 
strike and he could emerge as the Republican presidential 
nominee against Jimmy Carter in 1908. 

All of which, and the speculation concerning it, enhances 
Richardson’s gubernatorial prospects in the Bay State. 
After all, if the guy’s good enough to be considered seriously 
for the Presidency, he’d make a helluva governor. Right? 

Well, maybe. Truth to tell, however, Is that Richardson at 
present ranks rather low on the totem poll of presidential 
possibilities. Even his pal, Ed Brooke, In an assessment of 
GOP presidential possibilities given a Boston Globe 
political writer in June ticked off a list of six Republicans — 
the Elliot Richardson’s name was conspicuous by its ab¬ 
sence. 


Brooke mentioned Sen. Howard Baker of Tenn., the 
Republican leader in the Senate; Sen. Charles Percy, Sen. 
Robert Dole, Ronald Reagan, Sen. Richard Schweiker of 
Pa, and Governor James Thompson of Illinois. 

Brooke was quoted as conceding there were no real 
"whales” in that group, or even the possibility of a "whale” 
for the 1980 presidential contest against Jimmy Carter. 
Thus, it would appear, in the view of a national Republican 
leader, one from his own state, Elliot Richardson not only 
isn’t mentioned butalso fails to make a list that includes’ by 
inference, presidential lightweight contenders. 

Richardson has Indicated to friends be would rather not 
make any binding decisions until early 1978 on any 


Massachusetts bid for governor. But hls fellow Republicans 
here don’t perceive they can afford the luxury of such a 
leisurely decision. If the GOP has lightweights on the 
national scene for presidential office, be assured the field 
here for gubernatorial challengers from that party is even 
more woebegone. 

Former Governor Frank Sargent, who has virtually 
excluded himself from a Dukakis challenge, indicated some 
weeks back that hls cousin, Richardson, would not run for 
governor. He said he inferred this from discussions with 
Richardson. 

The only certainty in the situation is that Richardson — 
with his national and statewide recognition — would be a 
powerful candidate. He is regarded as the GOP's most 
electable candidate here, after Brooke. 

Richardson has enjoyed cabinet-rank experience possibly 
unmatched by anyone else in history. Besides his state 
department post, he’s served as Secretary of Health 
Education and Welfare, Secretary of Defense and Attorney 
General under President Nixon; Ambassador to Great 
Britain and Secretary of Commerce under President Ford; 
and now his ambassadorship under the Carter Ad¬ 
ministration. 

While Dukakis, understandably, would prefer that 
Richardson keep his sights on national office, he’s not 
staying awake nights worrying about a Richardson can¬ 
didacy. After all, his prospective GOP challenger hasn’t 
been tested at the polls since 1966 when he was elected at¬ 
torney general here — and assuredly Is no bedazzler In the 
charisma department In fact, without being unkind, 
Richardson can be characterized truthfully as a dull, 
deliberative candidate who appeals to reason and not 
emotion. 

When and if Richardson decides to run we’ll get an an¬ 
swer to one big unanswered question — can a national 
reputation be translated into victory at the polls in a 
Massachusetts gubernatorial contest? 


Jordan's wheel-squeaking for more federal grease

WASHINGTON—With the federal government currently 
spending more than $1 billion a day (53 tons of $20 bills), 
with the deficit now running dose to $60 billion, with even 
Hubert Humphrey saying it is about time the president 
showed a little fiscal restraint, and with more than half of 
all taxpayers characterizing their income taxes as "ex¬ 
cessively high," in order to be taken seriously, it is in¬ 
cumbent upon anyone proposing that the federal govern¬ 
ment do more to say (a) how much “more” will cost, and 
(b) how this increased cost will be financed. 

This being the case, it is impossible to take seriously the 
program laid out by Vernon Jordan, the executive director 
of the National Urban League. 

In his widely publicized attack on Jimmy Carter, in which 
he accused the president of betraying the hopes and needs 
of black people, Mr. Jordan called for, among other things: 

Federally supported and directed "increases” in 
basic social services, such as health, education, tran¬ 
sportation and youth programs; "massive" creation of 
housing opportunities for low- and moderate-income 
families, within a "national” housing policy that "assures” 
a decent, safe and sanitary home for every family; and a 
federal urban economic development program that in¬ 
cludes "guaranteed jobs" for all who can work and an in¬ 
come assistance system. 

In addition, explaining to his Urban League audience that 
they were in the Nation's capital not to "party or play, but 
to plan and to pressure,” Mr. Jordan demanded: a 
"massive,” ‘‘expanded" federal public service jobs 
• program; food stamp "expansion;” and a national health 
I insurance plan. 

Terrific. So, who's going to pay for ail this and how will it 
' be financed? What’s the price tag on this bill of goods? 

Well, says James Williams, director of communications 
for the Urban League, "there are no dollar figures on this 
program." Why, I ask? I don’t know, he says, whether the 
programs were costed out or whether Mr. Jordan just chose 
not to use these costs. He bucks me to Dan Davis, a special 
assistant to Mr. Jordan. 

So, what’s the price tag, I ask Mr. Davis? Well, "you 
really can’t put a price lag on these programs,” he ex¬ 
plains, because it is "very difficult” to do so. 

Saying that he didn’t even have any minimum-maximum 
ballpark numbers, Mr. Davis does say: "The range of 
possible costa is very large.” 

I try some specifics. About that "expanded” public jobs 
program, how much “expansion” does the League want? 
Oh, about 4 J millio n more public Jobs. And what would this 
cost? Mr. Davis says: "I don’t know." 

Then what about that "expanded" food stamp program, 
which now costs about $6 billion a year. How much more 
does the League think this program should be "expanded?" 
Mr. Davis says I'm asking him another question be "does 
not know the answer to," that he Is "not capable” of an¬ 
swering. 

When I chide hls boss, Mr. Jordan, for putting forth a 
program without a price tag, Mr. Davis becomes a little 
testy, saying: 

"Well, no, no, you see, he's not the secretary of HEW 
who's gotta send down a legislative thing with a price tag on

After reading one can¬ 
didate’s statement in par¬ 
ticular which appeared in the 
Graphic Aug. 4, the phrase “for 
a desperate disease a 
desperate cure" comes to mind 
as we observe candidates 
applying desperate tactics to 
rescue their ailing campaigns 
from oblivion. 

This would not be cause for 
concern if only their own 
ambitions were at stake. But 
our own community and future 
it is Involved and that is not to 
be ignored. When irrespon¬ 
sibility and recklessness 
threatens our city’s reputation, 
there is no alternative but to 
speak out candidly. 

Newton has a hard-earned 
and well-deserved reputation 
for sound fiscal policy and good 
government. For politic- 
candidates to deny this and 
diminish the luster of our 
community is inexcusable. It is 
equally inexcusable for us to 
tolerate demagoguery and 
political excesses. 

In the hope that the following 
information will keep us 
moored to the reality of truth, 
let me state the following: 

— Contrary to 
misrepresentations in recent 
weeks, Newton follows a 
prudent policy with regard to 
bonding which under certain 
conditions may be ad¬ 
vantageous to the city. 

—The city's bonded in¬ 
debtedness has been decreased 
by $10 million and our debt is 
the lowest in many years. 

—There can be no bonding 
unless approved by a two- 
thirds vote of the Board of 


Aldermen. No mayor can 
accomplish bonding alone, and 
candidates currently serving 
on the aldermanic board know 
this, having taken part in the 
process. The most recent 
request to provide funds for 
upgrading city equipment that 
reduces operating costs 
received their approval. 

—The tax base of Newton 
continues to expand because of 
new construction and in¬ 
dustrial revitalization. 

—Because of its sound fiscal 
policy and debt management 
Newton has been given 
Moody’s highest rating, AAA. 

—Newton is a well-managed 
city and credit must go to the 
mayor, the aldermen and the 
School Committee. We should 
not lose sight of this basic fact, 
notwithstanding politically- 
•nspired sniping. 

—The city’s mayor is an able 
a.id successful business 
executive who now devotes his 
full time to the city’s affairs 
and is required by and ap¬ 
propriate to the office. 

—While maintaining its 
strong financial positions, 
Newton meets its com¬ 
mitments to the areas of 
human values with laudable 
results (conservation, housing, 
education, care for the elderly, 
and other activities). 

It is well for us to remember

Pines' legislation passes to make 
insurance policies easy to read 


The Massachusetts House of 
Representatives has given9 
initial approval to a bill which 
would require insuiance 
policies sold in the state to be 
written in an easily read and 
understood manner. Rep. Luis 
Pines (D. Newton), author of 
the legislation, expressed 
optimism that the strong in¬ 
surance lobby which has killed 
the legislation in the past, 
could be overcome and the bill 
enacted this year. 

According to Pines, who has 
been working for reform in this 
area since 1973, the bill would 
afford protection to the 
millions of consumers who now 
misconstrue their insurance 
coverage because of the un¬ 
necessarily technical and 
legalistic policy language. 

“In a Harris poll, 89 per cent 
of those surveyed believed 
themselves to be mcapable of 
understanding the nature of 
their insurance protection 
through reading their policies.

The bill has gained the 
support of Insurance Com¬ 
missioner James Stone; 
Attorney General Francis X. 
Bellotti; Assistant Attorney 
General Paula Gold, who 
serves as the director of the 
Consumer Protection Division; 
and the Department of Con¬ 
sumer Affairs. 

House Bill 3732 would 
mandate substantial im¬ 
provements in readability and 
comprehensibility in three 
ways. 

First, it establishes a 
minimum type size 
requirement, allowing con¬ 
sumers to see the words more 
easily. 

Second, each insurance 
policy will have to be written in 
language easily understood by 
the average high school 
graduate. 

Third, the Commissioner of 
Insurance will be authorized to 
issue regulations establishing 
minimum standards for other 
factors affecting readability, 
including sentence length, 
organization, and paper Ink 
contrast. 

"Last year the Easy-to-Read 
bill was given a favorable 
report by the Joint legislative 
Committee on Insurance but 
the insurance companies 
succeeded in keeping the bill 
from corning to a vote.

panies are capable of com¬ 
plying. Unfortunately, it was 
only when faced with disap¬ 
proval of their policy form and 
the likelihood of this 
legislation, that the companies 
were willing to cooperate,” 
Pines said. 

This year's bill was modified 
so as to include policies sold 
through the mails from out of 
state among those required to 
be easily read. In addition, old 
policies will remain in force 
until the effective date of the 
legislation, Jan. 1, 1979, 
without having to be rewritten. 

However, new policies, sub¬ 
mitted after the bill is enacted, 
but before the effective date, 
will be required to comply with 
the new standards. 

"I think it is time that the 
consumer be allowed to fully 
understand one of the most 
important purchases he will 
ever make. The bill does not 
affect the kind of coverage 
offered in any way, it merely 
requires that the coverage be 
described in language an 
average person can read, and 
not the current confusing 
legalese” Pines said. 

Pines noted that several 
companies, including Sentry 
and Allstate, have voluntarily 
written easy to read policies 
which have been well received 
by consumers. "A*, a time when 
Massachusetts based in¬ 
surance companies are 
petitioning the legislature for a 
$67 million tax break it would 
seem that the least the com¬ 
panies could do in return is 
allow their customers to know 
what they are buying.”

Vincent Price 
plays Wilde 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
Vincent. Price, actor, lecturer 
and perhaps best known for his 
horror movies, is taking on a 
new role: a one-man show 
portraying Oscar Wilde. 

''I've always considered him 
one of the great men of the 
century,” Price said. "There’s 
wit and profundity together 
with a tragic personal life." 

The famed playwright and 
wit, who died in 1900, was 
imprisoned near the end of his 
life because of a homosexual 
relationship with a friend. 

At the time of the play, called 
"Diversions and Delights,” 
he’s a year from death — 
broke, in public disgrace and In 
miserable physical shape with 
a punctured and abscessed 
eardrum, and in severe pain 
from absinthe poisoning, “but 
the mind is good to the last 
minute," Price said in an in¬ 
terview. 

The play is set around the 
imagined occasion of an eve¬ 
ning’s lecture in 1899 Paris. 
The play opened recently in 
San Francisco under the 
auspices of the American 
Conservatory Theater, and 
may later tour other cities. 

“It all takes place in a funny 
little theater in Paris and here 
we are in a funny little theater 
in San Francisco, the Marines 
Memorial," Price said. 

Price said Wilde was "most 
famous tor his remarks on 
society," and it is to these that 
the play turns, drawing from 
Wilde's own lecture tours, 
poetry and correspondence. 

“It is compiled of all sorts of 
Wildeisms. Remember, this is 
the man who came to the 
conclusion that his whole fame 
was as a dinner guest and, 
piqued, then sat down and 
wrote four of the most famous 
comedies in the English lan¬ 
guage,” Price related. 

"I'm simply going to give 
you my observations," Wilde 
says to his audience, and then 
proceeds with such remarks 
as: 

— “Morality is the attitude 
we adopt about the people we 
dislike." 

— "Give me the luxuries of 
life and I can dispense with the 
necessities." 

— "I am the only person in 
the world whom I should like to 
know thoroughly." 

“He is very elegant to the 
end — with borrowed clothes," 
Price said. “There’s no self- 
pity, as bitterness is a bore to 
him. He does, however, get 
emotional and personal." 

Wilde, as portrayed by Price, 
discusses at length his feelings 
about his prison sentence and 
people's attitudes toward him, 
showing him as an early ad¬ 
vocate of sexual liberation. 

Since Price’s early years 
(1935-38) with Helen Hayes in 
“Victoria Regina" and a few 
years later with Orson Welles’ 
Mercury Theater, he’s 
managed to mix all forms of 
theater (musicals, comedies, 
serious dramas and horror 
shows), as well as do symphon¬ 
ic narrations, many television 
specials and write a syndicated 
newspaper column on art. 

But perhaps it's for his 
horror movies of recent years 
that he is best known. 

"Man’s first invention was 
the monster. It was the evil 
that had to be overcome that 
gave birth to the Gods," said 
Price, who is writing a new 
book entitled "Man and the 
Monster Image." 

Of the one-man show. Price 
said: 

“It's such fun being a 
company of one." But at the 
same time, "it's awful — I'm 
the only one the directors can 
complain to." 

Increased Water Use 
Traced to Ban 
INDIANAPOUS (UPI) - A 
survey i 1 a state where 
phosphati detergents have 
been banned shows that water 
use has increased 
significantly. according to the 
Water Quality Association. 

In Indiana, the stated sur¬ 
veyed. 36 per cent of 
householders rewash some 
laundry loads because the 
nonphosphate detergents they 
now use fail to clean 
satisfactorily Approximately 
51 per cent use extra rinse 
cycles to remove nonphosphate 
detergent residues and lint 
from clothes This increased 
water use, it is estimated, 
amounts to 950 gallons per year 
per family Statewide, this 
could amount to over 127 billion 
gallons annually. 

Phosphates, used in deter¬ 
gents as a means of softening 
hard water, have been banned 
in a number of areas in recenl 
years in an attempt to slow the 
growth of algae in lakes and 
rivers. Softening of water is 
essential before cleaning 
agents can go to work.

Harrington advocates zone 
for conservation be created 


Mayoral candidate Rep. 
Peter F. Harrington (D- 
Newton) believes the creation 
of a new zoning classification 
for open spaces in the City of 
Newton can eliminate the 
economic pressure on land- 
owners to build on their land. 

“Many of Newton”s large 
open spaces are in the same 
zoning classification as single 
residences; and as a result, 
owners of this land are faced 
with high tax rates and high 
taxes," says Harrington. “We 
must reduce the tax squeeze on

owners of undeveloped land or 
Newton will find them building 
condominiums or apartments 
in previously open space in 
pursuit of revenue to pay 
taxes.” 

Under Harrington’s proposal 
owners of undeveloped land 
parcels in excess of two acres, 
including privately-owned lots 
and gold courses, would 
receive tax advantages by 
opting to place zoning 
classification their property in 
the new The open space 
category would also include 
public land on which schools, 
parks and reservoirs are 
located. 

Building on land in 
Harrington’s conservation 
district would be highly 
restricted, limited to road¬ 
ways, utility transmission 
lines, and small structures 
directly related to recreation, 
conservation, or cultivation 
activities on the land. 

beyond Construction of 
development the designated 
limits would require appro’’al 
from the Board of Aldermen or 
a similar permit-granting 
authority.

“Under this plan Newton will 
be better equipped to monitor 
the status of its open space,” 
says Harrington, who 
originally introduced the 
conservation zoning 
classification to the Board of 
Aldermen last March. 

Harrington would also 
broaden his conservation 
program by taking advantage 
of state and federal programs 
to make land purchases for the 
city of Newton, and publicizing 
tax benefitsavailable to 
Newton citizens making land 
available to the city by sale or 
gift. 

Maintaining open spaces for 
conservation and recreation 
purposes is vital, Harrington 
believes. His commitment to 
the preservation of Newton's 
open spaces and the prevention 
of unnecessary development 
has been the focus of other 
campaign proposals. 

Harrington has underscored 
the need for Newton to en¬ 
courage, through tax in¬ 
centives available under 
Chapter 121A of Mass, law,the 
full use of existing storefronts 
and office space. He feels 
existing business space should 
be completely utilitzed before 
open spaces or residential 
areas are used for business 
development. 

The three-term state 
representative is also fighting 
for the dedication of the 
Stearns School site as a park. 
The land on which a former 
school department ad¬ 
ministration building stands 
has been looked upon by some 
as a prime location for 
residential development. 

Harrington’s philosphy about 
conservation is simple. 

“Open space is a finite 
resource," he says. “Once it is 
built on it cannot be reclaimed. 
Newton must take action to 
limit unnecessary develop¬ 
ment wftkin its borders."

The Waltham Detoxification 
Center at the Middlesex County 
Hospital will not be receiving 
any funds from the Division of 
Alcololism from this year's 
fiscal budget, but could . 
possible receivemoneyfrom 
the up-coming supplementary 
budget. 

According to Edward! 
Blacker, director of the | 
Division of Alcololism, the 
division must make as its 
current priority the com-1 
pensation of alcoholism service 1 
providers now operating under i 
existing contracts. 

These providers, according 
to Blacker, are receiving 
payments based on schedules 
of three years ago and have 
had to absorb the ful impact of 
inflation. 

Rep. David Mofenson (D- j 
Newton), House chairman of 
the Committee on Human 
Services and Elderly Affairs 
(the Committee responsible for 
legislating alcoholism related 
issues) and Rep. A. Joseph 
DeNucci (D-Newton), said that 
the Division of Alcoholism will. 
request sufficient funds in the 
fiscal year 1979 budget to 
permit a detox centerto 
operate within the service area 
currently covered by the 
Waltham center. 


They are also exploring ways 
of getting additional funding 
into the supplementary state 
budget. 

Until that time, the 
representatives noted, tt does a 
disservice to the people who 
use the facility to hold out false 


hopes that the center will 
receive full funding this year. 

But they added, "There is 
still a chance that we’ll get 
some support on a scaled down 
basis.” 

DeNucci has been working 
during the legislative recess to 


make health Commissioner 
Jonathan Fielding aware that 
it was the intent of the 
legislature to take care of 
Waltham detox facility and 
that, while acknowledging 
other problems, the facility 
would not be abandoned.

Meeting commitmentfor 
hiring eligible people for 
Comprehensive Employment 
and Training Act (CETA) 
projects is becoming in¬ 
creasingly difficult because the 
number of unemployed persons 
in the 10-town Newton CETA 
area has dropped 43 per cent

over the past 18 months, ac¬ 
cording to Theodore D. Mann, 
chairman of the Newton Area 
CETA. 

"It Is with mixed emotions 
that we announce this," the 
Newton Mayor said. "We are 
happy to see that the area has 
had this turn-around tn 
unemployment and that so 
many more people are now 
working. At the same time, we 
are concerned that approved 
projects will have to be 
dropped if not enough people 
apply.” 

Montes for short-term public 
service projects designed to 
reduce the unemployment rate 
were allocated to this area, 
which includes Bedford, 
Brookline, Dover, Lexington, 
Lincoln, Newton, Needhamn, 
Waltham, Wellesley And 
Weston, based on the avetage 


number of unemployed during 
1976. In January, 1976, 12,086 
persons were out of work 
during that period. According 
to the recently released figures 
from the Division of 
Employment Security for 
June, 1 1977, 7,356 are now 
unemployed. 

"This is still a significant 
number and the CETA 
program has openings for over 
1,000 persons, particularly in 
the public works area. There 
are also openings in 
professional, clerical, skilled 
and unskilled area," Mann 
said. 

Nearly 100 projects have 
been approved for funding and 
32 contracts have been signed 
for projects in Newton, 
Waltham, Brookline, 
Needham, Bedford, Wellesley 
and Weston. Hiring for these 
projects is now in progress. To 


get people back to work as 
quickely as possible, weekly 
CETA Job Fairs have been 
held under the direction of 
Alfred DiBenedetti, Public 
Service Employment Coor¬ 
dinator. 

These invitation-only fairs 
bring together hiring con¬ 
tractors and CETA eligible 
clients. The first two fairs 
resulted in the hiring of 100 
persons. 

"The success of the fairs has 
also brought us problems,” 
Mann said. As of people are 
hired, the numbers lnumbers 
of those eligible to attend are 
significantly reduced. To solve 
this problem Mann at anyone 
who appears to meet the CETA 
e eligibility guidelines, call the 
CETA Applicant Hotline, 894- 
5924, or come in person to the 
CETA Application Office, 141 


Moody St. As soon as eligibility 
is established, clients 
automatically receive in¬ 
vitations to the Job Fairs, he 
said. 

"The hiring rate for these 
fairs is about 50 percent, but 
those who are not hired should 
by ail means attend the next 
fair," Mann urged. “As new 
contract are signed, more job 
openings become available. 


Each week provides new op¬ 
portunities.” 

The general guidelines for 
CETA eligibility for these 
public service positions, which 
range in duration from three to 
12 months, are that the person 
meet the federal family low 
income guidelines and have 
been unemployed for 15 out of 
the past 20 weeks, or a member 
of a family receiving AFDC, or 


a recently discharged veteran 
who has not yet found a job, 
and be a resident of one of the 
ten above mentioned com¬ 
munities. 

"Those who think they might 
be eligible should contact the 
CETA Application Office 
immediately. The jobs are 
there. Go get them," urged the 
mayor. 


Candidate thinks residents should 
have priority for housing projects 


Eliot Cohen said this week 
that he plans to contact the 
local offices of HUD (Housing 
& Urban Development) in 
order to insure that Newton's 
housing needs gain first 
priority. 

Cohen stated that the point 
has been made quite dear 
through recent city con¬ 
troversies that the federal 
formula for funding housing 
developments is insensitive to 
the needs of local cities and 
towns in which these 
developments are built. 

"The people of Newton who 
have a need for subsidized 
housing deserve the first 
selection for such housing built 
in our community. It is only 
right that our residents should 
come first. The federal 
guidelines need to be revised. I 
intend to actively bring this 
information and opinion to the 
attention of HUD," said Cohen. 

Eliot Cohen, candidate for 
mayor, emphasized that it is 
wrong to ask any city or town 
to accept subsidized housing 
without the guarantee that the 
people of that munidpality 
have first choice. 

Cohen continued, “We have 
every right to be heard, but we 
must be heard on a level where 
policy is being set. It is not 
enough to participate on the 
local level.” 

"The concerns we have 
heard, such as in Newton

are similar to those expressed 
in all other communities. I ask 
all dties and towns to join with 
us in an attempt to gain a 
commitment from the federal 
government that would allow 
local communities to receive 
priority to fill their 
requirements for subsidized 
housing. The Commonwealth’s 
Housing Appeals Committee 
recently adjudicated that 
Newton needed 4,000 sub¬ 
sidized units to fulfill its needs. 
There is no way possible that 
this goal can be achieved 
unless our residents receive 
preferential treatment," said 
Cohen. 

"Newton cannot ignore its 
commitment to other com¬ 
munities, but it certainly must 
first be concerned with a 
commitment to its own 
residents. There is no reason 
these two commitments cannot 
co-exist and there are many 
reasons why they should 
become policy,” stated Cohen. 

He continued, "It makes a 
great deal of sense 9 to permit 
local communities to meet 
their own requirements for 
subsidized housing. Newton is 
not a city tself, nor o should it 
be; but, there is nothing wrong 
with addressing ourselves to 
the needs of our own residents 
first.” 

"The local issues currently 


facing Newton are typical of I 
the impact of Federal HUD 
policy on a community. The 
resolution of this problem rests 
with gaining immediate input 
into the policy-making ap¬ 
paratus of the Federal 
government. I fully intend to 
request an active role in any 
hearings reviewing the 
Federal formula," Cohen said.

Time sensitive material would include 
sucli things as details of visits to or from 
foreign dignitaries, such as the exact 
itinerary of Queen Elizabeth’s recent trip 
to Boston. Such documents could be 
released on request. 

If numerous agencies sent memos to a 
past president to advise him on some 
decision, it would be Barron’s office that 
would decide to release the memos to the 
public, not the FOI offices in individual 
agencies.

When asked about the writing styles in 
presidential documents, Barron said, 
"Many are written in English so they’re 
understandable. 

"There’s not much of the bureaucratic 
jargon that is confusing,’’ he said, 
referring to the original advisory memos 
from the agencies. 

If you want a document not relating to a 
president from another agency, send a 
request to that agency's Freedom of 
Information office asking for it under the 
FOI Act, and cite the law as 5 U.S.C. 552. 

You may be charged for the document, 
but the agency has a right to waive the 
fee, which Barron says his office does 
with small requests. 

There may be some delay. With the FBI 
it's about one to two years, and in 
Barron’s office it’s about two months.

NCDF spokesman Alan Schlesinger 
told the committee members that NCDF 
seeks the temporary occupancy permit 
because the board order allowing them to 
build the project specifies that it cannot 
be occupied until all the landscaping is 
completed.

Aid. Cohen warned LOPAC that they 
may be making the city or the aldermen 
liable for a $1 million law suit if Board of 
Aldermen can be found not to have acted 
in good faith. 

The Board has already approved a 
permissive use application for apart¬ 
ments to be built on the site, and this 
comes up for an extension at the Aug. 25 
Land Use Committee meeting. 

The developer’s lawyer, Rudolph Kass, 
said in a telephone interview Wednesday 
that New Falls Associates has not made 
any final decisions on how it will proceed. 

Kass said he hopes other leaders in the 
city will realize that a guarantee to rent 
19 units at market value would be 
worthless. 

He also noted that the language in the 
bid proposal made it seem desirous for 
the developer to obtain as much susbsidy 
as possible for the project. 

LOPAC members had agreed that the 
proposal was written according to past 
experience when it was difficult for 
developers to get as much subsidy as the 
community desired. 

In looking over the past dealings with 
LOPAC, Kass made the analogy that if 
LOPAC were on one end of a 12-inch ruler 
and New Falls on the other end at the 
beginning, "the developer has come 11 
inches and LOPAC hasn't budged.”

'Thyme for a dream' 


A random comment about a dream 
mobilized garden club members

A random comment resulted in a 
dream coming true at The Charles 
River Workshop, Needham. Three 
members of Garden Clubs were 
receiving a tour through the Workshop 
area when Agnes Johnson, program 
director, mentioned a dream the late 
Herb Newall of Dedham had. Newall, 
who worked at Charles River for many 
years as a volunteer and later a staff 
member, took a special interest in 
people with multiple handicaps. 
Johnson told them it was Newall’s 
desire to create an herb garden for 
them. 

The comment had an electrical 
impact upon the women, Josette 
Bishop, Anne Horton and Rosamond 
Lownes. They felt the dream could 
become a reality with the involvement 
of the 30 Garden Clubs which comprise 
the Metropolitan District of the 
Massachusetts Federation of Garden 
Clubs. 

They furthur saw it as another 
employment opportunity for the more 
than 100 mentally retarded young 
adults who come to the Workshop daily 
to work on a paid basis for herbs could 


be harvested and sold. 

The first step was to get modest 
funding, which because of donations, 
has never been used up. Then Lownes, 
who is garden therapy chairwoman for 
the district, set up an initial committee 
meeting to determine a site for the 
garden and decide what had to be 
done. The planting date was set for 
June 8. 

In the meantime, a garden club 
member, Virginia Glover died and her 
husband, Frederick, donated one of 
her formal herb gardens which she had 
designed. The original design was 
retained. Along with the herbs and Lie 
pattern for the garden came a bench 
and 6undial which in the future will 
bear a plaque in memory of Mrs. 
Glover. 

In the beginning, the densely 
overgrown site did not look as though 
anything would grow there. In fact, 
said Pat Dennett, someone recently 
remarked that “it’s a miracle.” 
Dennett is immediate past president of 
the Needham Garden Club and 
assistant garden therapy chairwoman 
for the district. 


During the moments that Lownes 
felt the project would not succeed, she 
said Dennett was "always there 
bolstering my spirits.” 

And weeding. All of the volunteers 
spent hours weeding. 

Today the garden has over 40 
varieties of herbs including mince, 
chive, oregano, hyssop, rosemary, dill, 
sage, thyme and garlic. All of the 
herbs were selected carefully so that if 
anyone at the Workshop should try to 
eat any, they would not be dangerous. 

Many volunteers were responsible 
for creating the garden. For example, 
Robert and Mark Barton, sons of Mrs. 
Barbara Barton, past president of the 
Needham Garden Club and Westwood 
resident, rototilled the area. 

Jim McGrail, who later became a 
full time employee at the Workshop, 
got people from the Workshop involved 
in the garden, preparing the ground 
and putting down lime. 

Others donated herbs and plastic 
bags. Mrs. John A. Weber of Westwood 
read about the project in a Transcript 
article and came down to help with 
planting and labelling. Mrs. John

Farlow of Braintree, a member of the 
New England Herb Society heard 
about the project and offered 

She spent time weeding and her 
husband even came one day to mow 
the front lawn. 

The project has just begun. In the 
fall of 1978, the hope is that the crops 
may be harvested and put in bottles 
and prepared for sale in the 
Workshop's “Opportunity Shop." 

Now volunteers are needed to help 
with the fall cleanup and to keep herbs 
during the winter. Also, old herb 
bottles are needed. And there is always 
weeding. Volunteers work at the site 
on Wednesday mornings from 9 a.m. to 
11 a.m. 

Later, volunteers will be asked to 
instruct the members of the Workshop 
how to harvest the herbs. 

Newall's dream has come true. 
Moreover, the project made a 
significant contribution to the han¬ 
dicapped. Not only has it provided 
future job opportunities, but it has also 
offered a new sensory experience from 
which they might have otherwise been 
excluded.

One-third teaspoon each, finely chopped tarragon, parsley, 
chervil, shallots and onion. 

4 cup sweet butter 

1 cup bread crumbs 

Dash of nutmeg, mace and thyme 

4 cup dry sherry 

21b. shelled shrimp, cooked 

Mash the garlic into a paste and mix with tarragon, 
parsley, chervil, shallots and onion. Add the butter and the 
bread crumbs, blending and creaming thoroughly. Season 
to taste with salt, pepper and clash each of nutmeg, mace 
and thyme. Add the sherry. Cool, the shrimp, separately. 

In six generously buttered individual casseroles or 
ramekins, arrange alternate layers of shrimp and bread 
crumbs. Top with buttered crumb.: and bake in hot oven for 
15-20 min. Serves Six. You may at so put the ingredients in 
one casserole dish. 

SHRIMP AND MUSHROOM 
CASSEROLE 

1 lb. shrimp 

14 tablespoons butter or margarine 

2 teaspoons chopped onions 

2 teaspoons chopped bell pepper 
2 tablespoons flour 
4 cup half and half 
4 teaspoon paprika 
4 teaspoon salt 
1 6oz. can button mushrooms 
4 cup grated Cheddar cheese 
Butter bread crumbs 
Parmesan cheese 

Boil shrimp in well seasoned water. Melt butter, add 
onions and green pepper and cook until tender. Add flour 
and blend. Add all other ingredients, except bread crumbs 
and Paremsan cheese.

Dot with additional 
butter if desired. Cook in microwave oven 8-9 min. turning 
dish every two minutes.

A pudgey, pricey, Parisian food processor

Would you spend $200. for a toy? 

Some folks do finding adult toys 
irresistible. 

Ana so, a pudgy, pricev Parisian food 
processor ~ the Cuisinart- ha3 
ingratiated itself into American pantries. 

Kate Sorpin and Enid Wetzner of 
Newton have mastered the art of 
Cuisinart and insist it is more than a 
faddish toy. 

“I think only serious cooks should buy 
it," said Kate. 

Enid adds; “some people come into my 
kitchen ... they think it's just a status 
symbol.” 

Both Kate and Enid are serious about 
making the most of their new machines. 
"I never make a meal witiiout thinking 
whether I can use the food processor to 
save work,” says Enid. “Bui I don't feel 
guilty if I don't use it.” 

Also Kate tinds she is 'learning to 
think how to adapt it to the way I cook... 
not to change my way of cooking in order 
to use it.” 

That is one of the reservations this 
writer had about such a costly kitchen 
aid: does the cook become the slave of the 
machine? Will the machine cause me to 
spend more time in the kitchen? Can I 
survive with the appliances I have now? 


So I challenged Enid and Kate to “show 
me" why I should invest $200 in machine 
instead of buying 200 TV dinners. 

They began by gingerly lifting the three 
metal blades and a single plastic disk 
which give the Cuisinart its repertoire of 
stunts. The first metal blade- for mixing 
dough and for chopping- is as dainty as a 
Japanese Sumural’s sword. Both Enid 
and Kate use this blade the most. 

The other two metal inserts are a 
grater and a sheer. The less sturdy 
plastic disk is handy for mixing flour or 
tuna salad, Kate explained. 

"You have to exercise care with the 
blades because they’re so sharp," Enid 
commented. “As a mother of young 
children I have to be concerned with 
safety, and I think the Cuisinart is 
designed for safety. You can’t turn the 
ignition on easily.” She showed the 
several steps necessary to start the motor 
to prove her point. 

Next Enid put the machine through Its 
paces. After inserting the chopping blade 
into the body of the machine, she made 
dough for gingerbread men, a task which 
every mother of young children knows 
can require many bowls and spoons and 
can take half an hour when done by 
hand. 

She added the usual ingredients (in¬ 
cluding sugar and ice cold butter which 
she creamed together in a second or two). 
In five minutes a well formed ball of 


dough dropped from the canister-like 
mixing bowl. . . ready for four-year old 
Yvonne Wetzner to roll out and cut into 
shapes. 

Unfortunately the scimitar-like blade 
also dropped out of the canister. This is a 
major shortcoming of the machine. It is 
necessary to remove the blade before the 
food, for the blade tends to fall out. 


Kate and Enid admit other faults exist. 
It doesn't peel and it doesn't cube. It does 
not hold a large capacity. It can't make 
whipped cream or beat egg whites. And 
you have to watch it like a hawk or it 
pulverizes food. The first time Kate made 
egg salad it turned to mush because she 
left it on “a tenth of a second” too long. 
And Enid said it made "a mess” of baby 
food, sending her back to her blender for 
proper pureeing. 

Yet its virtues outweigh its faults, they 
insist. 

“I may not use it for a week," says 
Enid, “and then I make a whole meal in 
it. The other night we had a Middle 
Eastern dinner courtesy of Cuisinart. 
First, 1 ground lamb, eggplant and onions 
in it. Then I made honunos (pureed 
chickpeas). Then I sliced cucumbers for 
a "salad”. 

Kate likes to use her machine for 
unusual breads -- eggplant bread, 
pumpkin nut, and zucchini. It makes 
coleslaw in a breeze. 


For anyone who has ever scraped 
knuckles shredding potatoes for potato 
pancakes, Kate says the food processor is 
the answer. She noted a blender needs 
water which ruins the potatoes- 
consistency; and "the blender chops, 
rather than shred.” 

A Chinese food buff, Enid can rely on 
the Cuisinart to slice and chop the 
multitudes of vegetables often required. 
“The machine grinds pork and slices beef 
for me. too," says Enid. 

The final demonstration of the af¬ 
ternoon was impressive. Trying a gaz- 
pacho recipe for the first time on her 
Cuisinart, Enid produced an amalgam of 
finely chopped vegetables rather than the 
usual cold tomato-vegetable soup. 

She chopped each vegetable 
separately, taking only three seconds to 
mince the onion 1 with no watery eyes! I 
Of course she had to empty the canister of 
its blade and then scrape out the 
vegetable contents four separate times 
(after the onions, cucumbers, green 
peppers and tomatoes). But when 
crushed garlic and tomato juice were 
added to the mixture, it was delicious and 
seemed worth the effort. 

Remembrance of that tasty Spanish 
treat lingered in my mind as I sped home 
from Enid’s house to prepare dinner. 

I would really like to have a kitchen 
helper for chopping onions, but, you see, I 
won’t pay more than $25 for a kitchen toy!

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Hard life in Israel: High taxes, high prices, 'black money' 


TEL AVIV, Israel (UPI) - 
The biggest topic of conversa¬ 
tion in Israel these days is not 
war or peace. It is the cost of 
staying alive. 

The Israelis are leaving the 
prospects of war or peace to 
the politicians — while they 
carefully count the change in 
their pockets lessened by the 
same group of politicians, 
Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin’s Likud-dominated 
coalition government. 

Begin’s government recently 
raised prices of basic com¬ 
modities by 25 per cent in a 
move to cut government 
spending to slow down the 
ferocious rate of inflation — 38 
per cent last year and already 
16 per cent so far this year. 

As elsewhere in the world, 
the salaried workers are hit 
hardest by the price increases. 
Those who have got by by 
skimming off the top just skim 
off a little more. 

"We live In Israel so we have 
no choice," one Israeli man-in- 


the-street, a laborer, told an 
interviewer for the national 
television. 

Finance Minister Simha 
Ehrlich said the belt¬ 
tightening, which Included an 
unprecedented $140 million cut 
in the defense budget, was done 
in part to prove Israel can tidy 
up its own house before asking 
the American taxpayer for 
more help. 

The cutting of defense expen¬ 
ditures in a country that, in 
relation to its neighbors In size, 
is the mightest fortress in the 
Middle East was a dramatic 
gesture designed to prove to 
the Americans how badly in 
need of help arc the Israelis. 

It’s not an easy place to live 
in, Israel, despite the trappings 
of plenty that are the hallmark 
of a Western society. The cost 
of the simplest items can be 
staggering, largely because so 
many things are Imported. 

Example: an imported bulb 
for the headlight of a European 
car Is $8.75, including the 8 per 


cent value added tax that is 
applied to everything but food. 
A plastic model airplane from 
the United States or England is 
$10 or more. 

The cars themselves can cost 
the equivalent of over $20,000 
because taxes make up two- 
thirds of the sticker price. Yet 
Volvos, top-of-thc-Iine 
Peugeots, Renaults and Fords 
and even Oldsmoblles abound 
in the heavy traffic. 

The question every visitor to 
Israel asks is how can an 
Israeli, one of the highest taxed 
of all peoples, afford such 
luxury items. The answer:

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Waltham experiment station offers tree help to all gardeners

An elderly gentleman, 
carrying a branch full of elm 
leaves, entered the University 
of Massachusetts-sponsored 
Suburban Experiment Station 
in Waltham and walked to the 
information counter. The 
leaves he carried looked 
perfectly normal except for 
small holes which formed an 
irregular pattern across their 
outside surface. 

The man gently shook the 
branch for the on-duty at¬ 
tendant and with an air of 
concern, said, "I'm looking for 
the bug that's doing this and 
how to kill it." 

Examining the branch, the 
attendant immediately in¬ 
formed the gentleman that his 
problem was not insects, but 
frost damage which had oc¬ 


curred while the leaves were 
still in the bud. The man's 
mood instantly brightened; 
true, he had damaged leaves, 
but at least he didn't have an 
insect problem. 

More than 20,000 people — 
home gardeners, house plant 
growers, poultry farmers, and 
professional floriculturists — 
will walk into the Suburban 
Experiment Station this year 
for consultations with its staff. 

A place where they hear "the 
horticultural horror stories, 
not the success stories," the 
Suburban Experiment Station 
is a collection of 20 buildings, 
mostly greenhouses and 
laboratories, spread over a 63- 
acre site. 

Administered by the College 
of Food and Natural Resources 


of the University of 
Massachusetts at Amherst, the 
station is run as an academic 
department, with Chairman 
Gordon W. Fellows heading a 
faculty whose expertise ranges 
from plant physiology to 
pathology, from entomology to 
breeding and genetics. 

The 11 faculty members are 
supported by a staff of 25 
employees who assist in 
handling the 32,000 phone calls 
and the 21,000 soil test requests 
the facility receives each year. 

The station provides con¬ 
sumer assistance with its free 
walk-in information service. 
Both professional and home 
gardeners and poultry farmers 
across the Commonwealth 
depend upon the station for its 
diagnostic skills. 


The station's telephone 
service provides information 
for three problem areas. Staff 
members advise consumers on 
entomological or insect 

problems by helping the 
besieged caller to identify the 
type of insect plaguing his 
home or garden and by 
providing information on the 
proper selection and use of 
insecticides. 

The telephone staffers help 
home gardeners solve 

problems by making recom¬ 
mendations on soil 

modifications and fertilizing 
techniques. Houseplant dif¬ 
ficulties can usually be solved 
with light and watering ad¬ 
justments. The station's ser¬ 
vice to the houseplant con¬ 
sumer is especially important 


now that the houseplant trade 
ranks as one of the largest 
agricultural industries in 
Massachusetts. 

The station further assists 
the consumer by turning out a 
constant flow of agriculture- 
related publications. Always 
available to agricultural 
organizations are a conference 
room with a capacity of 12 and 
an auditorium that holds 200. 

Aside from its public con¬ 
sultation service, the Suburban 
Experiment Station continues 
to be a pioneer in the field of 
agricultural research. 

Prof. Robert E. Young of the 
station is an internationally 
renowned plant breeder who 
has developed many new 
vegetable varities. A Waltham 
researcher for the past 46 


years, Young is the developer 
of Waltham Hi-Color Carrot, 
Waltham-29 Broccoli, Waltham 
Butternut Squash, and 
Waltham Trellis 22 Tomatoes, 
all of which have been in 
national or worldwide use. 

These locally developed 
vegetables have all been in¬ 
troduced in the greenhouses of 
Massachusetts, and their 
superior characteristics have 
helped to keep Massachusetts 
growers competitive within the 
state and throughout the 
country. 

Dr. William A. Feder, 
Waltham's plant pathologist, 
carries on the tradition of 
research excellence at the 
station. In conjunction with 
public and private agencies, 
Feder is conducting research 


in the use of incinerator bottom 
ash, a substance generated by 
high— temperature in¬ 
cineration of solid waste, as a 
topsoil substitute. 

Feder’s research also ex¬ 
tends into investigations of the 
ecological impact of this in¬ 
cinerator ash landfill on water 
and plant life. If his study 
proves that incinerator ash 
presents no threat to water and 
plant life, Massachusetts will 
have an important new method 
for the disposal of solid waste. 
The newly developed soil would 
also provide a much-needed 
source of landfill for farming 
and fill purposes. 

In another project, Feder is 
researching the effects on 
plant life of chronic low-level 
exposure to ozone. So far, his

studies have shown that ozone 
has a detrimental effect upon 
plant growth and reproduction. 
Feder has demonstrated, for 
the first time, that ozone has 
the ability to travel long 
distances in the lower at¬ 
mosphere. A study he super¬ 
vised has proved that ozone 
released from oil refineries in 
New Jersey contaminates 
plant life on Nantucket Island 

Award-winning flower beds 
in Waltham are overseen by 
Prof. Franklin J. Campbell, 
who also coordinates the 
State’s floriculture agents. The 
publisher of "Floragram," a 
magazine printed for 
floriculturists across the state, 
Campbell heads a study that 
could boost the fortunes of the 
Massachusetts greenhouse and 
nursery industry. His study has 
shown that placing double 
sheets of plastic across 
greenhouse panels results in 
insulation responsible for a 50 
percent decrease in energy 
use. Since rising energy costs 
have cut deeply into the profits 
of greenhouse operators, this 
research could be vitally 
important to the future of the 
greenhouse industry in 
Massachusetts. 

According to station leader 
Fellows, Dr. Walton C. Galinat, 
Waltham’s geneticist, is able to 
grow corn in every size, shape, 
and color. One fruit of his 
research is a new variety of 
corn that will be patented this 
fall. It will be sweeter and will 
last longer under natural 
conditions than ordinary corn. 
This new variety could have a 
strong financial impact for 
Massachusetts corn growers. 

The Suburban Experiment 
Station exists to serve the 
home gardener and the 
professional farmer; the tree 
lover and the tree warden. 
Offering consumer services 
that range from environmental 
and horticultural research to a 
perennial garden that exhibits 
most commercially available 
plant varieties, the Suburban 
Experiment Station helps the 
University of Massachusetts 
better serve the state’s com¬ 
munities, industries, and 
agriculture. 

Located five minutes from 
Waltham center at 240 Beaver 
St., the Suburban Experiment 
Station is open Monday, 
Wednesday, and Friday, from 
8:30 a.m. to 4 p.m. for walk-in 
consultations. Soil test 
requests may be made Monday 
through Friday from 8:30 a.m. 
to 4 p.m.; the station's grounds 
are always open for public 
inspection. For further in¬ 
formation call 891-0650.

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Waltham experiment station offers tree help to all gardeners

An elderly gentleman, 
carrying a branch full of elm 
leaves, entered the University 
of Massachusetts-sponsored 
Suburban Experiment Station 
in Waltham and walked to the 
information counter. The 
leaves he carried looked 
perfectly normal except for 
small holes which formed an 
irregular pattern across their 
outside surface. 

The man gently shook the 
branch for the on-duty at¬ 
tendant and with an air of 
concern, said, "I’m looking for 
the bug that's doing this and 
how to kill it." 

Examining the branch, the 
attendant immediately in¬ 
formed the gentleman that his 
problem was not insects, but 
frost damage which had oc¬ 


curred while the leaves were 
still in the bud. The man's 
mood instantly brightened; 
true, he had damaged leaves, 
but at least he didn't have an 
insect problem. 

More than 20,000 people — 
home gardeners, house plant 
growers, poultry farmers, and 
professional floriculturists — 
will walk into the Suburban 
Experiment Station this year 
for consultations with its staff. 

A place where they hear "the 
horticultural horror stories, 
not the success stories,” the 
Suburban Experiment Station 
is a collection of 20 buildings, 
mostly greenhouses and 
laboratories, spread over a 63- 
acre site. 

Administered by the College 
of Food and Natural Resources 


of the University of 
Massachusetts at Amherst, the 
station is run as an academic 
department, with Chairman 
Gordon W. Fellows heading a 
faculty whose expertise ranges 
from plant physiology to 
pathology, from entomology to 
breeding and genetics. 

The 11 faculty members are 
supported by a staff of 25 
employees who assist in 
handling the 32,000 phone calls 
and the 21,000 soil test requests 
the facility receives each year. 

The station provides con¬ 
sumer assistance with its free 
walk-in information service. 
Both professional and home 
gardeners and poultry farmers 
across the Commonwealth 
depend upon the station for its 
diagnostic skills. 


The station's telephone 
service provides information 
for three problem areas. Staff 
members advise consumers on 
entomological or insect 

problems by helping the 
besieged caller to identify the 
type of insect plaguing his 
home or garden and by 
providing information on the 
proper selection and use of 
insecticides. 

The telephone staffers help 
home gardeners solve 

problems by making recom¬ 
mendations on soil 

modifications and fertilizing 
techniques. Houseplant dif¬ 
ficulties can usually be solved 
with light and watering ad¬ 
justments. The station’s ser¬ 
vice to the houseplant con¬ 
sumer is especially important 


now that the houseplant trade 
ranks as one of the largest 
agricultural industries in 
Massachusetts. 

The station further assists 
the consumer by turning out a 
constant flow of agriculture- 
related publications. Always 
available to agricultural 
organizations are a conference 
room with a capacity of 12 and 
an auditorium that holds 200. 

Aside from its public con¬ 
sultation service, the Suburban 
Experiment Station continues 
to be a pioneer in the field of 
agricultural research. 

Prof. Robert E. Young of the 
station is an internationally 
renowned plant breeder who 
has developed many new 
vegetable varities. A Waltham 
researcher for the past 46 


years, Young is the developer 
of Waltham Hi-Color Carrot, 
Waltham-29 Broccoli, Waltham 
Butternut Squash, and 
Waltham Trellis 22 Tomatoes, 
all of which have been in 
national or worldwide use. 

These locally developed 
vegetables have all been in¬ 
troduced in the greenhouses of 
Massachusetts, and their 
superior characteristics have 
helped to keep Massachusetts 
growers competitive within the 
state and throughout the 
country. 

Dr. William A. Feder, 
Waltham's plant pathologist, 
carries on the tradition of 
research excellence at the 
station. In conjunction with 
public and private agencies, 
Feder is conducting research 


in the use of incinerator bottom 
ash, a substance generated by 
high— temperature in¬ 
cineration of solid waste, as a 
topsoil substitute. 

Feder's research also ex¬ 
tends into investigations of the 
ecological impact of this in¬ 
cinerator ash landfill on water 
and plant life. If his study 
proves that incinerator ash 
presents no threat to water and 
plant life, Massachusetts will 
have an important new method 
for the disposal of solid waste. 
The newly developed soil would 
also provide a much-needed 
source of landfill for farming 
and fill purposes. 

In another project, Feder is 
researching the effects on 
plant life of chronic low-level 
exposure to ozone. So far, his

A study he super¬ 
vised has proved that ozone 
released from oil refineries in 
New Jersey contaminates 
plant life on Nantucket Island 

Award-winning flower beds 
in Waltham are overseen by 
Prof. Franklin J. Campbell, 
who also coordinates the 
State’s floriculture agents. The 
publisher of "Floragram,’’ a 
magazine printed for 
floriculturists across the state, 
Campbell heads a study that 
could boost the fortunes of the 
Massachusetts greenhouse and 
nursery industry. His study has 
shown that placing double 
sheets of plastic across 
greenhouse panels results in 
insulation responsible for a 50 
percent decrease in energy 
use. Since rising energy costs 
have cut deeply into the profits 
of greenhouse operators, this 
research could be vitally 
important to the future of the 
greenhouse industry in 
Massachusetts. 

According to station leader 
Fellows, Dr. Walton C. Galinat, 
Waltham’s geneticist, is able to 
grow corn in every size, shape, 
and color. One fruit of his 
research is a new variety of 
| corn that will be patented this 
fall. It will be sweeter and will 
last longer under natural 
conditions than ordinary corn. 
This new variety could have a 
strong financial impact for 
Massachusetts corn growers. 

The Suburban Experiment 
Station exists to serve the 
home gardener and the 
professional farmer; the tree 
lover and the tree warden. 
Offering consumer services 
that range from environmental 
and horticultural research to a 
perennial garden that exhibits 
most commercially available 
plant varieties, the Suburban 
Experiment Station helps the 
University of Massachusetts 
better serve the state’s com¬ 
munities, industries, and 
agriculture. 

Located five minutes from 
Waltham center at 240 Beaver 
St., the Suburban Experiment 
Station is open Monday, 
Wednesday, and Friday, from 
8:30 a.m. to 4 p.m. for walk-in 
consultations.

Jefferson on target for Blue Jays 


Journeyman right-hander 
Jesse Jefferson, who 
exasperated his former 
manager, Paul Richards of the 
Chicago White Sox, with his 
wildness last year, gave his ex¬ 
mates a big lift when he tamed 
their closest rivals, the Min¬ 
nesota Twins, on four hits 
Tuesday night. 

And while Jefferson and the 
Toronto Blue Jays were defeat¬ 
ing the Twins, 6-2, the White 
Sox’ home run brigade went on 
a rampage against the AL’s 
other expansion “baby,” the 
Seattle Mariners. The Chisox 
slammed six homers including 
two by Eric Soderholm to 
pummel Seattle, 13-3, and 
increase their American 
League West lead to two games 
over Minnesota. 

“I'm really glad for them," 
said Jefferson. “I hope the 
White Sox win it. (Chisox 
President) Bill Veeck is a 
super guy. I don't have 
anything against the White 
Sox. I just didn't get to pitch 
over there." 

Jefferson has harnessed 
some of last year's wildness 
and after his latest victory, 
accomplished with the help of 
homers from Roy Howell and 
Doug Ault, he’s now 7-12. 

Meanwhile, the White Sox, 
who lost seven of eight last 
week and had their division 
lead sliced by five games, 
appear to have regrouped at 
the expense of the Mariners. 

"We’re hot again guys, we’re 
hot,” said Soderholm, who hit 
two-run homers in the third 
and fifth innings for the Chisox, 


his 16th and 17th this year. "I 
think we’re back on track."

COOPERSTOWN, N.Y. (UPI) - A simple little thing like 
signing his name takes practically all the strength and 
energy Red Ruffing has, but he doesn’t mind doing it a bit. 

With him, giving people his autograph Is a labor of love. 

It is painfully difficult, almost excruciatingly so, to go 
back not that many years ago and recall what a fine figure 
of a man Charlie “Red” Ruffing was, pitching for the New 
York Yankees, and then to see him now partially paralyzed 
and imprisoned in a wheel chair struggling so hard to write 
his name. 

Charlie Ruffing is happy to do it, though. You could see 
that by the pleased reaction on his face every time someone 
came over to him for his autograph here the past couple of 
days, as so many did. 

Elected to Baseball's Hall of Fame 10 years ago, the 72- 
yearold Ruffing shames many younger and much more 
vigorous Hall of Famers by coming here from his home in 
Cleveland each year for the annual induction ceremony. 

Without his devoted wife, Pauline, to whom he has been 
married for 40 years, he'd never make it. 

She watches over him like a baby, shaving him each mor¬ 
ning, feeding him each day, putting him to bed each night. 

“What does coming here mean to him?" she said, 
repeating a question put to her by a newsman. “It means 
everything. He plans this all year. He looks forward to 
seeing the people he knows and the people in his own en¬ 
vironment. When we go home today, he'll begin making 
preparations for next year.” 

Pauline Ruffing looked over at her husband on the other 
side of the lobby in the Hotel Otesaga, where all the Hall of 
Famers get together each year this time, and watched him 
autographing baseballs. Tears welled up in her eyes and 
she had to wipe them with a handkerchief when someone 
asked her how difficult it was to make the trip from 
Cleveland. 

“It's a hard job," she said, unable to talk for a moment. 
“He has such a little bit of pleasure and it breaks my heart 
to see him stuck in a wheel chair like this. Five years ago, 
he had a stroke, and he doesn’t have control of his left side. 
It kills me to see him this way.” 

Charlie Ruffing won 273 games during his 22-year career 
in the big leagues and hit .300. Remember, he was a pitcher. 
Today you have outfielders who can’t hit that. 

Ruffing came to the Yankees in 1930 from the Red Sox, 
and next to getting Babe Ruth from the same club the 
Yanks never made a better deal. 

“When I came to the Yankees, I was called into the office 
by the manager, Bob Shawkey,” Ruffing said. "He told me 
you will walk like a Yankee, conduct yourself like a Yankee 
on the field and always act like one off it. I never forgot 
that." 

Now Ruffing lives on a modest baseball pension. Very 
modest, only $300 a month. His wife works to help out. She 
gets up 5:30 in the morning to take care of him, puts in eight 
hours working in a hospital, then comes home to feed him. 

“Charles is a wonderful person,” she said. "He has 
always given me everything he possibly could and we've 
had a marvelous life together." 

Ruffing was the kind of fellow who never took any non¬ 
sense from anybody — even his wife.

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Ancient music boxes may make comeback 


DETROIT (UPI) - From 
1875 to 1915, nearly every 
American home contained a 
music box. Bill Goodof thinks 
the time is ripe for their 
reappearance. 

Goodof and two partners 
have opened three music box 
stores in the past year. The 
latest, in suburban Dearborn, 
is La Boite a Muslque. They 
plan to have three more 
operating by the end of the 
year. 

‘ The renewed popularity is 
not surprising in this present 
age of nostalgia,” said Goodof, 
57, an expert in the field of 
collecting and restoring such 
musical heirlooms. 

"Most of today’s adults 
recall music boxes that were 
treasured family possessions 
years ago," he said in a 
telephone interview from his 
headquarters in the Chicago 
suburb of Northbrook. 

"Unfortunately, the majority 
of these have been lost, 
destroyed or sold to collectors 
so many people would like to 
find a duplicate or something 
similar." 

Goodof, a former engineer 
and musician, became in¬ 
terested in music boxes years 
ago. He began exploring their 
history in subsequent travels in 
Europe. 

He said the basic music box 
mechanism is based on the 
same principle as the bells 
hung in church towers in the 
15th Century. When these were 
rung in a certain order by 
monks, they played a refrain. 

In the late 1700s, Goodof said, 
residents along the French- 
Swiss border developed a way 
to duplicate these sounds in 
miniature. Swiss watchmakers 
later perfected the more exact 
mechanism on which today's 
movements are based. 

Skilled craftsmen in precious 
metals and fine woods joined 
in. Competition raged through¬ 
out the courts of Europe to 
make a royal gift of the most 
elaborate music box. 

Wealthy immigrants brought 
the first music boxes to 
colonial America and some 
were used as presents or trade 
goods in establishing fur 
trading with Indians. Pioneer 
families moving west had to 
leave large musical in¬ 
struments behind to make 
room for essential goods, but 
usually found space for a music 
box that would brighten the 
isolation of a frontier 
homestead. 

Music boxes reached their 
high point in America late in 
the 19th century, when they 
became a leading item for 
catalog stores. 

Goodof said development of 
the phonograph dealt a crip¬ 
pling blow to the U.S. music 
box industry that was centered 
in New Jersey. 

"Once people could hear 
recorded singing voices, they 
lost interest in a device that 
could only play tunes," Goodoff 
said. 

Most of today's music books 
come from Switzerland or 
Japan. 

The mechanisms generally 
involve a metal cylinder 
studded with tiny pins spaced 
according to a desired musical 
arrangement. As the spring- 
turned cylinder operates, pins

strike the teeth of a narrow 
metal comb to produce the 
properly pitched tones. 

The most basic have an 18- 
note range and play about 16 
bars of a song. More Intricate 
versions may have a range of 
28,36,41,50 or 72 notes to play a 
number of different tunes. 


One of Goodof's favorites has 
a double 72-note movement 
with the resulting 144 notes 
playing themes from three 
Beethoven symphonies. It sells 
for $1,650. 

"It’s just a beautifully 
sounding thing," Goodof said. 

For those with much less 


money to spend, Goodoff said 
he offers plenty in the $5 to $50 
range. 

He said music box variety 
ranges “anywhere from a 
baby's toy through figurines 
and metal sculptures to exqui¬ 
site inlaid chests and tables. 

"Actually, almost any item 


can be made into a music box, 
and we have even had them 
custom-designed for special 
gifts or awards." 

Since he opened his Dear¬ 
born store last May and others 
in Chicago and Northbrook, 
Goodof said many people have 
been digging out old music 


boxes and bringing them in to 
be repaired or appraised for 
insurance purposes. 

"Depending on their con¬ 
dition and rarity," he said, 
"some of these old music boxes 
may qualify as antiques valued 
as high as $20,000 by collec¬ 
tors."

Restaurant critics may be due for a shock 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
study of the factors affecting 
consumers' choices of restau¬ 
rants for dining out concludes 
that the newspaper and maga¬ 
zine restaurant critic system 
may be due for a drastic 
overhaul. 

The survey, said to be the 
first major one of its type, 
suggests that both restaurant 


owners and individual consum¬ 
ers think the mass media 
should evaluate dining esta¬ 
blishments, not on the basis of 
one individual’s tastes, but on 
the findings of an anonymous 
and non-professional panel of 
consumers. 

The study was made by Dr. 
Marvin Jolson, a professor of 
marketing and business man¬ 


agement at the University of 
Maryland. Joison's findings 
are based on returns from 
surveys of 628 consumers, 80 
food critics and 100 restaurant 
owners. 

“The findings suggest that 
an independent source of 
market information is im¬ 
portant to consumers. For 
some time, the critic has filled 


this need with restaurants and 
other offerings. 

“But his role is still quite 
fuzzy. Is he an educator, a 
reporter, a shaper of tastes, or 
a pursuer of excellence? 
Perhaps he’s a creative wash¬ 
out or a frustrated writer. Or is 
he merely a consumer's guide 

Dissatisfaction with the pre¬ 


sent system is not widespread 
among consumers, Jolson 
says. But he suggests: “When 
given a choice, both consumers 
and restaurateurs express a 
preference for the heretofore 
untried method of consumer 
panelists." 

Joison's study appears to 
have been prompted at least in 
part by Alex Inglese.

For years Inglese had a 
running battle with the Wash¬ 
ington Post restaurant revie¬ 
wer. in particular over the set 
of symbols the publication 
used: smiles, a dollar sign and 
a whisk, to give readers the 
critic's opinion at a glance 

Inglese barred the reviewer 
from his restaurant and even 
took out ads opposite the 
reviews saying “Alexander's 
Three does not smile on the 
Washington Post critic rating 
system.” In 1973 he met with 
180 other restaurant owners to 
attack the system. 

The Post has since changed 
critics and dropped the sym¬ 
bols. 

Inglese told UPI. “I think a 
lot of newspapers might take a 
second look at their restaurant 
column" as a result of Joison's 
survey. 

The study confirms a com¬ 
plaint of some restaurant 
owners that the critic is too 
often not anonymous. The 
study said about 45 per cent of 
the critics admitted to having 
made reservations in their own 
name, and said some columns 
carry a picture of the reviewer. 

Ironically, the survey found 
that a large proportion of 
diners are receptive to symbol¬ 
ic rating systems while most 
restaurant owners and critics 
don’t like them. The famous 
“Michelin Guide" in France is 
probably the most famous 
example of the symbol system 
it pioneered. 

On the subject oi the single 
critic versus the panel, the 
Jolson study concludes: 

“The consuming public is 
unable to evaluate the same 
product that is being evaluated 
bv the critic. In the cases of 
architectural, theater, book 
and movie critiques, the 
product remains unchanged ... 
In contrast, a meal is a 
custommade product, so that 
the diner can nev^r taste the 
identical dish that the critic 
tasted or experience the 
identical service that the critic 
experienced.” 

Inglese agrees: 

“That's exactly what I've 
been saying. One man can tell 
a million people his soup was 
cold, and there's no one there 
to dispute him." 

Joison’s study says such 
substantial resistance to the 
present approach has ..-msr gee 
in several major cities that the 
system may be due for a 
drastic overhaul. 

Jolson suggests that a panel 
of consumers for reviewing 
restaurants could consist as 
many as 50 people, with the 
reader being told on a 
mathematical scale what the 
group thought of a variety of 
items from food quality to 
service.

Crafts Event Draws 

Master Artisans 

WILLIAMSBURG, Va. 
(UPI) — The second annual 
International Crafts 
Exposition, featuring master 
artisans from the United States 
and nine European nations, 
will be held at the Anheueser 
Busch Old Country Park ad¬ 
joining Colonial Williamsburg 
in mid-September. 

More than 40 craftsmen, 
including a half dozen from 
Iron Curtain countries, will 
demonstrate such skills as 
figurine painting from Germa¬ 
ny and toy carving by West 
Virginia's mountain folk. 

The exposition opens Sept. 17 
for three long weekends 
through Oct. 2. 

Among Iron Curtain partici¬

LONDON (UPI> - Public 
hearings here have spotlighted 
the dangers of white asbestos, 
which until recently has been 
considered relatively harmless 
compared with the deady blue 
asbestos banned in many 
countries. 

The dangers underlined by 
si v oral organizations and in¬ 
dividuals at the hearings pose a 
complex moral problem to 
society in general and the 
Advisory Committee on Asbe¬ 
stos, to which the evidence was 
presented, in particular. 

For however dangerous 
asbestos is, it is an essential

product m modern industrial 
society and there are no 
satisfactory substitutes for 
many of its uses. 

The fibrous qualities of the 
mineral make it uniquely 
suited to resisting heat, 
providing electrical insulation 
and giving strength to other 
materials such as cement when 
used as a reinforcement. 

But exposure to asbestos 
dust can cause three different 
diseases. The first is 
asbestosis. in which the suf¬ 
ferer slowly suffocates as a 
result of progressive lung 
damage. The disease is 
irreversible and cannol be 
treated. 


The other two are cancers, 
caused by the penetration of 
liny fibres into the body cells: 
common bronchial carcinoma, 
and mesothelioma, where 
lining membranes in the chest 
and abdomen are affected. 

Witii the spectre of lingering 
death hanging over the procee¬ 
dings, it was not surprising 
that passions occasially ran 
high. There were several in¬ 
terruptions from the floor and 
picketing in the street outside. 

One former asbestos worker 
from Yorkshire, Ron Slattery, 
36. wiio was sufferuig from 
asbestosis. described how he 
laid vomited at home after dust 
extractors blew back at the 


plant in which he worked. 

“I brought up a ball of 
asbestos from my stomach, 
rolled into a perfect ball, and 
vomited that into a bowl of 
clear water," he said. 

The bulk of the evidence 
concerned the people most at 
risk, the workers in the in¬ 
dustry. Various measures such 
as containerization and 
labelling systems were 
proposed for the protection of 
society as a whole by groups 
like Hie Consumer Association. 

However, the key issue was 
whether the workers needed 
greater protection, and if so the 
exact measures required. 

Many organizations, in¬ 


cluding the Trades Unions 
Congress and the pressure 
group. Asbestos Action, 
wanted the current safety 
levels for dust concentrations 
lowered. 

The present figure, two 
asbestos fibers per cubic 
centimeter, was set by the 
advisory committee last Janu¬ 
ary ui an interim statement 
when the dangers were becom¬ 
ing more apparent. 

The TUC recommended the 
complete banning of all asbe¬ 
stos products ui the long term. 
Peter Jacques, secretary of the 
TUC's social insurance and 
industrial welfaae committee, 
who was presenting the eviden¬ 


ce, pointed out that due to the 
exhaustion of sources, the 
lifespan of the mineral was 
probably no more than 30 years 
anyway. 

In the shorter term, he called 
(or the safety level to be cut by 
a factor of 10 to 0.2 fibres per 
cubic centimeter. 

The companies in the indus¬ 
try argued this was not only 
unnecessary, but technically' 
impossible. It would have 
grave repercussions 
throughout society. 

One of the biggest c ompanies 
involved. Turner and Newall, 
said that while it welcomed the 
2 fibers limit, a reduction to 0.2 
fibres would dose down its 


total United Kingdom opera¬ 
tion. with a loss of 10,000 jobs. 

Jack Shepherd, the director, 
said asbestos products — of 
which more than 3,000 were 
recorded, were mdispeiisiblc to 
industrial sociely and would 
remain so fur many years. 

In some ureas substitution 
was possible, others it was not 
at present. There was no 
alternative material for brake 
finings which retained Ihe 
technical properties required 
to avoid accidents. 

Shepherd said it would not be 
practicable to lower Hie safety 
level below the 2 fibres stan¬ 
dard, due to tlie limitations of 
current technology. Nor would 


the kind of economic upheave! 
which would result from a 
tighter standard be necessary. 

He argued that the reduction 
in health risk was exemplified 
by the experience in one of the 
company's subsidiaries. TBA, 
Industrial. 

"A group of people who were 
employed there for more than 
20 years betore 1030 had an 80 
per cent incidence of asbe¬ 
stosis," he said. "For a similar 
group employed for at least 20 
years before 11168 . the u.- 
cidence is 2.3 per cent We are 
confident that for a 20-year 
span beginning in today's 
conditions the incidence will be 
nil."

Will French separatism 
endanger or strengthen 
Canadian unity?

MONTREAL i UPI) - The 
separatist government of the 
Canadian province of Quebec 
wants to revive the dream of 
17th century French King 
Louis XIV — a "new France" 
in North America. 

The Parti Quebecois, in the 
process, has thrown the entire 
future of Canada into question 
and has raised real fears of 
discrimination among the Eng¬ 
lish-speaking minority in 
Quebec. 

The area which is now 
Quebec was first colonized by 
the French in the 17th century 
and it was named New France 
to add to the glory of the king of 
—France who pronounced: "I 
am the state." 

The Parti Quebecois wants to 
restore the French language 
and French-speakers to the 
primacy they say has been 
eroded over the years by the 
dominance of English speakers 
both in Quebec and the rest of 
Canada. 

For the PQ this translates 
into stringent language laws 
designed to promote the use of 
French and a dream of in¬ 
dependence — or at least 
greater autonomy — from the 
other 11 provinces of federal 
Canada. 

The language laws have 
created a confrontation in 
which the million-strong Eng¬ 
lish-speaking Quebecers claim 
their basic human rights are 
being ignored. 

The language question and 
the independence proposals 
have forced at least 150 
businesses out of Quebec and 
have led both corporations and 
individuals to transfer hun¬ 
dreds of millions of dollars into 
other parts of Canada or to the 
United States. 

The Parti Quebecois says it 
wants to "correct the injustices 
of the past." But many 
Englishspeakers claim the 
government is simply being 
vindictive, getting their 
revenge on a minority that 
mistreated them in the past. 

Independence for the 80 per 
cent French-speaking province 
of Quebec has been a political 
issue for more than a decade. 
In the 1960s it was dismissed as 
a pipedream, an unrealistic 
cause espoused by a crazy 
minority. 

Rene I^vesque, a former 
television broadcaster now 
Premier of Quebec, was one of 
those "crazy" few. 

When I-evesque founded the 
Parti Quebecois in 1967, he was 
branded a "dangerous" man 
who threatened the foundations 
of Canada's federal system of 
government. 

The idea of independence 
was tarnished by the bombings 
and kidnap-murders of the 
Front for the Liberation of 
Quebec in the late 1960s. For a 
tune the Parti Quebecois 
suffered a decline in popularity 
even though it had no con¬ 
nection to the terrorists. 

Now that Levesque is 
governing Quebec, the danger 
to Canadian unity is seen to be 
even stronger. Surprisingly, 
the chances of strengthening 
Canada also appear tc be 
better. 

In the federal capital of 
Ottawa — Canada has 12 
t 


provinces — the alternative to 
Quebec's separation has been a 
policy of national bilingualism. 
But provinces with only tiny 
French-language minorities 
have been unenthusiastic about 
promoting that cause. 

Federal Prime Minister 
Pierre Trudeau told a federal 
parliament debate on national 
unity: "Since Nov. 15 (when 
the Parti Quebecois was 
elected i, Canadians have been 
confronted with the most 
dramatic choice they have had 
to make in their history’- And in 
these seven months, we’ve 
come a long way toward that 
choice." 

Trudeau, a Quebecois by- 
birth who is Canada’s first 
completely bilingual leader, 
warned that making Quebec 
unilingual — French only — 
would eventually lead to the 
breakup of Canada. 

He said all provinces should 
give their linguistic minorities 
rights similar to those 
traditionally available in 
Quebec "but I say this should 
be accomplished by building up 
French in the other provinces, 
not by knocking down English 
in Quebec." 

Trudeau appointed a task 
force to help efforts to hold the 
country together. The seven- 
member Task Force on 
National Unity, co-chaired by 
former Anti-Inflation Board 
President Jean-Luc Pepin and 
former Ontario Premier John 
Robarts. will have a 12-month 
mandate 

"The mandate of the task 
force will be to support, en¬ 
courage and publicize the 
efforts of the general public — 
and particularly of nongovern¬ 
ment organizations — to 
enhance Canadian unity," Tru¬ 
deau said. 

Trudeau said prospects for 
unity had improved because 
the Quebec election had 
brought the problem into the 
open. 

Speaking in Quebec City last 
January, Trudeau said he was 
willing "to start from scratch" 
in rewriting a new constitution 
to replace the 110-year-old 
British North America Act 
which founded federal Canada. 

"There were five constitu¬ 
tions between 1763 and 1867, but 
only one for the past 110 
years," Trudeau said. "In that 
time, the country has changed 
dramatically..." 

In another speech he said: 
"What Quebecers are asking of 
Confederation often seems not 
very different from what other 
Canadians are asking: greater 
equality of opportunity, decent 
lives for themselves, decent 
prospects for their children. 

"Some people also find a 
striking resemblance between 
the grievances of Western 
i Canadians i and of Quebecers: 
insecurity about the future; 
barriers to wider opportunity; 
isolation and distance from 
decision-making; national gov¬ 
ernment and corporate 
business does not sufficiently 
reflect their own values and 
aspirations. Quebecers feel, in 
short, they are not par¬ 
ticipating fully in Canadian 
society, not sharing fully in 
benefits — a feeling that is 
echoed bv many Westerners

about their own place in 
Canada.” 

Separatism also is an issue in 
Canada's western provinces of 
British Columbia and Alberta, 
where small political 
groupings are asking why their 
breakfast cereal has to have 
descriptive text in both English 
and French. 

Rewriting the federal consti¬ 
tution has little appeal for the 
Parti Quebecois. Two attempts 
at renegotiating Quebec’s posi¬ 
tion within Canada were made 
under the former Liberal Party 
Quebec government of Robert 
Bourassa. The Quebecers 
eventually turned down both 
solutions. 

But the constitutional route 
may be the only avenue 
available in the long run. 

The Parti Quebecois was 
founded on the ideal of in¬ 
dependence. But political and 
economic realities changed its 
policy last year to one of 
seeking "sovereignty with as¬ 
sociation." 

Under the latter solution, 
Quebec would become autono¬ 
mous but negotiate a special 
monetary and trading relation¬ 
ship with the rest of Canada. So 
far that idea has been rejected 
by political leaders in the 
remainder of Canada. 

The economic arguments 
against independence for 
Quebec are strong. 

Many of Quebec's industries, 
particularly the textile sector, 
are protected by tariff barriers 
against cheaper foreign im¬ 
ports. The forthcoming Tokyo 
round of trade talks will aim at 
eliminating such barriers and 
could hurt Quebec basically if 
it did not have the protection 
that conies from federation 
with the rest of Canada. 

Other Canadian provinces 
that currently buy Quebec's 
products because they are 
subsidized and protected might 
not want to continue if Quebec 
became separate, even with 
some kind of economic 
association. Businessmen 
would be less inclined to deal 
with a province that puts up 
language barriers. 

Election results and opinion 
polls indicate that, in any case, 
the Parti Quebecois does not 
yet have enough popular 
backing for its separation 
proposals. 

The PQ won last November's 
election with 41 per cent of the 
popular vole, and polls con¬ 
ducted in Quebec at the same 
time showed only 18 per cent 
favored independence, with 58 
per cent opposed. 

Schools are political battle¬ 
fields in Quebec. 

The Parti Quebecois feels 
changes in the education 
system are crucial to its aim of 
promoting French language 
and culture in the province. 

The one million English 
speakers who make up 20 per 
cent of Quebec's population say

the PQ government's policies 
discriminate against a 
language which has been part 
of Quebec’s history since its 
early days. 

W. Earle McLaughlin, chair¬ 
man and president of the Royal 
Bank of Canada, summed up 
the attitude of many Anglo¬ 
phones toward the language 
legislation. 

"1 am deeply disturbed to see 
proposed a policy which is 
based on the concept that the 
only way to promote and 
protect French culture and 
language effectively is to limit 
and suppress English," he 
said. 

If certain members of the I*Q 
had prevailed, the language 
legislation would have abol¬ 
ished the English education 
system in Quebec altogether. 

The Charter for the French 
language does not go that far. 
But most Anglophones believe 
it goes too far anyway. 

The bill would make educa¬ 
tion in English an exception, a 
privilege accorded to those few 
who meet certain stringent 
standards. 

It would restrict education in 


English to those already in 
English-language schools and: 

— children whose parents 
were educated in English in 
Quebec. 

— children whose older 
siblings were educated in 
English. 

— children of temporary 
residents. 

As it stands the bill would 
specifically exclude fror.i Eng¬ 
lish-language education chil¬ 
dren whost parents were 
taught in English in other 
provinces of Canada. 

Camille Laurin, minister for 
cultural development and 
author of the language bill, 
said he opposed free choice of 
schools because in the past 
most immigrants selected En¬ 
glish. 

"What we want to do is 
F "event these massive 
linguistic transfers to the 
Anglophone side," he said 

The Parti Quebecois, and 
many Quebecers who do not 
support that party, say the 
French-speakers for too long 
have been treated as second- 
class citizens. One French 
writer called them "the 
niggers of Canada."

The roots of the problem go 
deep into the past. 

Jean-Louis Roy, director of 
French history studies at 
McGill University, said in an 
interview: "Think about these 
statistics — in 1955 more than 
60 per cent of Francophone 
children left school by the age 
of 14; in 1963414, some 80 to 90 
per cent were still in school at 
the age of 18." 

Under the British North 
America Act, the legislation 
that set up Federal Canada 110 
years ago, ethnic and religious 
groups were allowed to tax 
themselves to set up education 
systems of their choice. 

On the French-speaking, 
largely Roman Catholic side of 
the fence, education was left 
mostly to the Church. Protes¬ 
tant, Jewish and other ethnic 
groups taxed themselves more 
to set up education systems 
that were recognizably 
superior — and all in English. 

"In the past there had been 
serious problems in the quality 
of education in French, and to 


some extent the French- 
language schools still have an 
image problem," Roy said. 

"But it’s not just the quality 
of the schools," he said. 
"Immigrants to Canada 
wanted to learn the language of 
North America, which is 
English." 

The education situation 
changed in the 1960s when 
Liberal Jean Lesage become 
premier of Quebec Province 
and began promoting the 
Francophones. In a few years 
of what is now called the "quiet 
revolution," Quebec's 
education system was 
revamped to place more 
emphasis on the use of French. 

Therein lies part of the an¬ 
swer to the recent success of 
the Parti Quebecois. 

"The children of the 1960s 
who were given the benefit of 
this better education are now 
emerging from the universities 
and they are not finding the 
opportunities they think should 
be theirs,” Roy said. ^ 


Still, Roy feels the Anglo¬ 
phones of Quebec are getting a 
better deal than some of their 
compatriots. 

"Compare the superior and 
extensive school system dedi¬ 
cated to the Anglophone 
minority in Quebec with the 
situation in New Brunswick, 
where the French-speaking 
Acadians make up 40 per cent 
of the population but have 
trouble getting recognition of 
their right to education in 
French. ' 

Passions have been high on 
both sides of the dispute. 

The English-speakers of 
Quebec, who say their culture 
has been part of the province at 
least as long as that of the 
French-speakers, are claiming 
the Parti Quebecois govern¬ 
ment wants to pay them bark 
for the mistakes of the past. 

Members of the PQ have 
described as "traitors" and 
"sellouts" those who have 
opposed their policies.

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For 'Bubbling Brown Sugar' 
the second run tops the first

Hie second time is even better than the 
iirst, “Bubbling Brown Sugar’’ has 
returned to the Colonial Theatre in a 
dazding celebration of the more famous 
people, places, music and night spots of 
Harlem 19HM0. 

It opens on a street in Harlem in 1977. 
Two old troupers are hauling a trunk full 
of memorabilia from their performing 
days many years ago. Skeptical youths, 
pouring through the trunk, are amused at 
what they find. It becomes necessary for 
John Sage and Checkers to “educate" the 
upstarts. 

We are whisked back to 1920. 

The songs selected for production are 
representative of their eras. Many will be 
familiar. The book, by Loften Mitchell, 
and its structural concepts are excellent. 
John Sage is played by Charles "Honi" 
Coles in a smooth and stylish manner. 
Among his best moments are when he 
sings "Nobody" and “Ain’t 
Misbehavin." Jay Flash Riley clearly 
enjoys himself as Checkers, the portly 
comic relief, and John Sage’s life-long 
sidekick. 

They, in turn, are joined by Irene 
Paige, who performed with them way 
back when, and is still trying to land John 
Sage. Marilyn Johnson plays Irene 
warmly, happily, and femininely. She 
shines in "That’s What Harlem Is to Me” 
and is tremendously sexy in 
“Honeysuckle Rose." 

John, Irene, and Checkers bring Ella 
and Jim back to the 1920’s. Terri Burrell, 
very good as Ella, brings down the house 
in “I Got It Bad." Myles G. Savage plays 
Jim and lacks the sparkle the other 
performers emit, and such contrast 
makes him only look worse. Supporting 
performers who are particularly 
distinctive are Sandi Hewitt, Bettye 
Lavette, and Ronald "Smokey" Stevens. 
Hewitt excels in “His Eye is on the 
Sparrow Swing Low, Sweet Chariot” 
medley. Bettye Lavette sings "Sweet 
Georgia Brown" the way I’m sure it was 
meant to be sung. You must hear it to 
believe it. She later stops the show with 
“God Bless the Child” with such elec¬ 
tricity that one would immediately match 
her against any of the great blues singers 
of years gone by. 

Stevens ushers us into each scene 
change and is particularly outstanding as 
he struts about in "C’mon Up to Jive 
Time.” 

The rest of the cast is vibrant, sings 
well, and dances very well. They are 
particularly outstanding in the title song; 
the»r dancing is stunning in the “Stompin’ 
at the Savoy Take the ‘A’ Train "medley; 
and end the show with a terrific tap step 
in the finale "It Don’t Mean a Thing.” 

While in the Twenties, the time- 
travelers encounter a singer Judy 
(Donna Lauria) and a straight-laced 
Harvard man Charles (Christopher 
Nelson). Lauria isn’t particularly 
distinctive as Judy. However Nelson 
brings us to laugh as the beat and rhythm 
of Harlem’s music transforms him so he 
can strut with the best of them. 

The director, Robert M. Cooper, is to be 
commended, for this production is far 
superior to the one that played Boston 
last October. I didn’t believe then that 
“Bubbling Brown Sugar” would be for 
everybody. This production will be en¬ 
joyed by anyone. Billy Wilson can only be 


applauded tor his choreography. The 
musical direction by Danny Holgate is 
excellent. 

I see nothing that detracts from this 
production. Even the differentiation of 
slang between eras is amusing.

'Innocent' plea in Herbits case 


A 44-year-old Randolph contractor is 
being held without bail after pleading 
innocent Monday two charges of mur¬ 
dering a Chestnut Hill lawyer and his wife 
eight months ago.

St. Germain, the suspect’ reportedly 
put up no resistance when he was 
arrested by Newton and State Police at 
his Randolph home at 7 a.m. Monday.

DeLaney, along with Newton Det. Lt. 
Gerald Marchand and Dets. Manley 
Kiley, Joseph Donanhue, and John 
Claflin.

Snags delay Nahanton Woods vote

Attorney urges prompt response to Roach suit

With barely a quorum present, the 
Newton Planning and Development 
Board, meeting jointly with the Newton 
Community Development Authority, 
heard its attorney advise prompt 
response to the civil complaint filed in 
Middlesex Superior Court Aug. 1 by 
Martin Roach against the NCDA and its 
predecessor, the Newton Redevelopment 
Authority. 

Roach, former owner of several large 
parcels of land north of Washington 
Street in Lower Falls, filed suit against 


the NRA, NCDA, Spaulding and Slye and 
its two satelite corporations now 
developing Roach’s old land, and nine 
Lower Falls property owners who have 
bought some of the old Roach land. 

Roach has accused the NRA of “in¬ 
tentional fraud” in the taking of his land 
eight years ago. 

John M. Reed, an attorney with the 
firm of Withington, Cross, Park and 
Groden of Boston, briefed the NPDB and 
some of the Lower Falls defendants in the 
suit on the allegations and his assessment 
of how they will fare in court 

Reed believes that there are three 
things fundamentally wrong with 


Roach’s complaint filed by Attorney 
John Mulhem of Boston. 

He also told the residents present that, 
unfortunately, he can only represent the 
NRA (or, NCDA and NPDB as its suc¬ 
cessors). 

The nine property owners and the 
developers will have to hire their own 
lawyers, he said. 

(Massachusetts statutes say that an 
agent for a pu blic body can serve only one 
master, Reed said.) 

In response, Joel Leighton, president of 
the Lower Falls Project Area Committee 
(LOPAC) which has been designated as 
the official citizen group to have input 


into the federal urban renewal project, 
insisted that the authority (NCDA) is 
responsible, because it caused the ex¬ 
pense of legal fees to these nine property 
owners by seizing their former land eight 
years ago. 

Leighton urged the authority to do 
“something” to absorb the costs. 

Either NCDA should reimburse the 
residents for counsel, or the Newton 
Board of Aldermen (as Leighton claims 
they promised several years ago) should 
reimburse these citizens for any loses 
which they sustain, he said.

Denial of CDC to be reconsidered 


Reconsideration of the negative vote on 
a $665,000 bond issue for a central 
dispatch center for police and fire saved 
the proposal for the next meeting of the 
Board of Aldermen Sept. 6. 

A special meeting may be called before 
then to act on the matter. 

The Board Monday night failed to 
accept the report of its Finance Com¬ 
mittee to deny the CDC, which came as a 
result of a 4-4 committee vote, but could 
not muster the necessary 16 favorable 
votes to pass the matter. A bond issue 
requires a two-thirds vote of the 24- 
member body. 

After the vote of 13 in favor, 10 opposed, 
Board President Joseph McDonnell 
announced that he would move recon¬ 
sideration of the vote. 

Another proposal — to have a 
"feasibility study” made — was denied 
by a 20-3 vote. 

Sidney Small' who had been absent for 
most of the Board meeting, arrived in 


time for the vote. David Cohen was out of 
the state. 

Aid. John Stewart, who for the past 
month has been expressing reservations 
about the need for a combined dispatch 
center, said Monday night there are still 
too many unanswered questions about the 
staffing, ultimate costs, and efficiency of 
the dispatch center, and urged the Board 
to reject the request. 

Stewart had suggested upgrading the 
communications and dispatch systems of 
the police and fire separately, but an 
estimate prepared by the Police 
Department gave the total cost as 
$940,750, in contrast to the $665,000 
requested. 

McDonnell’s motion to reconsider does 
not indicate that in the end he will vote for 
the CDC. He has been seriously con¬ 
cerned about the uses to which some of 
the voice recordings might be put and 
also about access to computer in¬ 
formation that will be stored in the CDC. 


Voting in favor of the CDC were Aid. 
W<*ndell Bauckman, Donald Budge, 
Ernest Dietz, Matthew Jefferson, Terry 
Morris, Joan Saklad, Susan Schur, Carol

Tennant is reluctantly in favor of the 
CDC, but voted against it when he saw 
that it would fail, with the intention of 
moving reconsideration. Reconsideration 
may be moved only by a member who 
voted on the prevailing side of a vote. 


Small fetched by police car 


An unmarked Newton police car was 
dispatched to Sutton, Mass., to bring Aid. 
Sidney Small back to City Hall in the hope 
that his vote would put the CDC over the 
top. 

The 90-mile round trip was ordered by 
Mayor Theodore Maim, who calculated 
that Small would make the 16th vote in 
favor. 

Small was in Sutton on business and 
had not planned to attend the meeting of 


the Board, even though he had voted w 
favor of the CDC in the Finance Com¬ 
mittee, of which he is the chairman. 

Small had not taken his personal car to 
Sutton and had no means of tran¬ 
sportation back. 

When questioned about the use of a 
police vehicle, Mayor Mann said Tuesday 
that he is "authorized” to use police 
vehicles for such a purpose. 

"The matter was sufficiently important 
city business," the mayor said. 


Conservators' debate 

Mayoral hopefuls have a variety of plans

Divergent styles and views emerged 
last week in the first meeting with all six 
candidates for mayor in attendance. 

Sponsored by the Newton Conservators 
and devoted primarily to land use issues, 
the meeting drew an estimated 150 people 
to a basement room in Grace Church in 
Newton Corner on a warm and hunud 
Thursday night. 

In addition to the Conservators, it 
appeared each candidate had at least a 
sprinkling of supporters on hand with 
interested citizens filling out the group. 

A conflict well-known in Newton, open 
s|)ace vs. development to meet housing 
needs and expand the tax base, brought a 
variety of responses from the six par¬ 
ticipants, David Berkeley, Richard 


Bullwinkle, Eliot Cohen, Peter 
Harrington, James Miller and Mayor 
Theodore Mann. 

Cohen and Harrington made the most 
definite statements about acquisition of 
the Novitiate land for a park,while Mayor 
Mann dwelt on accomplishments already 
made in the acquisition of open space. 

Cohen, who spoke first because the 
Conservators decided to have the can¬ 
didates speak in the order they will ap¬ 
pear on the ballot, came out flatly in 
favor of acquiring the entire 60-acre 
Novitiate parcel. 

"1 was an advocate of taking the whole 
Novitiate long before it became 
fashionable’” he said. 

Cohen, in the course of his campaign, 
has also proposed the creation of a new 
zone for country dubs and golf courses to 
protect them from development, as they 


comprise the greatest bulk of open space 
in Newton. 

Cohen is in favor of city acquisition of 
open space as the first means of 
protecting what remains in the city. He 
feels this could be accomplished by the 
addition of less than $1 per thousand on 
the tax rate for purchase of parcels. 

Cohen also said he is opposed to 
planned unit development (PUD)’ a 
concept allowing greater density of 
development on a small portion of land in 
order to keep the bulk of the land open, 
because he said it “encourages rather 
than discourages development.” 

Harrington, currently a stale 
representative representing Newtonville 
and Newton Corner, outlined a somewhat 
bolder plan for acquisition of open space. 

He favors establishment of a con¬ 
servation zone, similar in nature to 


l 


Cohen's country club zone, as one means 
of protecting open space. 

Harrington, however, takes things one 
step further and proposes establishment 
of an open space acquisition plan for 400 
or 500 acres. 

He said he would ask the Board of 
Aldermen to approve a bond of $3 million 
that would be used as an open space 
account, allowing the city to negotiate 
with owners for acquisition of their land. 

He said this would cost taxpayers about 
80 cents per thousand of assessed 
valuation over a period of 10 years. 

The advantage to his plan, he said, is 
that owners would know the city would be 
ui a position to purchase their land.

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Housing demand in 
Newton changing 


Public housing demand in 
Newton has switched recently, 
from three and four-bedroom 
apartments to one and two- 
bedroom apartments, the 
Housing Services Commission 
learned last week. 

Asst. Director Jennifer 
Volkert told the HSC that the 
federal Department of Housing 
and Urban Development has 
"realigned" the types of units 
in the second year of Newton's 
Section 8 housing program to 22 
one-bedrooms, 29 two- 
bedrooms, 5 three-bedrooms 
and 2 four-bedrooms. 

The number of one and two- 
bedroom apartments was 
increased, and the number of 
three and four-bedroom 
apartments cut back, because 
of changes in the waiting list 
for housing, Ms. Volkert said. 

Demand for the smaller 
apartments are coming from 
elderly and handicapped 
people, she added. 

A spokesman formerly with 
the Urban Affairs Committee 


of the state legislature, in¬ 
terviewed last week, attributes 
the heavier demand from the 
handicapped to several fac¬ 
tors. 

"It may be a function of 
better understanding among 
people seeking housing 
assistance," said Tom Adams. 

The applicants may be from 
outside, as well as within 
Newton, he added. 

Secondly, the state Depart¬ 
ment of Community Affairs 
now has a Bureau of Han¬ 
dicapped Housing that works 
with handicapped persons and 
is alerting them to housing 
opportunities statewide, 
Adams said. 

Several years ago the 
legislature set aside $10 million 
to be used for modifying new or 
existing public housing to 
accommodate handicapped 
people, Adams added. 

A combination of these 
factors is probably responsible 
for changing the pattern of 


Newton's public housing 
demands, he said. 

Handicapped apartments 
are already in the plans for the 
Paul Street project, now on the 
drawing boards, and the "Echo 
Ridge” complex on Thurston 
Road, due to open next month.

'State of the City' 

Mayor predicts 3% tax rise 


Mayor Theodore Mann 
predicted a 3 percent increase 
in real estate taxes in his an¬ 
nual “state of the city” address 
to the Board of Aldermen this 
week. 

.The mayor said he was 
"pleased to report" that this 
year the tax increase will be 
under last year’s increase of 
less than 3.4 percent. The 
current tax rate is $164.40 per 
thousand dollars of assessed 
value. 

(The Board of Assessors will 
set the tax rate in the next two 
weeks. City Comptroller 
Lawrence Marino estimates 
that the increase will be less 
than $5 per thousand.) 

The "state of the dty" ad¬ 
dress has been the mayor's 
method of complying with a 
requirement of the dty charter 
that he submit to the Board at 
the beginning of each fiscal 
year "a complete report on the 
financial and administrative 
activities of the city for the 
preceding fiscal year." Copies 
are available to the public. 

This year, when the mayor is 
running for reelection to his 
third term’ the 25-page report 
contains numerous references 
to accomplishments of the 
mayor over the past year and 
several complaints about 
unfair finandal treatment by 
the state and federal govern¬ 
ments. 

But Mann acknowledged that 
the dty has received “millions 
of dollars in federal funding” 
for sodal, housing, and health 
programs, employment 
through the CETA program, 
physical improvement in the 
business districts in several 


neighborhoods, and public 
works projects. 

Federal and state grants also 
made the city’s “com¬ 
prehensive plan" possible, the 
mayor said. 

Mayor Mann pointed proudly 
again to the AAA rating of 
Newton by Moody's Investors 
Service, an accomplishment he 
said “distinguished Newton as 
one of the most secure 
municipal investments in the 
United States," and added that 
the funded debt ratio of Newton 
is only one-fourth that of the 
average of Massachusetts’ 39 
cities and below the group 
norm established by Moody’s 
for communities like Newton. 

Crime has dropped 17.8 
percent in the past year, the 
mayor noted (the same 
decrease was reported this 
week for six . other 
Massachusetts cities), and 
praised the new ambulance 
service due to go into effect 
shortly. 

He plugged for the passage 
by the Board of a new central 
dispatch center for fire and 
police (the measure was 
defeated but reconsidered later 
Monday night), which he said 
will pay for itself "over the 
years ahead." 

The reuse of buildings and 
the surplus municipal closing 
of schools, both of which began 
during the last fiscal year' will 
save money and provide 
revenue to the city, the mayor 
said. 

One of the surplus municipal 
buildings — the old Peirce 
School — will be converted to 
apartments for the elderly. 


New and Now! 


Another 36 apartments for the 
elderly will open on Thurston 
Road, Upper Falls, in the fall, 
and bids are being sought ior a 
43-unit building on Paul Street, 
Newton Centre, also for elderly 
tenants. 

In private construction, the 
mayor said, "Our tax base 
continues to be broadened with 
nearly $30 million of value 
being added over the next 15 
months through new con¬ 
struction and industrial 
revitalization.” 

Measures taken by the Mann 
administration for FY78 to 
save money and increase ef¬ 
ficiency, the mayor said, are 
the reorganization of the 
Public Works Department, the 
institution of a maintenance 
program for motor vehicles, 
car pooling of city vehicles, 
and the installation of the 
Centrex telephone system, 
which allows for monitoring of 
telephone use. 

Mayor Mann complained 
about the state legislature’s 
mandating programs to be 
carried out by cities and towns 
without providing state funds 
for their implementation. 

He is still "not satisfied” 
with the level of service 
provided by the Massachusetts 
Bay Transportation Authority, 
he said, even though there have 
been improvements, and 
pointed out that Newton’s 
MBTA assessment has doubled 
— from $1.3 to $2.6 million — in 
the last three years, more 

Problems ahead for Newton, 
as the mayor sees them, are 
the realization of what 
government can and should do, 
the need for state takeover of 
the expense of the courts and 
other programs, and the use of 
modern management in city 
government. 

The mayor concluded with 
thanks to the Board of 
Aldermen for its "continuing 
efforts to improve our city 
government," and a special 
word to the the aldermen who 
are leaving the Board at the 
end of the year.

He is no stranger to Newton 
politics, having served two 
terms as a member of the 
Mayor’s Youth Advisory 
Board. He attends Board of 
Aldermen meetings regularly. 

Among the problems which 
Newton is facing today are the 
ever-increasing tax rate, court- 
ordered revaluation, housing 
and financial security for 
senior citizens, housing for low- 
and moderate-income families, 
and the protection of our 
neighborhood character and 
our wetlands,” Coletti said. 

"My platform will be one of 
open communication with my 


constituency of interested 
citizens to determine which are 
our priority goals. My votes 
will not only reflect my own 
personal and moral feelings, 
but also the interests of all the 
citizens,” he said. 

Coletti has been in the 
electronics industry for seven 
years. His present position has 
been with Raytheon as a 
production engineer. His duties 
included company con¬ 
solidations, reorganization, 
and development of solar 
energy systems, state-of-the- 
art military radar and com¬ 
munication systems for in¬ 
dustry. 

He is married to the former 
Dolores Nlgro whose 
professional career is in 
retailing and merchandising.

The city will apply im¬ 
mediately for J 1.2 million in 
federal public works funds for 
street reconstruction, 
demolition of the Stearns 
School, and Newton Centre 
"beautification," following a 
vote by the Board of Aldermen 
Monday night authorizating 
the application. 

At a recess meeting of the 
Finance Committee, Jane Pitt, 
the mayor’s assistant, ex¬ 
plained that it not necessary at 
this point to specify which 
streets will be reconstructed, 
but the application for the 51,2 
million must be submitted 
right now. 

Newton was passed over in 
the first two rounds of federal 
PW disbursements, but has 
been allocated 51.2 million now 
if the projects are approved. 

The street reconstruction 
will cost 5730,000; Stearns 
School demolition and site 
improvement will cost 
5250,000; and fixing up Newton 
Centre will take 5240,000. 

The application represents a 
commitment by Mayor 
Theodore Mann to accede to 
Nonantum's wishes to have the 
building removed and use the 
land for recreation. 


The mayor's action also 
removes the building and site 
from consideration for 
rehabilitation or construction 
for any type of housing. 
Residents of Nonantum have 
long been opposed to housing 
on that site. 

In other action, the Board 
approved permissive use for 
exceeding the 40-ft. height limit 
at Pual Street, Newton Centre, 
allowing plans to go ahead for 
the construction of a 43-unit 
apartment building for the 
elderly. 

The housing will be built with 
HUD funding under the aegis of 
the Newton Community 
Development Authority and 
will be operated by the Housing 
Services Commission. 

The Board also granted a 
temporary occupancy permit 
to another city housing 
development for the elderly, on 
Thurston Road, Upper Falls. 

Free parking in metered 
municipal lots for elderly car 
owners was approved again, 
after an amendment limiting 
the first sticker period to four 
months was approved. During 
that time the use or abuse of 
the stickers will be evaluated.

100 units proposed 
for Murley property 


Developers who want to build 
on the 30-acre "Murley Farm" 
will try the third time on Sept. 
29, when they will present a 
new plan for 100 condominiums 
to the I .and Use Committee. 

The developers are Stephen 
Hopkins and Thomas Larsen. 

The proposal was denied by 
the Board of Aldermen in 
January, 1977, after the 
proposal had been scaled down 
from 196 to 154 units. A 120-unit 
version was unofficially 
presented but never acted on 
by the Planning Board and 
therefore not officially denied. 

The land, at Dedham and 
Parker Streets, in the Larsen- 
Hopkins planwould be built on 
only in the center portion, 
leaving six acres untouched on 
at the front and rear of the 
property. 


Neighborhood opposition to 
the previous plans was intense. 

If no agreement can be 
reached with the neighbors and 
approval Is not gained from the 
Board of Aldermen on a zone 
change and permissive use, the 
owner of the land may sell the 
property for development 
under the state’s "antisnob 
zoning" law. 

Under this law, Chapter 774, 
up to 250 apartments could be 
built on 20 acres of the land 
through a comprehensive 
permit granted by the state 
Housing Appeals Committee. 

The purpose of the law is to 
further the cause of low- and 
moderate-income housing. 

Newton does not comply with 
the criteria established by the 
state for number of units of 
such housing in the city. 


ADA to endorse in 
mayor, school races 


The state chapter of the 
Americans for Democratic 
Action (ADA) has decided to 
make endorsements for School 
Committee and mayoral 
candidates this fall, but not 
until after the preliminary, the 
executive director said this 
week. 

Director Lin Sasman said 
Tuesday that the ADA Political 
Action Committee chose to 
endorse candidates in Newton, 
Boston, and Cambridge local 
elections because it has most of 
its members in those cities. 

Sasman estimated from 10 to 
20 percent of ADA’s 1300 
members live in Newton. 

ADA has asked all can¬ 
didates for School Committee 
and mayor to send their 
platform and credentials for 
office to the group, and it may 
further interview some can¬ 
didates before making en¬ 
dorsements. 


Director Sasman said the 78- 
member State Board expects 
to vote on the endorsements 
Oct. 12, after the Oct. 4 
preliminary election. 

Members of the ADA 
Political Action Committee 
will attend meetings when 
candidates will speak, the 
director said. 

Two years ago the ADA 
endorsed candidates for School 
Committee and the Board of 
Aldermen, Sasman said, but 
does not have the resources to 
choose aldermanic office 
seekers this year. 

The State Board may choose 
not to endorse the persons 
selected by the Political Action 
Committee (PAC), but may not 
choose to endorse an opponent 
to the one selected by the PAC 
which will have a strong 
representation of Newton 
people when deciding the 
endorsements here, Sasman 
said.

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Editorial 
More debates 

When an estimated 150 people packed a 
meeting room at Grace Church in Newton 
Corner last week to see the candidates for 
mayor in their first public appearance 
together, the sponsors of the meeting could 
be uniformly heard muttering "We never 
expected a turnout like this...we never 
dreamed this many people would come." 

The turnout tells us all something: there 
is a genuine desire on the part of the public 
to see the candidates for mayor. 

At this point, last Thursday's 
Conservator-sponsored candidates night is 
the only meeting scheduled for all the can¬ 
didates for mayor together. 

Therefore we want to publicly urge other 
groups to consider sponsoring additional 
mayoral candidate forums before the Oct. 4 
( preliminary. 

We also note that in general discussions 
this week with members of the community 
and elected officers we find we are not the 
only ones who feel other meetings are 
necessary. 

The focus of the Conservators meeting 
was land use and open space. Other issues 
were brought up. but certainly not to the 
satisfaction of all present. Many questions 
were left either unasked or unanswered. 

We hope other civic-minded organizations 
will consider the importance of the office 
and the need to hear all candidates express 
themselves and try and organize more 
debates the public can attend. 

We are aware this week that at least two 
more groups are trying to set up mayoral 
candidate meetings that will probably be 
announced shortly to the public. 

We re glad they got the message too. 

When six men are vying for one job and 
four will be eliminated in the preliminary 
election Oct 4. it would seem to us t8e time 
to showcase the hopefuls is now, not at the 
end of October. 

Who will pay? 

Decide in haste and repent at leisure 
might well be the assumption after the 
overrun on the Alaskan pipeline costs of at 
least $1.5 billion. 

The Alaska Pipeline Commission has 
reported that figure as the amount wasted 
during the construction. It cited poor 
management, unsound business practices 
and the lobbying efforts to get Congressional 
approval as the main factors. Alyeska 
Pipeline Service Co., the consortium of 
eight oil companies which built the pipeline, 
is sure to have counter arguments. 

When the pipeline was proposed eight years 
ago. the estimated cost was a billion dollars. 
By the time, construction began, that had 
shot up to $4 billion, but part of it could be 
blamed upon inflation. The cost now, while 
not figured out to the last penny, is about $8 
billion. An experienced construction 
management firm was not hired until just 
before construction began, according to the 
report, because the owners didn't want to 
appear committed to the project so that 
more pressure could be brought to bear upon 
Congress to shrug off environmental 
safeguards. There was further waste, in 
spite of the eventually hired management 
counsel's recommendations for phasing in 
procedures. As a result, some employees 
collected wages over many months for 24- 
hour-a-day work. There was further mis¬ 
management in the construction of pumping 
stations and terminal facilities, according to 
the commission.

Dukakis' most embarrassing month

BOSTON (UPI) — This month will go down In history as 
me of the most politically embarrassing times for Gov. 
vtichael S. Dukakis or for that matter any Massachusetts 

’ovemor. 

With one exception, the misfortunes resulted primarily 
rom circumstances beyond his immediate control, but as 
:hicf executive Dukakis must, of course, assume respon¬ 
sibility. 

First, there was a disputed $23.5 million computer con- 
:ract for the Office of Administration and Finance. Dukakis 
.erminated the contract and put the project out for new bids 
after conflict of interest charges were raised. 

While denying any conflict existed, Dukakis conceeded 
lhat Secetary of Administration and Finance John Buckley 
used poor judgment in handling the matter. 

Buckley, and through turn Dukakis, also came under fire 
last week when reports circulated the state's fiscal 1977 
surplus would be $69 million, rather than the $12 million 
originally forecast. 

Asked where the extra money came from Buckley said it 
had been "tucked away" in a drawer. The governor called 
the remark inappropriate. It later turned out the surplus 
may reach $90 million to $100 million. 

Legislators who fought unsuccessfully to add more local 
aid money to the recently passed state budget were angered 
by the surplus reports saying the information should have 
been made available when the budget was debated. 

Perhaps the most embarrassing incident, and the only 
one for which he was at least partiallly responsible, came 
last Monday when the overwhelmingly Democratic Senate 
adopted a Republican-sponsored resolution condemning the 
Democratic governor. 

The condemnation was for issuing a proclamation saying 
that Italian-American anarchists Nicola Sacco and Barto¬ 
lomeo Vanzetti, executed for murder in 1927, did not receive 
a fair trial. The governor designating Aug. 23 as Sacco and 
Vanzetti memorial day. 

The resolution w^s adopted 2114 with all six Republicans 
and 15 Democrats, including Majority Leader William M. 


Bulger, D-Boston, voting for it. A motion to reconsider will 
be voted on this week and may prevail since the original 
vote was more a slap In the face to Dukakis than an ex¬ 
pression of sentiment on the issue. 

One Italian senator who gave an impassioned speech 
against Dukakis action's had on a previous occasion at¬ 
tacked Dukakis on a personal matter and in effect accused 
the governor o' contributing to the death of his father. 

Other senators voted against Dukakis equally personal, 
though less intense reasons. Some voted for the resolution 
because the governor had issued it in the Senate chamber 
without their knowledge. , 

The governor’s woes did not end with Sacco and Vanzetti. 
I,ater in the week a second computer contract under fire. 
This time it was a $19 medicaid pact. Dukakis halted the 
contract after charges were made that one bidder may 
have been improperly excluded. 

Then, to top matters off, Dukakis confirmed reports that 
he received an illegal corporate campaign contribution in 
1974 which he returned earlier this year when the illegal 
nalure of the gift came to light. 

There was no indication Dukakis or anyone on his staff 
knew the gift was illegal at the time it was made. The 
contribution was illegal only because the individual making 
it later was reimbursed by his company. 

However, the incident became even more unpleasant 
when information was brought to light that Dukakis’ 
campaign finance manager in 1974, Paul Brountas, was a 
corporate officer of the company which made the indirect 
contribution. 

There is no evidence Brountas knew anything about the 
matter at the time. His name appeared on the company's 
coporate papers because he was their attorney. And, ac¬ 
cording to Dukakis’ office, Brountas actually has been 
instrumental in “blowing the whistle" on some the alleged 
improprieties surrounding the firm's business dealings. 

The week ended with confirmed reports that Sam Vitali, 
chief secrerary to Lt. Gov. Thomas P. O'Neill, has been 
questioned by Attorney General Francis X. Bellotti 
conerning his association with an educational consulting 
firm which is under investigation. So far, it appears that 
Vitali’s only role was limited to $350 in legal services.

The lottery's many losers

ho When it comes to - the naive, the Massachusetts Slate 
Lottery- seems to be in a class by itself. Whether you watch 
the television commercials or hear the Lottery's siren song 
of easy wealth on your favorite radio station, you are being 
exposed to a coldblooded sales pitch that sugarcoats the 
true odds and hoodwinks the public. In the increasingly 
popular numbers game, the chances of winning are remote 
— but the State Lottery has successfully "done a number” 
on tens of thousands of the naive, the unwary, the unin¬ 
formed, the easily gulled, and,yes, the ever-opeful poor. 
Any comparison between a game, a fair drawing and a 
legitimate gamble is purely conincldental. 

A. VanSchyndel of Brewster recently shared his personal 
research on the subject in a"letter to the editor" and 
referred to the lottery's hard sell as an "attempt to hood¬ 
wink the naive and gullible." 

He said choosing a four-digit number to play with the 
expectation that the number will appear that day as the 
winning number is to wish for an extremely improbable 
happening. 

"The odds against a four-digit number being chosen art 
10,000 to one! that is, there are 9999 other numbers that have 
just as much chance of appearing as the number you may 
choose,” Schyndel wrote. "This means thatany number 
arbitrarily cho6en (in a year’s drawings) has a chance of 
appearing once in 3L94 years.” 


This analysis, of course, comes as no surprise to those 
who recall a recent Federal gambling study which 
described state lotteries as poor deals for unwary bettors. 
When that study exploded in the headlines in late May, 
Mass. State Lottery Director William E. Pereault quickly 
launched a counter-attack — he called the two-year study 
"superficial, inaccurate and misleading.” 

This was an understandable, albeit misleading, reaction 
an 

smacked of the same type misrepresentation as "The 
Game’s" advertisements employ to separate Bay Staters 
from their hard-earned dollars. 

Let's set the record straight on one point: Perreault has a 
job to do and, from a financial standpoint, he has done it 
well. Whether important humane considerations were 
sidetracked, or even ignored, is another matter. 

Perrault and his top aide, Charles (Buddy) Hamilton, 
have done an outstanding job of administering the Game 
and its divers offshoots since it was created in the early 
1970s — it’s honesty, efficiency and revenueproducing 
results are praiseworthy. 


The instant game was such a rip-off the 
scheme was quickly shelved a few years ago. 


Nonetheless, the suspicion persists in some quarters that 
Perreault is over-prone to gimmickry and that some of his 
schemes to separate folks from their money borders on the 
unconcionable. The now-defunct instant game of unhappy 
memory was such a rip-off of the unsuspecting, with 
staggering odds against success — odds so bad the scheme 
was quickly shelved a few years ago. 

Republican State Senator David of H. Locke Wellesley is 
one of those totally disenchanted, and accuses the.State 
Lottery of being deceptive and misleading. He says it takes 
advantage of the unemployed, those on welfare and the 
desperate poor. 

Certainly there is ground for criticism. That is not to 
suggest that the lottery be abandonned, merely that 
possibly some consideration be given to diminished use of 
from cash, sharpshooters, shady methods of separating 
victim Maybe there'd be fewer dollars in the state’s coffers, 
but this would be preferable to having those who can least 
afford it seduced from their money by highly questionable 
and suspect means. 

At the very least. Senator Locke's suggestion that an 
admonition spelling out the odds against winning be printed 
on every ticket should be adopted. After all, caveat emptor 
— let the buyer beware — may be all right in a lot of 
dealings but somehow it seems a shaky crutch for the 
Commonwealth to rest its case upon.

LOPAC on the Lower Falls issues 


To the Editor 

It is with a sense of futility 
that we face some of the issues 
that have arisen concerning 
the apparent failure to achieve 
a mixed housing project in 
Newton Lower Falls. 

On the one hand, the Director 
of Planning describes with 
optisism the marketability of 
the units to be reserved for 
fair-market rentals based upon 
his experience with com¬ 
parable buildings in Newton; 
and on the other, we find a 
substantial concern expressed 
by Aldermanic Land Use 
Committee Chairman Eliot 
Cohen, namely that the 
developer will be required to 
! revert to housing subsidized in 
the event that the required 
number of units at fair-market 
1 value cannot be rented. 

Aid. Cohen indicated lhat in 
such a situation the developer 
would have to revoke ihe 
guarantees in order to avoid a 
financially-losing situation. In 
otherwords, the statement of 
the developer presented here 
would then not be "worth the 
paper it is written on." 

There are a number of 
disturbing elements that have 
been introduced, but there is 
one lhat requires emphasis 
over and over again. The 
position of this community 
through ihe Lower Falls 
Improvement Association and 
the Lower Falls Project Area 
Committee, and formulated as 
a result of almost a decade of 
discussions and active citizen 
participation, has been based 
upon the concept of mixed 
housing: one-third elderly, one- 
third open market, and one- 
third subsidized low and 
moderate income units. 

This policy is clear to the 
community; it has been stated 


repeatedly in every forum of 
discussion, the various 
municipal agencies have 
known, and the developer 
should have known. It is im¬ 
portant to point out that any 
position that deviates from this 
not only violated a basic stand 
taken by the community, but 
also subverts the intent of our 
citizens in every discussion 
ever held on this issue. 

The Lower Falls community, 
except for a commercial area 
along Washington Street, is a 
residential community, with 
the excepUon of two small 
apartments, of single-family 
homes. Yet the Lower Falls 
village (if our information is 
correct) is the only community 
in the city of Newton to accept 
subsidized housing. In spite of 
charges of discrimination and 
"closed” housing leveled at the 
city, Lower Falls is the only 
section that has been willing to 
place the city's interests at a 
higher level oi priority than its 
own. Newton...LOPAC.... 4 

This has been consistent 
throughout the years. This 
community has always given 
way to the needs of the 
citywhether it be with the 
traffic patterns on Grove, 
Haggar, Concord, and 
Washington Streets; the 
Jordan Marsh Warehouse and 
Riverside Terminal; the Route 
128 ramps near Hamilton 
School; or light industry in the 
area. In every case, the needs 
of the city and its tax base were 
our overriding concerns. 

In the whole matter of urban 
renewal, this tradition of 
cooperation has been main¬ 
tained. Through LOPAC, the 
voice of the community has 
served in a positive, 
cooperative, and consultative 
manner. Positions have been 


taken, d bated, modified, and 
comprom^ed - always with the 
welfare of the city uppermost. 
When Aid. Cohen speaks of the 
cost on an additional $3or $4 
dollars to the tax rate if the 
community fails to approve the 
proposal of the developer or of 
his own financial liability as an 
alderman, the community's 
reaction that this is an effort at 
intimidation can be un¬ 
derstood, even though that was 
not his intent. 

A community position has 
been clearly articulated over 
almost a decade of deliberation 
- a position of one-third, one- 
third, one-third mixed housing. 
The inability to have properly- 
worded the invitation to bid 
strikes us as a failure of 
properly the city c government 
to have fulfilled its respon- 
sibilites, rather than a problem 
confronting the citizens of 
Ixiwer Falls, as some are 
making out. 

We ask that, al this time, the 
next proper step be taken, and 
that is additional consultation 
with the various agencies that 
would be required lo resolve 
the predicament in which the 
city, not the village ot Lower 
Falls, finds itself. 

The gasps of surprise heard 
when the costs of renting units 
was stated, was not entirely 
unexpected and should have 
been anticipated. To many of 
the citizens residing in the area 
for approximately 20 to 30 
years, we are aware that when 
one crossed Route 128, the 
value of real estate diminished 
substantially, although this 
was not necessarily reflected 
in assessments. To realize that 
we now live in an area with 
higher apartment rentals than 
Boston's Harbor Towers 
strikes some as ludicrous and 


simply invites the problem of 
vacancies which would require 
shifting more units to sub¬ 
sidized rentals. To have 
compared rents in Lower Falls 
to rental levels in Chestnut Hill 
appears to many of us as 
slightly bizarre. 

It is also difficult for us to 
understand how a federal HUD 
agency - in this case - can go in 
two directions at once. The 
federal government’s disasters 
throughout the country with 
homogeneous and subsidized 
housing are too well known to 
repeat here. Indeed, HUD has 
now developed a policy, based 
upon its unfortunate ex¬ 
perience, of encouraging so- 
called mixed housing. Yet, in 
the case of this project, HUD’s 
actions are encouraging a 100 
percent federal taxpayer 
subsidized project. 

Finally, and most im¬ 
portantly, we are concerned 
for the future of the village and 
the nature of this housing five 
years, 10 years, and even 15 
years hence. Will the one-third, 
one-third, one-third mix be 
preserved or is this to be 
simply a desirable but 
unreachable goal only with the 
initial rentals - only to be 
forgotten so that after re¬ 
leasing, this would be entirely 
subsidized housing with no mix 
at all. 

We invite all city, state and 
federal agencies involved to 
reconsider this problem. Bring 
to bear all of the expertise 
available in and out of the halls 
of government and arrive at a 
solution that respects the in¬ 
tegrity of the community and 
its crystal-clear commitment 
to mixed housing. No less a 
resolution of this matter is 
expected and substantially 
more is our right.

Your editorial taking the 
Newton Lower Falls com¬ 
munity to task for asking for 
“guarantees" that the 
proposed 60-unit housing 
project in Newton Lower Falls 
be mixed housing misses the 
point. 

First, we have no quarrel 
with the developer. Neither are 
we arguing the pros and cons of 
mixed vs. 100 percent sub¬ 
sidized housing. The issue is 
simply this. The Newton 
Community Development 
Authority, the entire 
legsislative and executive 
structure of the city always 
talked to the community in 
term- of a project which would 
be basically one-third low- 
income housing for the elderly, 
one third low- and moderate- 
income housing, and one-third 
open market. 

This is explicitly stated in a 
letter dated Dec. 13,1971, from 
the Newton Redevelopment 
Authority of LOPAC which had 
asked: “How many housing 
units in the apartments 
proposed for the federally- 
assisted portion oi the project 
will be subsidized in addition to 
the 20 to 25 units set aside as 
housing for the elderly?" 

The answer: "The approved 
plan states that the majority of 
the balance of the residential 
units shall be for low and 
moderate-income housing 
subject to the priorities 
designated in the plan." 

It was on the basis of this 
guarantee that the community 
wholeheartedly supported the 
project. 

In the many, many 
discussions over the years 
since 1971, the community was 
never informed there was any 


change in this policy, or that 
there were to be hidden agenda 
provisos that the housing would 
be mixed, "except if..." 

Guarantees? Yes, let the 
city live up to its guarantees to 
its citizens, for if the citizens 
support an action of the city on 
the basis of crystal-clear 
representations by the city, 
and then the city goes back on 
its word, it is the citizens’ faith 
in the fairness and equity of 
their government and its of¬ 
ficials which will suffer.

NortheastemUniversity' 
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Mosquitoes have been fought 
here for over thirty years

A battle against city 
mosquitoes has been going on 
for years in Newton with the 
help of the East Middlesex 
Mosquito Control District, an 
independent government 
service agency founded over 30 
years ago. 

On foot, in helicopters, on 
motorized tricycles, and in 
trucks a crew of about five 
people spray areas in 16 cities 
and towns where mosquitoes 
are likely to breed. 

According to Kevin Moran, 
superintendent of the office 
based in Waltham, the swamps 
off of Wells Avenue are 
sprayed with a helicopter in the 
spring, while there are low 
volume Leco sprayers on 
trucks to spray on city streets 


where his workers detect a 
high volume of the insects. 

These trucks also respond to 
areas where residents com- 
plainof too many members of 
the Culicidae family. - 

Newton paid $15,000 this year 
to the mosquito control, the 
amount that the control 
suggested, according to city 
budget records. 

For that money most of 
Newton's street drains will 
receive two spraying of the 
lavacide Baytex which kills for 
about two or three weeks and 
adults for about a week. 

The actual amount of 
protection given by each spray 
from a person riding on a 
Harley Davidson tricycle 
depends on the amount of rain, 
Moran said. After two storms 


most of the insecticide is 
washed away. 

The second spraying by the 
tricycles is being done in 
Newton this week, and the 
municipalities of Waltham. 
Arlington, Watertown, and 
Cambridge will also be 
sprayed again. 

Spraying for a different 
species of mosquitoes than the 
one that breed in drains is done 
by crews on foot with sprayers 
mounted on backpacks in 
Newton's small swampy areas 
that include Cold Springs 
Playground and the areas off of 
Staniford Street, according to 
Superintendent Moran. 


There are mosquito control 
districts spanning the entire 
state. Each municpality has 
one member on a commission 
that oversees the ad¬ 
ministrative functions of the 
districts. 


An act of the legislature set 
up the districts over 30 year; 
ago. Each is completely funded 
by the appropriations of 
municipalities, Moran said,

Motel conversion for housing 
considered by commission 


City Planning Director 
Charles Thomas has asked the 
Newton Housing Services 
Commission if it wants to buy 
the Chestnut Hill Motor Hotel 
on Route 9 for public housing. 

HSC asked its executive 
director, Frank Quinn, to 
pursue the matter further and 
report back at the September 
meeting on the feasibility of 
converting the motel to elderly 
housing. 

An architect’s estimate on 
the costs of rehabilitating the 
building is needed. 

HSC will also consider using 
the front portion for its own 
offices, now located on Com¬ 
monwealth Ave. in Auburn- 
dale, while the rear portion is 
converted to apartments. 

The purchase suggestion 
arose via a memo from 




Thomas to Quinn announcing 
the fact that the commercial 
property is for sale. 

Thomas is chairman, and 
also the only member of, the 
Newton Community 
Development Authority which 
would actually purchase and 
rennovate the motel, if HSC 
decides it wants it for elderly 
.housing. 

Commissioner James Miller 
asked that some HSC staff 
people and some Newton 
Building Department per¬ 
sonnel go over and look at the 
motel and send a report back to 
Quinn. 

“I have some reservations 
about that location,” Miller 
added. 

It is not good for family 
housing he said. 

There is a lot of noise there 


from all the traffic on Route 9, 
he added. 

But the idea might be 
feasible if the front were made 
into HSC’s offices and the back 
converted into elderly units, he 
continued. 

The motel is near the border 
of Newton and Brookline on the 
castbound lane of Route 9. It is 
near the Sidney Hill Country 
Club, Valle’s Steak House and 
across from the Chestnut Hill 
Shopping Mall. 

Commissioners all agreed 
that the location is good for 
transportation, a supermarket, 
restaurants and shopping. 

"The only thing missing is a 
McDonald’s,” said Com¬ 
missioner Leo Karas. 

The item comes back to the 
HSC on Sept. 14. 


Joseph Welnfeld is making 
good on a year-old threat to sue 
the city over the rezoning of 
land on Stanton Avenue, 
Aubumdale. 

Weinfeld, who lives at 99 
Stanton Ave., threatened last 
June to sue the city when the 
Board of Aldermen approved a 
permissive use allowing the 
construction of a 124-unit 
apartment house for the 
elderly. 

The land was rezoned to 
Residence E district in 1975, 
when a life-care facility was 
approved for the 3.5-acre site. 

In his request for an in¬ 
junction, filed Monday at 
Middlesex Superior Court, 
Weinfeld seeks to prevent 
Building Commissioner Allan 
Fraser from issuing a building 
permit to Jewish Community 
Housing for the Elderly IV, 
Inc., which bought the land 
recently from the previous 
owners’ who could not get their 
projects financed. 

Weinfeld also will claim that 
the Board of Aldermen in¬ 
dulged in fraud when it rezoned 
the land. 

According to Weinfeld, who 
is not a lawyer but is 
representing himself, the

TV NPDB "would like to see 
representation for the residents, if it Is 
possible," said NPDB Chairman 
Margaret Smith.

Aid. John Stewart, a resident of I-ower 
Falls, said he is prepared to submit a 
request to the Board (to pay fees for the 
nine residents). 

"But first they (NCDA and NPDB) 
would have to come up with a valid 
reason why THEY can’t do it," Stewart 
said. 

In an analysis of the complaint for both 
area residents and the NPDB, Reed said 
that this is not the first complaint Martin 
Roach has brought against the NRA for 
the taking. 

A previous suit, tried in 1972, was 
dismissed "with prejudice" by the 
Superior Court, Reed said. 

A letter of April 6, 1972 regarding the 
final decree and sent to Robert Davidson 
of the NRA, explains that the term “with 
prejudice" meant Roach was "barred 
from bringing any further action against 
the Authority," Reed said. 

The letter came from Jaffee, Moran 


and Stimpson of Boston, the law firm 
representing the NRA, Reed said. 

Secondly, Reed said, case law on urban 
renewal cases going back to the 1930's is 
on the side of the NRA's taking being 
upheld. 

One from Somerville had particularly 
similar allegations about the motives of 
the redevelopment authority in taking a 
person's privately-owned land, he added. 

"It would seem unlikely that a court in 
Massachusetts would seriously review 
the taking," Reed said. 

Third, Reed believes that there has 
been too long a delay and that the 
evidence called "new", as of May, 1977, is 
not really new. 

There has been so much delay by the 
complaining party (Roach) that the 
claim is questionable, Reed thinks. 

Although there is a May 20,1977 date 
claimed for discovery of correspondence 
pertinent to the case, Martin Roach went 
to trial in a separate suit for land 
damages with Judge Francis Lappin 
presiding in June, 1977, Reed said. 

Roach never said a word about the May 
20 discovery during that trial, Reed 
contends. 

Reed advised the NCDA and NPDB to 
make a motion for "summary

judgement," using prior cases as the 
basis for a decision, Instead of taking 
depositions. 

Finally, Reed said he questions the 
allegation of "fraud." 

"Fraud" means misrepresentation, he 
said, and he doubts that a public taking 
by an authority can be "fraud." 

Reed advised the NCDA, the NPDB and 
other defendants present to respond by 
August 24 to the Roach complaint, and not 
to ask for any extensions. 

Chairman Smith presided at the 
meeting, attended also by board mem¬ 
bers Charles Thomas, David Lurensky 
and Carol Robinson. 

Otis Robinson, recently appointed a 
regular member of the NPDB to succeed 
Stanley Miller, was absent. 

Also absent were Cecil Cadwell, vice 
chairman of the NPDB, and Har.y 
Crosby, the governor’s appointee. 

All alternate members - Ernest 
Siciliano, Bernard Dresner, and newly 
appointed alternate Ellen Lipson - were 
absent, so no alternates could be ap¬ 
pointed to substitute for the missing 
regular board members. 

Next meeting of the NCDA and NPDB 
is expected to be on Sept. 8.

and Wasserman says he thinks that 
Newton is acting under the new zoning 
enabling act, which does not include such 
a provision.

Over 300 families have ap¬ 
plied for the 50 low, moderate 
and market level units, 
Buchbinder said. 

A random drawing for the 
"order of processing" ap¬ 
plications was held Aug. 9 at 
Bigelow Junior High School. 

Most applications are for the 
20 low-income and the 10 
moderate-income level 
townhouses. 

Several applicants did 
qualify under the priority 
"urban disaster" clause, which 
puts them at the head of the 
list, Buchbinder said. 


remaining nine Sept. 15, 
provided that installation of 
utilities is complete by then. 

A great deal of work still 
needs to be done on the Hamlet 
Street site before a permanent 
occupancy permit can be 
granted' not the least of which 
is compliance with Con¬ 
servation Commission 
requirements for protection of 
the conservation area known 
as The Vale.

Pines fights local option change 
for school breakfast program 


State Rep. Lola G. Pines (D- 
Newton) carried her fight to 
retain the mandatory school 
breakfast program to the floor 
of the House of Represen¬ 
tatives this week. 

The issue under debate 
centered on whether to sustain 
a gubernatorial veto of a House 
amendment permitting local 
cities and towns to decide 
whether or not to participate in 
the program, 

"At stake is the future of the 
Commonwealth's most 
precious resource - its 
children," Pines said. "Yet, we 
are on the verge of denying the 
opportunity to begin the day 
with a nutritious, well- 
balanced meal to thousands of 
children.” Pines cited the 
findings of a statewide survey 
which established that over 
257,000 children begin their day 
improperly fed, with 139'000of 
this number having eaten 
nothing at all. Newton., 
breakfast... 2 8 

"The cry for local option is 
inappropriate, I believe. 
Opponents of a mandatory 
program, by and large, have 
had no experience with it and 
do not fully understand it. They 
fear added costs and ad¬ 
ministrative burdens. These 
fears are unwarranted 
inasmuch as Congress has 
been and will continue to to 
fully fund the cost of the 
program. In addition, there are 


supplemental federal and state 
funding sources available to 
cover any indirect costs which 
might be Incurred in offering 
the program." 

Educators and ad¬ 
ministrators praised the 
program as an educational 
tool, Pines said. She added that 
many of the most enthusiastic 
supporters of the concept 
admit that their schools would 
not be participating as they 
now are, if the program had 
been voluntary when enacted. 

Pines reminded her 
colleagues that a Special 
Legislative Commission on 
Hunger and Malnutrition, 
chaired by former Senate 
President Maurice Donoghue, 
determined that hungry 
children cannot learn and are 
thus deprived of the ad¬ 
vantages of public education. 
Effects of improper nutrition 
include lack of concentration, 
apathy and, depending on 
individual chemistry, 
listlessness or hyperactivity. 

Another study, conducted by 
the Massachusetts Nutrition 
Board, foundthatimproper diet 
is not confined to the inner city 
and transcends socioedbnomic 
levels, Pines said. 

While free breakfasts are 
available only to those below a 
certain income level, 
breakfasts are available to all 
children on a cost basis. In 
Newton, breakfast programs 


are operating in all junior ana 
senior high schools in addition 
to the LIncoln-Eliot and 
Emerson schools. 

The Newton lawmaker ex¬ 
plained that the use of local 
option has proved unworkable 
in addressingthe needs of far 
too many children. From 1966, 
when Congress created the 
school breakfast program until 
1972, when the legislature 


made it mandatory, there was 
virtually no participation. 
Since 1972, however, ap¬ 
proximately 700 of the Com¬ 
monwealth’s 2400 schools have 
joined, with the number 
steadily growing. Pines 
believes that there is ample 
evidence to prove that local 
option will be detrimental to 
thousands of children.

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Finance Committee moves fdl^Qata Processing Department 


With the impending 
departure of the mayor’s 
financial assistant, Michael 
Lebner, the aldermanic 
Finance Committee approved 
some changes in how the city’s 
funds should be looked after. 

Three of the five recom¬ 
mendations of the Finance 
Subcommittee on Treasury 
were amended and approved 
by the Finance Committee last 
Thursday, and the other two 
items may be acted on tonight 
before going to the full Board in 
September. 

The Finance Committee 
recommended by a 4-1 vote 
that the treasurer’s office 
should no longer have the 
responsibility for the data 
processing operations, and a 
separate Data Processing 
Department would be set up. 

Currently the data 
processing division which 


handles tax bills, payroll ac¬ 
counts, and census data wo~ks 
as a separate department but 
by ordinance is supervisor! by 
the "director of finance,” a 
nonexistant position. 

Voting for separate depart¬ 
ment were Finance Committee 
Chairman Sidney Small, 
Wendell Bauckman, John 
Stewart, and Edward 
Richmond. Opposed was Aid. 
Joan Saklad and absent were 
Andrew Magni, Rioh-ird 
Bullwinkle, and Mark White. 

The five members present 
and voting (White was present 
for a short time but abstained 
on one vote) approved of a 
four-member subcommittee of 
the Finance Committee that 
would meet regularly with the 
treasurer and comptroller, 
both of whom are appointed by 
the aldermen. 


Chairman Small praised 
Stewart for this suggestion as 
being "one of the better things 
that came out of your com¬ 
mittee." Stewart initiated the 
Subcommittee on the Treasury 
to improve communicatio is 
between the treasurer and the 
Board and to learn of t!.e city’s 
financial operations. 

By a 4-1 vote with Small 
opposed the committee ap¬ 
proved the establishment of a 
Data Processing Users 
Committee that would be 
comprised of the heads of the 
departments that are principal 
users of the computer. 

Stewart said the committee 
gives department heads "a 
logical forum" to discuss the 
needs of different departments 
that are competing for the 
same computer time. 

Jane Pitt, administrative 
assistant to Mayor Theodore 
Mann, said if there is a 
problem between department 


heads over access to another 
department, it is currently 
handled by her or someone in 
the mayor's office. 

Small did not buy Joan 
Saklad’s argument for checks 
and balances inside the ad¬ 
ministrative branch of 
government. 

He said, "You don’t run a 
city government by com¬ 
mittees.” 

The most talked about of the 
recommendations from the 


subcommittee were the 
current position of finance 
officer to the mayor, which 
Lebner now has, and the 
position of director of finance, 
which is now vacant. 

The subcommittee recom¬ 
mended keeping Lebner’s 
position but making the ap¬ 
pointment subject to alder- 


manic approval. It also 
recommended abolishing the 
director of finance. 

The Finance Committee 
seemed to leaning toward 
keeping both positions but took 
no final vote Thursday.

"Echo Ridge” was chosen last 
week as the name for the 
Newton 

Housing Services Com¬ 
mission’s newest development, 
due to open on 

Sept. 15 in Upper Falls. 
That name won, by a 4-2 vote of 
the commission, over 
"Echo Ledge” after some 
discussion and straw votes 
winnowed out such suggestions 
as “Thurston Court”, 
“Thurston

Court”. 

The complex, at 97 Thurston 
Rd. near the Emerson 
Elementary School, is located 
about half a mile uphill from

Bridge on the Charles River, 
whence the name derives. 

It will have four family units 
and 32 elderly and 

handicapped units. 

In other business, the HSC 
voted 5-0-1, with Commissioner 
Leo Karas abstaining, to ac¬ 
cept the low bid from Federal 
Glass Co. for modernization at 
Jackson Gardens. 

Federal bid $24,805 for the 
job 

All doors there are being 
replaced, because the old ones 
warped. Storm doors with 
aluminum frames and glass 

inserts are being added, as 
tenants have had none until 
now and the HSC is trying to 


save on heating bills over the 
winter. 

Other bids ran from $27,687 
to $75,155. 

Karas abstained because he 
himself is in the glass business 
and he has business ties to 
some firms which made bids. 

Executive Director Frank 
Quinn complained to the 
commission that the local 
CETA office in Waltham has 
not responded to his requests 
that they provide painters to 
work over the summer in some 
of the HSC’s elderly apart¬ 
ments. 

Quinn first contacted CETA 
in April, he said, and he has 
called several other times and 
cannot get an answer from 
them. 

The commission urged Quinn 
to either go to the CETA office 
in person or write and ask for a 
written answer. 

Quinn wants the painters to 
redecorate apartments that 
are occupied by tenants who 
have lived there for a number 
of years. 

Current practice is that HSC 
redecorates only when an 
apartment is vacated. 

Present at the Aug. 19 
meeting of the commission 
were Commissioners Henry 
Wilson, Stephen Buchbinder, 
Leo Karas, Frank Quinn and 
James Miller. 

Commissioner Mimi Tyler 
was absent.

Aching feet know no age 
barriers. The 35-yea-old with 
corns or bunions, the teenager 
with warts or flat feet, the 
senior citizen with chronic foot 
pain, suffer from conditions 
significantly affecting their 
health and well-being. 

St. Elizabeth's Hospital in 
Brighton has introduced a 
comprehensive Podiatry Clinic 
to meet the broad range of 
these needs.

"Our focus will be three¬ 
fold," said Lloyd S. Smith, 
D.P.M., director of the clinic in 
association with Sydney Brass, 
D.P.M., “correcting problems 
once they have developed, 
maintaining good functioning 
feet and preventive care. 

"A person in the 30 or 40 age 
range may ignore corns or 
bunions. As he or reaches 55 or 
60,” Smith explained, she 


"these conditions can become 
infected or ulcerated and be a 
constant and painful medical 
problem. 

"A great part of our service, 
of course, will be directed to 
the needs of the elderly who 
have a basic difficulty in 
routine care of the feet. For 
some of these persons 
(diabetics and victims of 
vascular disease) failure to 
receive proper foot care can 
result ultimately in loss of a 
foot or limb. 

"We will also prescribe 
correctiveshoes,” said Dr. 
Smith, "and functional orthotic 
devices. A step beyond the 
familiar arc support, these 
devices control the foot so as 
close to the normal functional 
situation can be achieved,” 
Smith said.

philosophy of doing it (acquisition) 
piecemeal,” he said. 

Bullwinkle, an alderman and vice 
chairman of Finance, took another ap¬ 
proach and stated a philosophy of 
development. 

"There aie increasing demands by 
developers to come into the city when 
they find an open piece of land," he said. 
"No project should change the character 
of the neighborhood." 

Bullwinkle is also a strong advocate of 
a comprehensive plan for the city to serve 
as a guide for development. 

‘‘When land is gone, it’s gone,” 
Bullwinkle said. "I agree parcels should 
be acquired on a case by case basis. What 
we really should be looking for are parks; 
places where people can go and look at 
the trees, have a picnic, or throw 
Frisbees." 

Miller, completing his first term as an 
alderman, told Conservators what the 
city needs is not a comprehensive plan, 
but a "master plan," so "we can move on 
a case by case basis.” 

Miller stresses the fact that Newton is 
"landlocked.” and would like to see a 
plan that would include city ownership of 
the banks of the Charles for public use 
when reclamation of the Charles River is 
completed. 

Mann, completing his second term as 
mayor, pointed out that the Webster Vale 
and Norumbega Park lands were both 
acquired by the city during his ad¬ 
ministration. 

His administration is on record as 
being in favor of acquiring only the 15 


acres of the Novitiate that border the 
Charles River. 

He hinted last week that this position 
might be some kind of ploy to keep the 
owner guessing as to his real intentions. 
“We don't want to buy a pig in a poke," he 
said. 

David Berkeley said: "Open space is 
nothing new. We have to have a well- 
planned, well-organized plan for 
tomorrow, all things considered. “ 

On the subject of the golf course and 
country club lands he said: "Leave them 
be. They're for recreation. You and I as 
people have to have some means of 
escape from our frustrations." 

"There’s plenty of money available for 
whatever plans we have," he said. 

Cohen, chairman of the aldermanic 
Land Use Committee, was the only 
candidate to state unequivocally that he 
feels one parcel of land, the old infirmary 
land on Winchester Street abutting the 
Novitiate, should be used for low-income 
family housing. 

No one else mentioned the subject. 

Mann responded that that space is now 
used for the vegetable gardens cf city 
residents and said: "I would not take that 
as a prime site for housing.” 

Cohen also said he was in favor of the 
scattered-site housing plan proposed by 
Oscar Wasserman in connection with his 
condominium development, Nahanton 
Woods, in the same general area as the 
Novitiate and the infirmary lands. 

Harrington is opposed to the scattered 
site plan. 

"I do not agree with the city policy that 
allows a six-story condominium on one

“I suggest we do away with the policy

Audience 
members asked their questions of 
specific candidates, and others were 
invited to respond. Each candidate did 
not respond to each question. 

Cohen has been critical recently of 
administration requests for bonding, 
charging they are an artifice for reducing 
the tax rate in an election year. 

Mann countered by pointing out that 
when he came into office, the city had a 
AA investment rating and now has AAA 
Moody’s rating, the highest attainable. 

He says this means his bonding policies 
are sound. 

Berkeley is critical of the bonding done 
recently for the acquisition of new trash 
trucks, the Shupaks. 

"Give them back,” he suggested, 
critical of their performance. 

"Too much bonding jeopardizes our 
future security,” Cohen said. He said that 
while the city may have a high rating 
now, indiscriminate bonding might lower 
it in the future. 

Stearns School is another concern of 
Berkeley’s. As a spokesman for the 
neighborhood, he advocates tearing it 
down. 

Mann has earmarked federal public 
works funds for the razing of Stearns 
School.

PALERMO, Maine (UPI) - 
With home heating expenses 
climbing out of sight, peat — 
mainly used in this country by 
gardeners — is being consid¬ 
ered by one Maine farmer a.' 
an alternative heating method. 

Mark Katz, who has a 100- 
acre peat bog in his backyard, 
says he will use it to heat his 
home this winter. 

The idea may be relatively 
new to the United States, but 
peat has been used to heat 
European homes for centuries 
and peat moss or Sphagnum 
peat is one of the most abun¬ 
dant resources of eastern 
Maine. 

Washington County alone is 
estimated to have resources in 
excess of 20 million tons of peat 
with the bogs varying in size 
from a few acres to as many as 
4,000. Most of it is used for soil 
conditioner for improving the 
physical and chemical proper¬ 
ties of soils.

Kabuki to Play 

Limited Engagement 

NEW YORK (UPI) - The 
Grand Kabuki Theatre, 
Japan’s feast of the arts, 
comes to New York’s Beacon 
Theater for a limited 
engagement Aug. 31.

WEST DUMMERSTON, Vt. 
(UPI) — Although he has 
devoted his adult life to the 
theater, Stephen Stearns says 
his work is not to train children 
to become actors but to enable 
them to enjoy the world as a 
“playground” when they grow 
up. 

Ironically, the 33-year-old 
theater arts teacher lives on 
what was once a Shakespeare 
drama camp for girls where 
wooden cabins still bear such 
. names as “Robin Goodfellow” 
and “Prospero’s Isle.” 

During its heyday in the 
1930s and 1940s, the five 
Shakespearean acts were 
dramatized in five different 
settings in the forest at Camp 
Arden (from the forest of 
Arden in “As You Like It”) as 
the audience rotated from set 
to set. 

| Where “Act I” was once 
presented, Stearns has erected 
a log and rope obstacle course 
where children learn "group 
dynamics" as they hop, climb 
and swing from tree to tree. 

But learning to work in 
groups is just one of three goals 
Stearns has incorporated into a 
multi-arts program he will 
teach at Marlboro, Wardsboro, 
Windham and Jamaica 
elementary schools this fall. 

In addition, Stearns teaches 
children to "open up and ex¬ 
press and take what they ex¬ 
press and present it in shows.” 

"Their horizons are limited, 
children watch too much 
T.V.," Stearns said he has been 
told by school principals. 

Based on that premise, 
Stearns has entitled his pro¬ 
gram "Horizons," for which he 
has received a three-year, 
$28,000 federal grant. 

Stearns may begin by 
playing the guitar and having 
children move to the music to 
develop a sense of rhythm. He 
also works with mime to 
"create environments." For 
example, the children might 
pretend they are swimming 
through an imaginary stream 
"to show that buoyancy is 
different from gravity," he 
said. 

By "brainstorming" the chil¬ 
dren create their own stories, 
unaginuig loi example that 
they are all part of a hunting 
expedition looking for an 
"Ellisorous," Stearns said. 

"We’re all creative, we’re all 
talented,” he said. 

"It doesn't take some myth¬ 
ical person to write a story." 


HELP AT HAND 
NEW YORK (UPI) —

for Deer Hill Farms, a firm he 
heads as president. This year 
he plans to skim enough peat 
from the agricultural market 
to heat his house. 

But Katz does not believe 
fuel is the most economical use 
of peat. 

"We considered building a 
peat-burning energy plant, but 


it would only be feasible on a 
very large or very small 
scale," he said. "I feel a little 
guilty about using it to heat my 
house.” 

Katz said he will burn his 
peat — ground into a powdery 
state — in a stove similar in 
design to one made by a 
University of Maine at Orono 


professor for use with wood 
chips. It features a hopper, 
with automatic feed control, 
but would otherwise resemble 
an ordinary wood stove. 

Two officials of the Maine 
office of Energy Resource also 
said peat is not a viable means 
of producing fuel, at least not 
for everyone. Gary Daubin, 


resource economist and Dick 
Darling, conservation 
engineer, said the problem for 
the average Maine household is 
the density of peat. 

“Peat has a large density, 
you don't get much energy out 
of large quantities (of it),” said 
Daubin. "It would be more 
expensive to transport it 


because you need so much 
more, in comparison to other 
fuels.” 

In Maine at the present time, 
peat is mined in three 
locations: in Penobscot, in 
Centerville and in Jamesport. 
It is estimated that about 3,000 
tons of peat are produced in 
market form in this state 


annually. Most of it is shipped 
outside of Maine as it is 
marketed. 

Complete data is not availa¬ 
ble, but only a fraction of 
Maine’s peat is suitable for fuel 
because of a high ash content, 
or its location in inaccessible 
areas which makes it un¬ 
profitable to harvest.

Replacing summer languor with gastronomic delights

To lift the summer lassitude, two Newton gourmet cooks 
decided to throw the quintessential banquet, using their 
expertise to come up with the ultimate in gastronomic 
delights. 

The idea began when Leigh Finn asked her friend, 
Marilyn Finger, for the recipe for Lobster Savannah. The 
recipe was one which Mrs. Finger says she received from 
the chef at Locke-Ober. 

After asking for the recipe, the conversation drifted, and 
the adventuresome cooks decided to make a dinner using 
recipes for many dishes they always wanted to try. 

Selecting the cuisine was a painstaking job. The pair say 
that between them they own 431 cookbooks and 20,000 
separate recipes plus stacks of food periodicals and 
Gourmet magazines which they have collected over the 
years. 

Since the project was undertaken during the summer, 
they planned to use as many seasonal fruits and vegetables 
as possible. Also, a different wine was chosen to accompany 
each course. 

Each of them invited one couple to savor their efforts. 
Part of the reward for preparing the meal, they said, was to 
watch others appreciate the dinner. Those who attended 
were Mrs. Finger's husband, Dr. Leonard Finger; Louis 
Zushuk of Chestnut Hill, Burton and Jacqueline Krantz of 
Newton and Sidney and Adelle Fagelman of Newton. 

To stimulate their appetite, the hors d'oeuvre was a 
Glazed Liver Pate. The guests toasted each other with 1971 
Cuvee William Deutz, champagne. Afterwards, they en¬ 
tered the elegant dining room where they were served 
Consomme Majorca. 

The next course was Peches filled with Moussalaine of 
Ham. Then to prepare the guests palates and stomachs for 
what was to follow, there was Iced Lime Sorbet in Fresh 
Lime Cups. 

The piece de resistance was the Lobster Savannah. The 
huge lobsters came from Legal Seafood in Newton. The 
accompanying salad included iceburg lettuce, water cress, 
chicory, escarole and romaine. 

The vegetables were individual Flans of Glazed Brandied 
Carrots and Spinach Balls on Fonds D’Artichauts a la 
Florentine. 

Dessert was selected strawberries dipped in chocolate 
laced with Grand Marnier and a flaming spiritous Galliano 
Cafe. 

SPECTACULAR GLAZED LIVER PATE 
Serves 12-15 

3 lb. chicken livers 

6 Tbsp. butter or margarine 
1-3 cup finely chopped onion 
1 Tbsp. dried savory leaves 

1 Tbsp. dried tarragon 
6 Tbsp. Cognac 

‘2 cup light cream 
5 eggs 

14 Tbsp. salt 

4 tsp. pepper 
10 slices bacon 

2 bay leaves 

GLAZE: 

2 Tbsp. unflavored gelatine 
2 cans (104-oz.) condensed chicken broth, undiluted 
1 cup heavy cream 

DECORATION: 

10 ripe olives 

1 stuffed green olive, sliced 

2 jars (4-oz. size) pimentos 
14 capers 

Watercress sprigs 

1. Day before: Trim any white part from chicken livers; 
wash livers and dry on paper towels. 

2. In hot butter in skillet, saute onion, savory and 
tarragon until the onion is golden. Add chicken livers; 
saute, stirring about 5 minutes. 

3. In a bowl, combine livers and onion mixture with 
Cognac, light cream, eggs, salt and pepper. Mix well. Put 
mixture through a blender about one third at a time, to 
make a smooth puree. You may use a food processor and 
obtain a puree. 

4. Preheat oven to 400 degree F. Line a 14 quart round 
casserole with the bacon slices. Arrange the bay leaves 
over the bacoa 

5. Pour liver mixture into the casserole; place in a pan of 
very hot water (water should measure 1 inch). Bake 1 hour. 

6 . Remove casserole from hot water; let cool completely 
on wire rack. Refrigerate, covered, overnight. Next day, 
unmold: Loosen edge with spatula; turn out on a rack 
placed on a tray. Remove bacon and bay leaves. Smooth 
surface with a spatula. Refrigerate.

11. Set remaining clear broth in bowl of ice water until 
thickened. Then spoon over pate, covering completely. 
Refrigerate until coating sets — about 30 mintues. Remove 
any coating on tray, and reheat until melted; rechill in ice 
water. Spoon over pate, coating completely. Refrigerate 
until serving time. Make sure glaze is set before serving. 

Note: If desired, pour any leftover glaze into a shallow 
pan. Refrigerate until firm. Cut into 1-inch diamonds; use 
as a garnish around bottom of pate. 

BAKED LOBSTER SAVANNAH 
Serves 2 

2 - 2 pound lobsters 

4 Cup sliced fresh mushrooms 
4 Cup diced green pepper 

3 Tbsp. butter 
2 Tbsp. flour 

1 Cup milk 
Cup sherry 


1 tsp. paprika 

2 Tb6p. diced pimento 
Grated Cheddar cheese 
Fresh bread crumbs 

Plunge lobsters into a big pot half full of boiling salted 
water; cover and boil for 25 minutes. Remove and let cool. 
You may have the f ishstore do this for you. Cut off the claws 
and legs so only the body remains. Hold lobster with its top 
side up; using kitchen shears, cut an oval opening in top of 
shell, from base of head to tail. Remove all meat from body 
and claws; cube the meat This may be done the day before 
and refrigerated. Cover the empty lobster shells with tin 
foil and refrigerate them. 

Early in the day you are serving this, cook mushrooms 
and ereen pepper in butter until tender. Use a large skillet. 
Blend in flour; add milk; cook and stir until the mixture 
thickens and begins to boil. Add sherry, paprika, and salt to 
taste; cook 5 minutes. Add lobster and pimento. Cool and 
refrigerate. 


Twenty minutes before ready to serve, pile the filling into 
the lobster shells and mound the extra over the opening. 
Top with cheese and crumbs. Bake 375 degrees for 15 
minutes or until very hot. Garnish each plate with parsley 
and place the lobster in the middle with plenty of parsley 
around it. 

CHOCOLATE COVERED STRAWBERRIES 
4 ounces semi-sweet chocolate 
1 tablespoon vegetable oil 
26-30 large strawberries 

In the top of a double boiler, over hot and simmering (not 
boiling) water, melt and stir chocolate with vegetable oil 
until satiny and smooth. Remove from heat and dip fruit 
three-quarters of the way, grasping the berries by the 
stems. Drain excess chocolate back into the pot. Place fruit 
on aluminum foil to harden. This amount will dip 26-30 very 
large strawberries. (Note: Grand Marnier to taste can be 
added).

7. Make glaze: In a small saucepan, sprinkle gelatine 
over 4 cup water; let stand 10 minutes to softea Add broth. 

8 . Heat, stirring, over medium heat until gelatine is 
dissolved In medium size bowl, combine 14 cups gelatine 
mixture and the heavy cream. Set bowl in ice water; let 
gelatine mixture stand about 15 minutes. 

9. Spoon glaze over pate to cover completely; refrigerate 
until coating sets — about 30 minutes. Remove any coating 
on tray, and reheat until melted; rechill in ice water. Then 
spoon over pate, coating completely. Refrigerate until set. 

10. Make decorations: Cut ripe olives in half. Arrange 
around top edge of plate, and make a circle in the center of 
the top. Place green olive slices in the center of ripe olive 
circle. Cut pimentos in shape of diamonds (using cutter 2 
inches long and one inch wide) Arrange around bottom of 
pate in a ring. Place a caper directly over each ripe olive. 
Refrigerate.

Question: Dear Diane, My husband and 1 
are going fishing and we plan to use what 
we catch. However, I would like some 
good fish recipes. Thank you. 

Mrs. E.L., Needham 
Summertime and freshly caught and 
carefully broiled fish is as American as 
apple pie and ice cream. 

Capt. John Smith started it all back in 
1614 when on a survey trip he weighed 
anchor in what is now Gloucester Harbor. 
As he jumped ashore from his shallop, 


friendly Agawam Indians greeted him 
and they cemented their friendship in a 
feast of shellfish and freshly caught fish 
held by willow branches and broiled over 
hot coals. 

Since that time, broiling, in winter or 
summer, has been the tastiest and 
simplist method of preparing fish. 

If you have caught and cleaned the fish 
yourself, here’s the easiest method of 
broiling it. So the fish can be opened flat, 
continue the slit towards the tail that you 


made in cleaning it. Dry and season it 
with salt, pepper and onion juice. Place 
skin side up on a greased pan and brown 
skin quickly under broiler. Turn carefully 
and cook flesh side 6 to 8 minutes, 
depending on thickness. Do not overcook! 
Flat fish such as mackerel needs no 
basting but lean fish such as flounder 
should be basted well with butter during 
broiling. 

If you want to impress your friends 
with a more elegant, continental tasting 
broiled fish, here’s a recipe from “the 
Taste of Gloucester", a cookbook 
prepared by the fishermen’s wives of 
Gloucester. 

MEDITERRANEAN BROILED FISH 
2 pounds fillet of haddock 
4 inch thick 

oue third cup fresh lemon juice 

1 teaspoon mint flakes 

2 teaspoons oregano leaves 
14 teaspoon salt 

V i teaspoons ground black pepper 
2 tablespoons butter, or olive oil 
parsley or lemon slices 
Wipe fish with a damp cloth. Place 
serving-size pieces on a broiler rack. 
Combine lemon juice, mint flakes, 
oregano leaves, salt, and pepper and 
brush over fish. Then brush with butter or 
olive oil. Place under preheated broiler 4 
inches from the source of heat. Broil for 5 
minutes. Turn fish; brush with seasoned 


lemon juice and butter, or oil. Broil 5 
minutes or until brown. Brush again with 
seasoned lemon juice; serve hot. Garnish 
with parsley of thin lemon slices. Serves 
six. 

FILLETS OF COD CAPE ANN STYLE 

1 lb cod 

2 tablespoons shallots 
6 eh. mushrooms 

2 tablespoons white wine 
salt and pepper 
parsley 

2 tablespoons flour 
4 cup milk 
lemon slices 
cucumber balls 
tomato wedges 

Arrange fillets of cod in buttered 
baking dish. Sprinkle with chopped 
mushrooms, chopped shallots, parsley, 
salt and pepper. Moisten with white wine. 
Bake at 350 degrees F for 15 min., remove 
to serving platter. 

Combine flour and milk with remaining 
juices. Cook, stirring, until sauce is 
smooth and slightly thickened. Pour over 
fish in serving platter. Garnish with 
lemon slices, cucumber balls, and tomato 
wedges. 

MARYLAND BASIC SMOKED FISH 
Fish: rock, bluefisb, perch, 
flounder, etc. 

1 charcoal grill with cover or hood 


1 pound hardwood chips (hickory 
or other) 

2 ' quarts water 
1 cup salt 
1 gallon water 
24-30 charcoal briquets 
4 cup salad oil 
1 basting brush 

1 oven thermometer (available at 
hardware and most chain stores) 

Soak hardwood chips in 2 quarts water 
for several hours. 

Dissolve salt in 1 gallon water to make 
brine. Marinate fish in brine 30-60 
minutes depending on thickness. 

Make fire with charcoal briquets. When 
coals burn down to a low, even heat, 
spread evenly over bottom of grill; cover 
with one-third of wet chips. 

Drain and dry fish. Baste grill well with 
oil. Place fish on grill, skin-side down, 
about 4 to 6 inches from heat. Insert oven 
thermometer along center back of grill. 
Liberally baste top of fish with oil, close 
grill cover and smoke fish at 150-175 
degrees, one and one half hours; 200 
degrees, 45 min. and 250 degrees 30 min. 
Fish is done when flesh flakes easily 
when tested with a fork. 

TIPS: Do not let fish dry out; baste 
frequently with oil while smokuig. 

Do not let fire flame up. Keep coals well 
covered with wet chips while cooking to 
maintain low temperature.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
complaint from Portland, 
Maine: 

"Why don't some tea compa¬ 
nies offer smaller tea bags? 
Since we have switched to 
being tea drinkers, we find a 
single tea bag provides much 
too much tea for a teacup, 
including a second serving. 

"It would be so nice not lo 
feel we’re wasting by throwing 
away if we had a smaller tea 
bag to use." 

The Tea Council of USA, Inc., 
in New York tells us most tea 
bags contain the same amount 
of tea — the equivalent of one 
teaspoon of loose tea per bag, 
or about 200 cups to the pound. 
There arc a few brands which 
use heavier amounts. 

But one teaspoon per bag has 
been the industry standard for 
years, and most experts, the 
council says, feel that amount 
makes the best cup of tea. 

We have one suggestion: 
Have you considered buying 
one of those covered teaspoons 
pierced with tiny holes which 
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Big bag just not her cup of tea 


you fill with loose tea and stick 
in a cup of hot water? That way 
you could make it as weak as 
you want, and buying loose tea 
is probably cheaper than 
buying bags in the first place. 

If you use a bag, the Tea 
Council says three to five 
minutes is how long the bag 
should stay in the water. 
Rather than leaving it in a 
shorter time, the council says 
the best way to make it weaker 
is to leave it in for the 
recommended time then add a 
little hot water afterwards to 
dilute it. They also frown on 
using the same tea bag twice. 

Tea drinking, incidentally, is 
up slightly during this year of 
higher coffee prices, although 
its too early to tell If It’s a 
permanent trend. The Tea 
Council reports that sales 
during the first six months of 
this year were up 15 per cent. 

Our recent column about 
twist-off bottle caps, saying 
that both government and 
industry were claiming there 
was no big problem with 


broken glass, continues to 
generate an unusual amount of 
mail, mostly from consumers 
who disagree. Here’s a sam¬ 
ple: 

From Brookings, Ore: 

"I like them as I never drink 
all the pop at once — may take 
several days even. But I have 
quit purchasing ’Frcsca' as I 
have found broken slivers of 
glass on the neck of 10 out of 12 
bottles purchased this year. 

"So far that has been the only 
brand I have found like this and 
to have that many, it doesn't 
sound random to me." 

From Plano, Tex: 

"I have just read your 
column in the Dallas Morning 
News. Within the last six weeks 
I have purchased two bottles of 
Coca-Cola which had broken 
lops. If the government and 
bottle manufacturers say this 
problem Is rare, perhaps they 
drink harder stuff. 

"May I make two sugges¬ 
tions? First, would it be 
possible to produce a twist-off 


cap made of plastic? And 
secondly, if everyone who 
purchases one of the bottles 
with a broken top would return 
it to the store where it was 
purchased and request a 
refund, the manufacturers 
would eventually have to take 
notice. 

"After all, someone has to 
absorb the cost and the 
manufacturer is the logical one 
to hold that honor." 

From Bethlehem, Pa: 

"The very day your article 
appeared in our local paper we 
had a Seven-Up bottle do that. I 
opened it, poured a small glass 
for my five-year-old and after 
he drank it was ready to pour a 
second glass and there the top 
is, all chipped up. 

"Of course we threw the soda 
away... this is not rare, indeed 
quite too common considering 
how serious it could be. This 
has happened at least three 
times before to us.” 

From Jacksonville, Fla.: 

"Such incidents with twist-on 


bottle caps are certainly not 
rare — 30 per cent of the soft 
drink bottles I buy have broken 
tops. It is the worst safety 
hazard of the products I buy. 

And from Yarmouth, Maine: 

"I have a daughter not old 
enough to get her own drinks 
yet, thank God. I have opened 
at least five or six bottles of 
soft drinks to find those tiny 
bits of glass around the top and 
I have also had drinks out of at 
least two bottles before realiz¬ 
ing what the grating noise was. 

"I'm sure there arc many 
more cases of those occurances 
than can be known. I just hope 
it doesn’t take somebody dying 
from swallowing this glass 
before something is done about 
it...” 

We will try to get these and 
the other letters into the proper 
hands.

Complete self-sufficiency ap¬ 
pears as near as the corner 
bookstore. 

Recent publications tell how 
to cut children's hair, make 
over old clothes and make new 
peasant-style garments, weave 
and paint on fabric, cut and 
mount silhouettes, make doll¬ 
houses and furnishings from 
scraps and old bottle caps, 
build people-size furniture, 
make quilts, recycle scraps of 
fabric, cardboard and other 
leftovers as toys for babies and 
toddlers, even make your own 
musical instruments. 

Bob Bent's How to cut 
children's hair (Simon and 
Schuster) is a steal at $5.95 if 
you’ve priced children's hair¬ 
cuts lately. Any reasonably 
dexterous adult who can 
persuade a child to sit still 
should be able to follow the 
instructions and drawings. 

Marie Woodruff's Early 
American in Miniatures (Sterl¬ 
ing $10.95) covers the 18th 
century and includes patterns 
for furniture and furnishings 
and directions for making tiny 
accessories with bottle caps, 
cardboard, cotton swabs, cos¬ 
tume jewelry beads and can 
lids. 

Gardening writer Jack 
Kramer is also handy at 
Silhouettes (Houghton Mifflin 
$7.95). His directions include 
patterns and detailed instruc¬ 
tion for painting silhouettes on 
glass, transferring them to 
accessories such as boxes and 
cans and to cloth for appliques. 

Hand Weaving and Cloth 
Design by Marianne Straub 
(Viking-Studio $14.95) is 
strictly for experienced 
workers. The author is an 
English fabrics consultant at 
London’s Royal College of Art. 

Cornstalk Fiddle and other 
Homemade Instruments (Oak 
Publications $2.95) is by folks- 
inger-teacher Dallas Cline, 
who has been associated with 
the Connecticut Commission on 
the Arts to develop programs 
for schools. If your ears 
tolerate the results, try making 
coffee can bongos and tin can 
maracas. Words and music 
included for all instruments. 
But we question the wisdom of 
using PVC plumber’s pipe to 
make a flute, since that plastic 
product has been implicated in 
health. 

How to Paint on Fabric by 
Marge Wing with N. Mahr, L. 
Young and G.G. Grimshaw 
(Crown $6.95 cloth, $4.95 
paper) can save a bundle on 
handpainted clothing, ac¬ 
cessories, home furnishings 
and decorative objects. 
Instructions include fret!.and, 
stamping and stenciling. 

All About Repairing Pottery 
and Porcelain by David 
Everett (Hawthorn $4.95) is a 
sound guide for fairly simple 
repair jobs of not especially 
valuable pieces, but the 
inexperienced craftsman 
might better entrust heirlooms 
or expensive objects to 
professionals, the author's 
assurances notwithstanding. 

The many and excellent 
drawings and photographs in 
The Furniture Makers’ Hand¬ 
book by the editors of "The 
Family Handyman" magazine 
(Scribners $14.95) put most 
projects within the skills of 
■ beginners. But anyone who 
finds learning easier from a 
live demonstration could 
become bogged down in the 
wealth of reading required, 
and might be better off in 
continuing education classes at 
a public school or college. 

Doting grandmothers will 
find projects for wearing ap¬ 
parel in Beautiful Baby 
Clothes, by Nan Mensinga- 
Biasiny (Simon and Schuster 
$9.95) and attractive, 
inexpensive playthings in 
Home-made Baby Toys by 
Sara K. Swan (Houghton 
Mifflin $4.95). The toys include 
cloth books, shape-sorting 
boxes, mobiles and puppets. 
The clothes book tells how to 
crochet, knit, sew and em¬ 
broider good-looking, inex¬ 
pensive garments for 
newborns to oneyear-olds. Two 
of the prettiest and simplest 
projects are a shirt and a 
kimono made from bandanna 
handkerchiefs. 

The Yestermorrow Clothes 
Book by Diana Funaro (Chilton 
$9.95) is for those who haunt 
secondhand stores and thrift 
shops for old clothing to adapt 
for current use. A well-written 
guide, the information on 
cleaning and freshening old 
garments and identifying fab¬ 
rics for cleaning purposes is 
especially helpful. 

Peasant Chic by Esther 
Holderness (Hawthorn $7.95 
paper) is another money- 
saver, the clever 
needlewoman's answer to the 
high price and poor con¬ 
struction of much readymade 
clothing. The designs are for 
outerwear, tops, accessories, 
dresses, skirts and robes. If 


you have priced a Japanese 
kapogi (apron) lately in a shop, 
you'll realize what a bargain 
you can get by making your 
own. Not to mention the 
pleasure of choosing fabric in 
colors and design of your 
choice. The range is from a 
traditional Mexican blanket 
poncho to a four-way gypsy 


cape bound to delight a teen¬ 
ager or even some of us who 
are not so young. 

An age-old art in modern 
interpretations forms the basis 
for Mary Elizabeth Johnson's 
Prize Country Quilts (Oxmoor 
House $12.95). The beautiful, 
imaginative patterns won 


prizes in a Progressive 
Farmer" magazine contest. 
They range from geometries to 
flowers, cotton bolls, land¬ 
scapes and Lindbergh’s 
monoplane silhouetted against 
black fabric with tiny white 
dots representing stars in a 
night sky. 


WASHINGTON, D.C. (UPI) 
— Memories of last winter's 
bitter cold, plus expected tax 
incentives to spur energy 
conservation, are expected to 
push up sales and shipments of 
aluminum storm and replace¬ 
ment windows and doors this 
year. 


A survey of manufacturers 
shows this would be on top of a 
30 per cent increase last year. 

The Aluminum Association 
says aluminum shipments for 
windows, doors and screens in 
1976 climbed to an estimated 
890 million pounds, about 200 
million pounds more than the 


previous year. 

Of the 890 million pounds 
shipped, about half was made 
into residential prime doors 
and windows, 25 per cent into 
storm doors and windows, and 
the remainder into screens and 
non-residcntial products. 

Storm windows can cut 


heating fuel use 10 to 20 per¬ 
cent, a National Bureau of 
Standards study indicates. At 
average 1977 fuel prices In a 
6,000 degree-day climate, such 
as in Chicago and Cleveland, 
the investment in storm win¬ 
dows and doors can be 
recovered in five years.

"Usually, it’s best In cases 
like this," the nurse says as she 
hands him the death cer¬ 
tificate. 

"You're lucky it was your 
first. There's time to try 
again." 


She volunteers: "Your wife's 
going to be in the recovery 
room for another hour. In cases 
like this, we never know. She 
may know or you may be the 
first to tell her when you see 
her. 

"Sometimes someone on the 
staff blurts it out. It comes as a 
shock. But who knows what's 


the best way to tell in cases like 
this.” 

The undertaker’s man ar¬ 
rives. Dark suit. Mouth in a 
straight line. 

"I'm sorry," he says. 

Under his arm is tucked what 
looks like a white shoe box. A 
large white shoe box with a 
hinged lid. The coffin. 


"Do you have a plot," he 
asks. 

"No — we’ve only been 
married three years," the 
father says. 

The undertaker's man races 
through the modus operandi 
"in cases like this." The father 
is getting sick of that phrase. 

Details taken care of, the 
undertaker’s man lets one 


more "I'm sorry" escape from 
pursed lips, then he heads for 
the hospital morgue. 

The first chapter in the 
agonizing saga is ending. 

The father calls his wife's 
mother. His mother. "Oh, no," 
they scream and begin to weep. 

They ask about all the baby 
things in the alcove in the 
apartment.

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"In cases like this, It will be 
easier to have the reminders 
out of the way," his mother-in- 
law says. She will put those 
"baby things" In boxes and out 
of the way "until the next 
time." 

The father feels nauseous. 
The floor under his feet begins 
to turn. He braces himself 
against the phone booth until 
the floor stops moving. 

Steadied, he turns his feet in 
the direction of the maternity 
ward. His feet, legs, arms are 
leaden. It is a long corridor he 
travels. Before reaching his 
destination the tears start. 

For the first time, the 
enormity of what has happened 
hits him. It has been an hour 
since he heard the tragic words 
from the doctor. 

He hears babies crying, sees 
babies, sees people cuddling 
babies and mothers nursing 
babies as he moves to his wife’s 
bedside. 

The pain is enormous. 

"Why can’t they put her 
someplace besides maternity," 
he thinks. 

"In cases like this, it’s best 
we’ve found,” the nurse said. 
"You have to face the reality 
sooner or later." 

He and his wife sob on one 
another's shoulders as they 
share the stunning grief. 

"It’s the loneliest grief in the 
world,” says Dr. Larry G. 
Peppers, who sketched the 
scene. 

"It leaves a mark,” he said. 
"And the parents need help.” 

"The very least hospitals can 
do," he said, "is to put a pink 
star or some identifying mark 
on the mother's chart, on her 
bed and on the door of the 
room. 

"Mothers tell me nothing 
hurts worse than to have a 
hospital worker barge in and 
say, ‘Well, how’s the new little 
mother today.' 

"And, of course, the mother 
should not be put in a room in a 
maternity section of a 
hospital." 

Peppers and Dr. Ronald J. 
Knapp, also of Clemson, have 
just completed a preliminary 
report of findings on the sub¬ 
ject of their project "Parental 
Reactions to Peri-Natal 
Death.” 

They are working on a book 
for parents. It will be called 
"My Baby Has Died." 

It’s a subject few talk about. • 
Authorities estimate that one- 
third of the “products of 
conception" never make it into 
the world alive or beyond the 1 
first year of life. 

The preliminary report is 
based on interviews conducted 
in St. Louis. Interviewed in 
depth for up to three hours 
each were several dozen 
mothers and fathers who had 
lost a fetus or infant through 
miscarriage, stillbirth, 
neonatal death, or Sudden 
Infant Death Syndrome. 

The persons interviewed 
were from AMEND. The let¬ 
ters stand for Aiding Mothers 
Experiencing Neonatal Death. 

"There were many similari¬ 
ties that surfaced during the 
interviews," Peppers said, 
"that we will want to investi¬ 
gate more thoroughly and 
report in greater detail later. 

Parents were critical of the I 
hospital staff. 

"It is our belief that this is an 
area that can be greatly im¬ 
proved by simply training 
hospital staff to deal more 
effectively with death, particu¬ 
larly infant death, and to relate 
with more understanding and 
sensitivity to the parents, 
particularly the mother." 

Parents said hospitals' 
nurses, ward attendants and 
others often create tremendous 
feelings of resentment, bitter¬ 
ness and guilt by their ignorant 
and cold remarks that are 
spoken to parents who have 
lost an infant. 

Peppers suggested that 
hospitals change their policies 
and procedures to create a 
climate of sympathetic un¬ 
derstanding. 

“For one, many mothers and 
fathers are not aware of the 
options open to them at the 
time of the loss," he said. 

“We found many mothers 
and some fathers harbor an 
intense desire to see and hold 
the child at least once (or 
perhaps one more time) after 
its death. 

"It is tragic if this need is not 
fulfilled due simply to the fact 
that parents were not aware 
that the option was available. 

"Every neonatal ward 
should have a special room set 
aside, attended by trained 
nurses or other personnel who 
are sensitive to the parent’s 
neeos at mat time, and where 
the parents can come to see 
and hold the baby in privacy 
and with a modicum of 
dignity." 
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Getting ready for the ' graying' of America 


In 1900 only 4 percent of the 
American population was over 
65. Today, that figure is 10 
percent;and within 30 years, it 
is expected to approach 20 
percent. 

Most doctors are woefully 
unprepared in their medical 
educations to treat the aged. 
Much of the traditional em¬ 
phasis in medicine on the aging 
process has been a search for 
what Beth Israel Hospital 
gerontologist Dr. John Rowe 
calls the "Methuselah" en¬ 
zyme, a factor capable of 
delaying the aging process 
indefinitely. 

According to Rowe, what is 
needed is more emphasis on 
the biological changes that 
occur as a result of the aging 
process. 

"The time has come to study 
how people age, rather than 
just why they age." 

Rowe, assistant professor of 
medicine at Harvard Medical 
School, heads a recently- 
formed gerontology unit in 
Beth Israel’s department of 
medicine. He pointed out: 
"Sick old people are sick 
because they are sick, not just 
because they are old. There is 
such a thing as healthy old age, 
but most physicians are not 
exposed to it in their medical 
education. As a result, they 
tend to view the old as 
depressed and depressing, 
helpless and hopeless.” 

The old people that 
physicians see during their 
training period are, for the 
most part, not representative 
of the general population. They 
tend to be either acutely or 
chronically ill and in the 
hospital. The physicians’ 
education, Rowe indicated, 
prepares them to treat a young 
or middle-aged group; but 
when they go out into the 
hospital to practice, what they 
find is an over-70 group with 
different symptoms that a 
younger group would have. 

“Many younger physicians 
develop a negative attitude 
towards the old," said Rowe, 
"which is very different from 
their attitude toward other 
patients." 

The Beth Israel gerontologist 
observes: “Although the 
elderly represent only 10 
percent of the population, they 
use a third of all hospital beds. 
There are still only two 
geriatric residencies in the 
' United States and the first 
chair in gerontology in an 
American Medical School was 
only recently established. 
"The AMA recently sur- 


of them answered yes. The 
need is apparent." 

The Beth Israel Gerontology 
Unit's research studies will 
approach aging as a stage of 
life, just as youth and 
adolescence are stages of life. 
The result, Rowe hopes, will 
not be means of necessarily 
lengthening life, but of 
lengthening healthy life. 

A half-million-dollar grant 
from the National Institute on 
Aging (NIA) of the National 
Institutes of Health will enable 
Rowe and his Beth Israel 
colleagues to mount a research 
project of major proportions on 
the biological effects of aging. 

"Our aim is to learn more 
about how a healthy old person 
differs biologically from a 
healthy young person, and to 
study how an elderly person's 
response to a disease or 
treatment differs from his 
young counterpart," he said. 

"Many diseases with well- 
recognized symptoms in young 
or middle-aged adults display 
different symptoms in the 
aged. 


"This can be a problem for a 
physician educated only to 
recognize the symptoms of the 
younger patient. With greater 
research efforts in this area, as 
well as increased exposure of 
medical students and 
physicians to geriatrics, we 
hope to prepare ourselves 
adequately to diagnose and 
treat the medical problems of 
our rapidly growing elderly 
population.” 

Among the research being 
undertaken by Beth Israel's 
gerontology unit are studies of 
age-related physiological 
variables which will help in 
differentiating normal from 
abnormal processes in the 
aging, and studies on the im¬ 
pact of age on metabolic and 
endocrine adaptive processes. 

In addition, Rowe's group 
will evaluate the influence of 
age on the way that symptoms 
appear in certain diseases and 
how they respond to therapy. 

Research on age-related 
alterations in the nervous 
system will also be carried on 
at Beth Israel. 


According to Rowe, a vital 
area of research for the aged is 
medications. 

"The elderly may be the 
most overmedicated group in 
the country. They may also be 
the most susceptible to side- 
effects of drugs, especially 
since we do not know very 
much about the way that 
chemical alterations in the 
body that result from aging 
interact with various drugs. 

"We need to develop 
methods of adequately ad¬ 
justing drug dosages to meet 
the changed needs of the aging 
body," he said. 

Without such basic research 
on the clinical aspects and 
treatment implications of 
aging, American medicine will 
be caught short, Rowe 
believes, when as NIA Director 
Dr. Robert N. Butler said: 
"those youngsters who were 
described as "greening' 
America, (begin) 'graying' 
America."

human aging are complicated 
by the very nature of the 
"experimental model." Man 
has a long life span for one 
thing, and it is difficult to 
follow a group that is transient 
in today’s society for a great 
length of time. 

Abo, he points out, many 
previous studies have made 
mistaken assumptions about 
the very nature of the aging 
process. 

"People, even researchers, 
commonly believe that the 
human life cycle is one of 
growth and development until 
the age of 20 or so, then a 
lengthy plateau stage, followed 
by a rapid decline after about 
60," Rowe noted. “In fact the 
life cycle is one of growth and 
development until about the 
age of 30, which is followed by a 
gradual decline until death.” 

As Rowe sees it, this 
misconception has led to 
mistaken interpretations of 
experimental results. 

"You might be studying a 
factor to see if it is affected by 
age in two groups — one young, 
the other old. If the factor is 
increasing in the young group 
and decreasing in the old, but if 
it should be at nearly the same 
levels in both, you might 
conclude it is unaffected by 
age." 

There are ways of over¬ 
coming these problems in 
experimental design, the 
doctor said, by making your 
observations throughout the 
entire adult range for example. 

The Beth Israel researchers 
in the gerontology will not 
discover the "fountain of 
youth" through their studies, 
but that is not their goal. 

"Maybe we can make old age 
a healthier time," he said.

No mercy for Travers

NEW YORK (UPI) — As far 
as any ballplayer is concerned, 
the worst possible thing that 
can happen to him as a 
professional is being embar¬ 
rassed in front of a crowd. Last 
Sunday Bill Travers was 
embarrassed in a manner he 
never was before or ever hopes 
to be again in his life. 

Pitching the second game of 
a doubleheader in Cleveland, 
the Milwaukee left-hander was 
all but decimated by a band of 
wild Indians in a 14-5 
massacre. Travers was ripped 
for 18 hits and 14 runs in 7 2-3 
innings before Manager Alex 
Grammas mercifully called 
Bob McClure, another lefty, in 
from the bullpen to retire the 
last Cleveland batter. 

By one of those coincidences, 
the pitcher who holds the 
major league record for most 
runs ever given up in a single 
game was also named Travers. 
Aloysius Travers of Detroit 
was raked for 24 runs in 1912 in 
the only game he ever pitched 
in the big leagues. 

"He must be a relation," 
says Bill Travers, still a little 
shellshocked over what hap¬ 
pened to him Sunday when his 
season earned run average 
soared from 3.45 to 4.69. 

. The Indians, who had also 
manhandled the Brewers, 12-4, 
in the opener, nicked Travers 
for two runs in the first inning 
and came back with five more 
in the second. 

The obvious question is why 
did Grammas allow Travers to 
soak up so much punishment. 
To the 16,590 watching at 
Cleveland Stadium, it looked 
like cruel and inhuman treat¬ 
ment. 

Grammas says he had no 
other choice. 

"By the second inning, the 
game already was out of 
hand," said Grammas. "The 
only one I could possibly bring 
in was Sam Hinds and if I use 
him in that game, what do 1 do 
the next day when we had a 
game with Texas. McClure 
needed some rest. We had been 
pitching him practically every 
day, and he was the only other 
left-hander we had left in the 
bullpen.” 

What bothered Travers more 
than anything else was that 
nothing was explained to him 
and no reason was given him 



meantime, the 24-year-old 
southpaw from Norwood, 
Mass., who won 15 games for 
the Brewers last season and 
was named their Pitcher of the 
Year, believed he had discov¬ 
ered a salt water “cure" while 
swimming off Cape Cod. His 
arm felt so good, the proposed 
operation was canceled. 

As Travers headed for the 
Brewers’ dugout, the fans in 
Cleveland cheered him. He 


appreciated the gesture and 
showed it by taking off his cap 
and waving it in acknowledge¬ 
ment. 

‘‘It was one of the best 
ovations I ever received as a 
player,” he says. 

Back home in Milwaukee 
where Travers' wife, Linda, 
was listening to the radio, it got 
to a point where she no longer 
fretted over what was happen¬ 
ing to her husband. After a 
while, she began laughing.

Red Sox 

can do 
no wrong 

BOSTON (U PI) — The Boston Red Sox seem like they can 
do no wrong — much to the delight of manager Don Zimmer 
and his 25 players and to the chagrin of the rest of the 
American League. 

__ When rookie Mike Paxton shut out the Milwaukee Bre¬ 
wers, 12-0, July 28, he started a streak that has seen the Sox 
win 16 of their last 17 games. They've outscored the opposi¬ 
tion, 100-45, and came from two games behind Baltimore to 
34 games in front of the Orioles in the American League 
East. 

And they haven't been doing it with the awesome power 
they had exhibited earlier in the season, which over one 10- 
game stretch produced 33 homers. 

They have accomplished their recent drive with con¬ 
sistently excellent pitching, timely hitting, and slick 
fielding. 

"It's pretty tough to play bad ball when you win 16 of 17,” 
said Zimmer Tuesday following a 5-3 victory over the 
Kansas City Royals that put the finishing touch on a 6-1 
homestand. "Our pitching has been outstanding for a 
month.” 

A fine staff ERA of 2.49 over the 17 game stretch backs up 
Zimmer's statement. The addition of Paxton, 6-2, and Don 
Aase, 3-1, along with improved performances from 
veterans Luis Tiant, Fergie Jenkins, Rick Wise, and Reggie 
Cleveland puts Zimmer in a much better frame of mind 
than earlier in the campaign.

WHA will 
be back 

MONTREAL (UPI) - The 
World Hockey Association 
doesn’t know what teams will 
play where next season, but it 
does promise at least eight 
' clubs will play an 80-game 
regular schedule with possibly 
60 international matches. 

“Although 1 really don’t have 
anything firm on which teams 
will operate where, I know the 
WHA will continue to exist,” 
WHA Board Chairman Ben 
Hatskin said, at the opening of 
the league’s two-day annual 
meeting Tuesday. 

“Right now we’re heading 
towards an 80-game schedule 
for each of our teams and we 
hope to be involved in more 
than 60 international matches 
involving all of our clubs." 

The financially troubled 
WHA is scrambling to 
reorganize following the 
National Hockey League’s 
rejection of WHA proposals for 
a merger last week. 

He said the Quebec Nor- 
diques, Edmonton Oilers, Win¬ 
nipeg Jets, Houston Aeros, 
New England Whalers and 
Cincinnati Stingers will form 
the nucleus of the league and 
he was hopeful of two more 
entries from either Bir¬ 
mingham, Calgary or 
Indianapolis. 

Hatskin also indicated that to 
meet financial requirements 
each of the clubs was forced to 
produce a letter of credit. He 
declined to say how much 
credit was required. 

Claiming the WHA still has 
strong fan support, Hatskin 
repeatedly said many of the 
teams have had great success 
in sales of season tickets. He 
said the collapse of merger 
plans had much to do with this 
sucess. 

"Naturally a lot of cities and 
their fans were disappointed 
that we didn’t join forces with 
the NHL, but on the other hand 
many of these fans are hot at 
the NHL and the day after the 
announcement about the 
failure for the merger came, a 
lot of seats were sold in a lot of 
cities." 

Two of last year’s teams— 
San Diego and Phoenix—won't 
operate next season and many 
of their star players have 
already been sold to other 
clubs. 

"We'U have to come to some 
sort of a dispersal 
arrangement to take care of 
the balance of the other 
players," Hatskin added.

Massachusetts agriculture' 
industrial state, and its 
problems and needs will be the 
focus of a Massachusetts farm 
tour, Thursday, Aug. 25. 

The program, conducted by 
the Massachusetts Cooperative 
Extension Service in con¬ 
junction with the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Food and Agriculture and 
other state agencies and 
private firms, will include 
tours of four farming 
operations about 20 miles north 
of Boston. In connection with 
the farm tour, Gov. Michael 
Dukakis has declared the week 
of Aug. 22 - 29 as Massachusetts 
Agriculture Week. 

Open to the general public, 
the farm tour is designed to 
call the public’s attention to the 
conditions of Massachusetts's 
agriculture. Although children 
are welcome, the tour is not 
intended to be a family field 
trip. 

The program will begin at 11 
a.m. at the Essex County 
Agricultural and Technical 
Institute in Danvers. There will 
be exhibits, displays and a 
slide show' “Stewards of the 
Soil,” on the school's campus. 

Bus tours of the four farms 
will depart at 12:30 p.m. 
Reservations for the bus tour 
and chicken dinner should be 
made by Aug. 19 since there is 
a limited amount of space. 
There will be a small charge 
for the tour and dinner. 


The tour will take people to 
Mann Orchards in Methuen 
where three generations of the 
Mann family, Charles Mann, 
Don and Ruth Mann Fitzgerald 
and William Fitzgerald, 
manage the 66 year-old or¬ 
chard. The 40 acres of fruit 
trees include 20 different 
varieties of apples and four 
pear varieties. All the farm's 
produce, as well as related 
items such as cider, apples 
pies, jellies, preserves and 
honey are sold through the 
Mann’s own modern retail 
store. 

At the Springhill Dairy 
Farm, Haverhill, tour Inc.’ 
participants will see the free 
stall barn which houses 200 
Holsteins and the double 
herringbone milking parlor 
where 100 of these cows are 
milked twice a day. The farm, 
established in 1902, is owned 
and operated by Harold and 
Beatrice Rogers and their sons 
Richard and Dale. 

They process all their own 
milk, about 2,000 quarts a day, 
and sell it either in their own 
retail store or deliver it to 
homes or in bulk to restaurants 
and other institutions in a 20 to 
30 mile radius of the farm. 

Next on the tour, the Borgesi 
Vegetable Farm, Methuen, is 
one of the few remaining farms 
in the northeast region of the 
state that grows vegetables for 
the wholesale market. 

Sam Borgesi, whose father 


began the farm 45 years ago, 
says the farm with 55 acres of 
mixed crops has survived only 
because he and his son and son- 
in-law work hard to operate it 
efficiently. Most other 
vegetable farms in the area 
sell their produce at roadside 
stands, or have gone out of 
business, he says. 

Finally, the tour will stop at 
the largest turkey farm in 
Massachusetts. At the 28-year 
old Raymond's TurkeyFarm, 
owned and operated by 
Raymond and Claire Rischer, 
more than 50,000 broad-brested 
white turkeys are grown each 
year. 

The 85-acre farm is run 
mostly by family members, 
but during the holiday season 
the crew may number as many 
as 40. Most of the turkeys are 
sold directly to the consumers 
in the Rischer's store as oven 
ready fresh native turkeys. 

The tour is scheduled to 
return to Essex Agricultural 
and Technical Institute around 
5 p.m. when the chicken bar- 
beque will be served.

Bill lets cities 
sue for injury to 
police, firemen 


People who intentionally or 
negligently inflict injuries upon 
police officers and firefighters 
may find themselves sued by 
the cities and towns that em¬ 
ploy those public servants, if a 
bill recently passed by the 
House becomes law. 

The bill wou' allow cities 
and towns to recover costs paid 
for medical expenses and 
receive restitution for ex¬ 
penses incurred in replacing a 
police officer or firefighter 
during his or her period of 
incapacity. 

"This bill would correct an 
unjust doctrine of municipal 
law which has developed over 
the years," said State Rep. 
David J. Mofenson, a principal 
sponsor of the legislation, "and 
relieve the inhabitants of cities 
and towns of the financial 
burdens created by persons 
who intentionally or 
negligently inflict injuiries 
upon police officers and 
firefighters." Newton., police 
And fiFeOighters.. 2 

Other sponsors of the bill are 
Mayor Theodore Mann, StAte 
Sen. Jack Backman, and State 
Reps. A. Joseph DeNucci and 
Lois Pines.

Federal money to start up 
area homes for mentally 


Community residential 
services for mentally ill 
citizens of the Newton- 
Wellesley-Weston -Needham 
area have received a federal 
grant of $34,600 which will be 
used as start-up money for a 
new halfway house and three 
cooperative apartments. 

The housing will provide 
supervised independent living 
situations for people who have 
been hospitalized or suffered 
severe emotional illness. 

; The area proposal was 
{ written by Karen Butters, 
; former director of Alternative 
Home, a halfway house in 
Newton established in 1975, and 
1 staff member of the Area 
; Mental Health Center. 

• The committee of the State 
Department of Mental Health 
which reviewed requests for 
the federal 314-D money 
commended the proposal as 
the best written and best 
researched of the requests they 
received. 

The area now has one 
halfway house (Alternative 
Home) serving eight young 
people who stay for an average 
of a year before moving on to 
more independent living. 

It also serves three people in 
a cooperative apartment 
supervised by Alternative 
Home staff. 

The new half-way house will 
serve eight chronic patients 
who need a longer stay. It will 
also serve two adults on a 
temporary basis to prevent 
inappropriate hospitalization 
of individuals who need shelter 
and support during a crisis 
period. The cooperative 
apartments will house four 
people each, most of whom 
have lived at one of the halfway 
houses. 

The money start-up , planned 
for use in the fall, will pay for a 
community organizer who will 
find sites and work with 
neighbors and local govern¬ 
ment, and initial salaries of 
new staff members. The grant 
will also cover security eposits 
and initial monthly rent for the 
half-way house and apart¬ 
ments. 

Dr. Robert Okin, 
Massachusetts Commissioner 
of Mental Health, comnutted 
the state's total 314-D grant 
l about $300,000) to start-up 
monies for commun ty ii 
residences because many of 
the people in mental hospitals 
remain there only because 
supportive residential alter¬ 
natives are not available. 

Ken Gorfinkle, newly- ap¬ 
pointed director of Alternative 
Home, stresses the need for a 
continuation of the kind of 
support the halfway house has 
enjoyed from ihe local com¬ 
munity 

Gorfinkle said last week, 
"Without such backing it would 
be impossible to offer 
residential alternatives to 
people who would otherwise 
have to remain in¬ 
stitutionalized.”

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Museum book on life in sand 
makes beachcombing more fun 

Beachcombers and sun. ... . 


Thursday. August 18.1977 


Beachcombers and sun- 
bathers trying to beat the heat 
can enjoy an added bonus by 
taking a close-up look at life 
among the inhabitants of the 
sandy areas. 

All that's needed is a little 
patience, a keen eye, and a 
copy of an 84-page guidebook 
available from the Museum of 
Science in Boston. 

“Life in the Shifting Dunes," 
an all-time favorite Museum 
publication, is a collection of 
facts and tidbits about such 
beach inhabitants as the 
horseshoe crab, the snout 
beetle, short-tailed shrew, 
rufous-sided towhee, and 
many, many more creatures. 

Written by naturalist 
Laurence B. White, Jr., the 
booklet is specifically a guide 
to the Castle Neck area of 
Ipswich, but in reality it ap¬ 
plies to almost any seashore 
area in the East.

Following is a sampling of 
tidbits from the Booklet: 

Sometimes lightning strikes 
a beach and fuses the sand into 


little tube or ball of glass 
called a fulgerite. Because 
fulgerites are rare, you've 
made a real discovery when 
you come across one. 

The so-called beach por¬ 
cupines found on New England 
shores are hard-packed balls of 
twigs and grasses blown along 
by the wind for many miles. As 
the ball goes along, it picks up 
other material and adds to 
itself, just like a rolling 
snowball. 

If you mark a sand dune's 
positiontoday and come back in 
a few years, you’ll find it has 
moved several yards from the 


original spot. Dunes are piles 
of windblown sand and they 
move slowly, r migrate, in the 
direction of the wind. 

Many of the gemlike reddish 
particles you find in a handful 
of sand are really true garnets. 
I-arge, perfect garnets are 
used as gem stones and small 
ones for sandpaper. 

All bugs are insects, but not 
all insects are bugs. An insect 
has six legs,. A bug has par- 
tically thickened and 
leatherlike forewings, and 
mouth parts that can pierce its 
food. The hatefulis-smelling 
stink bug a true bug.

Here's a few trips for getting more when you trade in your car 


By PATRICK KELLY 
You can save perhaps 
Kindreds of dollars by 
Maintaining the appearance of 
our car. Let's face it. . . a 
!ood-looking car has good 
rade-ui value. 

It is uaually assumed that if 
,'ou have cared about main- 
aining your car's appearance, 
,ou probably have also been 


careful about other aspects of 
the car’s maintainance. 

By following these few 
simple suggestions from the 
Automotive Parts and 
Accessories Association 
(APAAl, you can have a 
"cream puff,” a shining, well- 
kept ear with a high resale 
value rather than a dirty, run¬ 
down car. )1) Begin with your 


car’s finish. Always wash it in t 
cool water and a mild soap 
made especially for cars, not 
laundry. 

(2) To avoid body lot, always 
wash your car after driving in 
the rain. The wash water 
carries away corrosive 
chemicals that cause rust. 

1 3) If you have driven on 
roads that were salted during a 


snowstorm, rinse under the 
fenders, behind bumpers and 
underneath the car. 

(4) Always dry your car 
thoroughly. 

(5) Never rub hard whether 
washing, wiping or waxing. 
Use a soft paste or liquid wax. 
Keep chrome shining by using 
chrome polish and following up 
with wax to resist rust. 


(6) Never use abrasives on 
aluminum trim; they can take 
the color finish right off. 

(7) Remove old bumper 
stickers by soaking them with 
gum label solvent available 
from stationery dealers. Then 
carefully work the sticker from 
the bumper with a sharp razor 
blade. 

(8) For the car's interior, 


follow a regular clean-up 
program, with immediate 
attention to spills and stains. 

(9) Wush windows, seats, 
dashboard and pillars. Any 
reliable window cleaner or Just 
plain old water and a clean 
cloth or towel is find for the 
window.

According to the 
Massachusetts General Laws, 
this is the law on mopeds: 

"1. A motorized bicycle shall 
not be operated upon any way

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Study car 
costs for 
travel 
savings 

ROCHESTER, Minn. (UPI) 
— Americans have a running 
love affair with the automobile 
and even the energy crunch 
isn't likely to change that right 
away. 

But motorists can effect 
economies if they study their 
car costs in the same manner 
as many corporations which 
have large numbers of em¬ 
ployees on the road, according 
to an auto-use management 
firm. 

Instead of handing out flat- 
rate mileage reimbursement 
for salespeople using their own 
cars, companies are achieving 
a break-even arrangement 
through a two-part plan that 
accurately analyzes car- 
operating expenses, says 
Runzheimer and Company. 

The analysis involves stand¬ 
ing costs and operating expen¬ 
ses, Among the standing or 
fixed costs are fees for 
registration and license, insur¬ 
ance premiums and deprecia¬ 
tion. 

Rufus Runzheimer, who 
heads the firm, advises his 
clients to figure these costs on 
a monthly basis for reimburse¬ 
ment purposes. For a late- 
model. mid-sized air-condi¬ 
tioned Chevy or Plymouth, 
they add up to $1,584.85 a year, 
he said. 

"Running expenses" consist 
mainly of gas, tires and 
maintenance. For the same 
type of car, running expenses 
amount to a little more than six 
cents a mile. 

Runzheimer offers the 
following tips on other ways to 
•ave on operating costs: 

— Consider going to a 
smaller car. A large per¬ 
centage of companies surveyed 
have already moved down 
from standard sized to in¬ 
termediate or smaller cars this 
year. 

— Lengthen the trade-in 
cycle on your automobile. 
Many outfits (18 per cent I are 
operating their cars for longer 
periods of time. 

“ — Use a self-service gas 
station whenever possible. 
Prices at attended pumps are 
one to two cents higher per 
gallon. 

— Take higher deductibles 
on collision and fire-theft in¬ 
surance policies. Auto in¬ 
surance costs have soared and 
now gobble up 13.6 per cent of 
annual vehicle expenditures. 

— Scrutinize the use of your 
cars for nonessential trips. You 
don’t have to adopt a "boss 
attitude” within your family, 
but friendly discussions of 
driving habits —and the ac¬ 
companying cost — may help. 

— If austerity has definitely 
set in, consider eliminating one 
of your cars altogether.

LIGHTS FOR PI.ANTS - 
Home gardeners do not realize 
that plants can get too much 
light in summer, or not enough. 
As the sun changes your plants 
could get excess diret light and 
may be burned. How can the 
amateur house plant grower 
tell if the plant is getting 
enough light or not? There are 
simple ways of diagnosing a 
plant's need for light. We've 
mentioned these before but will 
repeat them. 

Insufficient light. Causes 
plants to get spindly or stretch. 
Noticeable on gloxinias and 
violets. Also, leaves tend to 
angle or bend toward light. 
Sometimes plants develop red 
pigmented foliage, like croton 
or coleus’ but may lose this 
coloration in absence of light. 
Coleus does well without direct 
light and may get good 
coloration in bright light. In 
direct sun it loses its colors, 
often. Some times new leaves 
will become smaller on plants 
in dark areas. For exam¬ 
ple, plit-leaf philodendron 
leaves will not and fall off, in 
absence of light. This can also 
be a sign of overwatering or 
poor drainage. 

Cure for lack of light: You 
can supplement daylight with 
natural light, using a 
flourescent light. Do not use an 


incandescent light as a sole 
source of light for plant growth 
since the bulb may give off too 
much heat. 

Your plants can tell you also, 
if they are getting too much 
light. Look for overall 
yellowing of leaves due to 
green pigment destruction' as 
with African Violets. Leaf burn 
and leaf scorch as with 
Schefflera, Dumbcane 
(Dieffenbachia) and Ficus, all 
of which can take on brown 
spots due to overwatering, as 
well as excessive light. 

Cure for too much light: In 
summer keep plants behind a 
translucent curtain, or where 
they get less light. Most foliage 
plants do not like direct sun, 
especially those which grow 
naturally in jungles. Foliage 


plants need less light than 
flowering plants. Some 
flowering plants such as 
gernalums need high light to 
flower, and will cease 
flowering because of a drop in 
light intensity on gray, winter 
days. 

GREEN THUMB CLTNIC - 
"Please tell me if you should 
remove the seed heads from 
pansies and petunias. Our 
plants are getting spindly and 
ratty looking." 

Ans: Yes, it helps to remove 
the spent flowers and seeds. 
Take a pair of hedge shears 
and nip the plant back about 
half way when they become 
sprawly or spindly. This forms 
new growth and you get new 
blossoms from a rejuvenated 
plant.

Recent Books 


Call the Final Witness, by 
Melvyn Bernard Zerman. 

(Harper and Row, $8.95) 

Some people face jury duty 
with dread, but New Yorker 
Mel Zerman turned it into a 
deep human experience. 

When he was impaneled to 
hear a murder trial involving a 
17-year-old black charged with 
killing a delivery truck driver, 
Zerman decided to keep a 
journal. 

Although he is employed by a 
publishing house, Zerman is 
not a professional writer and 
did not at that time plan to turn 
his journal into a book. 

But, because of the case 
itself, Zerman decided to share 
his experience. 

"Call the Final Witness” is 
an in depth first-hand look at 
the American jury system. 

"The People v. Darrell R. 
Mathes" is the case in point. 
During the trial, Zerman kept a 
journal describing each day's 
events. At the end of the trial, 
he interviewed the defendant, 
his lawyers, his jailers, the 
police and the prosecution. 

The ensuing book weaves 
together the interviews and the 
journal. The result is top-notch 
reading that imparts a sense of 
trust in the jury system. But, 
as in society, there are flaws in 
the system. 

Zerman knows this, he has 
been there. In his book, he 
gives the reader a valuable 
insight into a big city jury. 
Since it is our duty to serve on 
juries, “Call the Final Wit¬ 
ness" can let us know in ad¬ 
vance what to expect.

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Our Like Will Not Be There 
Again, by Lawrence Millman, 
(Little, Brown, $7.95) In a 
space of "derelict geography,” 
as the author terms the West of 
Ireland, reside a few living 
remnants of a people un¬ 
touched until recently by ur¬ 
banism and industrialization. 
The old ones have escaped and 
live spare lives in isolated 
farmhouses and backrooms of 
relatives homes, passing their 
time with stories, some passed 
down over the generations, and 
in rich conversation. The 
author traveled through the 
wild countryside, recording 
their talk, and has blended it 
with his observations to 
produce a fine, sociological 
portrait of an ancient people. 

By Force of Will, by Scott 
Donaldson. (Viking, $13.95) 
The author, a writer and 
English professor, tries to 
piece together the psyche of 
Ernest Hemingway through a 
careful analysis of his writing 
and colorful life. A mass o'f 
contradictions, Hemingway 
reveled in his fame while at the 
same time finding it debilitat¬ 
ing and tiresome. An 
egocentric who loved being the 
center of attention, he was full 
of fears about himself. It was 
torture for him to write the 
prose that read so effortlessly. 
This book does well in probing 
a literary giant.

Bonding request cut 
for PW equipment

The Finance Committee rejected 
Mayor Theodore Mann’s recom¬ 
mendation to bond purchase of $1.25 
million worth of public works equipment, 
but approved by a 5-3 vote spending that 
amount of money as long as most of it 
comes from the city's purse. 

The aldermanic committee approved 
spending $750,000 from current revenue 
and bonding $500,000 worth of the heavy 
equipment. 

Several mayoral candidates have 
criticized the incumbent for trying to 
bond chainsaws and lawn mowers, items 
that are included in the first step of a 
seven-year purchase plan to replace the 
city’s run down rolling stock. 

All members of the Finance Committee 
and other aldermen present agreed that 
in recent years there has not been enough 
money budgeted to provide for adequate 
regular replacement of equipment. 

Public Works Commissioner Gene 
I .arson had originally asked the mayor 
for $3 million this year for equipment for 
the Public Works, Engineering, 
Buildings, and Water departments, but 
reduced that amount to the vital items. 

Finance Committee Chairman Sidney 
Small questioned whether Larson’s crew 
could house and maintain such a large 
amount of equipment in one year, and 
Larson said it could. 

The purchase of the Shu-Pak trucks to 
collect trash, bonded for $630,000, had 
relieved his maintenance men from 
working on what he called the "Civil War 
packers” that used to collect the trash. 

Included in the purchase plan for the 
Public Works Department are three cars, 
15 pickup trucks, six street sweepers, 
three tractors, four small grass mowers, 
two riding mowers, two sidewalk plows, 
four street sanders, five chain saws, two 
snow blowers, and several other 
machines and vehicles. 

Jane Pitt, the mayor’s chief ad¬ 
ministrative aide, argued long and hard 
for bonding the whole package' She said 
- the mayor had been advised that it would 
be a “business-like move to make” and 
"We’d be doing the taxpayers a service 
by doing it this year.” 

City Comptroller I-awrenee Marino 


computed the cost of $1.25 million bonded 
for five years to be $150,000. 

Small said bonding any of the equip¬ 
ment “is not good business.” 

Voting in favor of bonding $500,000 and 
spending $750,000 from revenue were 
Small, Richard Bullwinkle, John Stewart, 
Joan Saklad, and Wendell Bauckman. 
Opposed were Edward Richmond, Mark 
White, and Andrew Magni. 

The matter will go before the Public 
Works Committee for approval before it 
gets to the floor of the Board where it 
must be approved by a two-thirds vote. 

The Finance Committee unanimously 
approved a settlement for $21,722 for a 
subcontractor on Newton North High 
School who claimed that he was ordered 
to install fireproofing in the school that 
was not indicated in the specifications he 
was given. 

The committee went into a closed 
executive session to discuss the suit filed

Permit fees 
to be raised 

For many years, Newton has been 
passing up money that can be realized 
from building permits. 

Probably no longer. The aldermanic 
Legislation & Rules and Finance com¬ 
mittees last week approved Building 
Commissioner Allan Fraser's new fee 
schedule, and the matter will voted on by 
the Board Sept. 6. 

Charges for building permits used to be 
made at the rate of $2 per 1000 cubic feet 
for new construction, no matter what was 
to be built. 

Fraser has set up a schedule based on 
type of use and cost of construction. 

Minimum charge for a new one- or two- 
family house will be $5. 

The basic cost of a permit for con¬ 
struction of a new house will be $3 per 
$1000 of construction cost. And con¬ 
struction cost, whether for new con¬ 
struction or alteration of an existing 
structure, will be the going commercial

Harrington: Waban at a dead run 


Finding a future 
for Newton's past

"It’s time for a change in City Hall.” 

That's the message mayoral candidate 
Peter Harrington delivers to homes in 
Newton in his systematic, door-to-door 
campaign for the city’s highest office. 

His campaign last week took him to a 
small section of Waban in Ward 5. 
Accompanied by a handful of campaign 
workers. Harrington visited as many 
houses as possible in the two hours of 
dusk between 6 and 8 p.m. 

His reception ranged from polite to 
genuinely cordial. People accepted his 
campaign literature, some questioning 
him, some just nodding at the standard 
introductory sentence: "It’s time for a 
change at City Hall." 

Harrington is committed to conducting 
a door-to-door campaign and has already 
visited areas of Newtonville, West 
Newton, Auburndale, Newton Lower and 
Upper Falls, Nonantum, Newton Corner 
and Newton Highlands in addition to his 
first visit of this campaign to Waban last 
Thursday night. 

Harrington pursues his votes by this 
method four nights a week, occasionally 
also making the rounds during the af¬ 
ternoon. 

When he tells people it’s time for a 
change he explains to them he's already 
served as an alderman and state 
representative and that he feels it’s not 
only time for the mayor to move on, it’s 
time for him to move on too. 

Harrington is completing his third term 
as a state representative representing 
New ton Corner and Newtonville in the 
17th Middlesex District, the district that 
will largely disappear when the size of the 
House of Representatives is reduced 
from 240 to 160 in the next election. 

Harrington tells people he feels a 
politican can be effective for only a 
limited amount of time in any one office. 
He explains, when he has time’ that as a 
member of the Newton Charter Com¬ 
mission he was an advocate of limiting 
the number of terms for the mayor, 
School Committee and Board of Alder¬ 
men. 

Asked if lie would still support hunting 
the mayor’s number of terms to two if he 
were mayor, Harrington replied that he 
would seek such an amendment to the 
Charier if elected. 

The 41-year-old Newtonville attorney is 
forthright when answering questions 


out that when extra money was needed to 
restore funds to the Metco budget last 
year, it was the state representatives and 
state senator who took the matter to the 
governor and persuaded him to make the 
restoration of funds. 

It will come as a surprise to no one that 
the main topic of discussion is taxes and 
how to control them. 

"We are looking for honest people in 
government who will not waste our tax 
dollars," one woman told Harrington. 

He agreed with her. 

“For too long we’ve allowed people to 
believe we cannot control government, 
and it’s just not true,” he said. 

He explained how changes in the street 
department, using men and equipment 
more efficiently under closer super¬ 
vision, would result in economies. 

"1 respect a man who goes out and 
knocks on doors," was the response at 
another house where campaign literature 
was accepted. 

Because we have what Harrington calls 
a “strong mayor” system, a system 
where the mayor is dominant over the 
legislative ar of government, a mayor 
can actually accomplish a lot. 

"The mayor has to take an active 
part," he said at one home, "'Mayor' is 
no longer a ceremonial position." 

How does the candidate interpret what 
lie has learned as he visits homes in 
Newton literally at a dead run? 

He said the things that are "non¬ 
issues" are really issues, explaining he 
detects a sentiment in the city that 
property owners who pay substantial 
taxes expect to get their moneys’ worth in 
sen-ices. 

"They want to know why taxes keep 
going up and up while at the same time 
streets that used to be swept three tunes a 
year are now swept once or not at all and 
why the trash can't be collected on tune." 

He plans to keep right on going, 
knocking on as many doors as possible 
before the election. The- days get shorter, 
the weather plays havoc with the 
schedule, and part of Newton remains 
deserted for another two weeks until after 
Labor Day. 

Nevertheless, going door-to-door may 
not be the most efficient cans of cam- 
paigning, but it is the only way to talk to 
voters one to one.

posed to him at the front doors of houses 
in the city.

If you think "historic preservation" 
means musty old lace in a dusty glass 
case, you should meet Elsie Jean Moore 
Husher of Waban. 

This energetic chairman of the Newton 
Historical Commission sees preservation 
of old buildings and documents as a 
lively, ongoing project. Working on a 
number of programs through a thicket of 
organizations, she is finding a future for 
some of Newton's past. 

Seven Newton buildings have been 
placed on the National Register of 
Historic Places (three more are now- 
being registered). Newton Upper Falls 
has been declared a historic dikrict and 
other such districts are being surveyed 
within the city. Old buildings are being 
preserved and some put to use again. A 
revolving fund is planned to support 
restoration activity. Establishment of a 


All these enterprises draw upon the 
resources of increasing numbers of 
people, a fact which brings cheers from 
Mrs. Husher. She feels strongly that 
people should work for the betterment of 
their own communities, and has set an 
example of volunteer and professional 
service to Newton as historian, artist, 
archivist, teacher, executive secretary 
and director. Her assorted talents focus 
like a sharpened pencil on the jobs ahead 
of her.

Land use plan 
may salvage 
'The Corner'

Beautification is not enough for Newton 
Corner. 

The federally funded community 
development program provided money 
for surface, cosmetic improvements of 
Newton Corner, but the citizens' advisory 
committee of the program decided that 
Newton Corner really needs a land use 
plan of its own. 

Last Thursday, the first neighborhood 
meeting was held that will lead up to the 
creation of a land use plan. 

. With $20,000 of community develop¬ 
ment money, the Newton Corner com¬ 
mittee hired the urban planning firm of 
Skidmore, Owings and Merrill to find out 
what residents want, what portions of 
what they want can actually be done, and 
what the long-range prospect for Newton 
Corner will be. 

At the Thursday night meeting at the 
Eliot Church, the plight of Newton Corner 
was pointed up by one man's reference to 
the traffic problem described in a 
planning report of 1924. _ 

Things have not improved since then. 

The advent of the Turnpike extension 
cut through the sprawling village, 
making passage and neighborhood 
friendliness from from one section to 
another arduous. 

Traffic has worsened to the point of 
intolerability. According to Advisory 
Committee Coordinator Anton Pruckner 
more than 600 buses pass through Newton 
Corner daily. Streets are choked with 
cars on their way to and from the Turn¬ 
pike or parked on neighborhood streets 
by bus commuters. 

Because of its proximity to Boston, to 
educational institutions, and the Turn¬ 
pike, housing units are at a premium, and 
zoining violations occur that greatly 
disturb the permanent residents. 


Skidmore, Owings and Merrill (SOM) 
will attack the two major problems — 
traffic and transportation, and housing — 
in several ways. 

In relation to the "Bellevue” 
neighborhood (bounded by East Side 
Parkway, Washington Street, Centre 
Street, and Cabot Street), SOM will 
review traffic studies done over many 
years, investigate the feasibility of an air- 
rights bus terminal to be built over the 
Turnpike, design changes in zoning or¬ 
dinances to encourage the maintenance 
of Newton Corner's housing,and design 
further improvements in traffic control, 
traffic flow, and appearance of 
Bellevue's shopping area. 

Terry Morris, chairman of the 
aldermanic City Planning Committee, 
has already tried to accomplish some of 
these changes with amendments to the 
zoning ordinances.

He is currenUy distributing 
throughout the city a detailed 
statement summarizing what 
he has contributed as an 
alderman since taking office in 
January, 1976. Thus statement

City wins suit filed

A Newton Centre man who 
sued the City of Newton for 
115,000 following a fall in an icy 
pothole was unsuccessful in 
proving his case in Newton 
District Court and was ordered 
to pay court costs of $6.82.

Mayor sees bright side 
of surplus schools 


"The problem of vacant 
school buildings caused by 
declining school enrollment, 
resulting in school closings, 
makes an opportunity for 
communities to help expand 
their tax base,” said Mayor 
Theodore Mann this week.

tersection of Braeland Avenue 
where Leist fell and broke his 
wrist on Dec. 24' 1975. 

Kristen R. Apgar defended 
the city and cited state law that 
said the city is not liable for 
spills due to ice or snow, and 
argued that description of the 
pothole was too vague. 

According to court papers, a 
member of the City 
Engineering Department could 
not locate the alleged defect in 
the road.

Jerold Wise, 48, of 241 
Greenwood St., Newton Centre, 
has announced his candidacy 
for alderman-at-large from 
Ward 8. 

Having lived in Newton 
almost all of his life, Wise has 
not only a great Interest in. but 
also a great love for, the city of 
Newton. He feels that with his 
experience both in business 
ard community affairs, he can 
contribute something to 
maintain Newton's high 
standards. 

Wise’s community in¬ 
volvement spans 18 years of 
many and varied activities. He 
has been president of the 
Spaulding School PTA, 
president of Newton East Little 
League as well as its manager 
for eight years, Cubmaster, 
Metco host parent, treasurer 
and director of Temple Beth 
Avodah, and treasurer of Ward 
8 Democratic Committee. He 
has also served on many 
boards of directors, including 
those of the Oak Hill District 
Improvement Association, 
Newton South Boosters Club 
and Meadowbrook PTA. 

In every election for the past 
18 years, Wise has actively 
supported candidates in whom 
he believed, and in 1961 and 
1963 Wise was a candidate for 
ward alderman from Ward 8. 

Wise is president of his own 
textile concern, which he has 
operated for the past 25 years. 
He has been president of the 
New England chapter of IM- 
WCD, an international trade 
organization, for the past 12 
years. 

He feels that with his 
background in business and 
community affairs he is well 
prepared to participate in the 
budgetary aspects of the city. 
He sees the rising tax rate as a 
tremendous burden to the 
homeowner. He sees no easy 
solution, but feels strongly that 
it would be incumbent upon 
him as alderman to see that 
maximum efficiency exists in 
every municipal department, 
that every major expenditure 
be scrupulously determined 
and thoroughly justified, and

that the people of Newton 
receive every service that can 
be squeezed out of their tax 
dollar. 

Another issue of the highest 
priority is the preservation and 
acquisition of open land. Wise 
feels that the city should 
acquire the remaining 
available land in order to 
retain the natural character of 
Newton. He considers the 
Novitiate land extremely 
valuable to the city, both for 
conservation and recreation 
purposes, and advocates its 
purchase. 

"We should retain the 
riverfront acreage in order to 
protect the valuable Charles 
River and prevent further 
development which could 
reduce flood storage capacity. 

The wetlands must be 
protected,” Wise said. He feels 
the remaining land is ideal for 
a much-needed park and 
recreational area. He believes 
that the city must be sensitive 
to the fragile remainder of 
open space, guarding against 
creeping density and in¬ 
discriminate land speculation. 
All multihousing that is ap¬ 
proved should enhance a 
neighborhood and contribute to 
the quality of life of the people 
living there. 


One form of multihousing 
that Wise feels is essential in 
Newton Ls low and middle- 
income housing and housing 
for the elderly: "The units built 
for these purposes have been 
good ones and a credit to the 
city. Unfortunately, they are 
just too few. We have a long list 
of people waiting to get 
housing, but no housing 
available. We have an 
obligation to these people, and 
we do not want to lose them." 

Another area of concern to 
Wise is the library system. He 
believes strongly that Newton 
needs a new main library and 
has needed one for many 
years. He feels that the present 
one is geographically un¬ 
suitable, completely lacking in 
parking area, and is an out¬ 
moded building, lacking 
adequate study facilities. He 
approves of the proposed site 
for a new main library at the 
corner of Homer and Walnut 
Streets. 

Public transportation is 
another area that Wise sees 
lacking in Newton. “It should 
be easier for youngsters, 
elderly and those without a car 
to get around the city. We must 
think about reducing our 
dependency upon automobiles, 
but we cannot be expected to do 
this without adequate, 
dependable and economical 
public transportation. We need 
a complete review of the 
situation." 

Wise does realize that the 
funding of these proposals is 
not a simple matter. However, 
by exploring every means of 
financing, by researching 
every possible source of 
federal and state funds, he 
believes that the citizens of 
Newton may attain the 
maximum of services with a 
minimum of financial 
sacrifice. 

Wise moved to Newton when 
he was 5 years old. He attended 
the Newton schools, Tabor 
Academy, Bucknell University 
and Lowell Technological 
Institute. He and his wife, 
Barbara, have two children, 
Joanne, 19, and Andy, 18. 


College buildings to a nonprofit 
organization, Newton Cultural 
Arts, Inc., for community art 
and drama.

Cohen discusses housing 
plans with HUD officials 


Eliot Cohen, candidate for 
mayor, met recently with 
Harold G. Thompson, deputy 
acting regional administrator 
of HUD, to present to the 
federal government Cohen’s 
revised priority plans for 
filling subsidized low-income 
family housing in Newton and 
other communities. 

Cohen, chairman of the Land 
Use Committee of the Board of 
Aldermen, met with Thompson 
to express his concerns that 
Newton will be unable to 
provide low-income family 
housing to those within its 
community unless the 
scheduled subsidized housing 
priorities of HUD are 
changed." 

Cohen stated: “For Newton 
to provide housing needed by 
its citizens, as decreed by the 
Massachusetts Housing 
Appeals Committee, priorities 
established by Washington for 
filling federally-funded sub¬ 
sidized housing must be 


changed to offer to Newton's 
low-income family residents 
first priority in the selection of 
tenants in newly built units.” 

According to Cohen, 
Thompson indicated the views 
expressed by Aid. Cohen were 
"right on target with those 
expressed by other community 
leaders throughout the 
country." 

“HUD’s Regional Boston 
Office will soon be conducting 
local hearings as to recom¬ 
mended changes in its housing 
priority schedule,” stated 
Cohen. "However, a task force 
of leaders from Boston and 
suburban communities has 
been formed. They will present 
directly to HUD officials in 
Washington proposals for 
changes in the tenant selection 
process. The deputy acting 
regional administrator 
suggested Cohen be added to 
this task force to present his 
views directly to officials in 
Washington'" Eliot Cohen 
added. 


Cohen continued: "A change 
in the tenant selection process 
addresses the housing needs of 
all communities not just 
Newton. Such priority changes 
have been advocated by many 
in our community. If enacted, 
they will afford housinq within 
our city not only to our 
residents who have been 
displaced by redevelopment, 
but to all low-income families, 
young and elderly alike. This 
will be the key factor in per¬ 
mitting young people raised in 
Newton the opportunity to 
continue to live in their home 
city," concluded Cohen.

Willard Pratt retired this 
month after 51 years with the 
City of Newton. He turned 70 
this month. 

His latest job has been that of 
water commissioner, which he 
took at the end of 1972. 

Before that, over the years, 
Pratt had been city engineer 
and director of public works 
and held a variety of lesser 
positions. 

He came to work for Newton 
when he was a "co-op" student 
at Northeastern University in 
1926. When he got his civil 
engineering degree in 1929 he 
began full-time work as a 
draftsman. 

In 1936, Pratt was made 
assistant engineer, 
progressing to acting city 
engineer in 1945, and full city 
engineer in 1946. 

In 1948, Pratt was appointed 
director of public works. He 
kept this job until a new, 
younger man came along in 
1972 and was made new 
director of public works. He 
lasted about one year. 

Pratt, who was then 65, had 
proved so valuable to the city 
that in order to keep his ex¬ 
pertise at hand, he was asked 
to accept the then vacant 
position of water com¬ 
missioner. 

Rumor has it that he knows 
the location of every pipe in the 
city of Newton. Pratt com¬ 
mented, "I would doubt it." 

A great bear of a man, he 
was softspoken and polite in his 
dealings with the Board of 
Aldermen and its committees. 
He could often be seen sitting 
patiently in the corridor out¬ 
side a committee room, 
waiting his turn to ask for 
money or answer questions 
about the workings of whatever 
department he was heading at 
the time. 

Very few aldermen argued 
with Bill Pratt. He spoke to 
them with no waste of words, 
but answered their questions 
as if his words would not, could 
not, be disputed. If he was

Criticism 
. on target 

Secretary of Administration and Finance 
John R. Buckley is the most important 
appointed public official on Beacon Hill. He 
is frequently referred to as “the Deputy 
Governor.” 

He served in the House of Represen¬ 
tatives with Michael S. Dukakis. Like 
Dukakis, he was a maverick and a member 
of the liberal bloc. Buckley and Dukakis 
were close friends. 

WMr 

Buckley's father was a State Auditor a 
generation ago, was a good vote-getter and 
in 1956 was an unsuccessful candidate for the 
Democratic nomination for Governor. 

John Buckley, a liberal on most matters 
but a conservative on state spending, was 
considered for two and a half years as the 
strong man of the Dukakis administration 
policies and the aide who saw to it that the 
Dukakis spending policies were carried out. 

Suddenly, however, Buckley became the 
target of searing criticism from two sides. 
His position as the most influential member 
of the Dukakis Cabinet has been seriously 
weakened. Buckley has been blasted on two 
issues. 

1. He is accused of using poor judgment in 
choosing two members of a consulting firm 
already working for the Commonwealth to 
serve on a five-member panel named to pick 
a firm to handle a massive data-processing 
contract covering most state agencies. 

2. He was assailed for not making a 
reasonably accurate estimate of the state’s 
surplus for the 1977 fiscal year to legislators 
working on the state budget for the 1978 
fiscal year and for pretending that the 
Commonwealth was in a tighter financial 
bind than was actually the case. 

To an outsider looking on it seems unlike¬ 
ly there would have been any surplus if 
Buckley had told the truth to all the state 
officials who wanted to spend more money. 
It's easy to forgive him for misleading the 
big spenders. 

That, however, has not saved him from 
being flayed by legislators, union 
spokesmen representing state employees 
and even other officials in the Dukakis 
administration, all of whom charge that he 
deceived them. 

Cabinet members and department heads 
in the Dukakis administrationcomplain that 
they were forced by Buckley to limit spen¬ 
ding and curtail programs more than was 
necessary. 

Union leaders protest that they negotiated 
a three-year contract for 37,000 state 
workers in the belief that the state had less 
money than it actually had. 

Buckley appears to have been stunned by 
the extent of the criticism and the heat of 
the bitterness directed at him. Understan¬ 
dably, he expected a word of praise from 
somebody for saving $100 million, whatever 
means he used to do it. 

About the only ones not angry with him 
are the hard-pressed taxpayers, many of 
whom feel that if Buckley has to mislead the 
big spenders in order to save money, he 
should continue misleading them. 

But Buckley has been hurt by the torrent 
of criticism which has struck him in waves.

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Carter lifts the lid off pot smoking

WASHINGTON - In a message to 
Congress, in which he identifies as his 
goal the discouragement of all drug abuse 
in America, President Carter says that he 
is “especially concerned about the in¬ 
creasing levels of marijuana use, which 
may be particularly destrucUve to our 
youth.” 

Well, this is fine and admirable. But, 
for the life of me, I do not understand how 
Mr. Carter reconciles his desire to see 
less marijuana smoked with his proposal 
in this area: the so-called 
“decriminalization" of pot, which would 
mean that a person with an ounce or less 
of grass would be fined $100 instead of the 
present federal criminal penalty which is 
a $5,000 fine and-or a year in jail. 

How is a reduction in the federal 
penalty for the possession of small 
amounts of marijuana supposed to 
discourage the use of this substance? The 
proposal simply does not make sense. 
The logic is seriously flawed. 

The president says that in the states 
which have removed criminal penalities 
for the use of small amounts of marijuana 
there has not been any “significant in¬ 
crease” in pot smoking. Mr. Carter 
singles out California, which has had 
decriminalization for about a year and a 
half, and Oregon, which has had it almost 
four years. 

There are those who differ with the 
president, however. In an interview, Dale 
Speck, director of law enforcement for 
California’s Dept, of Justice, tells me that 
the decriminalization of pot in his state 
lias had an "adverse, negative” effect. 

In a letter to the president, California 
Atty. Gen. Evelle Younger informs Mr. 
Carter that he is "incorrect" in his 
statements about California. Since 
decriminalization, Younger says, there 
has been “a large increase" in the 
number of juveniles arrested for traf¬ 
ficking in pot, and in the number of 
juveniles and adults arrested while 
driving under its influence. The attorney 
general cites a statewide Field Poll which 
shows that from February of 1975, before 
decriminalization, to November of 197G, 
almost a year after decriminalization, 
the number of people saying they used 
marijuana rose from 9 per cent to 14 per 
cent. 

Aaron Kohn, the managing director of 
New Orleans’ Metropolitan Crime 
Commission who worked last year under 
a Law Enforcement Assistance 
Administration grant helping draft a 
study of organized crime that included a 
look at marijuana, says he believes that 
Mr. Carter is inviting more drug traf¬ 
ficking by retaining Federal Criminal 
penalties for pot sellers while winking at 
users.

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In an interview in the Washington Star, 
Kohn declared that there are some "self- 
defeating inconsistencies" involved in the 
decriminalization of pot use or possession 
when this is accompanied by vigorous 
pursuit and punishment of suppliers. 

I As one exasperated federal Drug 
Enforcement Administration (DEA) 
official put it to me: "How the hell can 
somebody have a small amount of 
marijuana for personal use unless they 
got it illegally?") 

Kohn added that he didn't know of any 
situation "in the experience of mankind 
in which it has been possible to stimulate 
demand" while reducing supply. Noting 
the conflicts on the medical side of the pot 
debate, he says that the unanswered 
questions about the long-term effects of 
grass is itself enough reason to postpone 
decriminalization. 

But, the biggest hole in President 
Carter’s argument for marijuana 
decriminalization is that he simply 
doesn't have enough facts to make the 
statement, as he has, that in the eight 
states that have decriminalization there 
has been no "significant" increase in pot 
smoking. Nobody has these facts, at least 
nobody in the President's Office of Drug 


Abuse Policy, the DEA, or the Dept, of 
Health, Education and Welfare's 
National Institute on Drug Abuse. 

As regards young people ages 12 to 17, 
the group that most marijuana experts 
agree is the most susceptible to pot 
smoking, nobody has any idea really how 
decriminalization has affected these 
youths. The surveys taken in California 
and Oregon, which show 
decriminalization increasing the num¬ 
bers of marijuana smokers by up to 3 and 
5 per cent respectively, polled just adults, 
people 18 and over. 

The only data I've been able to turn up 
concerning the 12-to-17 age group is a 1976 
study done by George Washington 
University for HEW's Drug Abuse 
Institute. This nationwide survey showed 
that 5,624,000 youths in this category say 
they’ve tried grass. Thus, if the Carter 
federal decriminalization proposal went 
into effect, and there was the 3 to 5 per 
cent increase in pot smoking that has 
occurred in California and Oregon, this 
could mean that as many as a quarter of a 
million youngsters ages 12 to 17 might try 
pot for the first time. 

Nationwide, Mr. Carter says 45 million 
Americans have tried pot. A 3 to 5 per 
cent increase in this number as a result of 


decriminalization could mean an in¬ 
crease of as many as two million-plus. 
Whether these increases would be 
"significant”, I guess, depends on if the 
new pot smokers are your kids or your 
loved ones, or friends. 

Commenting candidly to reporters on 
the president's proposal to federally 
decriminalize marijuana, Dr. Peter 
Bourne, the director of Mr. Carter's 
Office of Drug Abuse Policy, 
acknowledged that the idea is really "not 
that important" since there are almost no 
federal arrests for possession of small 
amount of pot. Dr. Bourne said the 
significance of the president’s plan is 
"more symbolic than real.” 

Well, I disagree. The symbolism is real 
and it's bad. For all practical purposes, 
Mr. Carter, by his actions, has put his 
stamp of approval on pot smoking, his 
denunciations of such activity to the 
contrary notwithstanding. 

I, as a parent of sons 6 years old and 11 
years old, and a daughter 14, find it 
helpful in my attempts to discourage 
their possible smoking of marijuana, to 
be able to say, even if it is not being en¬ 
forced: and on top of everything else, 
smoking marijuana is a federal crime 
which might land you in the pokey. 


'Black Mafia' emerges in Boston contract dispute

A self-styled "Black Mafia” in Boston 
is the story behind the story m the con¬ 
troversial $20.6-million MBTA contact 
award to a Pennsylvania firm on "af¬ 
firmative action” grounds despite a low 
bid by the Massachusetts-based Perini 
Corporation. 

The controversy exploded into the news 
when a U.S. District Court judge issued a 
restraining order barring the MBTA and 
the out-of-state contractor from starting 
work on the multi-million-dollar South 
Cove Tunnel Project. 

Behind the terse legalese which has 
surfaced thus far lies a chilling story of 
the emergence of a new power group 
determined to leave Its imprint on this 
state's huge construction industry — a 
group which describes Itself both as a 
"Black Mafia" and “The Black Vault." 
(The "Black Vault" described obviously 
is borrowed from the oft-discussed 
powerful financial group of yesteryear in 
Boston called “The Vault" comprised of 
the Hub's top bankers and financiers, 
which infracted heavily on various city 
administrations). 

The Perini Corporation of Framingham 
was bypassed despite its lower bid of 
$18.3-million, ostensibly because it had 
not done enough to solicit sub-bids from 
nunority-owned contracting companies. 

In actual fact, Perini sought the job as a 
joint venture with King Erectors of 
Baltimore, a company owned by a 
Mexican-American and a black. Con¬ 
versely, the winning bidder, Peter Kiesit

Sons Co., a Pennsylvania corporation, 
"met” its minority quota by awarding a 
cost-plus contract to a minority elec¬ 
trician who filed papers to become a 
general contractor just one week before 
the bid opening. 

Thus this is developing into a classic 
"affirmative action” confrontation 
because it is not the black-versus-while 
situation so beloved by the liberals but 
rather a black-versus-brown matchup in 
which tremendous pressures are being 
put upon a legitimate Mexican-American 
contractor who wants his piece of the 
construction pie. 

With the situation as scrambled as it is 
currently, rumors and speculation about 
pending violence in the dispute are rife 
within the construction Industry — some 
of a nature that inevitably will attract, if 
it hasn’t already, the attention of United 
Slates Attorney Edward F. Harrington, 
Atty. Gen. Francis X. Bellottl and Suffolk 
District Atty. Garrett H. Byrne. 

In its Federal suit to overturn the 
award, Perini Corporation accused the 
MBTA of rushing through the bidding 
procedure in June and then a month later 
awarding the contract to the Penn- 
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sylvanitf firm while allegedly misleading 
Perini that a review was taking place. 

The MBTA ruled initially that Perini, 
despite its joint venture with King, failed 
to meet the Authority's compliance 
standards to qualify as a minority 
company. , 

Massachusetts contractors are in an 
uproar over the Implications of the 
MBTA's action in this case, charging that 
"the competitive bidding system, the free 
enterprise process that has sustained the 
construction industry for decades, is 
lying in shreds as a result of the action." 

Responsible people everywhere, both 
within the construction industry and 
without, want to see the integrity of the 
affirmative action process maintained. 
In this case, the MBTA contended its 
procedures require it to accept the lowest 
"responsible and responsive" bids — 
maintaining that Perini met the first but 
not the second of these criteria. 

This arbitrary decision, made by a 
single MBTA executive, ignored the fact 
that Perini spent weeks of staff time in 
contacting minority firms and ultimately 
entered the joint venture with the firm in 


which the Mexican-American and a black 
were principals. 

Almost predictably, the liberal Boston 
Globe editorialized on the award 
squabble, and verbally spanked the 
construction industry because, it alleged, 
"The magnitude of unequal participation 
in MBTA projects is staggering." The 
editorial cited the disparity in MBTA 
awards to minority workers and sub¬ 
contractors in a recent two-year period — 
ignoring the very real problem involved 
due to the scarcity of qualified minorities. 

What the GLOBE, the Boston HERALD 
American and the city, county, state and 
Federal law enforcement officers should 
be checking closely in the present case is 
the maneuvering behind the scenes by 
this so-called 1 “Black Mafia” — and how 
it has and is attempting to impact upon 
the entire construction industry under the 
cloak of “affirmative action." 

This should be grist for the mill of the 
the GLOBE'S crack "Spotlight Team" 
provided, of course, that the newspaper 
will take off its habitual blinders where 
minority transgressions and-or short¬ 
comings are concerned). 

Meanwhile, this MBTA brouhaha 
underlines a disturbing new fact of life — 
lhat where once low price and ability lo 
perform were the sole criteria in 
detennming the award of a construction 
project, now it has been reduced to the 
opinion of a person or group of persons as 
to the contractor's attitude. This opens 
the door wide to potential abuse, and 
wastes taxpayer dollars.

Now is the time for all 
conservationists and real 
sportsmen to speak up in order 
to save the few remaining 
bobcat, river otter and fisher 
left in this state. 

The Mass. Division of 
Fisheries and Game has been 
irresponsible in the 
management of these species, 
their only concern being to 
supply “game and recreation” 
to their license holders. The 
Board of Fisheries and Game 
will shortly set the killing days 
on the upcoming shooting and 
trapping season of these 
animals, with little concern 
that their decision could just 
endanger these particular 
species. 0 

Despite the fact that the U.S. 
Fisii and Wildlife Service is 
beginnuig a review of the 
status of the bobcat and river 
otter (after sufficient evidence 
was presented to warrant such 
a review) to determine 
whether they should be 
proposed for listing as 
threatened or endangered 
species; 

Despite the fad that most of 
the stales bordering 
Massachusetts have imposed 
bans oil the killing of bobcat 
and fisher ui order to protect 
them; 


Despite the fact that the 
current price of ths skins of all 
three species has skyrocketed 
to an all-time high, which could 
result in widespread depletion 
of these threatened species; 

Despite the fact that the 
Mass. Division of Fisheries and 
game does not know the 
population status of the bobcat, 
river otjer and fisher, its board 
of directors will soon vote to 
allow the continued killing of 
these animals, even extending 
the killing days of the bobcat to 
an addition seven days, from 
Nov. 1 to March 8, with ab¬ 
solutely no limit on the amount 
of these animals killed during 
that lime. 

If anyone would like to join 
me in asking the division to 
impose an immediate 
moratorium on the com¬ 
mercial and sport killing of the 
bobcat, river otter and fisher 
until such time that responsible 
and accurate research is done 
to assure the perpetuation of 
these species, just sign your 
name and address to this 
letter, mail it to me at Box 1606, 
Buzzards Bay, Ma.

Sen. Jack Backman of 
Brookline, in concert with 
Rabbi Rubin R. Dobin of 
"Operation Recognition,” has 
urged the Comite International 
de La Croix-Rouge (Inter¬ 
national Red Cross) to adopt at 
its conference of October, 1977, 
in Bucharest, Romania, either 
the establishment of a new 
international symbol for the 
Red Cross or the acceptance of 
the Star of David (Magen 
David) of Israel as a 
recognized symbol of the Red 
Cross in Israel. 

This would finally open the 
doors to Israel becoming an 
equal participating member of 
the International Red Cross. 

Backman cited the Inter¬ 
national Red Cross Conference 
in Bucharest on Oct. 15,1977, as 


a "crucial test." Previous 
attempts by the Magen David 
Adorn Society, Israel's public- 
relief organization, to gain 
membership in the Inter¬ 
national Red Cross have failed. 

For religious reasons Israel 
cannot accept the Red Cross 
emblem and to date the nations 
of the world represented in the 
International Red Cross will 
not recognize the Star of David, 
Israel’s symbol. 

"Although the International 
Red Cross has recognized the 
Red Crescent of Islam and the 
Red Lion and Sun of Iran," 
Backman said, "legal 
technicalities and international 
intrigue have blocked Israel's 
many attempts to gain similar 
acceptance of its emblem.”

"solar basics." 

“Our primary emphasis will 
be educating consumers to the 
basic components and ap¬ 
plications of solar energy," 
Drinan said. "In light of recent 
studies by the Congressional 
Office of Technology 
Assessment and the Energy 
Research and Development 
Administration, showing that 
for the Northeast solar energy 
is already costcompetitive with 
electric water heating, our 
conference in Weston should be 
of great practical interest to 
homeowners throughout 
Massachusetts.” 


Lt. Pescosolido 
urges use of 
smoke detectors 

Lt E. John Pescosolido of 
the Newton Fire Department’s 
Fire Prevention Bureau asks 
the public to again give some 
thought to installing early- 
warning devices within their 
homes. 

One popular device, a smoke 
detector, is within a price 
range of most households. 

Lt Pescosolido noted that 
90,000 American homes are 
damaged or destroyed by fire 
and at least 300,000 people are 
injured each year.' 

'"Iliere are two basic reasons 
for this extraordinary poor 
record — ignorance and in¬ 
difference. 

"Too many of us feel that 
fires happen to the ‘other guy* 
and too few of us know about 
fire safety and fire preven¬ 
tion," the lieutenant said. 

The Fire Department has a 
smoke detector board 
available to any civic 
organization wishing to exhibi- 
it.

an individual Newton school? 

If some rule is not worked 
out, the Newton school system 
is threatened with becoming 
Balkanized. 

There are ways of ap¬ 
proaching this problem. 

One could establish a 
maximum figure of allowable 
parent expenditures. We could 
determine the median ex¬ 
penditures of the various PTAs 
and use that as a limit. 
Perhaps we could use a per¬ 
centage of the school's budget. 

The alternative is to 
determine categories of per¬ 
missible involvement. But, 
frankly, I think that might 
inhibit creative initiative. 

If a school has needs that 
cannot be met within the 
budget, there are several 
options. 

We can increase the budget, 
find supplementary funds, wait 
until funds can be found, or 
give up on those needs. 

If, however, we define the 
needs of the Newton schools by 
the individual school and allow 
the money to be raised by 
parents at those schools for 
their own schools, we are 
sanctioning an ever-decreasing 
concept of responsibility and 
community. 

If a school has needs the 
parents can meet out of their 
own pockets and they are 
permitted to do so, the rich will 
get richer (education) and the 
poor will get poorer 
(education). 

We simply narrow even 
further our responsibility to for 
our neighbors.

Arson suspect undergoes 
psychiatric examination 


The Nonant urn man charged 
with setting the three-alarm 
blaze at a Newtonville lumber 
yard is undergoing psychiatric 
examination at Medfield State 
Hospital following his 
arraignment in Newton 
District Court last week.

Walter Drew 
said this week. 

Busa's case was continued to 
Sept. 6. 

Busa, who lives at 89 Faxon 
St., was arrested at Dunkin' 
Donuts in Nonantum about two 
hours after the first alarm of 
fire came in at the Roy S. 
Edwards Inc. lumber yard at 
29 Crafts St. 

Capl. Drew said Tuesday 
that police made the arrest 
following a description of the 
suspect given by a witness near 
the Sunshield Window Corp. at 


24 Monroe St., Newtonville. 

Busa was charged with at¬ 
tempted arson in connection 
with a small fire at that 
building that police ex 
tinguished on Aug. 17 at about 
3:30 a.m. while the lumber 
yard was burning. 

The attempted arson charge 
stemmed from the discovery of 
a pile of wooden sticks that 
(ailed to burn in front of the 
Fraser Engineering Co., 64r 
Court St., Newtonville, on Aug. 
17. 

Capt. Drew said Buja was 
riding a bicycle that night and 
spoke freely with police after 
being advised of his rights. 

"He was the one who 
volunteered most of the in¬ 
formation to us. He was 
relieved to get it ail off of his 
conscience,” Drew said. 


The other arson charges are 
in connection with a fire at Bon

To reduce the impact of 
Newton's 100 percent 
revaluation program (taking 
effect on July 1, 1978) 
Harrington would ask city 
assessors to grant hardship 
abatements to Newton 
residents least able to afford 
possible tax increases. The 
elderly, many of whom are on 
fixed incomes, should receive 
abatements, Harrington says. 

To further minimize tax 
hardships on those with fixed 
incomes, Harrington has 
proposed legislation that would 
allow municipalities to grant 
tax abatements in addition to 
those allowed by state law. He 
also supports legislation to 
provide for greater local 
autonomy in determining 
property value. 

"It all boils down to doing 
something in return for those 
who have lived in Newton for 
30, 40 or 50 years and have 
shouldered much of the tax 
burden," Harrington points 
out. 

The establishment of a 
minibus service between 
residential areas and business 
districts, Harrington believes, 
could solve the transportation 
problems of senior citizens who 
do not have access to private 
automobiles or other forms of 
transportation. The bus ser¬ 
vice, Harrington says, would 
be financed through existing 
federal programs, employ 
CETA drivers, and use school 
buses while students are not 
being transported. 

“The immediate advantage 
of the bus service would be to 


increase the mobility of those 
without transportation at their 
fingertips," Harrington points 
out. "It would also divert 
shoppers back into Newton 
business centers. The fact that 
much of the service would be 
funded by sources outside 
Newton makes it even more 
attractive." 

Each bus, Harrington en¬ 
visions, would travel a roughly 
scheduled route and be in radio 
contact with a communications 
center. Senior citizens and 
others within the route area 
would call the center to make 
arrangements for pickup and 
transportation. The service 
would be available between the 
rush hours while school is in 
session. 

To supplement the health 
services used by Newton's 
elderly, Harrington would 
establish a walk-in gerontology 
clinic open on a regular basis. 
The clinic would use local 
medical personnel, be coor¬ 
dinated with local hospitals, 
and provide preventive 
medical advice and referral 
service. 

Harrington would also in¬ 
struct Newton’s Health 
Department to hold regularly 
scheduled office hours at 
elderly housing projects and 
senior citizen centers to further 
broaden the city’s health 
services. 

“Improving health services 
for Newton’s elderly is vital if 
we are to show senior citizens 
we are committed to making 
this city more habitable for 
all," says Harrington.

CETA public-service 
jobs awarded for 
municipal projects 


Hiring for 47 new jobs in 
Newton began last week as the 
result of the signing of three 
additional Comprehensive 
Employment and Training Act 
(CETA) contracts last week. 

Three contracts were also 
signed for Waltham and two 
were signed for Brookline 
projects. 

“These eight projects will 
bring an additional *1 million 
into this CETA area,” 
Theodore D. Mann, chairman 
of the Newton Area, CETA 
said. 

The Newton projects total 
$342,264. The Newton Health 
Department has been awarded 
$187,678 to hire 14 people to test 
houses for the presence of lead 
paint. They will advise those 
owners and tenants who have 
children under age 6 in the 
home to remove this identified 
health hazard. 

The Newton Planning and 
Development Department will 
use 27 CETA employees to 
improve Cold Spring and 
EJmands Parks through the 
removal of debris, dead plant 
material, and so on, under a 
$95,186 grant.

the legal conversion of single- to two- 
family houses and two- to three-family, 
under certain conditions when land area 
is large enough. 

There is already an ordinance on the 
books that allows conversion of single¬ 
family houses on 30,0000 square feet or 
more, but both times it has been invoked 
the Board of Aldermen has denied the 
petition because of neighborhood op¬ 
position. 

Morris has also set into motion the 
beginning of code enforcement and-or 
legalization of existing so-called illegal 
apartments by obtaining a spot check 
conducted by the Building Department. 
The.purpise of the survey was to get a 
cough idea of the zoning violations that 
have to be dealt with throughout the city. 
One of the areas surveyed was in another 
of the neighborhoods of Newton Corner, 
the "Pearl Street” neighborhood.

The Pearl Street neighborhood is 
bounded by Jackson Road, Centre Street, 
and the Turnpike. 

At each of SOM's meetings a 
questionnaire will be distributed to obtain 
residents' opinions and desires. 

It is expected that, while concerns and 
problems may vary from neighborhood to 
neighborhood, the overriding ones will be 
traffic and housing. 

In the community development 
program plans for fiscal 1979 and fiscal 
1980 $100,000 has been allocated for each 
year for Newton Corner ‘‘to assist 
acquisition of Newton Corner sites for 
redevelopment and rehabilitation (which 
may include assistance to a nonprofit 
community-based developer)." 

The formation of a development 
corporation for Newton Corner has been 
the dream of that community and city 
officials for years, and it appears to be 
the only way to make the massive 
changes necessary to repair Newton 
Corner. * 

SOM itself described the changes 
needed as the "big" ones and the "small" 
ones. The small ideas can be im¬ 
plemented with little trouble. The big 
ones, such as a pedestrian bridge, 
covering the Turnpike, another Gateway 
oc bus terminal or relocation of the 
Turnpike exits, would take more than 
lobbying.

Although residents of the Bellevue 
neighborhood recognize that Newton 
Corner is something of a regional focal 
point, they do not want the area to 
become a regional shopping center. 

But Edward Tsoi of SOM commented, 
"What we have to do is to find out how to 
marry the two, commerce and residential 
areas.” 

He explained that "unless we bring 
some economic infusion in, the future is 
not bright for Newton Corner. We have to 
improve the commercial part to get 
people to spend money.” 

Newton Corner for too many years has 
tried to pull itself up by itself, with 
fragmented studies that pile up and 
cannot be put into effect. 

Now Newton Corner has, in SOM, a 
team of people on its side that can not 
only figure out what has to be done but is 
savvy about how to get that done. 

The three representatives from SOM 
speak in plain English,. They attempt to 
avoid the planning jargon that frequently 
obscures the meanings of ideas and in¬ 
timidates people who, according to 
community development regulations, are 
supposed to be involved in the citizen- 
participation process. 

Some time in September SOM hopes to 
have a "priorities report” based on 
meetings in the five neighborhoods. 

In November they will produce a land 
use plan, giving alternatives from which 
Newton Corner may choose. 

In December SOM will work out im¬ 
plementation strategies, and in January 
the final report will be done.

cost, ever if the homeowner does the 
work himself. 

Up till now there has been no charge for 
inspection of electrical work, plumbing or 
gas installation. If the Board of Aldermen 
passes Fraser's proposal, there will be. 

Residential dwellings will be erged $10 
per 100 amps of service for new buildings 
and existing buildings. 

Gas and plumbing inspection fees for 
new and existing buildings will cost $5 for 
one to five appliances and $1 for each 
additional appliance. 


When homeowners and contractors 
have failed to apply for a permit before 
starting the work, the penalty will be a 
doubling of the permit fees. 

Fraser said that the city will realize an 
additional $110,000 to $120,000 more per 
year in permits than it has previously 
collected, which will pay for one-third of 
the cost of construction inspection and all 
the electrical and plumbing inspections. 

Hit $3000 collected in fees for the 


construction of the $8.5 million Chestnut 
Hill Gardens would have been increased 
to $25,000, Fraser said, had the new fee 
schedule been in effect. 

For an average new house, with a 
$30,000 project cost, the new schedule 
would mean a permit cost of $90, against 
the current $24. 

His new fee schedule is about midway 
in a comparison of 10 other communities, 
Fraser said.

broken down. The $60,000 job will replace 
everything but the ladders and the chasis. 

Comptroller Lawrence Marino had his 
request approved for $20,000 to hire a 
private accounting firm to audit the city's 
financial records. 

.Auditors employed by the state are the 
only ones officially authorized by the 
state to audit the books, but in prac¬ 
ticality the state accounting authority 


doesn't have the staff to audit each 
municipality on a routine basis. 

One problem with hiring an outside 
firm is that after the firm is paid, the 
state could reject that or ignore the firm’s 
report and audit the city books itself. If 
that happened, the city would be forced to 
pay for the unexpected state audit. 

Marino said he would try to work out a 
solution to this problem before any final 
bid is announced for a private firm.

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Cohen charges mayor 
with fiscal ineptitude

"The state of the city could 
be much better," responded 
Aid. Eliot Cohen, candidate for 
mayor, to Mayor Theodore 
Mann's State of the City ad¬ 
dress delivered last week. 

“The mayor's inability to 
balance the city’s books has 
resulted in wild-spree 
borrowing,” charged Cohen. 
"We cannot continue to borrow 
or bond to cover annual 
operational expenditures. 
These expenditures must be 
maintained in our annual 
budget. In order to keep the tax 
rate down in an election year 
the mayor is turning to the 
same borrowing device used in 
his last election. The city 
borrows and pays back with 
Interest in subsequent, 
nonelection years," continued 
Cohen. 

"Although this technique 
may be good political 
maneuvering, it is poor 
management and business 
practice, for the taxpayers of 
our city will be paying ex¬ 
cessive taxes in subsequent 
years. A clear-cut example is 
the mayor’s current request 
for over f 1.2 million for new 
operational public works 
equipment. Capital items such 
as buildings are bonded, not 
equipment needed on a day-to- 
day basis,” Cohen said. "The 
city's triple-A rating will be put 
in jeopardy if the mayor 
continues with his excessive 
bonding practices,” he added. 


"The public has been In¬ 
formed by the mayor that this 
year he has found W million 
worth of underassessed and 
nonassessed business 
property. The chairman of the 
board of assessors indicated 
this situation has existed for 
the past six years,” Cohen 
said. “If this is true, the 
cumulative effect of yiis ad¬ 
ministrative error could mean 
our residential taxpayers are 
paying *22 a thousand on the 
current tax rate that properly 
belongs to those under or 
nonassessed," according to 
Cohen. 

Aid. Cohen continued, "In 
this election year the mayor 
talks about the federal funds he 
is receiving for Newton. 
However, he fails to tell our 
taxpayers that there are over 
1600 federal programs and, for 
the most part, Newton receives 
only those funds which 
automatically come to every 
city and town. We do not seek, 
nor do we obtain, federal funds 
that require innovative or 
thoughtful municipal 
programs.” 

"It's time Newton had a 
federal fund coordinator to 
study and seek out such 
programs so that Newton will 
have returned to it monies paid 
in part by its taxpayers but 
currently going to other 
communities which have 
imagination and knowledge of 
existing programs,” Cohen 
concluded.

provide storage space and a lecture hall 
for the Jackson Homestead. 

Mrs. Husher is supervisor of the ar¬ 
chives project. After she was appointed to 
the Historical Commission, that group 
created a nonprofit extension of itself, 
Historic Newton, Inc., to seek grants and 
establish a revolving fund to support 
restoration. A grant received in June 
enabled Historic Newton to advertise for 
a professional archivist to inventory, 
catalog and preserve the documents of 
the dty. 

The archives building will be erected 
with funds from the Mutual Bank for 
Savings, the City of Newton, and money 
to be raised by the Friends of the Jackson 
Homestead. Mrs. Duscha Scott of the 
Homestead will be permanent archivist, 
and an orderly system will be established 
to preserve all appropriate documents in 
the future. 

In the grant application for the ar¬ 
chives project, Mrs. Husher wrote that 
her interest in Newton history began 
' bedause it appeared to her as "a kind of 
microcosm of the history of the nation as 
a whole." 

Sie has lived in Newton most of her life, 
and has viewed its growth and change 
with affectionate concern. Her parents 
moved here when she was six months old, 
and she grew up in Waban. After her 
marriage to Richard W. Husher, she 
returned to Waban. The family moved 
last spring into their third house there, a 
smaller one on Beacon Street, now that 
the children have grown. 

At Smith College during World War II, 
Mrs. Husher majored in history and took 
a “war minor" in drafting to help the war 
effort. This course led to summer jobs at 
Raytheon and Submarine Signal Com¬ 
pany, and, after graduation, to United 
Aircraft in Hartford. In the evenings, she 
took figure drawing and watercolor 
courses "for fun". 

The history student surfaced again 
when she earned a master's degree in 
history at Northeastern, despite the 
demands of four young children and a 
busy community life. She did sporadic art 
assignments, both volunteer and 
professional. Her first paid commission 
was to illustrate a cookbook published by 
her children's nursery school. She went 
on to illustrate teaching material and has 
also illustrated two books on butterflies 
for Jo Brewer, Newton writer and lec¬ 
turer. 

The historian and artist came together 
in a course Mrs. Husher took in 
development of American architecture.

"That puNie down an alley I've been 
treading ever she says. 

Working with uS Friends of the 
Jackson Homestead, shv helped prepare 
a booklet on the history of .’’ban. When 
she and Thelma Fleishman, now a con¬ 
servation commissioner, began a similar 
study on Newton Upper Falls, they were 
struck with the charms of the old mill 
village, and disturbed that it might be 
destroyed. 

"I went to a workshop which gave me 
the idea of establishing Upper Falls as a 
historic district," Mrs. Husher says. "We 
started from ground zero to educate the 
people, to get the mayor to present the 
idea to the aldermen, and to set up a 
study commission to survey the city as a 
whole." 

"We took the mayor for a ride around 
Upper Falls. We took the aldermen and 
others, too." 

It worked. Mrs. Husher was one of 
seven members of the Historic District 
Study Committee which surveyed 125 
houses in Upper Falls before recom¬ 
mending the establishment of a historic 
district there. 

They hope to create other districts in 
West Newton and in a Victorian neigh¬ 
borhood around Sumner Street, Newton 
Centre. A survey began last fall in the 
Newton Comer-Nonantum area, with the 
help of history students from Newton 
South High School. "Two walking tours 
came out of that project, and Kathlyn 
Hatch of the Newton Planning and 
Development Department began writing 
a book on architectural history," Mrs. 
Husher reports. 

Ste chuckles when she remembers one 
walking tour. "We were moving slowly 
down the street peering up and around 
the houses. People who lived there began 
to call out to ask what we were doing. 
When they heard, they said, 'May we 
come,too? By the time we'd finished, 
we had a line behind us like the Pied 
Piper." 

A walking tour of Waban, led by Mrs. 
Husher on Waban Day last May, 
produced similar results. Starting with a 
nucleus of a few walkers, she soon had a 
mixed crowd of all ages, some new to 
Waban, some long-time residents who 
were learning things about their village 
they had never known before. 

The city's centennial also spurred local 
awareness of Newton's historical 
heritage. Slides were prepared from old 
documents and photographs, and Mrs. 
Husher was one of several lecturers who 
gave a series of seven lectures on Newton 


history. Audiences delighted in nostalgic 
views of canoeing at Norumbega and 
tumof-the-century village squares whose 
identity was not always easy to name. 

Graphic materials were also used to 
make photomurals which now hang on 
the second floor of City Hall. "People do a 
lot of waiting on the second floor," says 
Mrs. Husher, "They have time to look at 
the pictures." 

The murals were paid for by the city's 
Bicentennial Commission. Another 
Bicentennial project was the placing of 
date plaques on Newton houses built 
before 1825. Mrs. Husher began to feel 
that the Historical Commission was 
"establishing a track record." 

The track record includes progress on 
four historic Newton buildings. The 
Bigelow House, designed by H. H. 
Richardson, has been partially restored. 
Its future is still undetermined but the 
Newton Historic Preservation 
Association, of which Mrs. Husher is 
clerk, is considering several ideas for 
making it a self-sustaining structure. 

The Nathaniel T. Allen House, home of 
the famous educator at 35 Webster St., 
was bought in June, and its contents are 
being sorted. Plans are for mixed use of 
the building for apartments, offices, and 
a small area for display of Allen 
memorabilia. An experimental school is 
interested in the barn, which has twice 
before been used by schools. A number of 
neighbors belong to the committee which 
hopes to make the house self-supporting. 

Colby Hall, a historic building on the 
Andover Newton campus which the 
seminary does not currently need but 
wants tp save, has been leased by an 
architectural firm for five years. 
Drummey Rosane Anderson will use the 
building for offices, doing some 
restoration and signifying its presence 
with only a dignified sign outside. 

The Historical Commission also 
worked with Boston College to convert its 
Slade-Hovey building to offices for the 
B.C. American Studies Institute. 

"When someone like Boston College or 
Andover Newton says, ‘Give us a hand,' 
we’ve been able to help," Mrs. Husher 
says. "There are lots more things we 
want to do. But there just isn't enough 
time." 

Her latest crusade is the Upper Falls 
railroad station. She says the NHPA will 
lease the building, and she hopes they can 
find a director and committee from the 
community to restore the recently burned 
building. She may have a tenant for it.

A police officer may give you a ticket for failing to observe the 
laws on the operation and equipment of bicycles. 

A police officer who recognizes a bicycle violation committed, 
may request the offender to state his true name and address. 
Whoever upon such request refuses to state his name or gives 
a false name and address, shall be punished by a fine of not 
less than $20.00 nor more than $50.00.

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Blue jeans 
price war 
continues 

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
tfreat blue Jeans price war of 
1977 has now spread from coast 
to coast, by Industry estimates, 
and shows no sign of an early 
truce. 

Nor does it appear there will 
be any shortage of jeans as a 
result of the low prices and 
heavy buying, although sup¬ 
plies eventually could shrink 
somewhat. 

Ironically the price cutting, 
which has knocked some prices 
down by as much as }5 per ' 
pair, comes Just a little over 
one year after the government 
accused Levi Strauss of price 
fixing. 

What happened? 

Levi, which claims to-be the 
world’s largest clothing manu¬ 
facturer, says it all started 
because its jeans were almost 
too popular. 

A company spokesman tells 
us Levi Strauss historically 
sold only to certain retail 
outlets, those which met 
certain standards. It was that 
practice which prompted the 
Federal Trade Commission to 
lodge a price fixing charge 
against the company in May of 
last year. The FTC claimed 
Levi told its 15,000 distributors 
what to charge and required 
them to sell other Levi 
products in exchange for being 
allowed to sell the jeans. 

The company says that for 
years there have been "pock¬ 
ets” of resistance around the 
country to that practice — 
Southern California was one 
example — where stores which 
were not Levi accounts got the 
jeans from third parties 
anyway and cut prices to at¬ 
tract customers to their stores. 

This began to upset some of 
the "traditional” Levi dealers. 

So the first shot In the 
current price war was fired in 
Minneapolis early this summer 
by "County Seat," a chain of 
200 stores which the company 
calls “Levi only stores" — 
those whose merchandise is 75 
per cent or more Levi 
products. 

The chain began its own 
price cutting and the war was 
on. Instead of turning into a 
passing thing, the Levi spokes¬ 
man said, no one wanted to be 
uudersold and the action 
"touched it off on a big basis.” 

Right now the price cuts are 
going on pretty much all across 
the country, the company says, 
in most major market areas 
and at about the same level. 

Levi Strauss says it has not 
cut its wholesale price and does 
not intend to, even though some 
retailers claim they are not 
making any money on the 
jeans right now. And the 
company says it cannot in¬ 
crease its production. 

"I don’t think there would be 
a severe shortage," if the war 
continues, the Levi spokesman 
said. He described the situation 
as being about the same as it 
was a couple of years ago when 
denim was in short supply. The 
denim shortage was caused by 
reluctance in the textile indus¬ 
try to expand its ability to 
make the material, despite 
Increasing demand from the 
clothing makers. 

The price war, of course, has 
affected not just Levi but its 
competitors, whose prices 
have also fallen to keep pace. 
Levi Strauss says its really 
happy about the whole thing 
because it thinks it will wind up 
with an even bigger share of 
the market once peace comes. 

As far as the FTC case is 
concerned, Levi continues to 
maintain "there are certain 
types of stores we don’t want to 
sell to." 

And right now at least the 
FTC would have a hard time 
backing up one of the conten¬ 
tions it made last year — that 
consumers are suffering "sub¬ 
stantial" losses due to the 
higher prices charged for 
Levis. 

in addition another factor 
has entered the picture. 

One June 23 the Supreme 
Court reversed a decade-old 
principle which took a dim 
view of manufacturers con¬ 
trolling retail distribution. The 
court, in a case involving GTE- 
Sylvanla and where that firm 
could sell its TV sets, said such 
restrictions on location are 
illegal only if they 
"unreasonably restrain or 
suppress competition.” 

They are not illegal on their 
face, the court said, and a 
"rule of reason" must be ap¬ 
plied in each case. 

| The FTC case has not yet 
gone to trial. 

But whatever happens 
American consumers are now 
enjoying a price break.

Study of asbestos hazard 
in schools underway 


The process of investigating 
and evaluating potential health 
hazards resulting from the use 
of spray-on asbestos 
fireproofing insulation in 
schools has begun, according 
to State Rep. Lois G. Pines (D- 
Newton), House Chairman of 
the Special Legislative 
Commission on Asbestos. 

Pines, whose involvement in 
this issue dates from the 
discovery of unacceptable 
levels of airborne asbestos 
fibers in the newly opened 
Newton North High School 
several years ago, was 
recently successful in ob¬ 
taining $50,000 in state funds 
for such a survey. 

Pines announced that the

commission has begun im¬ 
plementation of a plan of action 
submitted by the State 
Department of Labor and 
Industries’ Division of 
Occupational Hygiene (DOH). 

About 50 inspectors of the 
Division of Industrial Safety 
are presently conducting walk¬ 
through surveys and visual 
evaluations of each school in 
the state constructed or 
renovated between 1948-72, the 
period of widespread asbestos 
use. 

The second phase of the 
survey will determine the 
extent of asbestos con¬ 
tamination in the schools. With 
the cooperation of the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Education and local school 
officials, representatives of 
individual schools will be 
chosen to undergo a one-day 
training course in the 
techniques of air-sampling of 
asbestos fibers. Analysis of 
samples will be performed by 
the DOH. 

Pines explained that while 
the testing is being done and 
the results analyzed, the 
commission will appoint an ad 
hoc committee to make 
recommendations for the 


containment or removal of 
asbestos which constitutes a 
health hazard. The recom¬ 
mendations will also include 
the estimated costs of 
corrective procedures as well 
as suggested sources of fun¬ 
ding. 

“Although the body of 
medical evidence linking 
asbestos exposure to 
respiratory disease and cancer 
in an occupational en¬ 
vironment continues to mount, 
its effect on schoolchildren has 
not been adequately 
evaluated," Pines said. 

"The commission's in¬ 
vestigation seeks to quantify 
the potential hazard and 
thereby allow for an educated, 
well-reasoned response to the 
actual hazards. The stakes are 
very great. The health of our 
children demands that the 
uncertainty be cleared up once 
and for all. I am very pleased 
that the survey has begun and 
that the answers to the im¬ 
portant questions will be 
forthcoming,” said the Newton 
lawmaker. 

Pines hopes that additional 
funds will be obtained so that 
the survey can be expanded to 
the state’s other public 
buildings.

Testing scientifically important to education 


PRINCETON, NJ - Each 
year, hundreds of thousands of 
students across the nation take 
standardized achievement 
tests that measure their 
knowledge of certain subjects. 
Have you ever wondered where 
those tests come from, and how 
they’re developed? 

At Educational Testing 
Service (ETS), for instance, 
more than 1,500 teachers work 
closely with ETS testing 
specialists every year in the 
test development process. 

ETS designs many of the 
standardized achievement 


tests used in the nation’s 
schools at the elementary, 
secondary, and college levels. 

While ETS develops and 
administers the tests, policy 
for the programs is determined 
by the educational groups that 
sponsor the tests. 

Once the decision to develop 
a test has been made, says the 
testing organization, the 
sponsoring group will usually 
select the teachers who will 
make up the test development 
committee.

And each question must 
be reviewed by the test com¬ 
mittee and ETS specialists to 
insure the validity of its con¬ 
tent.

Pretests are administered to 
groups of students throughout 
the country who are similar to 
the groups for whom the test is 
intended.

Results of the pretests help 
the test committees and ETS 
specialists identify questions 
that made it through the 
review process but, for a 
number of reasons, may not be 
suitable for the test.

PRINCETON, NJ - Promp¬

The new Basic Skills 
Assessment Program has been 
jointly developed by 
Educational Testing Service 
(ETS) and a national con¬ 
sortium of school districts. 

It contains questions that 
measure the reading, writing 
and math skills of students.

And, Dwyer says, "The tests 
will be given to eighth and 
ninth graders, early enough to 
help teachers spot these 
students.” 

The questions are on such 
topics as the ability to read :

newspaper want ads. 

Other questions deal with the 
math skills required for 
everyday tasks such as 
balancing a checkbook or food 
shopping.

Special education plus music equal a career

Thousands of young Americans are 
finding themselves in this dilemma— 
clutching a college degree and seeking 
non-existant jobs. Many solve the 
problem like Robert Hall of Norwood. 


Thousands have 
discovered that 
earning a college 
degree doesn't 
mean a job, and 
many solve the 
problem the way 
Robert Hall of 
Norwood did .. . 


They hold down several part-time jobs in 
an effort to generate a full-time income. 
What makes Hall different is that his 
part-time employment is in fields he 
loves...special education and music. 

When Hall talks about time at work, he 
is speaking about a work day which 
stretches into the wee hours of the 


morning. The 1973 Boston College 
graduate received a bachelor of arts 
degree in special education. 

He continued his studies at Berkeley 
School of Music through 1975. Then, he 
joined a show band, "On the Road," 
which played in the local Massachusetts 
area. In 1976, the band broke up. 

Presently, from September to June, 
Hall is an aide in the Norwood school 
system where he teachs reading to 
second graders and where he worked 
with a sixth grade boy who has cerebral 
palsy. He instructed the youngster in the 
areas of math and gym, doing special 
exercises with him. He hopes there will 
ultimately be a full-time teaching open:- 

ng- 

As he talks about the boy, his eves light 
up. On His own, Hall took the youngster to 
baseball games and says the boy “has an 
unmatched personality...he is always 
ready with a smile." 

After school, the 26 year old newlywed, 
teachs percussion to students at Norwood 
Senior High School and to junior high 
students. 

In the evenings, he plays the drums, 
playing modern jazz with the Philip 
Black Band. This he does out of sheer love 
for the jazz form of music. The band 
plays at Michael’s Pub in Boston and at 
the 1369 Club, Cambridge. 

Hall began playing the drums, or at 
least became aware of the beat in music 
when he was nine. He had no drum set, 


but would use his fingers on the edges of 
tables, playing until his fingers were 
numb and sore. Because he has a natural 
affinity for music, soon he began to ex¬ 
periment with tone and his rhythmic 
efforts were taking place on trash barrels 
and soft buckets. 

On his own he had discovered jazz 
which is music characterized by im¬ 
provisation. He would be the drummer 
while listening to 45 speed records, 
mostly 50’s rock and early 60’s melodies 
by the Beatles. He would play until his 
fingers ached. 

After he received his first drum set in 
the seventh grade, he began to "learn as 
much as possible," and he says "I drove 
myself into it (the drums)." By his own 
description, he says that it was then "I 
began to take music seriously.” 

Soon he outgrew that three piece set of 
drums and saved for a new one. Luck and 
timing were both with him when he went 
for that purchase. The set available had 
been ordered by Buddy Rich and left 
behind...it even had the BR monogram. 
Hall remembers the "thrill" of owning 
those drums. 

In 1969, he entered a competition in the 
National Association of Jazz Educators 
where he was competing with stage 
bands from all over the Northeast area. 
He won a national award for drum 
playing. 

The reason he enjoys teaching drums is 
because he says he teachs It "as an art 
form...it is more than just keeping time." 


Hall explained that "it is an easy in¬ 
strument to learn but if you want to 
master it, that takes lifelong practice." 
After talking about drums for awhile, he 
grinned and admitted he can "talk about 
the drum for hours.”

what I get from it. He plays because he 
enjoys the free flow of the jazz and acts as 
a catalyst for the other musicians. He 
gets pleasure from the creative jazz form 
where he is free to experiment “with 
color, shading and to put my emotions 
into playing.” “You have to hear it to 
understand." 


CHEESY SESAME ROLLS 
2 packages active dry yeast 
4 cup sugar 

2 teaspoons salt 

4-4*2 cups all-purpose flour 
•4 cup milk 
4 cup water 

4 cups soft butter or margarine 
1 egg and one yolk 
Parmesan cheese and soft butter 
one egg white, slightly beaten 
Mix well together the yeast, sugar, salt, and 14 cups 
flour. Warm the milk, water and shortening 120 degrees 
F. to 130 degrees F; add to dry ingredients and mix 
thoroughly. Add egg and 4 cup more flour. Beat. Add 
enough more flour to form a smooth dough. Knead, adding 
flcur only to make a soft, satiny dough. Place in lightly 
greased bowl turning dough to grease all the surface. Let 
rise until doubled. Punch down and divide into two parts. 
Roll each part into 12-inch wedges. Spread lightly with 
butter and sprinkle with Parmesan cheese. 

Roll up placing tip of roll on baking sheet. Brush with 
slightly beaten egg white. Sprinkle each roll with sesame 
seeds. Let rise till doubled. Bake at four hundred degrees F. 
until golden brown. Cool on cooling rack. 

WHOLE WHEAT BREAD 
1 package active dry yeast 
2* < cups water (110-115 degrees) 

1 teaspoon sugar 

2'3 cups all-purpose flour 

Make a sponge by dissolving yeast in water, add sugar 
and flour. Mix well. Let rise until bubbly...about 20 min. Put 
aside 14 cups all-purpose flour. Then add to the sponge 
together the following ingredients: 

3 tablespoons butter or margarine 

2 tablespoons molasses 
14 teaspoon salt 

2 cups whole wheat flour 

1 - 1*2 cups all-purpose flour 

Beat well. Knead in enough of the white flour that was 
placed aside to make a soft dough. Continue to knead until 
dough is smooth and elastic. Let rise in a lightly greased 
bowl until dough has doubled. Punch down. Divide in two. 

Roll each piece into a rectangle then roll up and pinch end 
to bottom of dough. Place in two lightly greased 84x54 
inch (approximately) bread pans. Allow to rise again. Bake 
at 375 degrees F. for 40 min. or until bread sounds hollow 
when rapped with the knuckles. Turn bread out of pan onto 
cooling rack. Place in plastic bags when cool. 

SWEET POTATO NUT BREAD 
(Delicous as a tea sandwich spread with cream cheese) 

2- 2-3 cups sugar 

4 cup soft butter or margarine 
*2 cup vegetable shortening 

4 eggs 

2 cups cold, mashed sweet potatoes 
34 cups all-purpose flour 
1 teaspoon salt 

1 teaspoon cinnamon 
1*2 teaspoon nutmeg 

2 teaspoons baking soda 

1 cup chopped nuts ' 

2-3 cup cold, strong coffee 

Cream butter, shortening and sugar. Add eggs, one at a 
time, mixing well after each addition. Blend in sweet! 
potatoes. Sift together dry ingredients. Add nuts. Stir dry 
ingredients into creamed mixture alternately with cold 
coffee. Pour batter into two greased and floured 9 inch by 5 
inch by 3 inch loaf pans and eight greased muffin pans. 
Bake loaves at 375 degrees F. for one hour and muffins for 
25 min. Allow to cool in pans about 10 minutes. Turn out and 
continue to cool on racks. Breads may be frozen if properly 
packaged. Yields two.

Moist and good¬ 
tasting. the recipe requires only one pound of fresh pork, and yields eight 
servings. 




Two summer Italian meals 


Green Lasagna Neapolitan, and 
‘Puffed Up' Eggs Savory, are at the 
opposite ends of Italian cuisine, yet both 
are traditional, and both depend upon 
sauce for most of their flavor and sub¬ 
stance. These are easy reliable summer 
dishes that don't require time in a hot 
kitchen. Prepared sauces can be used to 
save the time. 

The lasagna in Green Lasagna 
Neapolitan is green because of its spinach 
content, and the lasagna is made with 
enriched flour. There is a generous 
protein content in the ricotta and Par¬ 
mesan cheese, and in the lean pork which 
is used instead of the more customary 
beef. Naples, crowded, highly industrial 
and with an active seaport, has a most 
varied cuisine so pork is sometimes used 
instead of beef in such favorite dishes as 
lasagna, and spinach is frequently part of 
the lasagna dough or is used as a fresh 
vegetable layer, alternating with cheese. 
There is also a generous quantity of good, 
sturdy tomato-based sauce poured over 
the lasagna, as in today's Green Lasagna 
Neapolitan. 

For your menu, have a first course of 
antipasto; then the Green Lasagna 
Neapolitan; a salad of greens or chilled 
marinated green beans, chianti as the 
wine; and ice cream or ice as the dessert. 
The lasagna will yield 8 servings at an 
estimated cost of 70 cents each. 

Green Lasagna Neapolitan 
1 tablespoon olive oil 


1 lb. lean pork, ground fine 
*2 cup minced onions 
1 clove garlic, minced 
1 carrot, chopped fine 

1 celery rib, chopped 
4 teaspoon salt 

1 1 teaspoon black pepper, freshly ground 

2 jars (15-4 oz. each) Old World Style 
spaghetti sauce, Traditional, or Extra 

Thick and Zesty 
4 cup dry white wine 
1 1 cup water 

1 lb. green lasagna uoodles 
14 lbs. ricotta cheese 
■2 cup grated Parmesan cheese 
Heal oil in skillet; brown the pork, 
onions, garlic, carrot and celery rib 
lightly. Add salt and pepper, parsley, and 
spaghetti sauce. Add wine and water. 
Cover and cook gently about 1 hour. Cook 
lasagna according to package directions. 
Drain. In shallow greased casserole, 
layer lasagna, the sauce with pork, 
ricotta and Parmesan, making top layer 
a sauce layer. Sprinkle with additional 
Parmesan if desired. Bake in 350 degree 
oven for 25 minutes. Yield: 8 servings. 

Among the most glamorous, delicate 
and dramatic-appearing dishes to come 
to the table is Souffle-ltalian Style. As any 
Italian meal it is light and different, and 
has a unique flavor. All devotees of 
Italian cooking will find both the sauce 
and the souffle to their liking. The souffle 
puffs up in the oven and takes on a light 


golden color, while the texture contrast 
between the souffle and the sauce is as 
excellent as is the combined flavors. 

Souffle-ltalian Style 

1 cup finely sliced onion 

2 green peppers, cut in thin strips (2 cups) 

1 clove garlic, minced 

3 tablespoons olive or salad oil 

1 jar (21 oz.) Italian Cooking sauce 

4 teaspoon salt 

4 teaspoon pepper 

5 eggs, separated 

4 teaspoon cream of tartar 
*2 teaspoon salt 

2 slices sharp processed cheese, shredded 
Saute onion, pepper and garlic in oil in 

large skillet until onion is soft and 
transparent. Add Italian Cooking sauce, 
salt and papper. Bring to a boil, cover, 
cook gently for 15 minutes or until pep¬ 
pers are lender. Arrange vegetables 
around edge of buttered, large over-proof 
platter or shallow casserole. 

Preheat oven to 350 degrees F. Beat egg 
whites until foamy; add cream of tartar 
and continue beating until whites are stiff 
but not dry. Beat egg yolks and salt unjil \ 
thick and light in color. Gently fold yolks j 
into beaten whites. Spoon egg mixture in 
a mound in tenter of platter; smooth with 
a spatula. Bake 10 minutes. Sprinkle 
cheese over top of souffle, bake 10; 
minutes more. Serve immediately.'

A broad range of courses, 
from beginning indoor gar¬ 
dening to solar heated 
greenhouses, will be offered to 
the public by the Massachusets 
Horticultural Society this 
coming fall and winter.

First stately home for butterflies 


If you are about to escape 
I from the captivity of high-cost 
craftsmen and set up your own 
handyman's workshop, a word 
of advice: choose your hand 
| tools carefully. 

There is a lot of truth to the 
I maxim that a quality job 
demands quality tools. You 
need not spend thousands of 
dollars on special tools, but you 
should select tools that will last 
| and perform. 

A few examples: 
HAMMERS: every 

| lomeowner needs a good, drop- 
: orged claw hammer to drive 
ind extract nails. Drop-forging 
s a metal-hardening process 
I that makes tools resilient. The 
hammer should be well-balan¬ 
ced, not too heavy or too light 
(about 16 ounces is optimum); 
it should have a claw capable 
of pulling out headless finish 
I nails as well as common nails. 

steel handle covered with 
1 rubber is excellent. It is per- 
jmanently bonded to the 
| hammer head so It will not fly 
| off in use. The rubber covering 
Isoftens the effect on one's 
jhands, a much-appreciated 
■feature, especially if you have 
|to do a lot of hammering as in 
re-roofing your home. The 
ricochet effect can be quite 
Jolting, as anyone who has 
■pent eight hours hammering 
an testify. 

HAND SAWS: a crosscut and 
a ripsaw are necessary. The 
first is used to cut wood across 
the grain; the second, to cut 
with the grain. The saw blade 
should be of tempered steel, 
i the handle, hardwood and 
bolted or riveted securely to 
the blade. The determining 
factor for fineness of cut is the 
number of teeth. A crosscut 
saw should be about 20 inches 
long and have 10 points to the 
inch for a smooth, fine cut. 

A ripsaw should have about 
five to six points per inch. 

You can tell the difference 
between a crosscut and a 
ripsaw by looking carefully at 
the teeth. A ripsaw has teeth 
like small chisels. 

A hacksaw is also a good tool 
for home workshops. It is a 
short, fine-toothed tool for 
accurate cutting and for cut¬ 
ting angular, miter joints. A 


backsaw has a reinforced 
blade that reduces wobble and 
ensures an accurate, straight 
cut. 

PLANES: volumes have 
been written about the various 
types and uses of planes. The 
average home craftsman 
should have three basic 
models: a 12-to-18-inch long 
jack plane for making long 
edges of boards straight, a 
shorter six-inch plane for 
general use and a low-angle 
block plane for planing en- 
dgrain. Each should have well- 
ground, tempered steel blades 
and well-machined handles. 
The plane is the one tool that 
does most to rectify a wood¬ 
worker’s mistakes. 

MEASURING DEVICES: 
The basic measuring tool 
should be a carpenter’s square, 
an Lshaped device used for a 
variety of tasks, such as 
marking right angles, checking 
for squareness and cutting 
stair risers and roof hips. A' 
steel, two-foot square with an 
easy-toread numerical scale is 
best. 

A collapsible, 12-foot-long 
steel tape is also highly 
recommended. 

SCREWDRIVERS: if there 
is one hand tool area where 
beginners usually make poor 
choices, this is it. A home 
handyman needs a good selec¬ 
tion of big-handled screw¬ 
drivers. In woodworking, 
largehandled, long-shafted 
screwdrivers are best. The 
woodworker seldom needs a 
small screwdriver, the 
exception being for installation 
of hardware such as hinges and 
draw handles. Big 
screwdrivers are excellent for 
driving screws. They reduce 
the chance of slipping out of 
screw slots and damaging the 
wood. 

Smaller screwdrivers are 
necessary for non¬ 

woodworking projects 
involving metal screws. 

For woodworking and 
general shop use, regular 
screwdrivers as well as 
Phillips head (slotted) 
screwdrivers should be of 
sufficient size and weight, 
eight inches to 14 inches long. 

Wood handles are highly 
recommended for driving 


screws because they provide a 
more solid grip and can take 
much abuse. 

It is better to have two or 
three large, well-made screw¬ 
drivers than an assortment of 
tiny but impractical ones. 

In general, beware of tool 
sales featuring ridiculously 
inexpensive items. In tools, you 
really do get what you pay for. 
The quality of materials is very 
important for long life of the 
tools and for accuracy and 
professional-looking work. 
Generally, tools made by a 
drop-forged process are best. 

Finely made tools also are 
much easier to sharpen after 
long use than tools of inferior 
metals. Many United States- 
made tools also come with a 
replacement-type warranty 
that is worth the slightly higher 
cost than imported tools, which 
have a very short life ex¬ 
pectancy. 


SHERBORNE, England 
(UPI) - Robert Goodden is 
nearly ready to move the 
world’s largest butterfly farm 
into the first stately home for 
butterflies. 

"It’s just ideal for our but¬ 
terflies," Goodden said of his 
newly acquired 407-year-old 
stately home. "We’ll be ready 
to open next Easter.” 

"Butterfly farmer" is a term 
which brings to mind a quaint 
old gentleman in puttees 
waving a gauze net. Instead, 
Robert Goodden is a hard- 
driving, sandy-haired lepidopt- 
eral tycoon at 37. 

He has been obsessed with 
butterflies since the age of 4. 
He began raising butterflies 
commercially in the cocoon of 
his parents' attic and built a 
business which outgrew the 
attic, outgrew the house and 
fluttered into Worldwide 
Butterflies, Ltd., the biggest 
butterfly farm anywhere. 

When he moves it lock, stock 


and wings into the 50 large 
rooms of nearby Compton 
House — owned by other 
Goodden family members for 
255 years until Robert bought it 
recently — the venture will cap 
a remarkable career. 

"I was always told I couldn't 
succeed in this business," 
Goodden said amid the nets 
and cages of his present farm, 
a sprawl of low buildings and 
netdotted gardens near 
Sherborne, 120 miles west of 
London. 

"And in fact it's hard graft 
most of the time. 

’ "But we're unique in the 
world. Nowhere else can you 
see a farm of this scope and 
size, supplying butterflies 
alive, equipment and books 
and specimens to almost every 
country." 

Some 65,000 visitors a year 
come to the farm, where the 
brief lives of beautiful butter¬ 
flies and moths are on display 


in several different environ¬ 
ments. 

"These are pairing cages," 
Goodden said in the main 
showroom, pointing to mesh 
cubes hanging from the ceiling. 
"You see the whole process of 
mating and laying eggs here." 

Below these are cages hold¬ 
ing cocoons from which butter¬ 
flies and huge Indian Moon 
moths emerge. 

Outside, amid the gardens, 
are long half-round huts of 
green netting where butterflies 
fly free. These “runs” are 
filled with the exotic plants 
butterflies need — Goodden 
had to make himself a gar¬ 
dening expert to grow them in 
Britain's climate. He raises 
passion flowers for lacewings 
from Thailand and orange 
trees for tropical swallowtails. 

"Over here is our new 
jungle," he said. "It’s the only 
one of its kind.” 

He led the way to a large 
glass-walled room within a 


room where some 100 brilliant 
butterflies flitted among tropi¬ 
cal flowers. The sealed room is 
an artificial jungle, its climate 
automatically controlled, for 
about 15 species of hot-weather 
butterflies. 

"We've really gone out to 
show people what we do," 
Goodden said of his farm, "and 
to do it out in front of them 
rather than behind the 
scenes." 

But behind the scenes Good¬ 
den becomes a scientist. 

He riffles the rough ranks of 
shallow-drawered filing cabi¬ 
nets holding many of the 
world’s 140,006-odd species of 
butterfly and moth, including 
the rarest. 

As a self-taught scientist, 
Goodden's reputation is of the 
highest. He’s the author of 
several butterfly books, a 
frequent broadcaster, a 
respected researcher on insect 
topics. 

He and his wife Rosemary 


founded the British Butterfly 
Conservation society. They're 
making a special study of the 
almost extinct large Blue, a 
small British butterfly whose 
peculiar life cycle was first 
discovered by Rosemary's 
grandfather. 

As a butterfly farmer Good¬ 
den raises and supplies speci¬ 
mens to scientists, museums, 
zoos and collectors all over the 
world. He has provided butter¬ 
flies for James Bond movies 
and television shows. 

Slightly imperfect specimens 
are mounted for sale through 
gift shops on two continents. 
Goodden also ships staggering 
numbers of butterfly eggs and 
cocoons to far-flung destina¬ 
tions.

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Helen Wills: tennis 
great of yesteryear 


CARMEL, Calif. (UPI) - In 
the 1920s and 1930s there was 
no greater woman tennis 
player in the world than Helen 
Wills. 

Her list of accomplishments 
is staggering: you start with 
seven U.S. championships, 
eight Wimbledon and four 
French titles. Today she is 
living in virtual seclusjon as 
Helen Wills Moody Roarke. 

Since her heyday tennis has 
come a long way. It is now one 
of the most popular sports in 
the world, rivaling baseball, 
football and soccer. This past 
year’s Wimbledon Champion¬ 
ship carried a purse of about 
$400,000. 

“I’m awfuly glad to see that 
so many people now appreciate 
what a good game it is,” she 
said in a recent interview. "I 
guess television has had a lot to 
do with it because it has 
brought the game into everyo¬ 
ne's home. In my time it was 
played in seclusion by com¬ 
parison and not too many 
people considered it a physical 
exercise as they do now." 

One of the titles she won was 
the Women’s Singles Cham¬ 
pionship of the 1924 Olympic 
Games. 

"It was the only time tennis 
was a part of the Olympics," 
she said, "so I guess I'm still 
the champion. I'm sure that is 
the longest (53 years) time 
anyone has held an Olympic 
title." 

Dr. Clarence Alfred Wills, 
Helen’s lather, got Helen 
started in tennis by buying her 
a membership in the Berkeley 
Tennis Club as a 14th birthday 
present. Only a year later, 
after taking lessons from 
William (Pop) Fuller and 
Hotchkiss Wightman, Helen 
went to New York and won the 
U.S. Junior Championship. Her 
career was under way. 

Two years later, while only 
17, Miss Wills defeated Molla 
Mallory for the Senior Cham¬ 
pionship on Forest Hills' famed 
center court and it was her first 
of seven American titles. For 
the next dozen years there was 
no one her equal. 

One of the most ballyhooed 
matches she ever played was 
against Suzanne Lenglen of 
France before a society crowd 
at Cannes in 1926. 

Mile. Unglen not only was 
beautiful, but she wore wliat 


the writers of those days called 
"a ravishing frock." Suzanne 
had a short, metoric career, 
but for a few years at least she 
was one of the best. In the 
match with Helen, who was 
referred to as "Miss Poker 
Face" because of her serious 
demeanor, Suzanne won. 

Recalling the match, Miss 
Wills said, "It was the only 
time I played Suzanne. Her 
career was very short, too 
short in fact, but she was a 
marvelous, beautiful and 
graceful player. We had a close 
match, but I still lost." 

Miss Wills was playing tennis 
almost every day until two 
years ago (at age 70) when she 
suffered a back injury after 
being hit by a runaway car in 
Carmel. 

“It's maddening because I 
should be playing now," she 
said. "Maybe not ferociously, 
but enough to enjoy it. You can 
play and rally if you feel all 
right, but if you’re hurt you 
can't do it. I tell people I’m 
feeling all right when they ask, 
but I really am not."

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GENEVA, Switzerland 
«UPI) — They no longer wear 
shining armor as in the Middle 
Ages but the Knights Templars 
still exist, preserving the same 
lofty ideals of chivalry as when 
their order was founded 859 
years ago. 

Alfred ZappelU, their Grand 
Prior, lives in Geneva. He 
wears a dark grey suit, is 
softspoken and modest. 

“I am discreet," he said. "I 
would prefer to remain anony¬ 
mous as I don't want any 
publicity for myself." 

As Grand Prior, he holds one 
of the three highest positions in 
the order of the Knights 
Templars. The others are the 
Grand Master and the Regent. 

A Swiss, Zappelli, in his 60s, 
joined the order 10 years ago. 
He is a financial consultant and 
manages a bank which is 
strictly reserved for members 
of the order. He also Is 
president of the Geneva-based 
international Federation of 
Knightly Orders. 

Nothing about his downtown 
Geneva office resembles a 
priory except for two white 
flags with embroidered red 
Templar crosses and a few 
decorations on the walls. 

But he is, all the same, 
deeply attached to the 
medieval knightly tradition 
and agrees with the Templars’ 
official historian, Nicolas 
Haimovid, that the order is 
experiencing a revival. 

"With wars and economic 
instability, people nowadays 
are completely disillusioned," 
Haimovici said. "They are 
looking for somthing to hold on 
to, like moral guidelines.” 

Haimovici, a 49-year-old 
French doctor, became a 
knight in 1971. He runs the 
Templar Center for 
Philosohpical and Esoteric 
Studies. 

For him, the order is not a 
remnant of the past but a way 
of life. He says that unlike 
many current spiritual move¬ 
ments, "we have the ad¬ 
vantage of a long and solid 
tradition behind us." 

Created in France in 1118 
during the crusades, the or¬ 
der's aims were both military 
and religious. 

It began with a band of nine 
knights sent to Jerusalem to 
protect pilgrims and the holy 
sites from thieves. Ten years 
• later, they received papal 
sup port at the Council of 
Troyes and rapidly became one 
of the most powerful organiza¬ 
tions In Europe, with as many 
as 9,000 branches known as 
"commanderles.” They 
brought treasures back with 
them and established the first 
European banks by the end of 
the 12th century. 

The order's financial control 
over Europe aroused the 
jealousy of King Philp IV of 
France, known a; Philip le Bel 
("The Handsome"), who per¬ 
secuted them, confiscated their 
riches and banned the order. 

The Grand Master, Jacques 
de Molay, was burned at the 
stake in 1314 along with many 
other knights. 

The order has survived, 
however, in secret up to the 
present day. 

Zappelli said, "There is 
nothing occult or Satanic in the 
order and it has nothing to do 
with freemasonry." 

"We are proud of being 
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Knights templars shed armor, keep ideals of chivalry 


Knights Templars but don't 
believe In propaganda." he 
said. 

Men over 25 may become 
knights but Haimovici said 
"our rules are very strict and 
require a certain maturity." 

The candidate must hold a 
social position "worthy of a 


knight" and must not have a 
criminal record. 

Some 50 applicants will 
become knights at the next 
annual international meeting 
of the order to be held in the 
Swiss medieval town of Fri¬ 
bourg in September. 

The ceremony will take place 


in a cathedral and the rites will 
be exactly the same as 800 
years ago, Zappelli said. 
Knights will wear long white 
robes with, on the left shoulder, 
an embroidered red cross. 

A knight can be expelled 
from the order if "he causes 
public scandal, betrays his 


country, threatens social or¬ 
der, does not abide by the laws 
of his church and refuses to pay 
his annual dues of Swiss francs 
($83)." 

The order is no longer 
restricted to Roman Catholics. 
All that is necessary now is to 
believe in one God. 


Most knights come from the 
upper-middle and upper clas¬ 
ses. They are bankers, 
business executives, 
professors, doctors and artists. 
The order is anticommunist in 
outlook. 

The movement has spread 


from western Europe as far 
afield as Africa, Latin 
America, Canada and the 
United Stales, where there are 
70 commanderies with between 
50 and 200 knights in each. 

Two of them were founded in 
the U.S. last year, one in New 
York and another in New 


Jersey. Haimovici often flies to 
New York to give lectures 
the history and philosophy 
the Knights Templars. 

"We believe the order wj] 
flourish in America because 
people over there are always 
looking for new ideas, even 
medieval ones," he said.

diagnoses by the con¬ 
versation’s end. But the 
boyishly good looking 
physician who Bostonians are 
watching this particular 
Thursday night has no ready 
answer. He cautions the caller 
to seek professional care. He 
offers no instant diagnosis. 


Timothy Johnson is a TV 
doctor with a difference. He 
has a medical degree. The 40- 
year-old father of two leaves 
his Harvard Medical School 
office each week to televise 
basic medical information and, 
he says, "not more of that 
doctor-as-God stuff. There's 


been too much of that for too 
long." 

Johnson is a successful 
representative of a growing 
band of physicians who use the 
airwaves to counsel the Ameri¬ 
can public about health care. 

“People today are over¬ 
whelmed with medical in¬ 


formation," the Albany 
Medical College graduate 
explains. ‘‘How do they sort out 
all the information when the 
media gives as much exposure 
to quacks as to honest scien¬ 
tists? I think our idea is one 
way.” 

If the Idea has not yet 


reached trend proportions, it is 
catching on around the 
country. In New York City, Dr. 
Frank Field of WNBC-TV often 
takes his cameras into the 
city's hospitals to broaden his 
medical reporting. 

Dr. Arthur Ulene is making 
the rounds of other doctor 


shows to promote his book, an 
outgrowth of his syndicated 
four-minute "Feeling Fine" 
segments. He also serves as 
the medical expert on the 
NBC's Today Show.

Johnson's weekly program on 
Boston's WCVB-TV, and his 
minute and a half evening news 
spots called "Update on 
Health". His programs are 
syndicated in 46 television 
markets. He is third In the 
ratings in his 7:30 p.m. slot but 
estimates that 4.000 people try 
to reach him when "House 
Calls" phone lines are opened 
for viewers' questions. Earlier 
this month Johnson was named 
medical editor for ABC's Good 
Morning America program. 

Johnson says consumerism 
has much to do with the appeal 
of nonfictional medical pro¬ 
graming. 

"People no longer believe in 
any establishment, including 
medicine, just because it is 
there.” he said. "They want 
answers to direct questions. 
They want to make their own 
decisions. If we are going to 
live in this world one of the 
things we have to accept is The 
doctor doesn't always know the 
answers." 

Although answers may 
sometimes be lacking there is 
no paucity of questions. 
Johnson reports callers want to 
know about everything from 
gall bladders to ear aches. 
"The questions are often very 
sophisticated. It is only rarely 
that someone calls expecting 
me to treat them over the 
phone." 

Johnson said he does worry', 
though, about "that fine line 
between providing a public 
sendee and cheap entertain¬ 
ment for hypocondriacs.” 

He said the best protection 
against medical melodrama is 
a "detached clinical tone. 
There are a lot of subjects 
you'd think would be too touchy 
for TV but if you aren't em- 
barrassesd or squeemish, 
chances are your audience will 
tune into the substance of what 
you are saying." 

But his shows do not shy 
away from controversy. It has 
been more than a year since 
Johnson ran a series on 
laetrille and he welcomes 
questions on the safety of birth 
control pills and other con¬ 
troversial topics. 

"As long as the audience 
understands that all I can do is 
summarize the debate on the 
issues and that my opinion is 
just my opinion. I'm happy to 
talk about important issues," 
he says. 

On a recent afternoon when 
he had finished taping 
"Update” spots on topics as 
diverse as alcoholic mothers 
and the dietetic value of ice 
milk. Johnson admitted lie 
occasionally questions the path 
he has chosen since he left his 
job as director of emergency 
room services at a Lynn, 
Mass., hospital in 1974. 

"What I try to remember is 
how many more people I am 
reaching with vital informa¬ 
tion,” he said. "A doctor in 
Maine wrote me recently that a 
man with cancer came in for a 
check-up after seeing one of 
our shows. I like to think we 
had a little to do with saving 
that life." 

Johnson does not have a 
private practice. “That would 
be exploiting my television 
exposure, I think.” But he 
doesn’t think of himself as a TV 
personality. ”1 am a physician 
who happens to be on televi¬ 
sion.

From an automobile salesman 
to 10 million dollars rich 


MARBLEHEAD, Mass. 
(UPI) — Perched up there on a 
cliff, the sea grumbling bet¬ 
ween the granite boulders at its 
feet, is the castle. 

It's nothing out of the or¬ 
dinary — just a routine 20-room 
French castle set into two and 
one-half manicured acres 
fronted by a rocky coastline. 
The image crumbles only a bit 
when you notice nonrustic 
touches like the brown and gold 
Jet Ranger helicopter parked, 
idle blades drooping by the 
tennis court; and the fresh 
water swimming pool in the 
stone terrace; and the swarms 
of handcrafted foreign cars in 
the curving front drive. 

And parked on patio, shel¬ 
tered from the rain by an or¬ 
nate canvas roof, is George 
Brown — nibbling caviar, 
drinking a bloody mary and 
making money just sitting 
there. 

George Brown likes living 
this way. Most people would. 
Not bad for a man whose 
grandparents lived in the 
mountains of Lebanon before 
coming to America. 

Brown owns the massive 
stone edifice thanks to Ameri¬ 
ca's romance with the motor 
car. He started by selling cars 
for his father, progressed to his 
own dealerships and now Is the 
New England distributor for 
Toyota. That means he deals 
those little fuel-efficient Japa¬ 
nese cars to ^jxiut 80 dealers. 

“It’s like having a license to 
steal," he said, since he doesn’t 
even see the cars. Last year, 
his company grossed $70 
million. “Americans can’t live 
without a car,” he said. "We 
can’t survive." And he views 
suburbs as making a car "an 
absolute necessity" to a 
family. 

Brown roams through the 
castle like an eager tour guide. 
He’s just back from London 
where he bought a collection of 
turtle tables, turtle statues and 
turtle shells from the posh 
Parke-Southby Auctions. 

He's among the possible 
buyers of the Boston Red Sox. 
He's also buying an exotic new 
car, a bunch of new furniture, 
and some other stuff. Out front 
are a red Masarati, a gunmetal 
blue Cadillac limousine and a 
white Rolls Royce. The only 
Toyota is a sample camper 
parked off to the side. 

Brown, as the saying goes, Is 
rich. About $10 million worth, 
not counting the pack of $100 


bills lytng on the bedroom 
table. Remember that before 
starting to put down an 
automobile salesman at a 
cocktail party. 

His castle wasn’t built by car 
profits. The four wings and 
central tower were constructed 
in 1935 by Mrs. Caroline C. 
Gove of Salem, who had it 
made to look like "Carcas- 
sone,” a castle she liked in 
Normandy. 

Mrs. Gove was the daughter 
of Lydia E. Pinkham, who 
made a fortune from a medical 
compound she discovered 
while doodling around in her 
kitchen. It was 19 per cent 
alcohol. 

Brown isn't isolated in his 
castle. He worries about the 
nation's leadership and longs 
for a man to take hold the 
country’s imagination as did 
Robert F. Kennedy. “He 
showed you have an obligation 
to your fellow man. You’ve got 
to respond. You’ve got to do 
something,” Brown said. 

In one room of the sprawling 
castle is a large oil painting of 
his friend Muhammed Ali, who 
autographed it with: "Service 
to others is the rent we pay for 
our room here on earth.” Other 
pictures show Brown with 
Sinatra and other fancy folk. 

Brown blames part of the 
nation's problems on the media 
which he claims Is abusing Its 
power. 

"The press should have some 
code of ethics,” he said. "Their 
business is basically selling a 
newspaper. The newspapers 
never seem to magnify or set 
an example for young people.” 

One reason he Is considering 
investing In the Boston 
baseball club is a belief that 
television is going into a 
generation of entertainment 
that is more community- 
minded, and that sports will be 
leading the way. He has seen 
the Red Sox play only one time. 

Brown first noticed the castle 
while sailing past many times 
off the North Shore of 
Massachusetts. The more he 
saw it, the more he wanted to 
live in it. He finally talked with 
the owner, who turned down 
bid after bid until the per¬ 
sistent Brown waved so many 
dollars at him there was no 
choice but to take the money 
and run. 

Then the work began. He and 
his wife, Mary, linked up with 
an interior designer and set 
about making the castle a 


home. Plaster, wood, draperies 
and furnishings went out and 
other material came in. 
Dollars were spent by the 
wheelbarrow load. Every room 
was remodeled. For eight 
months in 1974 and 1975, 
Brown, his wife and one son 
lived In the midst of the chaos 
of 20 workmen around the 
place. 

But those days are gone and 
the Browns live in splendor. 
When your kid has a six-button 
telephone in his bedroom, 
that's splendor. But they still 
are not finished, passing off 
those early efforts simply as 
getting the place livable. Now 
they are ready to make it a 
showcase. 

But will they stay there? 
Brown, who suffers occasional 
asthma and brochitis, says 
probably not permanently. 

The family “may be using it 
as a summer place” and 
escape New England’s winters. 


Dry Flowers Now 
For Winter Show 
DOYLESTOWN, Pa. (UPI) 
— Now’s the time to plan 
winter bouquets from your 
summer garden, says hor¬ 
ticulturist Caroline Whitenack. 

Ms. Whitenack says celosla, 
strawflowers and statice are 
the three most popular flowers 
for drying. Others include 
acroclinlum, bells of Ireland, 
honesty, Chinese lanterns and 
globe amaranth. 

She recommends a warm, 
dark, well-ventilated room, 
attic or barn in which to hang 
or stand the blossoms until 
they are dry, usually two to 
three weeks. Arrangements 
can be made as soon as the 
flowers are dry. Or they can be 
stored loosely in labeled, 
ventilated boxes in a cool, but 
not freezing, location.

LEAF DROP OFF ROSES - 
We’re getting many letters 
asking us why roses lose their 
leaves this time of year. 
Chances are the trouble is due 
to a fungus disease known as 
blackspot You can easily spot 
blackspot disease on roses. 
Look for circular spots on the 
foliage, some being one-fourth 
of an inch or larger. Blackspot 
usually gets worse during the 
muggy days of summer, so it's 
a good idea to be on the lookout 
for it. Keep in mind the fungus 
lives over winter in fallen 
leaves, so it’s a good idea to 
rake up and burn ail fallen 
leaves, especially in falL For 
chemical control keep the 
foliage sprayed with ben late or 
sulfur. The latter is an old time 
remedy that’s still effective. 
Sulfur may bum and foliage 
when the temperature reaches 
90 degrees or above, so do not 
apply on hot days. Many rose 
growers use Acti—dione along 
with Benlate to check 
blackspot Keep the foliage 
well protected. You probably 
wiD want to apply the material 
after a rain, although if applied 
before, and if It had a chance to 
dry, it's still effective. Rain 
might wash off some of the 
fungicides, but often enough 
remains on to prevent in¬ 
fection. Remember this rule: 
Prevention is a lot easier than 
trying to crire the disease. 

It’s a good idea to check rose 
leaves for mildew, manifested 
by a grayish white, powdery 
growth on the top and bottom 


surfaces. Leaves may be 
crinkled and distorted. Con¬ 
trol: Use Karathane to check 
mildew. Sulfur will check it but 
should be used in fall or early 
spring when it’s cooler. 

AFRICAN VIOLETS - Ever 
notice small white worms in 
the soil of your Violets when 
plants are watered? These are 
springtails. They are small in 
size (about onesixteenth of an 
inch long) and are without 
wings. They jump quickly by 
means of a lever attached to 
the undersides of their bodies. 
Actually they are not harmful 
to plants, unless they are in 
large numbers. Sometimes 
they make pits in germinating 
seedlings, and may injure the 
feeder roots, thus slow down 
plant growth. Control: Mix up 1 
teaspoon of 50 percent 
malathion to a gallon of water 
and drench the soil every 10 
days. Apply two treatments. If 
you’re an organic gardener 
save cigar butts and soak them 
In water. Apply the brown 
liquid to the soil 2 or 3 times.

If you think the government 
is already loo deeply involved 
in the design of private 
passenger cars, you haven't 
seen anything yet. The agency 
responsible for ordering new 
vehicle safety features, the 
National Highway Traffic 
Safety Administration, has 


literally scores of other 
proposals under consideration. 

The adoption of these 
proposals could add uncounted 
hundreds of dollars to the 
purchase price of automobiles. 
Many of the proposals, 
however, will increase the 
safely of motoring on 
American highways — a cause 
so worthy that there is a 


temptation to give advocates 
the benefit of the doubt when 
there is any question. 

The temptation should 
probably be resisted. NHTSA's 
record is not all that good. For 
instance, it once ordered 
hydraulic brake systems tor 
large trucks and buses, but 
later had to revoke its own rule 
when it was shown such - 


systems were not as effective 
in stopping the vehicles as 
traditional air brakes. 

In another case, the agency 
proposed a registration and 
recordkeeping rule for 
replacement lire purchasers 
that was so cumbersome that it 
was seldom followed — despite 
the threat of criminal sanctions 
against tire dealers The 


agency is in the process of 
rewriting the rule in more 
reasonable terms. 

That's not all. There is a 
strong suspicion that federally- 
ordered tiead restraints ac¬ 
tually cause injuries, par¬ 
ticularly,for taller people. 
Andwhen NHTSA ordered an 
ignition interlock system to 
require seat belt activation, it 


caused such a flap that 
Congress outlawed it. 

Now, the agency isrewriting 
its rule covering energy ab¬ 
sorbing steering wheels 
because there is evidence that 
the current rule encourages the 
use of devices that do not 
perform well in actual crashes. 
But at the saineUme, the 
agency is pushuig ahead with a 


proposed rule to require the 
use of the old, and probably 
faulty, devices in trucks as well 
as cars. 

These lapses in bureaucratic 
judgment are reason enough to 
doubt that the highway traffic 
safety writers are all-knowing. 

The discussion is timely. The 
new head of NHTSA Joan 
CUybrook, has plans for 


clearing the decks of safety 
rule proposals that have been 
pending for years. More 
Claybrook says she wants to 
resolve some matters 
specifically, "which have been 
pending before the agency for 
years." 

This restlessness is to be 
applauded if it is channeled in 
the right direction.

The motorized bicycle, so 
long popular in Europe, has 
made such a splash in the U. S. 
market over the past two years 
that a new magazine will be 
devoted to nothing but the 
vehicles. Columbia Com¬ 
munications plans to charge 
$1.50 a copy for the new six- 
time-a-year periodical, called 
Moped Biking.

LeBaron, no new name in classy autos 



The name Chrysler has put 
on its new mid-sized luxury car 
— LeBaron — has been owned 
by the company suite 1953, but 
was used for classy automobile 
bodies since 1920. In the early 
days, the name meant a 
custom-designed body for a 
very special owner. 

The original LeBarons were 
turned out by designer- 
partners Thomas L. Hibbard 


and Raymond H. Dietrich and 
sold primarily to foreign 
royalty and U. S. screen stars. 
Lut in 1924, the firm was 
merged with the Locomobile 
Co. owned by W. C. Durrant. 
That deal added manufac¬ 
turing facilities to the Hibbard- 
Dietrich design rtudio, and led 
to a line oi Locomobiles with 
custom-built bodies and price 
lags that started at $ 10,000 and 
rose from there. 


Two years later, Briggs 
Manufacturing Co. bought the 
firm. At Briggs — in the late 
1920s the largest auto body 
producer in the world — the 
LeBaron team designed 
production cars for such 
manufacturers as Stutz, 
Graham-Paige, Pierce Arrow, 
Cord. Cadillac, Dusenberg, and 
ihc largest Briggs client, 
Chrysler.

By t 
early 1930s, the company w 
turning out more than 150 c 
designs a year. 

Briggs registered LeBar 
as a trade name after t 
corporation disappeared u 
Briggs.

Cargo net stops tailgate thefts 


Delivering consumer 
merchandise to stores in 
crowded urban downtowns can 
be an expensive proposition. 
The reason: heavy theft losses. 

"In certain areas of New 
York and other large cities, 
individuals and youth gangs, 
familiar with products being 
delivered to some stores, will 
steal cartons from truck 
tailboards in full daylight view 
of the driver and general 
public." says Fleet Owner, a 
trucking industry trade 
magazine. "Tailboard thefts 
occur while thedriver is at the 
front of the trailer, or when he 
lsmoving the shipment into the 
store." 

"Usually the drivers cannot 
chase the thief, because that 
leaves the truck and remaining 
cargo unprotected." But hiring 
a helper just to watch the goods 
is even more expensive than 
the losses. 

Now, some lines areusmg a 
cargo nel fitted inside the truck 
to curb such ripoffs. The nets 
are strung across the truck 
body on four cables running the 
length of each corner, and were 
originally designed to hold 
half-loads so they wouldn't 
topple ui sudden starts and 
stopa They are attar'bed to the 


cables with wire rope clamps 
that let the net slide easily in 
one direction, but lock if moved 
in the other without first 
releasing an automatic clamp. 

Vallerie Transportation 
Service, a 278-trailer line 
operating between New 
England and New Jersey, has 
installed the nets in all its 
trucks and told FO that it has 
not had a single successful 
tailgate theft smee beginning 
use of the system. 


Vallerie drivers, when they 
reach a stop, move the net all 
the way to the rear of the 
trailer and, working behind it, 
get all the boxes for that 
particular delivery just up 
inside the net. He then steps 
outside’ unhooks one corner to 
get out a box, and rehooks it 
before wheeling off the mer¬ 
chandise on his hand cart. The 
need for a thief to unfasten the 
net to get at waiting mer¬ 
chandise is evidently enough of 
a deterrent. 


Renault going after 
American tourists 


Renault, the big French car 
maker, is upping the ante m its 
drive to get a bigger portion of 
the $200 million spent in 
Europe on rental cars - much 
of it from American tourists. 
Although most car rental 
outfits pay travel agents a 
commission of 15 percent of the 
total bill for the rentals they 
book, Renault’s Europcar 
subsidiary this summer is 
shelling oui 20 percent 
Hertz and Avis have the bulk 


of the European rental 
business, just as they do in the 
States. Henault, which did just 
a little over $3 million worth of 
rental business in 1970, has 
managed to corner about one- 
fifth of the total business, but 
has yet to be able to show a 
profit on the operation. 
Europeans president, Jean 
Orner, predicts that the extra 
commissions will win enough 
extra business to putan end to 
'fie red ink

One state safety agnecy has 
launched an allout campaign 
against the Old Wives' Tale 
that the way to stay out of 
danger on a high-speed 
highway is to drive more 
slowly than the other 
motorists. “Driving too slowly 
causes a potentially serious 
hazard to all," insists Kenneth 
Nevil, administrator of the 
Texas Office of Traffic Safety. 

“We’ve got to get our 
message across to the 
slowpoke holding up the nor¬ 
mal flow of traffic that he may 
be the most dangerous person 
on the road.” Nevil says. He is 
basing his campaign on a new 
study his office did of fatal road 
accidents in Texas. It found 
that fatalities can be reduced 
by getting drivers to reduce the 
"speed y g i g drivers to reduce 
the "speed n n n 

The "speed differential" is 
the difference in the speed of 
two vehicles, going the same 
direction, involved in an ac¬ 
cident. The driver who chooses 
lo go slower than the flow of 
traffic — thereby forcing other 
cars lo pass turn — 5 is likely lo 
cause an accident. The Texas 
study found far fewer crashes 
during passing when the two 
were going at relatively 
similar speeds 


Nevil, of course, is not ad¬ 
vising drivers to ignore speed 
limits. The same study showed 
that in an accident between two 
cars going at significantly 
different speeds, the chances of 
serious injuries increase with 
the speed of the faster car. And 
he says the guy most likely to 
get into trouble is “the motorist 
who is always passing, always 
changing lanes, always 
pushing."

Schools to test students 
on basic skills for living 


Prompted by concerns of 
many educators about the lack 
of basic skills among high 
school students, many school 
districts around the country 
will administer a new series of 
tests to their students this fall. 

The new Basic Skills 
Assessment l’rogram has been 
jointly developed by 
Educational Testing Sendee 
(ETS) and a national con¬ 
sortium of school districts. 

It contains questions that 
measure the reading, writing 
and math skills of students. 

According to ETS. the tests 
also include questions designed 
to measure a student's ability 
to use basic skills in "real life" 
situations as well as in school- 
related settings. 

Carol Dwyer, director of the 
ETS program, explained, 
"We're using real-life 
questions so teachers can 
identify the students who need

additional instruction in the 
basic skills to function 
adequately in society when 
they leave school. The tests 
will be given to eighth and 
ninth graders, early enough to 
help teachers spot these 
students." 

The questions are on such 
topics as the ability to read and 
follow a simple recipe or to 
read and comprehend 
newspaper want ads. Other 
questions deal with the math 
skills required for everyday 
tasks such as balancing a 
checkbook or food shopping. 

An optional portion of the test 
battery includes essay-type 
questions. 

ETS explained that the 
program was developed 
because many states and 
school districts have been 
looking carefully at the em¬ 
phasis given to the basics of 
reading, writing, and 
mathematics in school 
programs. Some states have 
already set deadlines for 
programs that would require 
students to pass a minimum 
competency test before high 
school graduation. 

ETS worked closely with 
hundreds of school districts to 
develop the program and 
consulted about 4000 other 
districts for their suggestions 
to insure that the program 
would satisfy their needs. 

ETS is providing initial 
funding for the program. 
Program policy is determined 
by an executive council of 
representatives from school 
districts nationwide.

The country inns which 
speckle the New England 
countryside offer travelers 
an intriguing opportunity 
to both grab a firsthand 
look at yesterday and still 
enjoy today's "creature 
comforts." In many ca¬ 
ses, country inns can be a 
live-in museum, a "win¬ 
dow" on the past. 

There is no specified 
size and shape for an inn. 
Some are small and 
home-like while others 
are larger with sections 
added as business grew. 
Some have traditional 
wide-board floors or may¬ 
be exposed beam con¬ 
struction of 150-200 years 
ago; others are more 


modern in at least part of 
their architecture. 

In New England, as 
nowhere else in this 
country, inns form an 
unbroken link with the 
past. Because this region 
is the oldest densely 
settled portion of the 
nation, it stands to reason 
there are more ties to the 
days of our ancestors. 

Travelers can stay in 
what originally were 
stagecoach stops nearly 
two centuries ago. In 
addition to the big city 
traffic between a Boston 
and a Montreal or Hart¬ 
ford, there also were the 
shorter runs and a place 
like the Jamaica House In 


Jamaica, Vt., was halfway 
— and an oldtime day's 
travel by stage between 
Brattleboro (it's just over 
20 miles away), en route 
over the Green Mountains 
into or out of Manchester. 

Other inns just grew as 
travelers stopped more 
frequently. Longfellow's 
picturesque Wayside Inn 
in Sudbury, Mass., was 
erected with just two 
guest rooms; today there 
are only 10 rooms but the 
dining pleasures have 
forced the inn to expand 
its restaurant facilities. 

The primitive aspects of 
those early days of travel 
are gone, of course, re¬ 
placed by baseboard hea¬ 
ting, electricity, TV — 
good grief, even Indoor 
plumbing — and other 
modern conveniences. 
But the hospitality and 
relaxing atmosphere of an 
inn are still present. 

Unfortunately, too 
many people never see a 
country inn except during 
the fall foliage season. 
The simple truth is that 
the Inns usually are open 
year-round, save for some 
which take a month off 
during the late winter 
"mud season" up north, 
and the peaceful tone of 
an inn most of the year is 
a far cry from the hubbub, 
chatter, din and clamor of 
foliage fillups when rooms 
are scarce. 

The idea of a "country 
inn" may mean different 
things to different people. 
The generally accepted 
rule of thumb, though, is 
an old inn which offers 
both lodging and meals. 
The Scottish Lion, an 
eight-room nugget in the 
heart of the Mount Wash¬ 
ington Valley at North 
Conway, N.H., is every bit 
as much an Inn as the Red 
Lion, which dates to 1773, 


has 100 rooms throughout 
its four stories and an¬ 
chors one end of the 
blocklong "downtown" of 
Stockbrldge, Mass. 

With that In mind and 
an admitted bias toward 
the lure of Vermont, here 
then are a few pellets of 
country comfort which my 
wife Ellyn and I have 
unearthed in our travels 
throughout New England: 

Massachusetts — The 
Colonial Inn in Concord 
and the Wayside Inn, just 
off Route 20 in Sudbury, 
are tops in the Boston 
area with Cape Cod visi¬ 
tors advised to check out 
the Melrose Inn, a sea¬ 
sonal operation (through 
mid-October) in Harwich- 
port, the Bradford Gar¬ 
dens Inn in Provincetown 
or the Coonamessett Inn 
in Falmouth. In western 
Massachusetts, it's the 
Red Lion Inn in Stock- 
bridge. 

A private beach on Nan¬ 
tucket Sound is a pleas¬ 
ant contrast to the heated 
swimming pool at the 
Melrose Inn (Harwichport, 
617 - 432-0171) on the 
Cape. The beauty of the 


Sound is accented by the 
floral-filled gardens. 
Cruises in the inn's own 
launch daily are popular 
with those who don't want 
to use one of the nearby 
golf courses. 

The Red Lionlnn(Stock- 
bridge, 413-298-5545) Is 
the successor to several 
other buildings, all of 
them inns, which burned 
down in the last century. 
Dating to 1773, the inn's 
current four-story main 
building was erected In 
1897. Allowed to deterior¬ 
ate through the years, it 
has been brought back to 
robust health by Jane and 
Jack Fitzpatrick, who 
bought it in 1968 and have 
made it one of the main 
attractions of the Berk- 
shires, Tanglewood and 
other cultural magnets 
included. The Victorian 
motif of the lobby and 
living room is a clue to the 
decor elsewhere; your 
guest room may have a 
four-poster bed with can¬ 
opy or a fireplace or some 
antique paintings or pho¬ 
tos.

are found in each hall or 
you may want to Just plop 
your bones on the wide 
porch, rock away and let 
yourself wind down men¬ 
tally. Catch the outfits on 
the "New London Driving 
Club" of 1874, complete 
with its coach and four In 
front of the Inn. The 
Widow Bingham Tavern Is

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an excellent intimate res¬ 
taurant in the style of an 
old publick house and 
there also Is a large 
oldtime dining room off 
the lobby. 

The Colonial Inn (Con¬ 
cord, 617-369-9200) is 
located at the end of the 
historic Town Green and 
reputedly has been play¬ 
ing host to guests since 
1716. The site is perhaps 
a half-mile from Concord 
Bridge where the rebel 
Minutemen turned back 
King George's redcoats 
and fired "the shot heard 
'round the world." Thor- 
eau's family lived in the 
inn and his study has 
been converted into the 
dining room. The cocktail 
lounge used to be part of 
a blacksmith's shop. 

A bit to the west, the 
Wayside Inn (Sudbury, 
617-443-8846) was made 
famous by Longfellow. In 
addition to the lodging 
and superb dining, the inn 
is a living museum of 
sorts with glass shields 
set in the doorway of 
Longfellow's parlor and 
upstairs bedroom plus 
two other bedrooms, one 
of which is believed — 
but unconfirmed — to 
have been slept in by 
Lafayette. History cas¬ 
cades from the inn’s 
seams and beams. 

Vermont — a multitude 
of outstanding inns, from 
the elegant Old Tavern In 
Grafton to the family- 
style Johnny Seesaw's In 
Peru or the more tradi¬ 
tional Kedron Valley Inn 
in South Woodstock or 
the Green Mountain Inn in 
Stowe village. Other prime 
possibilities include Echo 
Lake Inn in Tyson (circa 
1810), Four Columns in 
Newfane (also early 1800s) 
and the Brandon Inn in 
Brandon (the prize winner 
with a 1786 starling date). 

U.S. Grant, Theodore 
Roosevelt, Woodrow Wil¬ 
son, Rudyard Kipling, 
Paul Newman and Joanne 
Woodward are among the 
headliners who have visi¬ 
ted The Old Tavern (Graf¬ 
ton. 802-843-2375). A ta¬ 
vern since 1801, it was 


restored in the mid-1960s 
by the nonprofit Windham 
Foundation and is one of 
the most scenic and 
comfortable inns in New 
England. The 34 rooms 
are spread through three 
buildings and there is a 
converted barn which 
doubles as a tastefully 
decorated lounge. Tennis 
is handy for the energetic, 
along with hiking and 
biking trails plus covered 
bridges. 

Two other southern 
Vermont inns worth no¬ 
ting are Johnny Seesaw’s 
and the Jamaica House. 
Neither is as atmospheric 
nor as elegant as The Old 
Tavern but have their own 
brand of charm; Johnny 
Seesaw's (Peru, 802-824- 
5533) is especially ideal 
for families while Jamaica 
House (Jamaica, 802-874- 
5461) is fine for the 
budget-minded^ 

Johnny Seesaw's is on 
Route 11, just a ski-length 
away from Bromley Ski 
Area and the Alpine Slide. 
It was opened in the early 
part of this century and 
reportedly was a speak¬ 
easy and dance hall 
before being converted in 
1938 to an inn — just for 
Yale alumni and their 
families. When Anne and 
Larry Ward bought it two 
years ago, they opened it 
to the public. There are 
cabins apart from the 
main building which 
houses several snug guest 
rooms, the Game Room 
and TV Room plus the 
dining area, a sitting area 
and a pocketsize cocktail 
lounge. There also is a 
stage from the days when 
the place was a ginmill 
but the stage is covered 
with pillows and usually 
turns into a mini-rumpus 
room for tumbling and 
rasslin' by the kids. 
"We've got the Game 
Room and other diver¬ 
sions to keep children 
occupied," Ward says, 
"because If you keep the 
youngsters happy, you 
keep the parents happy." 
Traditional New England 
food with big helpings 
help attract even the 
locals.

The Jamaica House has 
less than a dozen rooms 
and a restaurant which, 
despite its calico and 
country look, serves no¬ 
thing but Italian meals. 
Try the veal. Make no 
mistake about it, though: 
Jamaica House is a favo¬ 
rite watering hole for the 
young set so If you’re 
after library-like quiet, 
look elsewhere. (Johnny 
Seesaw's is perhaps 15 
minutes away.) 

The Tavern Building at 
the Kedron Valley Inn 
(South Woodstock, 802 - 
457-1473) goes back to 
1822 and the Main Buil¬ 
ding is nearly as old. 
Throw in a log cabin 
motel annex built seven or 
eight years ago and 
you’ve got a variety of 
accommodations, conven¬ 
ience and atmosphere to 
suit just about ev eryone. 
Tack on one of the Inn's 
fine family-style, heapin' 
helpings meals and you're 
set; The Kedron Valley 
Inn is another spot where 
the locals like to dine — 
and the Saturday night 
buffet ($9, tax and tip 
included) is a prime draw; 
other favorites include the 
Bavarian liver schnitzel, 
maple sugar cured Ver¬ 
mont native ham (mmmm) 
or even a country omelet. 
The inn also has Its own 
small pond for swimming 
and horses for riding. 

Further north, the 
Green Mountain Inn sits 
right on Route 100 at the 
spot where Route 108 
tears away and heads 
toward Mount Mansfield 
and Stowe’s ski facilities 
(not to mention the sum¬ 
mer stock at the Spruce 
Peak base lodge, the 
tennis or golf of summer). 
The inn opened in 1833 
and, reaching back to the 
days of stage coaches, 
uses a number of antique 



coach lamps to light the 
main dining room while a 
large collection of over 
150 whips are displayed In 
the Whip lounge. Stowe 
Area Association offices 
are just across the street 
and they'll head you In the 
right direction for sight¬ 
seeing orshunpiking. 

New Hampshire — On 
one side of the state are 
two nuggets, the Hanover 
Inn at Dartmouth College 
and, a few miles north, 
the Lyme Inn on the Green 
in Lyme. £>n the other 
side of the state, at the 
foot of Mount Washing¬ 
ton, the afore-mentioned 
Scottish Lion is a plaid 
pearl with Scottish good¬ 
ies to go with the home¬ 
like comforts. Elsewhere, 
there's Wells Wood In 
Plainfield, formerly the 
estate of artist Maxfield 
Parrish and now one of 
the finest eating spots in 
New England...and a 
grand total of four guest 
rooms. 

The Hanover Inn (Han¬ 


over, 603-643-4300) has an 
unforgettable site on the 
Dartmouth campus, along¬ 
side Hopkins Center and 
on the main drag in town. 
It has added a few modern 
wrinkles In recent years 
but still retains the same 
charm and atmosphere of 
smaller inns. Its fine food 
and easy elegance make 
it...uh...an "Innstitution." 

The Lyme Inn (Lyme, 
603-795-2222) originally 
was a stagecoach stop 
between Boston and Mon¬ 
treal when it opened In 
1809. The inn has just 
been sold but the motif of 
antiquity and traditional 
hospitality remains. The 
small pub gives you a 
look at oldtime "publick 
rooms” with Its small bar 
and just a couple of 
tables. The wide-board 
floors are another tradi¬ 
tional touch and without a 
private bath have their 
own clay pitcher and 
wash bowl, yet another 
time honored furnishing. 
No TV, no phones, either 
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and this ad and we'll send 
you everything you'll want 
to know about and what to 
do and see this fall. 


The Kedron Valley Inn In 
Central Vermont goes 
back to 1882 and is best 
known for their family 
style meals and proximity 
to tennis, golf and horse¬ 
back riding facilities.

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phones in the eight guest 
rooms. Just tor good 
measure, though, a hearty 
breakfast is included in 
the room rate. A small 
Scottish goods shop Is 
just off the lobby, an art 
gallery is next door and 
the valley's attractions are 
handy since you're right 
on Route 16. 

Maine — Restoration is 
a key to the revival of both 
the Bethel Inn and Win¬ 
ter's Inn. The Bethel Inn 
(Bethel. 207-824-2175) 
was purchased a year ago 
and the new owner began 
spending money to once 
again make it a first class 
property. "Casual luxury," 
they call it, and that's 
what the inn represents. 
The rooms are spread 
among the main building 
and several nearby ex¬ 
homes which line the 
village green. A hefty five- 
figure sum was spent in 
renovating the inn and it 
shows. 

Winter's Inn (Kingfield, 
207-265-5421) is a Neo- 
Georgian Period home 
built atop a small hill 
overlooking the town and 
down the Carrabassett 
Valley toward Sugarloaf 
Mountain. Fine food, of 
course, but if you're 
staying two nights you 
also may want to sashay 
over to One Stanley 
Avenue for dinner one 
night. Another onetime 
home, it has all of about 
26 seats...a home which 
has been converted into a 
topnotch restaurant. 

Connecticut — The 
Litchfield Hills at the 
southern fringes of the 
Berkshires offer some of 
the most beautiful sce¬ 
nery in New England and 
in the midst of the hills 
and woodlands Is the 
Mayflower Inn (Washing¬ 
ton, 203-868-0515). Works 
by local artists hang on 
the walls of the Gallery 
dining room and the main 


“300 years along the 
Maritime 


Almost 300 years of 
seafaring tradition enrich 
the history of the Massa¬ 
chusetts Coastline. Salty 
tales and lighthouse leg¬ 
ends are as common as 
clam chowder in this part 
of New England. But for 
someone like myself who 
really wanted to explore 
the Massachusetts coast¬ 
line; but only had a few 
days to do it, following 
the Maritime Trail was the 
answer. The trail has been 
laid out from Newbury- 
port through New Bedford 
but you can start and stop 
anywhere along the coast¬ 
line to pick it up or go on 
to other adventures. 

Since I am closest to 
the northern portion of 
the trail I started in 
Newburyport. Once the 
home of seacaptains, the 
city today is under exten¬ 
sive restoration to recap¬ 
ture all the flavor of the 
city in the 1800's. Beauti¬ 
ful mansions along High 
Street line the route into 
the city for a visit filled 
with sightseeing and 
shopping. The small 
shops and boutiques 
which have opened here 
within the past few years 
are some of the finest on 
the North Shore. Crafts¬ 
men are moving into the 
city daily and the variety 
of shops is unparalleled.

Scrimshaw jewelry, pot¬ 
tery, plants, paintings, 
clothing, and glassware 
shops line the streets and 
alleyways and most of the 
restaurants are open year 
round. There is even a 
play area for children in 
the middle of the shop¬ 
ping area so the young¬ 
sters don't have to tag 
along in and out of the 
shops. One of my favorite 
places was a nautical 
Appointments where I 
discovered a hatch-cover 
table made from a World 
War I Liberty Ship. 

Leaving Newburyport 
you'll travel along the 
selected routes of the 
Maritime Trail through 
Essex and Ipswich. These 
towns have several curio 
shops but they can't lose 
their reputation as being 
the best place to eat. 
“Home of the Ipswich 
Clam" is the motto of the 
many, many restaurants 
that line the road. And 
what a variety. A place 
like Woodman’s is a good 
spot to sit on picnic 
benches and eat fried 
seafood off paper plates. 
It is usually filled week¬ 
days with locals, some 
still in their foul weather 
fishing gear and on week¬ 
ends, the smart set from 
Boston fills the parking 
lot with sportscars. Right 
across the street and 
completely opposite In 
atmosphere, but still ser¬ 
ving the famed Ipswich 
clam is D.J.’s. This inti¬ 
mate spot is another 
favorite in town, but 
serving those folks who 
prefer tablecloths and 
flowers and waitresses. 

After a stop in Essex or 
Ipswich, you’ll soon arrive 
in Gloucester and Rock- 
port. For years a famed 
artist colony, Rockport 
continues to be a pleasant 
stopover for souvenier 
shopping along Bearskin 
Neck. One of the most 
famous scenes In Rock- 
port is the red fishing 
shack on a long wharf. It 
has probably been photo¬ 
graphed and painted more 
than the Golden Gate 
Bridge and has been 
named “Motif Number 
One". (Not to be confused 
with the fine clothing 
shop of the same name 
directly opposite.). Very 
small winding streets 
wide enough for strolling 
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wind through the town 
and are as attractive to 
visit and photograph as 
are the fine shops that 
line them. 

Gloucester is the fish¬ 
ing mecca of the North 
Shore and your visit if 
timed right you’ll see the 
fleet coming in to sell 
their catch. Most of the 
seafood is sold right on 
the spot and sold all over 
the country. The main 
attraction in this town 
continues to be the statue 
of the lone fisherman at 
the helm looking out over 
the water. It is dedicated 
to those who have been 
lost at sea and is as 
popular as the religious 
holidays and fishing fes¬ 
tivals scheduled during 
the year. 

Moving down the coast¬ 
line, the next stop is an 
opportunity to see all the 
history of the 17th Cen¬ 
tury Witch Trials in Sa¬ 
lem. The Salem Witch 
Museum has a dramatic 
recreation of this era. The 
museum continues to be 
the biggest attraction but 
I found the Custom House 
to be open to the public. 

On display is the same 
desk where Nathaniel 
Hawthorne worked. Sa¬ 
lem's location right on the 
water once made it the 
biggest fishing and ship¬ 
ping port in the area and 
today the Bonded Ware¬ 
house, the Lighthouse on 
Derby Wharf and the very 
fine Peabody Museum 
stand as a tribute to 
Salem’s maritime history. 

The next town past 
Salem is known world 
over as the yacht haven of 
the east. On a summer's 
day when you look at the 
busy harbor it almost 
looks like you could walk 
right across Marblehead 
Harbor by jumping from 
boat to boat. Every week¬ 
end the harbor is filled 
with sails as weekend 
sailors make their way out 
to the open ocean. Land¬ 
lubbers will enjoy walking 
through Marblehead's 
streets passing one an¬ 
tique house after another. 

As close to each other as 

the boats in the harbor, There s alw ^ys an opportunity along the New England 
coastline to capture a typical scene for the camera's 
continued to next page eye. 


Mayflower II a full-scale 
reproduction of the type 
of ship that brought the 
Pilgrims to America in 
1620 is berthed at State 
Pier in Plymouth. She was 
built in England and 
sailed across the Atlantic 


in 53 days in 1957, with a 
crew of 33 men under 
command of Capt. Alan 
Villiers. The original 
crossing of 102 passen¬ 
gers and 25 crewmen took 
66 days in 1620. 
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Marblehead remains one 
of the prettiest towns on 
the North Shore and some 
of the views are spectacu¬ 
lar as are the homes on 
Marblehead Neck on the 
opposite side of the 
harbor. 

At this point, the Mari¬ 
time Trail advises you to 
go directly into Boston to 
continue with the tour. 

The U.S.S. Constitu¬ 
tion or "Old Ironsides" is 
at dock on Water Street in 
Boston and thousands of 
visitors have explored 
both the ship and the 
nearby museum. More of 
the maritime history of 
the city is on display 
when you visit the Brig 
Beaver II, as the notorious 
Boston Tea Party comes 
to life. Exhibits on display 
include a taped presen¬ 
tation of the tea party, 
tools, and several partici¬ 
patory exhibits. Naturally, 
complimentary iced tea is 
served! 

Antique shops and art 
galleries are along Lewis, 
Central and Long Wharves 
and the nearby New 
England Aquarium is a 
favorite for adults and 
youngsters alike on this 
tour. 

Pleasureboat cruises 
are available here for 
visitors who really want 
the feel of salt spray in 
their faces and several big 
boats cruise Boston Har¬ 
bor's islands daily. 

Now the Maritime Trail 
leaves Boston, heading 
south through the towns 
of Milton, Hingham and 
Hull. In these towns you 
can see an exhibit of 
goods traded, the oldest 
wooden church still in use 
and a spectacular three- 
mile beach. The trail 
continues through some 
of the loveliest towns on 
the south shore of Boston 
such as Cohasset, Scl- 
tuate, North River, Dux- 
bury and Kingston. Each 
town is very special in its’ 
own individual appeal to 
visitors. And each town 
has earned a place In 
maritime history because 
of a museum, a sea 
captain's home, an old 
wharf or a lighthouse that 
still flashes "I love you" to 
warn shipping away from 
the treacherous rocks of 
Minot's Ledge. 

Volumes have been 
written about Plymouth, 
known as America's birth¬ 
place. A replica of the 
Mayflower II is at anchor 
and stands ready for 
boarding right next to 
Plymouth Rock. The Ply¬ 


mouth Plantation Is a 
living and working mus¬ 
eum where you can join In 
community life as it was 
in the 1600's. 

The trail leaves Ply¬ 
mouth and now travels 
south to the Cape Cod 
Canal. Over 20,000 ships 
use the 17 mile long 
shipping lane on the 
inside of Cape Cod. The 
Maritime Trail does not 
include Cape Cod but you 
can ride out to the Cape 
for several days of fish¬ 
ing, swimming, golf, ten¬ 
nis and seafood at one of 
the country's most fa¬ 
mous seashore resorts. 

Whether or not you 
chose to visit Cape Cod, 
to continue touring the 
coastline, you'll pick up 
the Maritime Trail in 
Wareham and Marion just 
on the other side of the 
Cape Cod Canal. Ware- 
ham, in addition to bein t 
the home of a tavern 
dating back to 1690 is 
also the focal point of the 
state's cranberry busi¬ 
ness. In Marion, at Tabor 
Academy is their contri¬ 
bution to the sights along 
the Maritime Trail, a 93 
foot schooner at anchor. 

Mattapoisett, New Bed¬ 
ford and Fall River are at 
the last stretch of the 
trail. Remnants of famous 
whaling boats can be seen 
and the Mattapoisett har¬ 
bor remains a popular 
port of call for some of 
the largest pleasure craft 
out of the Northeast., 
Original logbooks, a col¬ 
lection of ship's figure¬ 
heads and several nauti¬ 
cal exhibits are on display 
in New Bedford. The 
whaling museum on 
Johnny Cake Hill Is one of 
the best in the country. In 
Fall River, our last stop 
you'll see a major invest¬ 
ment in our nautical his¬ 
tory. Battleship Cove Is

motels are investing in a 
tennis court or two to 
keep up with the ever 
increasing demand for 
court time. And huge ski 
resorts, normally just pay¬ 
ing off mortgages all 
summer are suddenly 
turning into year round 
resorts with their tennis 
facilities. 

In Vermont you can 
chose between several 
resorts including Mount 
Snow and Stratton. John 
Newcombe presides over 
14 courts at Stratton and 
you can also enjoy a fine 
golf course and a comfor¬ 


table inn during your stay. 
Down the road Mount 
Snow offers very similar 
facilities, more informal 
and reasonably priced for 
a tennis package. Up 
north, less intensive than 
a tennis camp, but more 
structured than just buy¬ 
ing court time, Bolton 
Valley programs three 
hours a day for tennis 
players. The resort is 
about 20 miles from 
Montpelier and offers a 
five nights package for 
about $180 per person, 
double occupancy. 

Just north of Stowe is 


another favorite in Ver¬ 
mont tennis hide-aways, 
The Village at Smuggler's 
Notch. The tennis pro¬ 
gram is family oriented 
and five resident teachers 
serve as matchmakers 
and hold daily clinics. The 
attractiveness of this re¬ 
sort is its beautiful loca¬ 
tion and its accessibility 
to Montreal. The Cana¬ 
dian city is but two hours 
away and offers a wonder¬ 
ful day trip from this 
tennis resort. A family of 
four can rent a condomin¬ 
ium at Smuggler’s for five 
nights for around $225 
complete. Killington in 
the central part of Ver¬ 
mont sticks to their guns 
in not hiring a big-name 
pro to preside over their 
new courts. They prefer 
instead to program the 
tennis center after their 
ski programs which is 
based on the theory of 
hiring good teachers. At¬ 
tractive condominiums 
surround the tenniscourts 
at the base of this huge 
ski complex. A weekend 
school will cost around 
$125 for lodging, all 
meals, five hours a day of 
instruction and use of 
video tape facilities. 

Northern Vermont has 
two big winter resorts 
attracting tennis enthus¬ 
iasts, Stowe and Sugar- 
bush. At Stowe, there are 
26 courts in the area, six 
open to the public and the 
remaining incorporated 
into the individual hotel 
complexes. The Top 
Notch Resort has profes¬ 
sional instructors In resi¬ 
dence, and is one of the 
better tennis resorts in 
the area and offers a 3 
night and 3 day stay - 
lodging, meals and ten¬ 
nis runs $63 per person, 
double occupancy. 

Neighboring New 
Hampshire hosts one of 
tennis' most famous pros, 
Rod Laver's tennis camp 
at Waterville Valley. This 
18 court facility is one of 
the biggest in the state 
and the Laver-Emerson 
tennis camp can be diges¬ 
ted in a weekend tennis 
clinic or a five day 
intensive training period. 

The Sugarbush Valley 
Inn is the home of the Ken 
Resewall-John Gardiner 
tennis center. Rosewall is 
in residence for about 
four weeks, but ail of his 
instructors have been 
trained at his Arizona ten¬ 
nis center. The tennis 
center will limit each in¬ 
structor to three students. 
The 16 courts are first 
made available to guests 
of the Inn, but transients 
may reserve court time. 
Lodging, meals, and all 
instruction for a five-day 
week runs about $575 a 
person. 

Also worth looking in¬ 
to, certainly, is an unus¬ 
ual little tennis resort 
called Dexter's Inn in 
Sunapee. Dexter's has 
only three courts, which 
is fine because there are 
only 20 units and the 
teaching pro schedules

usually empty. Frank 
Simpson, a former execu 
tive who runs Dexter's 
with his wife, Shirley, is 
the latest in a line of 
Dartmouth graduates 
who've owned Dexter's 
during its 30-year history. 

For years a mecca for 
summer visitors, North 
Conway in the Mt. Wash¬ 
ington Valley, now has 
the Volvo International 
Tennis Tournament pull¬ 
ing spectators each sum¬ 
mer. The Volvo courts 
themselves are not open 
to the public, but 12 
courts in the Valley are 
included in lodging pack¬ 
ages available from the 
Mt. Washington Valley 
Chamber, or from individ¬ 
ual hotels with tennis 
courts. 

Perhaps the most fa¬ 
mous tennis courts in 
New Hampshire are at the 
Mt. Washington Hotel in 
Bretton Woods. It is one 
of the most established 
resorts in New England. 
The 200-room majestic 
hotel also has town- 
houses and a motor inn. A 
six-day program under the 
direction of Bill Markley 
(who winters at Margaret 
Court's Ranch as resident 
pro) will include 24 hours 
of tennis instruction, vi¬ 
deo tape replay, lodging 
and meals for under $400. 

In Massachusetts, you 
have a choice of tennis in 
the mountains or at the 
seashore. One of the 
oldest resorts in the 
Berkshires is the Jug End. 
now under new manage¬ 
ment. There are three 
year-round clay courts 
and two all-weather. 

Eastover Resort and 
Oak 'n Spruce are both 
multiseason resorts also 
in the Berkshires and all 
three hotels offer tennis 
in the package plans for 
guests. 

Cape Cod has several 
seaside resorts with ten¬ 
nis courts. One of the 
most attractive is on 
Pleasant Bay: The Cha¬ 
tham Barrs Inn in Fal¬ 
mouth. Several resorts 
have condominiums for, 
rent such as the New 
Seabury in Mashipee with 
10 tennis courts and in 
the same town, Masasoit 
Crossing with both indoor 
and outdoor tennis courts. 

Surprisingly, indoor 
tennis is more popular on 
Cape Cod. There is Tennis 
of Cape Cod in Hyannis 
and Mid-Cape in West 
Yarmouth with facilities 
open to the public. 

With tennis booming 
from coast-to-coast, not 
only are big resorts feel¬ 
ing the impact, but thous¬ 
ands of hotels and motels 
are investing in the tennis 
business. It is almost 
impossible to travel in 
New England this sum¬ 
mer and be unable to find 
tennis facilities, from 
large instructional camps 
with the biggest names in 
the game to a small 
roadside motel.

Yes, lam interested in vacationing in the Ml. 
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Trout, of course, are 
usually thought of as 
stream fish, and In Ver¬ 
mont brook trout are the 
favored species. Nearly 
four-fifths of the 4,800 
miles of streams are 
classified as trout waters 
with browns and rain¬ 
bows, as well as brook- 
ies, found throughout the 
state. 

The Batten Kill, one of 
the best trout streams in 
the eastern United States, 
is very popular with visitor 
and native fishermen 
alike, as is the White 
River, northern Black 
River, Barton River, Wil¬ 
loughby, Upper Mlssiss- 
quol, Lamoille and Wi¬ 
nooski. 

While the wily trout 
may seem an ideal oppo¬ 
nent for serious fisher¬ 
men, more and more 
anglers are discovering 
the wide variety of fish 
available In Vermont's 
standing waters. 

The Green Mountain 
State has nearly 300 lakes 
and ponds with an area of 
20 acres or more, and 240 
ponds with an area of 20 
acres or more, and 240 
ponds with less than 20 
acres. Along with Lake 
Champlain and a good 
portion of Lade Mem- 
phremagog, the total is 
almost 225,000 acres. 


As in Lake Champlain, 
warmwater fishing oppor¬ 
tunities are good In Lake 
Bomoseen, Hortonia, 
Memphremagog, Carml, 
Falrlee and Shelburne 
Pond, to mention only a 
few. There Is also good 
potential for bass, pike, 
perch and other species In 
the more shallow waters 
of many coldwater lakes, 
as well as the lower 
reaches of most of the 
major river systems. 

There are nearly three 
dozen coldwater lakes of 


particular importance for 
lake trout or salmon 
fishing. When the North¬ 
east Kingdom Is men¬ 
tioned, the fisherman 
Immediately thinks of 
Averlll, Echo, Seymour, 
Crystal, Maidstone, Cas¬ 
pian and Willoughby 
Lakes — and there are 


others. While fewer In 
number elsewhere In the 
state, certainly Dunmore, 
St. Catherine and other 
lakes are equally valuable. 

More than 130 public 
access Installations on 
110 lakes make the laun¬ 
ching of boats or canoes 
no problem for travelers.

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You ‘auto’ see the Mt. 
Washington road 


Vacationers are no 
strangers to roads. But 
quick, answer this ques¬ 
tion. Which road stretches 
eight miles up. has 99 
wide curves and has had 
winds of 231 mph? 

It's quite a puzzler, 
unless you've ever been to 
the White Mountains of 
New Hampshire and taken 
a ride on the Mt. Wash¬ 
ington Auto Road. This 
road claims the distinc¬ 
tion of being America’s 
oldest manmade tourist 
attraction. 

Construction on the 
road began in the summer 
of 1854, with the first four 
miles used for limited 
travel by 1857. 1.8 million 
visitors have seen the 
road since It opened 
through to the summit In 
1861. 

A substantial engineer¬ 
ing feat for its day, the 
road reaches eight miles 
up Mt. Washington from 
the Glen House site in 
Pinkham Notch on its 
eastern slope. The road 
ascends 4,600 vertical 
feet in a series of 99 wide 
curves and has an average 
grade of only 12 per cent. 

A series of buildings 
are situated on the sum¬ 
mit. two of which are 
manned year-round. One 
is the transmitters for 
WMTW-TV and WMTQ- 
FM. and the other is the 
Mt. Washington Observ¬ 
atory. A private research 
operation, the observa¬ 
tory has been measuring 
data on the summit con¬ 
tinuously since 1932. The 
auto road, the only year- 
round link to the tiny 
summit community, has 
become its lifeline to 
civilization. It is this 


dedicated group of ob¬ 
servers that has given 
proof to the claim that Mt. 
Washington has the 
world's worst weather. 

The thermometer hit 46 
degrees below zero on 
February 15, 1943, not a 
record, but with gale force 
winds, the potential wind 
chill factor reached severe 
proportions. And if there's 
one thing that Mt. Wash¬ 
ington has an abundance 
of. it's wind. 

On April 12. 1934, 
instruments recorded the 
highest winds ever ob¬ 
served by man on the face 
of the earth at 231 mph. 
Winds of over 70 mph are 
the norm during winter 
months, and weekly, there 
are reports exceeding the 
100 mph point. 

In June motorists fre¬ 
quently pass through 
snowdrifts up to 30 feet 
high, and there are times 
when a sudden snow¬ 
storm in June or Septem¬ 
ber makes plowing neces¬ 
sary. Yet, when the wea¬ 
ther is calm and the moun¬ 
tain tranquil, there is no 
finer experience than the 
drive to New England's 
summit. 

For those that do not 
wish to drive their own 
car, the auto road main¬ 
tains a fleet of chauffeur 
driven vans that wind their 
way to the top in a little 
over 30 minutes. 115,000 
tourists a year travel the 
auto road — 100,000 use 
their own cars. 

Dense forest and under¬ 
growth mark the first half 
of the trip, but at each 
turn the vegetation gets 
shorter and the trees more 
gnarled from the beating 
of winter's winds. Several

scenic pullouts are provi¬ 
ded along the way, but 
once above the treeline 
the view is everywhere. 

On the rocky, barren 
summit a panorama 
stretches 100 miles in 
every direction encom¬ 
passing five states and 
the Atlantic Ocean off 
Maine and Quebec. 

H is not unusual to 
begin from the base in 70 
degree weather in Sep¬ 
tember and to experience 
a snow-squall before 
reaching the top. With an 
average temperature of 
only 27.1 degrees, Mt. 
Washington is referred to 


by state publicists as 
"air-conditioned by na¬ 
ture", and frequently 
shares honors of the 
coldest spot in the U.S.A. 

The first car to climb 
"the Mount" was a steam¬ 
er piloted by Freelan O. 
Stanley himself in 1899. 

Tourists have been at¬ 
tracted to Mt. Washington 
since 1642 when Darby 
Field first climbed it after 
hiking overland from the 
coast and it will attract 
untold numbers in the 
decades ahead, strictly 
because it Is Mt. Wash¬ 
ington and it is there. 


Tag sale grows to 
major antique fair 


Born as a faculty tag 
sale at the Stoneleigh- 
Burnham School for Girls, 
the antique fair has grown 
to be a major festival each 
year. Creating a mood not 
unlike the coming to town 
of the annual fair, the 
Saturday-Sunday before 
Labor Day finds almost 
two hundred antique deal¬ 
ers joining the show on 
the grounds of this pres¬ 
tigious boarding school. 
The winding campus 
roadways take on the 
appearance of a European 
village, as vendors dis¬ 
play their prize pieces. 
Last year over 10,000 
visitors from forty states 
looked through artifacts 


from America’s past. Per¬ 
iod furniture is most 
popular, along with old 
baskets, advertising 
memorabilia, antique 
books, coins and auto 
antiques. Antique shop 
owners from across the 
nation will acquire for 
resale at least a hundred 
thousand dollars worth of 
stock for their showrooms 
at each Stonelelgh-Burn- 
ham event and you will be 
able to do some buying of 
your own. The antique fair 
takes place in Greenfield, 
Massachusetts annually, 
and now ranks as one of 
the leading antique events 
in New England.
